W'e stated, about this time last jeft that,* as Medical Journalists, we had no oppesi- ; 
(ion, still less any competition, ti^imtendwith; but that, though we had noUtevmy * 
coirnetitors. we had an abundano^jf enemies, whose malignity was one of our strongest 
claims to the support and confidoce of our readers." Early in the month of Oetober, 
howerer, an opposition to this/'ournal wu attempted; if, indeed, that tenncsnbe 
ap)ilied to a contemptible Wmtiou of our pita, seasoned with an ont-pouring 
vulgar and malignaut icurrjfty, directed agsinst private character. It ia usae* 
ceuory for ua in this y\acf to insist on the distinction between slander of priflfe. 
character, niid personal attAs. u they arc termed, on men who fill public aitualaons,.. 
and whose rharactcr and mnduct, in their public eapacities, are lair topics of animaiik;; 
version. Of the fornier^e challenge our enemies to point out a aingle inslanee in 
pages of this Journal ; H the latter, the instances are abundant in proportion to 
occnaions whicli caUvd|>iibrth honest censure ; and if they were not to be found in tttH 
proportion, our publi^tion would cease to deserve tire eulugium which was pronofli^jw 
upon it by the highest judicial authority iu the kingdom, that of being ** a wod^Ki 
very great utility."* That in tlie discharge of our duly, is independent JouroaK^BiijP 
should hare incurred the hatred of some iodiriduals, whose public character may luriibi 
Buffereil from our animadversions, is not surprising ; but it is plain that the uA||i^ 
rc|teated attacks upon our private vliatacter, ct< a if they were u well foui 
they are false and malignant, would Airniah no answer to ihe faeti or tifu

wbieh we miy fov^ow eenture of « public funetionory, or maintain the expediency 
of eonecting aa ei*i||||. abuse. Aa a public journal ought nerer to be made the 
▼ehicle of attacks up, private character, so neither is a public journal a fit place for 
repelling such sttacli^A Court of Jaatiee is the only arena in which we hare con- 
descended, or erer wS condescend, to meet calumniators who slander because they 
cannot cope with us ; source of their malignity is to be found in the vast 

end increasing eirculatiod f /|is Journal, mid in the total and humiliating failure ot 
all their attempto to diminiaLr influence. 

The first wretched and ^^e attempt to imitate the plan, and at the ssme thne 
Miju*. ‘he reputation of Tii. '.ascst, was too despicable to obtain even e passin;; 
notice in the pages of this Joil ai. 'jjie pablication to which wo allude expired, if wo 
mistake not, in the nintlr.Teek * 4 || axiatence *, but ita diasolution was immediately 
speeded by tbe appearance otinha imitetion of the plan of Tns Lancet, precisely 
aindltr to the former in ell reepe^^ aa^a rlial af being ushered into tbe world under 
the euspicea of respedtable. and, co^oantly. responsiUe pubUshera. The arrenge- 
ment of our matter wassenllely eop4 fa bolb publicadona, lo aato give to each the 
appearance of a mock Lancet. Then^vete in each an imitaUoa of our Lectures, an 
imitation of our Foreign Department, adnitntkm of our Leeding Artieleaend Reviews, 
■id an imiution of our Hospital Repm,. The exeeution of the design was alike 
feeble in both instances, but the plen wa hi both instances a servile copy of that < 
T« Lancet, with one diaUnguiahing exiption indeed, nemely, the syslemat 
devotion of i portion of the colamns of lif e publieathma to the aspersion of privet 
eharaeter. A part of the email capital embai^l in the second enterprise was, we have 
reason to believe, supplied by Mr. Bnonin, wio has aeiw«d from It the ndveatege of 
being enabled to puff himself without stint, tbon||i, when the eEtcessrly limited channel 
through which his auto-panegyrics are ciicnlated,'t taken into the account, the pleasure 
of lauding himaelf in print has, in all probability, ben dearly paid for. In tbe cboiee 
of an F^dilor, the manufactnrera of the MockLArnsr were singularly unhappy, for 
they fixed upon an ** old hack of a Jourealist,'* wli had loag ainoe wearied and dU- 
guaied the profession u editor of the Yellow Fung a, nod from whose intellectual 
oiocta nothing could be reasonably expected, but tie dulneis and the imbecility 
which hnve marked the origin and no«pr(^is of thouoderlaking. The thing still 
cxifta, but it exiata under cireumatances of which ita fir.nids are aabamed, and with 
n ciictttation which ita puhUabers must regard injuriou to the character of their 
eetahliiliiiif III, 

While we are taking n retroepective glance mt these two puVieations, we cannot for^ 
bear noticing the amnner in which their appearance was auccetuTely bailed by a eon* 
Wnponxy, Dr. Jahxb Jojinstonx, if it be not a misnomer to cXI him a contemporary, 
defunct aa a Quarterly foumaliat, and moribund mu puRiaher of half-monthly 
teienli. His delight at tbe appearance of new combatanu, in a contest which had 
* jraeed Iklal to faia own reputation, wm equalled only by tbe spirit of abject humility 
^wilh which he deelsred his readineu to fight under their banners. It seems to be the 
Wailfcy of the Doctor, in all his literaiy mtncntvrM, to aoeompliah bis own busailiation, 
^iOer int finmidable opponent expired in the very week whenin the Doctor triumph- 
.^^Mtfyetatad, that Tub Lancbt bad at leogih ** found its match}" and, at the com- 
‘jMWUMst of the^fear, tho Doctor underwent the further inorUfieatien of emKNineip|{

lUbei, under tUe title of Ftecieuli. the nffidnvit which the Doohv mekei onee n fort- 
night to the feet of their finding purcheiers, efforde pregnent evidence of the 
tion in which tliey ere lield hy the profeuion. 

Such if the cherecter, end euch hee been Uie itteceee, of the oppoeition mede to thie 
Jouroel during the peetyeer. Nor beve onr enemiee been more eueceesfol in the field of 
jurisprudence then in that of literature. In one ofthiAwo actions to which we alluded 
in the Preface to our volumes for the lest year, RAeuick Maclboo, the p:ditor of 
the Yellow Fungue, who had charged ns, in hie deelarftonf with a malicious attempt to 
degrade him in the eyes of his employer, and thereby ^ptive him of the means of sub- 
aiatenee, obtained Five Pounds from the juiy, m a compensation for the injigjfitcEi&ghd 
to have been done to his professional and literary charactar. A mom trompery action 
wni never brought into n court of jnetioe. and we believe ilmt the jury would not hnve 
nwarded even the aum of five ponndatothe plaintiff, iftbe production of n aqoib, which 
nppeared the day befisre the trial in thia Jonnal. aa a piece of evidence in anpport of 
the plaintiff'a caan. had not been, upon technied grounds, objected to. The weakneM 
of a cause, which required the eid of the paregtaph in question, 1^ way of make-weight 
to the charge against ns» could aeareoly have iailed to atiiko the jury, had the reading 
of the squib, aa evidence, been nequMseed in. Aa it wu. the paaiage technically 
objected to, was, in point of fiset, nnd, and pxobab^ made an erroneoua impression on 
the minds of the jury. 

The circumstances under which the netioa, commenced againet Tun Lamcbt by Mr* 
G UTHUiB, was abandoned, ere fully detailed ui the pegec of thia Joumtl. The eecret . 
history of the transactione connected with thet eelion, ie now matter of record ; end 
we may truly lay, that a man unjustifiable attempt to obtein a verdict pgr fu A 
against t Public Journal, was nave? yet detected and eapoaed. The hiitory of these 
transactions ia pregnant with instruction to Juries, whose duty it may hereafter be to 
protect the press egsuat aimilar atteaiptB to convert the law into an inatmment of in- 
justice tnd oppression. l.et it not be forgotten, that Mr. Gotbris commenced legal 
proceedings against Tin Lancet, with the full eonaciouaneia that he had no more cause 
of action againai us than againithia own colleague— that be eontiooed those proceedings; 
under Uie persuasion Uiat he abould be able to inppren the testimony of that colleens 
—and that he only abandoned tliem at the twelfth hour, upon findug that biscoUeagne 
refused to tamper with hie oath, and co-operate in a conspiracy against this Journal. 

The recovery of damages, in an action ngainat a hospital surgeon, who mistook n 
piece of flint, at tbo dietance of more than one inch from hia patient's cniirr patella, Ibr 
a portion of that patella, was aa event of no Ught importuee. at the resnlt of this trial 
proved that the jntuiigg of nominal distiactionB was at aa end. and that tha attempt sf 
sis hospital aurgeona to secure their coUeagne from the consequences of hia ineapadi^, 
was justly appreeisted by an intelligent and discriminating jury. For the etj^Atanla. 
which we felt it our duly to mike on this case, we were threatened with an aetionli^ 
Mr. Utanlev ; hut that gcnUemaii. either in tendemem to na or to himself, foiboin 
ceny hie threat iuto execution. 

Of the action now pending against ua. for our report of the extraordinaiy MM .4^ 
JithottMay at Guy's Hospital, in which Mr. Rransby Cooper eitncted the alou at 
end of fifty-five minutes— the average minwuM of time in which this opeiatin

eridence of tlie utility of tlie diacussiona which lioro been carried on through t' 
medium of a free medical preas ; and even the eneniiea of thia Journul must concede 
118 the credit of haring zealuoaly urged the expuitiency of thusu ineasurea which ar« 
sow recommended to the adoptpn of the l^gialuture. The spirit in which the lute 
inquiry was conducted augurs /'ell for the cause of medical reform ; and the recom- 
mendation with which the Coipiittee closed its report may be regarded as a first stop 
towards the attainment of tha^most desirable object. Let aurgical rcformec»— and in 
tlui,jfg 8 ignation is comprehenuH the great boily of the profession'— he on the alert to 
take the 'field, and be assured that, though political evenu have for awhile retarded^ 
nothing can prevent the ultimate, and even tha apeedy. accompliahment of their wishes. 
Lest the recent election of Sir. LAwajoioa to a seat is the Council sliould have raised 
a doubt in any quarter, whether that gestlemaa still remains sttuncli to the cause, we 
take this opporlui:iiy of assuring the p«>fessipnj|>at iriien the members of the College sltall 
again osaemblH for the purpose of Parliament for a reform of abuses, Mr. 

Lawresce will again bo found at hit poet. r^y»aa he has ever been, to prove himself 
the firm and enlightened advocate of the T%iilsjM interests of hii professional brethren. 

From the outset of this pul/li':ation, one cf the objects of wbich we have never lost 
aigbt has been to promote the iuterests of aaedicel pupils. We have endeavoured t; 
protect tliem against the cupidity, the injnstice, and the negligence of their privilegci 
teachers ; and we hare, on some occasions, endeavoured to protect tliem against thul 
consequences of tlicir own thoughtlessness and iuexperieuce. Nor can it be denied 
that our efforts have been, in some degree, successful, if the manner in which meiiicnl 
pupils ivere commonly treated, five years ago. be contrasted with the influence which ’ 
they now possess, and the comparative attention whicii they now receive at iho hands 
of tlicir instructors. Pupils may be assured that the remedy of many of tlie grievaucea 
of which they have still reason to eomjilaui lies in their own hands. 

We shall call tho aticulion of our readers, at an euily pciioJ, to the abuses which 
result from the extent to which the out-patient system at onr public hospitals and 
dispensaries has been carried, sml to the ruinous influence which that system has on 
the interests of the great body ol medical practiliouurs. '* 

Before concluding these obsezvotinns, we must revert to a subject which concerns 
OIUScItcs. There is no charge which has been more fre |ueiitly brought against this 
pvblicalioQ by those who are interested in upholding existing abuses, and who aeek, 
Ihorefiire, to di-precule the charartt-r of a Journal which th*-)- have lung felt as a thorn 
in their eide.<, than that we have dishonotirahly appropriated the luhours of medical 
leMhers to cur own ]>rofit, without the consent of those teacliers, and even in spite of 
their^emo'isirances nguiust the puhiicati'in of their lectures. 'I'hiA charge has hecn 
woflu^.ai'd so confidently made, that we doubt not theie are many peRions, who, 
^^tAraver otherwise ilirpox-d to think welt of this publication, believe that wc liavc nut 
; ody publislred Mr. AnMiM-.iiiv’n Lectures without bis consent, hut that in many, or 
of the iostaitrea in whicli courses of lectures have hern published in Tits I.asci-t, 
CORMiit of the Lecturers has not been obtained. We shall insert the id«IV4 in the 
;*!i|i|hguage of one of our calumuintors, and we shall be content fo forfeiirthatIttfluenGe 
'^-jfarfaidi has rvntlered us the ohjeeu of su much slander and misrepresentation, if tho 
- Amnrerwe give to it, he not sueh as must for over silence oui eoeniee, if they 
the smsilcat regard for decency or (ntUi, 
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*' A few years bkAi" My* Rodkkick Maclrod, “ ■ set of Ktorsry plunderers broke 
ia on the peace and quiet of our profession. Lecturers who had spent their livea in 
■tllectin^ koowlodge, arranging it for communicstion, and acquiring the difficult art of 

il instruction, saw tlie produce of their lives suddenly snatched front them, and pub- 
' lied for the profit of otiicrs, with the additional mortification of finding what they had 
. Veil so much pains with, disfigured by bad English, and ridiculous or misehieToua 
duiidcM.” 

It can searcely be necessary to remind our readers of the distinction which vre have 
always raeoguiaed between the situation of t public tellBher oud that of a private one, 
or of tbs principle u))on which we claimed the right oi^mbliahing the Leeturea of Mr. 
Abkhnetht. The Lectures of private teachers, wbicjl we acknowledge to be private 
property, we have never published, aa we shall pTcaeany show, without the consEN T 
of the Lecturers ; but tiic Lcetures of puhtie medicel teacliera, delivered .ssdtEm the 
wslls of public hospitalB, stand, as we hnve uniformly contended, ui>on a totally diffe- 
rent footing. We niiiiiituincd this point ibari^y and manfully against Mr. Acin- 
KhTiiv in aC'oiirtof Equity, and the iaani of the contest was, thst the injunction 
which (hat Gentleman obtained againil ti^^bUeation of his Lectures was finally 
dissolved by the Lord Clia»eeUor.'>< Mr. AiiEnNEYuv's Lectures. Sir 

Asyi.ey CiMiPEii’a l.eetar«i came wiffiHl| .Ibe'pnneiple on which we relied in our eon- 
teH with Mr. Aucbnitav ; hut SW cannot, at any raU, be one of 

those who has b<*en plundcri d of his litofniyrproperty, for Sir Astley Coopeh gave 
^>18 rxpn?Bs consoiit to the pubUcaUenof bis Leeiares. The Leetuins of Dr. Uivndeli, 
ju Midwifery, though delivered within the walls of Guy*a Hospital, we did not con- 
sider as public Lectures three years ago. because, at that time, no eertifiealea of at- 
tendance on Courses of Midwifery were required by the Colleges or the Universities. 
We applied, tlien forf, for permission to publish them, which was not at that time 
conceded. Subsequently certificates of sltendsncu on courses of Midwifery have been 
re<iuired, aud Dr. Di.i'Niiim. has not only not withheld his consent from the publica* 
tiau of his Ltclures in this Journal, but, as they were to go before the public, 
has addl'd to their v«lu'> by a revision of Uie proof sheets. Dr. AnMSTno.No'a Leeturea 
oil the Theory aud Priwlice of Mediciue, were published in consequence of the 
iiiiimaiiiiU of oae of his pupils, that the Lecturer would not offer any objection. 
Dr. AiiMKriuiNO did, however, afiir the appearance of the lint Leetore, object to 
the jiriiiriplc of publishing private lA>ctures, in wliicb objection we ecquieaced ; bat 
Laving expressed his opiuioo, he added, that be should leave the matter entirely to 
ourti lTes. We urged the ground of public utility— aud os be found that the papila 
Were deeirouM of pussessing hia l.ectares, he afterwards eousenied to tlieif publiei- 
tion,aad ticknuwiedged their accuniry. Mr. ALroi'x'a Lectures on some Practical 
of Suri'ery, were jmhlishud with his consent, and the proof sheets were revised by huB« 
Mr. Lawiiem k's l/>ciures on the Anatomy, Physiology, oud Diseases of the Eye weft 
puhiished with his consent, and the proof sheets were revised by him. Dr. CiVTTXt* 
urck's Leriures nil the Tlieory and Pnirtico of Physic were published with hia edicts'' 
and the pro.tf sheeU were also revised by him. Dr. SeeuziiiiM'a Leeturea on Phniali*^* 
logy in like manner appeared with the coiisi*nt, and underwent the rifViaioaof the LsnUk*:'. 
turer. The I.A*ctureK of Mr. lln.tNi>E on Cheiiiislry, iiud those of Dr. ICiaLaii oa 
Intellectual Composition of Man, wore also published with tlio expreas consent of tbo 
Leeturers. All these facts we hove had the permission end authority of Uie atvanl 
Lecturers to atuto. from the periods at which tlieir respective Coursca wen complete^ ' 
r iMidittiuctly as w« now itah) ibcms but we have liiUierto diidai&ed to give Uiii 
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dwivvniww to the cdamniM of oar oaomiot, md we btrenoir, oaoe for dl, adopted 
tliu cottiie, in order that inch etlugniei, if they be again repeated, may be u anch 
contemned in ell other qnerten, es they haife been nnifonnly conamned b/ onraelrei. 
We may fbrther atote, that ae far bare we been ftom the imputed neoeosity ofaeekieg 
to obtain Leeturee by indirect or diohononnble meant, that our difficulty, on the con- 
trary, hu been to deal with the Oiimerotta epplicationi which bare been made to ue lor 
the pttbUeation of Leeturea, uijto eppeoae teoeben, to whoN argent lolicitationa we 
have not deemed it expedient hwield. 

That nothin; may be left unrwmered in the ahoTe-eited ebarge, we proceed to that 
part'xfijit in which we are aceoaed of dietorting the atyle, end miireprecenting the 
meaning of the different Leeturen. It m evident, ftom Uie atateme'nt which we hove 
just made, that the only Leetnreri who eenld, by jaaoibility, be injured in thii way, 
were Sr Astlbv Coopbr end Mr. AenunTHr, intamneb aa off the other gentlemen 
to whom the paragraph could apply in point of thee, hove tetnaUy either acknow- 
ledged their accuracy or revioed the proof'iheeta of their own Leetnrea. Letua 
examine, then, the ground of thia heavy aecoution, oa it nppliea to the two aup- 
poMd anfferera j and, firat, u it reapecta Sir AarLUV Coorau. To all who know 
the worthy Baronet, wbooe non-profcaoionil education hu, truth lo aay, been a 
little neglected, it might appear a aufioient ana'whr to thia charge to auggeat. that 
hia Engliah wu not likely to aoffn mncb ftito the neceoury repeiri beatowedi^ 
upon it in the llepcrta of Tnt Lakcet. But wd hive a stronger argument for our 
vindieatton. Although Sir Astiby Coons did not revise the proof aheeta of oor * 
Repccta, be hu reviaed the txehamfy genuine edition of hit Leetnrea, puhliahed 
by hia nephew Mr. TvnntLi. Now thia eubuimfy genuine edition, put forth hy tiie 
led SiMOW Forb, ia to faithfol atranocript of our Reporta, that even the typographi- 
cal errors of our early editioni have been retained in it ; nay, poaaagea which, from cir- 
enmstonem we hove formerly explained, Sir Astliy Coopir never uttered, have slao 
been foithfidly retained in the uchmoelg genuine edition published by hia nephew.* So 
mneh for the wrongs suatained by Sir Astuit Coopes, w touching the feUcitiea of hia 
atyle, and the ftithfulrepreuntttimi of hia meuing. Now for Mr. AsaaNKTiiv. Aa 
Wgards thia gendeaian, we have, if pooaihle, a more eoncluiiTe answer to the charge 
ihn in the oau of Sr Astlev Cooper. The worthy Baronet haa, in a letter prefixed to 
SmoN'a aadiuiw^ genuine edition of hia Leetnrea, borne teatimony to the accoraoy of 
dvreportf. But Mr. AainuxTHV hu gone further ; for be hu actually swoev to " tht 
adnata .^ity’* with which bis Lectoiet were reported in this Journal. We refer our 
iindeii to the affidavit which lie made on applying to the Court of Chancery for an 
Injunetion ogsinat The LAXCET,t and we obsU merely add, that u the feet of ** miRMic 
sworn to on the one hand, end admitted on the other, we were precluded, 
In tliyargument, from Ukiug uy advantage of the difficulty wliich Mr. AneasKTiir 
I otberwitt have bod in proviug that Lectures not committed to writing were,

Hid. dm ebam been, that our Reporter, or Printer, hod put bad Frmek into the 
n^NlMth of the worthy Baronet, it might, we believe, in one or two instueea, have been 
' "■ Mdirtutiated. Hotel d<i Dieu, we remember wsi, by some inadvertence, printed in one 
' «f Sir AaUcy'a Leeturea; but Ibis error was fatthfully copied hy Simon Pare into the 
mdukdjf geneitte edition of hie nnele’a Leeturea.

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We feel ntiificd Chet onrreeden will now be of opinion that we here given n meet 
eonpleteendconolniiveenewer to the ealiimniea and nnfoonded ohargea wUdi bave 
been directed againat the ebaraeter of tliia Journal. We have shown that, althoogh we 
muntain the right of pnbUibing (he Lectnres of public hospitil teadiero, yet, b every 
Inatanee, save one, wherein a coarse of Lectnres, whether public or private, hu been 
pabtished in this Journal, it has been published with the consent of the lecturer. In 
the excepted instance, we boldly nuuntabed, and fiiWy esublished, b a court of 
BQViTY, the principle Sir whbh we eonleided, as fitr A that principle could be estab* 
lished by the retreat of our adversary, and the dissoiuLn of the bjuneiion which he 
bad obtained agabet tts'. With this excepUon, for wKh we take credit to ourself ea 
for the exertions We Aide in vindication of the freadom of the medicil p^an, b what 
respect has our piaeiiee of puMislibg L^iWea dUfored from (hat of our imitators! We 
have published Lectnres with the conMiri iif riw betarers, fiTd our imitotois have done 
the same thing. 

With regard to ho^tal reports, these, let itbe renumbered, were equrily denounced 
by onr enemies, when we first act the dxiln^ of publishing them. The times, how* 
ever, are changed, and hospital reports are now recognised by all, except tliose func- 
tionaries who, by retsOB of tbeir imbecility, bive csuse to dresd them, u en Integnd 
portion of the stock of public bformsdM. But tbere is this msterisl diffbreilee between 
the hospital reports published in this JgvinsI, snd those which hsve been recently put 
fortli by our imitators, thst the htter wve betu snpplied by tlie funetiottiries them- 
selves, who hsve t menifeet mteiest in enppressing whatever fsets may be uBfSvoursble 
to their reputation ; whereas, our interest as clearly lies in giving a foithfnl and impar- 
tial detail of facts, whether fovottvable or unfavourable to the hospital surgeoni. In 
France, as in this country, where an attempt has been lately made to give currency to 
reports furnished by hospital functionaries themselves, it is well known to the pro- 
fession, thst no reliance can be placed on the fidelity of the Reporters. As men, who 
{.ay themselves without a check on their liberal propensities, sre seldom parsimonioos, 

BO surgeons, who report their own rases, are as generous as Dnonix, when their own 
dexterity is to be recorded, and os tittle disposed to be communicstive on the subject 
of iheir lisllurinations and mishaps. 

One word with rrspecl (o (he increased circulation of Tiic Laycxt, a anbitantisl 
test, undoubtedly, of the estimstion in which our Journal it held by the profession and 
by the public. We believe that we ahall ratlier rain the envy than the incredulity of 
une of our contemporaries, who has expressed an anxiety to be informed on this suh^ 
ject, when we state, that our ciroulation during the last twelvemonth has far exceeded 
that of any preceding year. W« should, indeed, deserve the derision to which our 
contempornty'.has exposed himself, if we had recourse to an Alderman to hear ua make 
a voluntary ofiidavit to this fuel ; but we will point out a way in wbieh onr euemiea 
may, if they think proper, obtain evidence of the amount of our increased cirenihtiini, 
under a sanction not liable to (he suspicion which sttoches to u nugatory cerem^y*/ 
They may elicit this iiiformatiaii from our witnesses in the forthcoming trial hetriCell 
Mr. linAMsnv Cooexn and Tub Lancet. The great increase which has recently taken 
place in onr circulation, is obviously to be attributed to tlie influence of eontraiti.. Tht ' 
claims of this .loumsl to public confidence snd n]>probatioD have bCen plaeud 
stronger light by the imbecility of our opponents and iniitatots. } ' , :

Tbs 6nt eoum of Leoturei dodieated to 
the aiedicel cluiee of thie Inetitution, «u 
commenced cm Wedneadey lut, Mr. 
CHARtKS Bell, the Profeaeor of phyeiolcigy 
end aorgerv. He piefimed Ida L: eture with 
the following apeech. The thcj^re, which 
ia cepable of oonteiniDg neaT% one thou- 
aand peraooa, waa crowded in e er^ part. 
Geotlemen, — It will aomewha^^imiaiah the 
oppil^raaivc nature of my duly te^day, if you 
will pA’m.it me to aayj that although 1 have 
the honour of firat appeatiug before you.— 
aciroumstanee accidentaI,>-J apeak in- 
dividual aentimenu only, aa your rroieaaor 
of pbyaiology and aurgery. 

The munificent arrangementa made for 
aeience and education, and the numeroua 
audience now aaaembled, must not lead me 
for a moment to aaaume that the labour of 
the Profetaora will be light or eaey. The 
teak which awaita ua ia a veiy difiooll one ; 
we must win our way to pulilic confidence, 
as if our profeaiional exonioiia were but 
commencing. 

The aucceaa of the University will depend 
on the relation established betwixt the 
teacfaer and the pupil ; the devotion of the 
one to the intercata of science and to the 
iastruction of youth ; and the gratitude of 
the other for the highest benefit that can be i 
received— the improvement of his mind and 
the aequiaition of a profeaslon : tliroogh the 
improvement of liia mind, inralenlahle in- 
creaae of happiness, afid, by the ae()uisiiif>D 
of a profession, the heat security for inde* ! 
pendence that tlie coudilion of ^iety ad- 
mits.— ( Applause . ) 

If 1 value highly the* influence of this 
great establichinont, it is because 1 hare 
been long engaged in teaching, and have 
experienced ail the difficulties of forming n 
medical ichool. For obvions reasons, Lon- 
dOB must continue to be the principal sclioul 
of medicine ; but whilst there am many fn- 
vanrable circunirtaiicos, there are also many 
imfkvonrable, to regular study; and it is I 
BOW to be demonstrated that it is possible 
to iBUin that which ia favourable, aod to 
Braid the defects.

vour to ascend. In the eonrae of thirty 
yean 1 have seen the establisbment of many 
schools attempted ; but it boa always hap- 
pened, that the temptation of following a 
lucrative practice, has far outweighed the 
deaire of reputatioii to be gained by tgaeh- 
ing : and. oouaequendy, just when the Pro- 
fewor became useful by the knowledge bo 
waa capable ofoommunfrating, he baa with- 
drawn himself: and. so' the sitnation of a 
medical teacher, instead of being the high- 
est, and entiiling Itim who holds it to be 
i conaolted in oaaea of diAeultvr~M beidg 
I of Uie aeniort of his profrasibo, onw-Who 
j has withstood potty aolieitationa, and has 
I maturely atodied at well aa prariised,— it is 
! nfi»»ly looked u)>ou aa a situation introefne- 
I toiy to business ; one of expectancy, and 
to ra occupied in npid succession by young 
and inexperienced men. I.«t us hope that, 
instead of this ni}>id succession, this Uni. 
varsity may be able to raise the Profesaora 
of aeience* to higher considcralion, induce 
men of talents to prepare themselves for 
teaebuig, and to continue their public la- 
boura to a later period ofUfu. 

Vfitli respect to our atudenu, the dcfttcts 
ia mir mode of odueation are a'-kunwlcdgcd 
on all handa ; they are at onre engaged in 
medical studies, without adequate prepara- 
tion of the mind ; Uiai is to aay, Without 
having acquired the habit of attention to a 
course of reasoning ; nor are they aeuuqint- 
ed with those sciences which arc really ne- 
cessaiy to prepare them forcomprvlieiiding 
the elements of their own pt oresrinn. Hut 
in this place this is probably ihe last tinio 
they wili be uu]>repnred. for example, fur 
laitch subjects as wc must touch on to-iluy. 

I la future they will come here to apply thcj 
principles they have acquired in the 'other 
das'! rt-ont.i ton new and more iiMeriil Kciencc. 

Another i!iHa(lvautn,;c of the mode of con- 
ducting ntirmedic'.tlschooU, has arisen from 
the too numerous engagements of the heads 
of schools, sod a want of the necessary di- 
vision of lab:>ur. In consequenee of ihis, 
there is no one to take an interest in tlie 
student's wclfuro— to recommend reguhi- 
[rity— to observe his clinracter— to notice 
hts moral or religious rondurt. In short, 
lliere can he no condition iuon> solilaiy and 
neglect- d than that of a young tnuu, who 
hoH c^me to London to pursue his studies, 
until he form his own socir ty ; and thus, 
without a guide, he makes the first nnd 
mo:'l difficult step in life,— that which may 
give a Colour l(» ull his fiitiiM* objects. How 
different liis condition here! Instead of 
the unnoticed privacy of Ids chamber, where 
there is nothing to give, him the hope of 
distinction tiirough study, or to gild his 
pros(tccts— -and how prone ia genins to b« 
distrustful of itself, and to a^ gloom to 
poverty and aoliindv; here he is watched 
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with lolicitudtf , not by bit Profeiton onlyf 
but by those able and willing to raise him to 
the dijitinolibn he shall deserve; men of 
extensive influences who have given abun> 
dent proofs of their desire to display the 
fair rewards of virtues to foster genius, and 
to open the prospects of the unfriended 
student. (Cheerar) 

lliero is a eharactiv t^at attaches to our 
medical students, yrh'icu well deserves the 
consideration of all ;who desire tlieir im* 
|>rovenseut. Besides the pleasure sod the 
independence of misid which a young man 
finds^resiilting fim^ l^ta ofstudys there is 
something peculiar in the cliaractcr of tlie 
medical student. 

ilia occupations le^ him oflf from authi^ 
rity at an immature and dangerolaa time i^ 
lifv. The purauii of experimental philoab* 
]»hy, and the history of those eciencei to 
wliich he is non* introduced, tend to nve 
him e mean ojiinion of the efforU of inavt;^ 
duals, and to beget a suspicion of any thing 
like authoritative language. Ilia mind sud* 
deiily illuminated, and feeling all the de> 
lights which arise from the cooiemplation of 
naturci and the cultivation of science, if you 
love him and value his permanent gobd, 
touch with exlrciiiu delicacy upon his reli- 
gious opinions; The man of classical sc- 
coniplishmenta only has lust liis influence 
upon him, and hence arises a jealousy iu 
lusny pious and learned men of the culti- 
vators of philoBopiiy. They find, they 
scarcely know how, that the youth have 
escajied from their rcutroul. To our stu- 
dents, hooks are no longer talismans and 
api'iU ; they have no respect for antii^nity, 
and names have no Mutliority with ihein. 
Taught to surrender tlieir judgment to es- 
periiiieut only, can wo be surprised that 
they require to be reasoned with I and to 
luivi! the example before them of men 
biglily informed in those dcpartnirnis of 
kiiowh.'dge which tliey are in tiie habit of 
considering the test of intellectual cmi- 
ne.'icu ? 

Jn classical learning,— that is, in woriis 
of imagination.— the oucieiitamust hove an- 
ticipated all the most natural and obvious 
ttllusious, and in simplicity* force, and 
beauty, far siirpaBa the moderns. But in 
physical scieure, the coursb of discovery is 
jirogressivo and expanding, and tlio facts 
diseoventd daily are more and more inte- 
resting and important. The consequence is 
naturally this : the student of the former 
are more ainenahlo to authority : tliey look 
back on ancient times us being worthy of oU 
admiration, whilst the student of the latter 
class is conscious that he knows a great deal 
more than tho most ingenious or inquisitive 
of those who lived a hundred years before 
him, and eonaidera them os having lived in 
tho childhood of the world. 


I do not apeak of tin's condition of mind in 
our students as an advantage, but nierely aa 
a too natural consequence of their moM of 
education. As an advocate for that body of 
men with whom 1 have been lo long con- 
nected, 1 ask, if we shall not fled clergymen 
who, animated by a seal for religion, will fit 
themselves to become guides to ^ia im- 
portant clatfi— by acquiring another claim 
upon their utention, besides the authority 
in which th« are already clothedi and who 
aliall maint^ their superiority by the ex- 
tent of theweientifie acquiromenls, being 
lifoli as eai^e best appreeiuted by these 
young men. 

If religtnui duties have^nn the early part 
of life, been taughi'with parental affectinu — 
if tlie voluntary Ishoura of some of our pro- 
feiaors extimd thes^- lesaons in a manner 
suited to tho growing caiuicity of our atu- 
denta— if our students have a place of pub- 
lic worahip* and if, on such itccasions, they 
are under tho eye of those hy whom they 
have been instructed during the week, 
tliere is, in this respect, incalculable im- 
provement in their condition. 

When the indifference witii which young 
men arc apt to'^look on this subject slial) hare 
given place to ex|wricncc and mature re- 
flection.— when they shall have learned Uie 
importance of right principles and just 
inodes of Uiinkiag, sud look hack with 
gratitude to the examples they hare had in 
this place,— then may the L'nirersity be 
raid lo be established ; for its establishment 
must ultiuiAlely depend on the character of 
those educated in it, and their influence on 
soeieiy. At present, whilst this beautiful 
ediiice is iiicoiupletc, and the labours of the 
workmen are onl> suspended, and clamour 
is excited, it requires souio exertion of the 
mind to rid iisof tlteiotbieuceoftliese press- 
ing circumstances, ond fully to anticipate 
and appreciate the advantages to be derived 
from thia College, and not from this College 
only, but from others formed sftfr its exam- 
ple', by the exertions of those wlio, although 
they may not hove had the genius to con- 
ceive the plan, yet may have the virtue to 
imitate it. (C i eat ajiplause .) 

Hiere is only one more reflection which 1 
shall venture to express— great advantage 
aud satisfaction result from a combination of 
learned men, each active in his own sphere, 
whilst all roinbiuu for the greater oltjeck; snd^ 
what so laudable and inspiring as the im- 
provement of scienot* and literature ! (fiir I 
deem the right leaching any department of 
science the surest way of improving it)- Bnt, 
however much men feel the advantage find . ■ 
necessity of such eombinatione, diey Miflte - 
eombiuc. unless drnw'u together by tho tin 
of some regular esiahlisliment. 

One happy effect of thii is, tho 
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rtotad mognm of leleBM} tu, hithatto, 
thM wMb Mve tnsbt ia oar ■ehoolt, have 
M MMmon to tbmr piteea, without ■ue- 
canon totfcair infinaatioo or their opiaioof. 
Too oftaa, thoae who aaeoeed, attempt to 
dapneiata the laboata of their predeeeaiora; 
bat when the proftnon an aailed, thia 
eaaaot take place. The opiuioa aad the 
modn of teBchiaa are appre^tod aad n- 
aienbertd whea the iaditmuaRia loat, aad 
the ooarea of impnremeat f Jla oa aa* 
brakea firon oae age to anotier. la Uoh 
T enilief» apoathumoaa npawioa tuppliea 
the interral after the looa of^ gnat am, 
till aew .WB of authori^ ariae. la the 
general tk« eacelleoee, whaterer it 
maj be, ia perpetuated, beeauae the aocietjf 
ia permaaent, and not ductuatiog with the 
atudeata. 

. Thia mutual aid, thia common iatere^ 
theae high abjecta, 1 truat, will unite ua ia 
die moat ftiendl* intereourae, and will be a 
laating aource or gratideation and adrantage.

appears irregular and accidental in the hu< { 
maa frame, eriaea from our ignorance ; for 
when we approach the inquiry witli humi* 
lity and due diligence, the proofs of deaino ; 
lad order multiply in prq>ortion to tbe| 
kabwTcdge w^e poaaeaa, and aa the subject 
fifeei ia interest, we are borne away in ad- 1 
atfhtion : and here let mo say, gentlemen,

OM TRS OONniTIOir OF TUX MOOD AND THI 
VXfSXU IN INFLAMMATION.* 

Tan aunMroui experiments of Hiller and 
Spnllnianai, and tlia more recent ones of 
Doellingor, lliomson, and Hasiinga, might 
seem to have completely exhaaebd the in- 
formation to be derived from the use of tha 
microscope, witli regard to the phenomena 
of inflammation ; it nppean, however, ftom 
Dr. Knltenbrenncr's most elaborate work, 
that this ia by uo meana the ease } hia ob- 
aervationa, in nome leipecb only, oonflrm 
thocn of hii predeeeaaoia ; bnt in otbem 
evidcaity lead to contrary reaulte. 

Onr knthor bee eboaen for his obaerva- 
tioBi the. organa of animals of three differmit 
claaaei t the tail of the robitia foiailisi the 
web of the frog's foot, the lunge of the frog 
and mdcnMader, the mcaentery and liver of 
(he fnqjf, the mesentery, liver, and mucous 
ittteatinal membrane of the rat ond rabbit, 
and the aplern of the mouae. The meana 
by which inflamoHitiou was excited in theae 
organs, were also very various; incision, 
euntuaioD, and puncture ; laoetation, pres- 
sure, burning, cold, and heat; rxiwanre of 
the intestieea to air, water, aad different 
goaee ; hunger and poiions ; especially sub- 
limate, ammonia, ueohol, opium, and the 
muriates of aoda and ammonia, were aoc- 
ceeafnUy employed for thia purpose. The 
action of these different meana on tl)« 
living body, produced infinite modiliralions 
in the circulation of the blood, and in the 
vesiela; all which, considered under a cer- 
ttin point of view, tlic author ia led to re- 
gard •• being founded on one ond the same 
oi^anie proritaa. 

After death, the urtcries are found emptyi 
(he blood having entirely passed into the 
veins ; tliia jrbenomenon was well known to 
Haller, and he observed it very accurately 
in the mesentery of (h« frog. 'J'he suc- 
cessive changea which, by iheana of the 
microscope, arc seen in an organ at the mo- 
ment of its being deprived of life, are the 
following : on the approach of di-atb, tha 
column of blood in the arteries grudually 
^micishes in aixe, till, at last, the vessels 
contain only half of the usual quantity ; the 
stream is uhinterrupred, rapid, and witlmut 
any visihlc puUationa, wiiicli, however, may 
be observed after some time, correaponding 
witli those of the heart, and gradually be< 
coming more and more distinct ; at list. 


* Erperinienta circa statum sanguinis el 
vaaorum in inftammationc, sort. J. KaUeli*

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bowftfer, tb^ybaeone meqnal nd indii- 
tinet, and, at tho Mine timr, tbe eoloain of 
blood deereawa, till it diiappeara eiitirely; 
tiia aTteriea an now ouite empty, and 
organic life ia extinct. Wbilat the arterial 
atream la oniaterrupted, no diatnibanee ii 
obaerred in the veina ; but aa aoon ac tbe 
arterial circulation beeomea nnegual and! 
^irregular, tbe blood ii aecunulatoa in tbe 
teioa; and from Oie moment that no more 
blood ia carried into tbem, that wbicb they 
contain atagnatea entirely, retaining hew< 
ever, for some time, an ondnlatory motion, 
raaaing into tbe branehea, and thm return- 
ing again; theae undidationi graduaiilydi- 
miniali, and become reduced to amaller 
limita; the globuleaof tbe blood are con- 
glomerated, all apoBtancona motion eeaaea, 
and tbe mechanical lawa determine ita fur- 
ther direction. Thia undulation of tim to- 
Doua blood ia obaerved not only in dying 
animala, but also in parta divided Dram the 
livbg body, and in thoaa whieb, by a tery 
tight ligaturo, have been aeparated Dram tbe 
system. In theae eaaea, the arteries are 
emptied ae soon aa Uwy receive no more 
bio^; the fluid of the capillary veaseia, 
from thia moment, ia thrown into unduta- 
tiona, which press the -blood towards the 
veins, and, laitly, terminates in complete 
stagnation, lliia fact ia a decisive proof, 
that the motion of the Mood in the amaller 
arteries, and eapeciany in the capillary 
ayatem and veina, ia, in some degree, inde- 
pendent of the action of the heart. 

It it a genaral opinion, that after death 
the blood it equally distributed to all the 
organs of the body, unlM^ any of tbem had 
been the seat of inflammatiou ; this is not 
tbe case: in tbe exUemiiiea. the aeroua 
membranes, the lungs, ftc., tbe blood re- 
tires from the capillary ayatem into the 
larger veina ; in other organa, aa, for in- 
atance, in the spleen and liver, the capillary 
veiaels do not completely empty themselves. 

> It ia very inteieatiag to observe that in 
fialiea, tbe blood of tlic smaller veaaela is 
not emptied into the veins, hut that from 
tbe moment when tlie circulation ia arrested, 
it ia infiltrated into tbe cellular tissue, where 
it is found in reddiih roasaea ; a fimt, which 
can only bo accounted for, by aaauming that 
these small veaaela are canali without pro|H>r 
parietes. In tbe liver of the frog, the nmo 
apfH'sra to take place, but not in that of Uio 
rabbit, which, after death, ia found most 
beautifully injected. 

M. Kaltenbranner endeavoured to ^a- 
tingttisb the red and white substance, which 
some anatomists say they hive discovered 
in tbo strncture of the liver ; but having 
never auececdcd, be doubts tbe existence of 
these two auhstancea, and aoeounta for the 
.oiiror of theae anitomista in the following 
inanttori the sihaiU acini which compose, 


the itthatanee of the Hvet m w irteo i dad 
by a net-work of veins, in which the Mood 
atagnatec after death ; when aeen by the 
naked eye, the eircumforence of the edni 
appears of a red, and theit centra of • light 
eoioDr ; but under tbe microacope, thia eOn- 
tnia found to ecoaistof a very dense vasee- 
lar net-work, Jtom which tbe veins of the 
dreumforencii arita ; according to the 
greater or sniMer quantity ot blood aocn- 
muitted in tbwiver, tba centre of the acini 
amaars ofa cA red, or dark-red colour. 

in tbe apUP, the amall veaseia undergo 
a vny singular change at the moment of 
death. During life, the di||pJtti£rjn of the 
veaaela in tliia orgin ia very similar to that 
in tbe aubatanee of the liver ; after death, 
the same phenomenon takee place aa in the 
Ospillery eyetem of Aibee ; the emaller arte- 
liea and veins, and tbe eapillery veiaels, 
fOiit their blood into tbe eelluiar tiuue, 
where it is found in red maaiei ; the larger 
arteries aad veins only retain their bloM, 
of which, in the smaller veaaela, no trace 
can be discovered; this accounts for the 
general opinion that, in tbe epieen, the 
arterial blood ia poured into cells, from 
which it ia taken up by the veins ; at the 
same time, it explains why all attempts to 
inject tbe arteiiea of tbe spleen from the 
veins bsve failed. Whoever has examined 
the edges of the spleen of the mouse under 
a microacope, will be convinced that after 
death the blood of tbe capillary ^'stem ia 
infiltrated into the norencnymatous tiiaue, 
but he will never, during life, obaerve its 
emission into celia. 

On examining, after deaih, the mucous 
membrane of tlie small intestinei, it appears, 
even to the naked eye, that a small portion 
of the blood is retained in tbe capillary 
vessels, the rest being carried into the 
larger veins. 

Tbo changes which the circulation of in- 
flamed parts undergoes after death, is very 
different from tboee obeervable in healthy 
o^ana. The blood ia conveyed from xA 
part! with arrelrrated motion, towards tba 
centre of inflammation ; the arterial ia not 
changed into venous blood, and iiacoagula- 
tory power is much increased. Ifin this state 
death takes place, the column of hleod in 
the sunonnding vessels diminishes in aiie, 
and the blood accumulates In the inflamed 
part, to that at last tbo peripheriedeiiela 
are perfectly emptied ; at this momeni the ' 
circulation ceases, but for a oonaiderable* 
time aftiTvatds undulaliona are viiible.by 
which tite blond is gradually carried towaru 
the centre of inflammation, find wbiCh^jn- 
seniihly terminate in stagnation. This 
tion, subsequent to the death of the Snilttil, 
is slso observed in the ncwly.formed tqs- 
aela. In a lesser decree of inflfiuigatijim, 
(he blood la only accelerated in Itx

and does not approoeh to a complete stnaia ; 
the cenuriptital uudulationa are also visible, 
bat ultimately the blood ia carried into the 
veina. In anch eases the inflamed parts ex- 
hibit hardly soy redneas after death. 

It appears, that in some organs, inflam- 
mation is more disposed to form the inflam- 
matory centres described al^ve, than in 
others; in the latter divisional which tlie 
serous membranes aeem ear 'ciallv to be- 
long, exudation is most frequt itly observed. 
If cold water is injected into; ilie peritoneal 
cavity, inflnmmathm is aoots'fxcited, and 
qiiii'hly followed by exudation ; the nfilux 
of blood violent, as to make the mem- 
brane appear liha a net-work of injected 
veaaela ; from tbc moment that life ceaaea, 
the blood gradually leaveathem, and is com- 
pletely poured into tlie veins, so that, after 
deathi but very alight traces of the preced- 
ing inflammation can be perceived. 

The abdomen of an animal being opened, 
or its intestines and meaentery being drawn 
out, the contact of otmosphrriv air soon 
cauaea inflammation, which increasea very 
rapidly in the meaeniery, but slowly in the 
iotoatinea. IV lion, however, it has arrived 
at s certain pitch in the latter, it suddenly { 
diminishra in the former, am! gradually fob'- ‘ 
aidea, till at last its vessels ore emptied, 
and the inflammation ia confined to the in- 
testines alone. The aame phenomenon takes 
place if the mesentery ia first irritated, and ^ 
the intestine ia afterwards exposed to any ex- ; 
citing cause. It aeemi, then, that inflam- 
mation ia much more readily excited in the 
serous membranes, than in the organs which 
they envelop, but that it subsides very ra- 
pidly, and in the same proportion, as it in- 
creasea in the inteatinea. The tissue of the 
lunga eppeara also to be little disposed to 
form inflammatory centres, while in the 
liver the coutrary’ obtains.

When the capillary veaaela are wounded, 
scarcely any extravasation appears to Uke 
place, only a few glubulea escape, and tiie 
cireulttion through the wounded vessels ia 
not nt all disturbed, but continuea as be- 
fore. If very amali arteries are divided, the 
haemorrhage is also very trifling; but tbe 
blood ceases to circulate through tbe wound- 
ed veaaela, and paaaea entirely into the ar- 
terial branch next above the division. When 
n larger artery ia divided, a considerable 
hiemorrhage ensues from the two ends, ond 
the blood of the neighbouring arteries is 
seen moving towards the wound as towards 
a ci'ntre ; after aome time, an undulalory 
motion is observed in the ends of the artc- 
riea, so tlisil at ono moment the blood moves 
towards the point of division, and, in the 
next, returns into the vessel ; these undu- 
lations grail ttslly deereue, till the move- 
ment of Uie blood towards the divided ex- 
tremities cesses enlirelv, the blood being 
carried through the next arterial branches.

Lucas and 
Hohinaon, two of my pupils, now in tho 
Hrtlnance Medical Department, 1 Ucd bin 
frmn a vein in the arm, during (he cold 
stage; itwuvery seveie; thcngonnivtit 
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violent, and tl:e tonse of coldness insiip*) 
portable. 11c complained much of his head j 
and loins ; his face was of a livid colour, 
and the vessels of the conjunctiva turgid 
with blood. Pulse KK) or 10 j, and op- 
prcMcd ; breathiiig shott and anxious, ond, 
to use his own expression, he felt ** a heavy 
1(uid about his Iseurt.'* When the vein was 
opened, the blood trickled slowly from the 
wound, but it soon came in a jet.

its support. It is but fair, however, to 
state the reasons which we have liesrd ad- 
vanced in favour of this law : ** it is jKissi- 
hie,** any its advocates, “ tliat among the 
licentiates of tlie College, there may be 
now, or bereadter, persons who are not 
gentlemen ; and what a profanation it would 
be, to sit in company with an individual, 
who, instead of romn itting the contents ofi 
a volume to ills head, would sumnitrity 
trausfer the whole volume to his pocket, or 
who, per1in]ia, would beso hasely stfllksh, as 
to apply the fruits of his reading to a suffer- 
ing fellow creature, under the stnndurd rate 
of surgical fees iii Dublin ?*' Tlie law w*a» 
draw’n up for the puuishnient of nil such 
high misdememiours ns these and was. we 
believe, intended to be put in force against 
Mr, Leslie, at tlie time of bis expected ad- 
mission into the College. But would this 
law really accomplish the ends for which it 
was framed? Wo think not; for it would 
he SB impossible to know (as it would be 
unjust to act on tbe presumption) an indi- 
vidual who would be guilty of a theft in a 
library, until he was delected in the com- 
mission of tlio fact, when it would be the 
proper time to exclude him, or to exercise 
any control over the mural conduct of the 
Uimtiatea of die College. Such ore the in- 


comprehensible advantages of this law: let 
us look to the more probable and palpable 
effects w-hick its application may produce. 
Let us suppose, for example, Uiat one of the 
licentiates of the College made bimself 
obnoxious to that body, by opposing its 
measures^ that he bad a private or public 
quarrel v^th some of its members; that his 
religious nrinciples, or his politics, (by no 
means adllujmssiblc case in Ireland,) were 
disagreeable to them ; tliat, in short, he had 
offended their Cj^pbrate sensibility in any 
one of tlie theuaand ways in which he might 
do ; does not this law afford the most 
ample means of gratifying private malignity , 
or crushing an open opponent! His name 
is posted up for the ballot ; bis friends and 
hiuiself snspecting no opposition, (for 
honesty is seldom suspicious,) stay at 
home ; rerengc, whose vigilance never 
sleeps, is sure to be couched for its victim ; 
the fata) urn is sliaken, and by this worst 
species of ostracism, he is is not merely 
deprived of the use of a library, but an in- 
jury is inliicted on his character, the more 
galling to his fei-liugs, because the assassin's 
hand which inflicts it, is for ever concealed 
from his view. Let vs but imagi;iu a cose 
of this kind to occur in every lustrum of the 
whvde exiftU'ure of the College, would not 
its iitjustirr outweigh all the good which 
could ever be derived from tlie operation of 
this iicfuriiius inslitule, which, reveraing 
I lie properties of u just and prudent law, the 
jiruduetiou of positive good, and the evasion 
uf cumingeiii evil, mokes the former pro- 
blvmuiicf and the latter certain ! But why 
should it he necessary to argue the question 
in tliis manner 1 W ^ can only answer, that 
the misrondoci of the*' g’4'|Tn^4f all an^ 
institutions liave made this''appBrently nn- 
uecpssury task necessary. There is searcely 
n library in these countries, wbioh tbe 
fashionable spirit of monopoly has not 
fenced round with some impossible or in- 
eoDveniciit conditions of admission.

book, which ought not to be unknown by any 
well-read man, wu once inquired for in 
their library, by a person of more than ordi- 
nary curiosity *, the volume wu in a prus 
which wu locked, ud after a ve^ diligent 
March, the key wu found in a plkce where 
it wu dearly ascertained, frofo circum- 
stances, it must have remained undisturbed 
for eighty years!'* >Ve can match this 
story by one in which wik. were ourselves 
the principals in the library of the Dublin 
College of Surgeons : ** We were IpMre 
once on a visit ; the conrerution happened 
to turn on the discoveriu of Lunnec ; u 
appeal wu made to his volume, which wu 
taken down from one of the shelves for 
reference ; but, mirabile dietu, though the 
work, we learned, had been nearly two 
years in the library, not a single sh^^et of it 
had yet been cut." On learning the regu- 
lations of the establishment, and that Mr, 
Colles, one of the principal surgeons of 
Dublin, was then ridiculing the invaluable 
discovery of Laennec, by representing his 
stethoscope u useful only fur carrying ad- 
hesive plskier, our surprise, of course, 
ceased. But to preserve books this year in 
this way, tiist they may be presen'ed tbe 
next, and so on for ever, is idle it would 
almost be better to use them, like the 
Caliph Omar, in heating baths and ovens, 
than not to use them at all. A reuonable 
wear and tear of books must be bume with ; 
they ought to be used as luoch as is cnnwat- 
ent with their preservation, and preserved 
U modi as is consistent with a free and 
ample use. The s^r side to err u|)on, 
espeeuHy'il^h»>«tO&h works as may be re- 
plued, is to sin by too great a use of them ; 
i«r books, when worn out, way be restored-, 
but tbe opportunity of aciiuiriiig know- 
ledge, which is afforded to a generation, if 
once lmt,CBtt never be redeemed. Nothing 
is moit valuable than time. We ibould 
OMt willingly be the means of drculating 


the disgrauful fame of the proposer of this 
infiunotts law; but we serioasly apprehend 
our good intentions will be defeated, in de- 
claring a Mr. Taggart, the parent of this 
regulation, as the public, from guiltless 
ignwaneeof his existence, might well mis- 
take the name for that of a beast or a fish, a 
river or e mountain, (be only place where it 
is to be met with in the whole circle of lite- 
rature or acience, being that learned re- 
corder of “ time's changes," and tbe licen- 
tiates of the Dublin College of Surgeons— > 
Watson's Almsnsek for tlie current year. 
By what process of reasoning he arrived at 
the discovery of this congenial institute, we 
are at ■ loss to understand ; unless, perhaps, 
that in one of those gloomy retrospects of 
his life, for the indulgence of which his pro- 
fessional leisure affords him but too many 
opportunities, he may have come to the 
philanthropic determination of saving oUiers 
by compulsion, the toil of even that con- 
tracted study and reading, which has proved 
■o unprofitable to himself in his ponnits. 
We can, however, as readily conceive, if 
there be any coincident sympathy between 
the human head and heart, that tbe man 
whoM malignant ingenuity generated this 
vile ordinance, would be the first to sanction 
its worst application, as we are ready to be- 
lieve that if the law of tbe legislator 
Charondas was in force in the College of 
.Surgeons, which required the proposer of all 
Tiew laws to come into the Mnate with a 
halter about his neck, for the purpose of 
stiaugling him on the spot, if bis propoiitioa 
was not approved ; and that if Mr. Taggart's 
fellow members had done their doty, he 
would have been immediately suspended to 
one of Um lamp irons in York Street. 


XXTlXPATtOM OP THE WOMB. 

Dft. Bt.vNDBT.L, on Wednesdty eveninf 
last, performed tbe ojieration of eompleto 
extirpation of the womb, oa .Mr 
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Bemondiey. The pitient iru thout forty 
yean of age, had borne eight childreo, 
and had been affected with cancerona dia- 
eaae of the womb upwarda of twelve 
nontha, during which time die auffered 
much from repeated hBmorrhagea. The 
operation laated about half an hour; not 
more than eight ouncea of blood were 
loci, and it waa not neeeaaaiy to aecure 
any veeaela. Towarda the concluaion of 
the operation, extreme eollapM took place, 
and continued for aome time afterwards; 
although the patient aomewhat rallied, we 
regret to add, that she sank at four o'clock 
on the following morning— a period of 
about nine houra after the operation. An 
acenrate examination of the body waa made 
on Thursday morning, but no satisfactory 
cauae of death waa detected ; there were 
about four or five ouucea of blood effused 
into the pelvis ; the bladder and intestines 
were uninjured.

In all cases he lumpen or bes^ 
of, ill which nwvi had been removed by the 
knife, ligature, or auislir, there had ri'inained 
a Mar ; but by the plan of treatment he waa 
now about to' aubmit, no visible defect or 
mark whatever was lift. The treatment 
couaisleil of injection into the nxwus, of 
fiiluted nitric aeitl { from three to six drops of 
the acid to a drachm of water). Care waa 
to bo taken that presatre was made around 
the nmvna at the lime of throwing in the 
fluid, as if it got beyond (ho diseased struc* 
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tiire, it ran ivitb great rapidity into the ad- 
juining cellular tissue. This preBsure might 
he remored immediately, on withdrawing 
the syringe. It was also requisite to be 
cautious, that the fluid injected was not too 
strong. He had never been able to permeate 
the whole tumour by a single injection. 
After haring used it two or three, and, in 
one case, four times, the nmvua had entirely 
disippeared, the only mark o^irhst had 
existed or taken place being a small round 
aperture, where the point of the syriuge had 
penetrated, and wbic!: believed, in a few 
rears, would become v^^Uy obliterated. 
Only very little pain or infldhimation had 
attended, or followed the injection. He had 
had a particular syringe made for the pur- 
pose ; but a lachrymal syringe, Ibr instance, 
provided its tube were enlarged, would do 
rery well, ^'ever having had au opportu- 
nity of examining a cose of this sort, soon 
aAer the injection bad been used, he had 
not been able to ascertain precisely into 
what parts the injection got ; but it did not 
avpesr to him, as seemed to some, of the 
French surgeons, that naevi were made up of 
ttlU, but rather, aa Mr. Lawrence bad stated, 
of substance resembling the corpus iqton- 
giosum and eorpors csvernois. 

Mr. Kino DON greeted with great satis- 
faction any thing calculated to supersede 
the operaiion of removal by the knife or 
ligature, which he thought nt all times, if! 
possible, nuj'lit lo be avoided. He had 
effected cures by vaccination, but at times 
he had failed. Me hi:d, on occasions,! 
succeeded by cataplnsms, covered with 
tartarized aniiawm/i but again, on others, 
failed; and he should cerininly now give 
Mr. Lloyd’s treatment a trial, in a case in 
which be bad been foiled in bis attempt at 
removal by vaccination.

The rnKSiiiFN'T wished to know whether, 
in the case <*!' rickets, there was any truth iu 
the prevailing slattfOieut, that alisorpiiou 
of bony matter took place, and that pho>- 
phate of' Ume might bo detected in the urine. 

Mr. Llovu considered it placed beyond 
the shallow of doubt, the fact having beeu 
proved by the er/wrinifnliim cruets. 

Mr. LAMtiFHT inquired whether, in the 
opinion of the Soelnty, there were any 
iiistauci'S of pure apasinodic asthma, without 
urgiiitic disease '{ lie himst'lf believed in tbo 
existence of such casi s, and that the disensu 
was owing to • apaamodic contracriuii of tlii!

1 ii two cases of aneurism of 
the. innominats which he had seen, the pa- 
tients had died suddenly, without any rup- 
ture of the vessel, but apparently from suf- 
foeatiou. In many cases of apaamodic 
sstlims, however, he, (Mr. Lambert.) had 
failed in detecting disease of the hesit. In 
respect to tbe treatment, much would de- 
|K.‘iid on the condition of the {istieut. In 
one case, where it was considered that the 
right aide of the heart was gorged with 
hiark blood, the patient was bled to the 
aiDouiit of s few ounces, and brandy given 
at tho samo time— the blood flowing from 
the arm aa thick aa treacle. Whete tbeiM 
was less prostration of power, great MfUriT. 
was obtained hy giving a full dcee of 
uum— even a drachm. 

Dr. Shbaumak’s opinion «u in tcoord- 
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anee with Mr. Lamberra. He deemcil a 
strong dosB of wther and opium most likeljr 
to afford relirf. 

The ParsineNT very much objected to 
the indefinite terms the profession bad got 
into the habit of using. 

Mr. Honeywood tliought the affection 
might exist without organic disease. He 
liad been attending a most painful case of 
asthma, which he had only been able to re- 
lifTe by gaivamsin. 

Mr. iLirr mentioned some eases in which 
the imei/ of certain substances, one in par* 
ticular, in which the smell of i/veaeuanha 
invariably broueht on the most violent at- 
tacks. He had been told, that infiating the 
lungs with a jnir of bei/om, by introducing 
the nosle into the mouth, during on attack, 
afforded great relief. He had not used this 
remedy, but recommended a trial of it to an

Mr. l.toYo thought the plan an excellent 
one for speedily }£m»g a nan *ip.

liant and virtuous, (for virtue, according to 
tht notions of barbarians, consista of brutal 
CQarage,^ should of iiecessity perpetiate 
a certain number of murders, and hhould be 
in posneaaicn of die heads of his victims, as 
trophies to testify hia having cgoaummated 


tha commands hald out by tha doetrinei of 
hia bariMVoua religion ; tliu mu, till having 
perfonaad thaaa dudei, will foel nn ittward 
dictation, from the knowledge of the known 
tenets of hia religion, that he had not per- 
formed those things which rendered him, in 
the ^ea of hia aunoonding follow-harba- 
riui, equal in virtue to nraatof the net of 
them; or he would, perhaps, ba regarded 
i in an immond point of view by hia fellow- 
couniiymen, more eapemally u ha had not 
acted with hia wonted bit^ when cer- 
tain opportunities offered $ be would foel 
degraded, reatleas, unhappy t or, mmre de- 
cidedly epeaking, hia camri i nef (Mioned 
by hia barbarout birth and education,) 
would condemn him till ha had fulfilled 
those duties. But, on the other hnnd, we, 
bred in n eiviliaed and Chriatiau nation. 
Lave our ideas of right and wrong— our 
jndgment— that ia to uy, our eotiirrmcs— 
t'ashioDod altogether by the train of tliink- 
ing our minds iinve been subject to in the 
coarse of this religious Christian education, 
—we take the doctrines of our religion at a 
•eale— as a means of judging belweu right 
ud wrong— of determining the duties that 
ought to be prriorined hy man; nnd the 
eomparaiive merit which each mu hu for 
scrupulously wliiering to the principles 
which have' been taught him for the repu- 
tation of hia character, and the comMrs- 
tive demerits also of others. HV condemn 
a mu for murder; but auppotiog u peuple 
existing ftoesessed with sneb n religion as 
the one first alluded to— lAsy would condemn 
a man for iwrpetrating no murder, and both 
might he considered, (belonging to these 
two very different nntioM,) under these dif. 
ferent circumaumcn of birth ud education, 
e(|ually guilty ; both might feel vfmllif com* 
itrmiwi in iheir minds, ud both might hive 
entailed upon them, by the uentence of the 
lavra of the two nations, a peal punishment, 
in oonaequence of their supposed immon- 
liiy.

There is one more obaerration 1 would 
make, before 1 close tliia paper, as to the 
conatitotional or original capacity of men to 
attain different degrees of knowledge and 
mental excellence. 1 maintain, that all 
men's bndna ere not bom alike, any more 
than their bands, their feet, or other organa ; 
ue. as there are ** constitutional pecidiari- 
ties” in men, sjpeaking of their bodies in a 
general meaner, so there are functional pe> 
culiarities of psnjeaJnr psru ;-H>ne man’s 
stomach may naturally digest better than 
another's ; one mmi's liver may produce a 
greater secretion of bile than another's— 
one man's kidney may secrete a greater 
quantity of water than another's; one man's 
oirailation may be naturally quicker than 
another’s; some men’s aertwiu senaibility 
may be more acute than other’s ; — and some 
men's (for 1 believe that they are but one 
living principle under different modifim* 
lions,) efrehral sensibility is greater than 
that of others. In oilier words— the pow- 
ers of the mind, (the hraiti,) are pester; 
one man, where the animal functiona are 
carried on constitulionally alow, shall, per- 
haps, naturally have n dull percept' and 
a slow auccer «on of thonghta, indicated by 
a slownesr >f naimal action, his thonghta 
never rising above tlie bounds of rne^o* 
crity, or scarcely equalling them ; snotlier 
man shall natutmly have his functions ear- 
ned on with a much greater celerity— he 
fllisU be quick in his perception, eliall be 
the subject of • repidsuoiresMonofilioughte, 
much more nttiaeruus, and much more vigo- 
rous in their creation, than in the preceding 
oaee; in fact, the brain shall emryonita 
functions with twice the vigour, which shall 
open to the mind a bouiiiileas imagery, 
and which may be accompanied by ^ 
finest and moat effective figures of speech. 

1 believe, tiien, that although all men's 
mimitf or mrlluils of thinking, are jMkmeii 
hv education, and commuuicatiou with peo- 
ple around them; yet there are diffe- 
reiu-es oxisiing as to 'the natural powers of 
mind. Thus, I believe that Sir luac New- 
ton might have had originally, previous to 
his receiving any degree of education, a 
minil more adapted for the prosecution of 
hii elaborate philosophical researches, than 
an ignorant clown who follows the plough. 
1 believe alao, that different degrees of in- 
tellect are observed in all classes, from the 
big beat rank ia society down to the lowcat.

state a fact of which we were not aware, 
when we formerly nllndod to this gentle- 
tleman,— namely, that he was once the edi- 
tor of 0 medical journal, and that he mo- 
destly ascribed liia failure, in that capacity, 
to the ignorant and nnjust preference 
evinced by tho professioa and the public 
for 'I'lis Lanckt.

** You roramence your studies," says the 
ProA'ssf r, " when our prufeasiunnl body is 
agitated hy many matters of ereat interest. 
>ome of you may, fierhaps, be persuaded, 
before your studir's are completed, to tube a 
part in proceedings or discussions, having for 
their (ihji'ct certain clisiigea in iliu medical 
rwiHiiiitiViii. On the propriety of these 
i;liBn»es it would be nnhecomiiig in m« to 
olIi>r any o|»inion, in this place. Mut let mo 
advise you to ajiproacli these aubjrcta 
calmly, and not to give way tu aiiy feeling 
hut ttdesirt* to do to, anil to protect, llie 
whole body of the profession, and to heneiil 
the public, of which that professiua forms a 
part. 

** Beware Jiow you allow your passions to 
be influenced hy any, who, on the just 
(rround that old rstablishmePta neetl occa- 
sional alterations, would reall.v engage you 
ia the destruction of what it useful as well 
as voneruhle. Hear the opinions of the old 
as well as of Uie young ; compare one with 
another ; and judge for yourselvea. Leave, 
for tho oresent, to others, tlm wve of 
changes demanding time, which yon htve 
not to apare ; experience, which gjM can- 
not be sup|tosed to poaaesi ; patlmfi which 
doea not belong to your age. Do ftOiwasto 
valuable houra, and neglect yMT/fnavst 
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opportatiities, in endeBvounng to effect wliat 
only your leniore esu effect*— lioure erliioU 
you can never recal, and opportunitiea 
wbii'b will never nreient tbemaelvea agpin ; 
but will bo lookeu buck upon, if lost, with 
pain and regrctt as long u you live/* 

On this put of the ProreMor*s addreaa, 
we have but few obaervationa to make. It 
is not true that the medical profeision is in 
an agitated state; on the contrary, we 
maintain that the members of onr profes* 
sion enjoy all the tranquillity which belongs 
to a consciousness of their strength, and to 
a conviction that they will soon be emanci* 
pattfd from the tyranny by which they have 
been so long oppressed and degraded. Dr. 
CoKOLtr triks of the medical eemtitiitiim, 
and of the venerable fkbric which the friends 
of medical reform acek to deitruy, u if the 
(College Charter, obtained by the Surgeona* 
Company in the reign of hia late Ma- 
jeaty, were aa ancient ea Magna Charta. 
But if it were ns ancient as Dr. Cokqlly 
supposes It to be, a Profeaaor of the London 
C Diversity slinnld have known tint it is the 
utility, and not the antiquity of an eita« 
blishment, wliich constitutes its title to our 
respect. The Doctor's remarks would have 
been fur more upjiropriately uttered in a 
College lcGtare*rooro, where the Prorcseor 
receives a premium fur the perfunctory dis- 
charge of bis duty, than in the theatre of an 
institution, whose avowed object it is to get 
rid of all absurdities which arc tolerated, 
merely because tliey hare long existed. 
But the opinions of Dr. Coxoli.v, as an in- 
dividuol, are of little importance; and what 
w« mainly object to is the indiscretion of 
entering st all upon topics calculated to 
provoke angry feelings, tnd entirely uncou* 
nected with the subject on which he was 
called upon, in hi* official rapacity, to ad- 
drsaa the studeuta. lie has himself acknow-

After aome general obaervatioua on the 
varied nature, or ** medical pecuUaritiea,*' 
of our coasta, the autlior proceeda to treat 
of the cauaea which aflect the temperature 
of eoaat aiiuationa, and more capecially Uiai 
of th«‘ aouthern roust of England, vrltich he 
couaidera aa the moat eligible, not leaa 
from the advantage it derives, in common 
with all others, from the influeiioe of the 
sea, than from ita latitude, and other pecu- 
liariliea.” 

Dr. Harwood regards it as an catablialied 
fact, that the aea, having imbibed a large 
]>ortioii of caloric from the sun's rays, has 
the power of fi|iiaUaiog the temperature 
of the air in its vicinity, from the well* 
known propert}' which heat poaieiaei, of 
equally diffusing itself through contiguous 
bodies, lienee, he argues, arises the dif* 
ference found to exist between tlie tempe* 
TBture of coasta and that of the interior of 
extensive continents, nlihough placed in the 
name latitude. 

In respect to the temperature of the 
lencbem and western aliores, our uuihot 
hanrdu ^ following opinion :

to flow generally noxth*we8t by west.*' 

These prelimlnariira 'settled, the Doctor 
proceeds ** particularly to notice the vici- 
nity of Hastinga." There ia nothing like 
leather, said the honest cuniei^tliere is no 
place like Hastings, aaya Dr. Harwood. It 
is adapted either for a summer or winter 
residence. In the former esse you may 
lire u]M>n hills, " two or three hundred feet 
above the level of the set, visited by the 
prevailing breezes;” and, in the latter 
case, there are numerous habitations, be- 
low the cliffs, *’ mnst effectually sheltered, 
at all seasons, from the more piercing 
winds.” So says the resident physician of 
Hastings ; but in Dr. Good's Study of Me- 
dicine, where treating of phthisis, we find 
the following opposing (and perhaps we 
may say pofing) remarks :*— 

The topography of a aituation about to 
be cbosen, is of equal importance ; for if it 
be strongly marked by lofty cliff's or moun- 
tains, the air will seldom circulate freely, 
but rush in currents in some parts, and be 
obstructed and become stagnant in otbera.

Ad d 11 llie diseaiea, diitortionB, nr di'fcctB, 
which it » now ]iropuBedtocurr, to correct, 
or to alleviMte, tre believed to originate iu 
B dnrBOgement of tlic natural inoBcular ac- 
tion ; and ai it ia now proposed to remedy 
those dofoets, by restoring tiiut action to its 
natural course ; it is ptoper to bt^giu by en- 
deavouring, at least, to discover wbat tuus- 
culai action is. 

It is a remarkable fact, that there ia not 
a living being in whose body the most won- 
derful actions are not continually going on, 

** ps/pub/e tttftfUng 01 re ligAt yet none have 

taken the trouble to ascertain what they are, 
or how their visible effects are produced. 
Those whose liroa are aupjioitcd by these 
veqr actiona, do not seem to kuow that they 
exist : and the learned, wliuse province it is 
presumed to be, have made no rational in- 
vesligatioii on the subject, at least uoue that 
1 have been able to discover. J'his being » 
the case, it remains one important subject j 
for investigation that ia aiill untouched. As j 
it lies directly in my way, in that course < 
which 1 have pursued, I aliali, perhops, 
be excused for attempting to examine it ; 
certain, that if 1 produce no ioformaiion 
myself, 1 shall afford an opportunity to some 
who may be better i|ualified to correct me. 
Slid to produce that information which I 
may not be able to communicate. 

hliiacular aoiion, if it can be arranged in 
a manner similar to that in which Nature 
baa arranged the musclea by which its eflVets 
are produced, may be placed in two divi- 
aions, first, musclea, whose action is invo- 
luntary } and. second, moaclea whose ac- 
tions are subject to thu will of tlie animal 
in whole body they exist. 

Of the first, the chief are the mua- 
clea of the heart; their notiona aeem to 


depend upon their containing within them" 
selves the principles of action, which in 
them are equal and opposite to each other. 
These muscles ard thrown into action the 
instant tlie heart begins to live ; they grow 
with its growth, and strengthen w'ith ita 
atrengtli, so long as the animal of which 
they form a part continues in health ; their 
action diniinisiies in regularity as health de- 
creases. Sind finally ceases with the extinc- 
tion of life. What the wonderful power is, 
by which these effects are produced will, 
in all nrobability, never be known by any 
living being ; at all events it is not intended, 
in this investigation, to enter into the in- 
quiry. 

'I'lierc are four conditions or states of 
the muscles, which it will be proper to un- 
derstand, and, BO far as it may be done, to 
explain 

First, the state, of absolute rest ; as wlien 
8 person lies down in s horixontsil position 
to sleep, or to remain in any other atste of 
positive inactivity. When the muscles am 
iu this stale, every voluntary action ceaaea, 
and nothing goea on but the circulation of 
the blood, and auch other functions os are 
nt Ct'SMry to continue life in the body. If, 
when a man lies iu a sound sliNfp, you raise 
his hand, or any other member, the instant 
you lei it out of your hand, it fails as if it 
were lifeleKS. If a man who is fast asleep 
could, without disturbing him, be raised and 
set upright upon his feet, the instant you 
let him go, he would fall to the ground as if 
be. were dead. .Sleep is, indeed, the perfect 
image of death. 

The second stale of muccular action, ii 
what 1 shall venture to call positive mnacn- 
Ur action, of which I will give this one ex- 
ample. When the anchor-smith raises hii • 
hammer, whirls it round bis bead till it htt 
acquired ita full power, and then strikea it 
upon the hot iron with all his force, he in 
in pMiritv aethm* The experience of every 
one will enable him to recollect many ex- 
amples of the same condition of the mua- 
clea. The third condition of the musclea in 
that wliicli exists while the muscles am 
I passing from the itate of action to a atalo of 
I rest, or vire wns ; it ia the most fugittvo or 
Iveiaatile of any, andean only be perceived 
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in the action of any mnaclca, during tlte brief 
time of their jirogreaa from the state of ac- 
tion to the state of rest. 

The fonrlh condition or state of the mus- 
cles 1 shall venture to call suspended, or 
regulated, museular tension or action ; al- 
though it is the most iiupurtaiit of all the 
conditions in which living muscles exist, no 
writer that I know of, has taken the least 
notice of it ; it has fallen to niy lot to be 
the first' to offer it to notice, and attempt 
to explain its {tropenies ; T trust that, if in 
no doing 1 should full into some errors, 1 
khsll be excused, from the novelty of tlie 
■ubject, and if any one will suggest a more 
nppropriate title fur that condition of the liv- 
ing miiBclcs, which 1 shad endeav.iur to dc> 
aeribe, I ahidl willingly withdraw that which 
I have given, to anbatitute e better in ita 
■teed.

It is recoiried of the Crotonian athlete, ' 
Milo, that 80 great was his strength, that 
he would stand upon a metal shield which 
lind been plrntifully covered with grease, 
with such hrmness, that ho succraafully 
rcHistcd the efforts that were made by 
aeveral ttrong men to push nr to puli 
him from the station on which he had 6ied 
liimaelf. This is, of course, a fable ; liut. 
like most of the Grecian fablea, it was made 
to explain , enigmatically, a fact, 'i'he G re- 
dans knew more of the action of muscles, in 
all tha fexerciaea in which they passed their 
lives, than has been known by soy people 
who have existed since their dsys; and their 
invention of this story of Milo, proves they 
knew that this principle, which 1 have called 
legulated muscular tension, was either it* 
nelf muscular strength, or one of the princi- 
pal oaiiaea of it.

Tf we were to 
i take a strong young man, of given aise and 
I weight,— a feeble old man, whose sixe and 
weight should bo the same,— and a statue, 
or even a dead and stiff corpse, wlioho 
site aud weight were equal to those of the 
I others, —and place these ditl'erent objects 
quite erect in the same position, then pnsit 
the deed hgure with as little force as will 
derange the equilibrium in which it is 
placed, and it will full to the ground ; n 
gentle push will throw down the feeble ohl 
man ; but it will require gregt exertion to 
overthrow the very strong man. Why are 
these things sol What is this principle, 
i which, aotiug upon matter, counteracts the 
immutable laws of gravity 1 It is not, itaelf, 
mutter, for it baa no weight. If a inuii were 
weighed, immediately kHled by auffocation, 
and Weighed again, he would ba found to 
weigh more, ^ter he waa dead, than he 
did when he waa alive ; yet it ia i'uuthiiig 
that is abstracted from tlie living hoily when 
death tukes place; for it is a well-known 
fact, that, if a weight is i>uspen«U‘d to dm 
or more dead miiaeles, that weight would 
tear those muscles to pieces, which, when 
they were alire, would have boniti it with* 
out incoitvenicnce. 

'J'his principle is certainly something lliat 
IcomiecU the mind with (he body, nt the 
.<ame time that it exists iiideiiendeut of 
eith* r, when under prcnliar lircumstsiices ; 
for example, when some parts of a body be. 
i-oine discusL-d, or deranged hy muoy arc), 
ileiits, the mind cannot exert its intlueni.e 
to bring ih-fse parts into action, however 
desirous the person iniiy be to do so. It is 
ii&t, iiw-lf, life, fur life often exists in puns 
of a body for niany years, without the siif- 
ftrer having the least power to bring those 
purts into act ion, a'tiioU|;li ho may havo 
the btrimgcAt ile),ire I'l do no : bin the aiout 
extraonlinary of all tin- puiufs that this priii* 
cijdc is somr.-lhing distinct from mind and 
from matter, is that which was im-utioncd 
by .luhn Hunter. He said, *' That when 
muscles had, all npiiearuiice, lost idl their 
jiower of voluntary actiun, lie had often 
restored that jiowcr, hy foiring iheui, for a 
length of lime, to act by means of an aasist- 
aot, in the same way that they would act if 
tlioy had thetr natural powor." 'I'his very 
extraordinary fact waa invutioned by Mr. 
Hunter, as having been proved many limes 
witbin bis own knowh-dga; aud tJie im* 
presaion his infoimation made uimis my 
mind lint led rotr into these tnvestigaUoua, 
nod haa produced imi>oilant proofa of its 
succesi, which must put an end to sll doubts 
of the reality of the fact, as well at of its 
importsuce.

0». CONOKSITAt. ntSTORTIOttS of THK VCRT.

7ii thi lidiutr «/ Xus Lanckt. 
Sia,—1 have already advanced an opt- 
ion, and, 1 trutt, establtihed it by suffi- 


cient proofs, that the peculiar diitortiou of 
the feet of children which take plaee be- 
fore the birth, and when the feet are ttmed 
inwards, may certainly be cured, in a Ku- 
Ronnble time, if tliey are properly attended 
to. 1 ahall now proceed to ihow that what 
may be called the opposite kind of case, 
where the feet are toned outwards, alUmugh 
the defect is not so striking totheuaia- 
formed olwerver, and indeed is often unob- 
served until it is much increased and be- 
comes more tronUesome to the koffinrer, 
than the opposite defect, the so called 
varus. 

Case 1.— A gentleman's child was ahown 
to me soon after its Jiirlh ; there was no 
visible defect in the -form of its right loot, 
but it was turned upwards in a very re- 
markable manaer, which created an uarm 
that induced his parents to consult me. 
.\Rer a careful examination, 1 clevly saw 
that it was a case of thii kind, and advised 
; the parenu to wait a short time to see what 
■ eource the foot would take, .\fter the ex- 
I piration of a few days, it waa perceived that 
the defect diminuhed ; the cause of this 
alteration was. that aa the child was healthy, 
strong, and active, the struggles which 
such childreu will make to bring their 
limbs into action, acted favourably upon 
(he gustrocnemeii muaclei, and brought 
them into action so favourably that their 
increasing energy overcame the. defect in 
the foot ; so that, at the. end of three months, 
there was no circumstance Temsiniog which 
could show that the foot had ever been 
deff'Cti ve. 1 was so employed in this family 
that 1 had opportunities of seeing ihis child 
gruw up to maturity, and knowing that no 
deficiency ever appeared in this foot during 
his after-life. 

V MV '.'.—Another gentleman's child waa 
soon afterwards shown to me, who was re- 
cently horn with oue of his feet under 
.fimilur eiroumstances. The former case. 
wa.< fresh iu my memory, and induced me 
to recntiimend ihat n similar course should 
K> pursued in this. My advice wu adopted, 
and with equal surcesa, for, at the. end of 
two months, it tviuM not be discovered 
which of his two feet had been defective ; 
he arrived at maturity, and passed throngh 
life in the same state as Uiu formar. 

Task .S.— child was born with one foot* 
distorted, like, the annexed figure which 
WB.S drawm (Vom a cast that 1 had taken 
when he was but a few days old, at which 
time he was placed under my care.

It is ul- 
dom, he aaya, ^at the ulcerative stage pro- 
duces a direct opening in the nc, hence the 
quick subsidence of the diuase, and rapid 
eloaure of the wountt The treatment to be 
adopted, is the application of leeches, the 
employment of cold, and the exhibition of 
pnrgatirea. If the disease proceed to sup- 
puration, its speedy termination mnat ho 
encouraged by warmtli, and an early and 
free exit given to the matter, to prevent its

Acute Infimmtion tf the Muecus Afen 
braiie . — The symptoms, says the author, are 
precisely similar to tlioae evinced by in- 
flammation of the ligamentous texture of 
the sue, and is only to be distingnished hy 
the attendant conjunctiva) inflammation. 

OniUiic Jnjlammatitm (f the .VunMu jV/cn- 
hruMc'.— It is this form of disease which 
gives rise to so many unjdcaeant results. 
Its progress :s alow'» often increasing iraper- 
cepiihly, without causing much pain cr in- 
conveiiu nrc. One of the first symptoms is 
an increased secretion of muens lodging in 
ibe sac, and f.^rniing a small tumour. As 
thrt result of tuntiuiird inflammation, a 
Ihickenir.g of the membrane takes place, and 
gtv.s rise to stricture of some of the 
passages. 

“ This may happen at any part, but the 
most frt'iiui’ijt spilt where it occurs is at the 
teruiiiialiou of the sac in the ductus nasalis*, 
or ulMiit midway down tin* duct itself, 
i'liese pas:<ngos having coutiuiied more or 
less pervious for a r^mwdvrahJo lime, ptii- 
dually heroine nanowor, and the stricture 
more contiruied. Now the sac is greatly 
distended, so that upon the iipplit-nlioii of 
the h ast irritation, an ueccssion of iiiflam- 
mutiiui is produced, which, implicating tho 
ligamoDlous structuro and ncighltonriug 
parts, ia attended ivith considenblo ^lain, 
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the effniea of larala tdrei pleoe, the ekie 
covering the tmuonr anumet m dark red 
colour, and my Mon the fomation of mat' 
ter oceura immediately under the integu- 
menta. The aac now, u a consequence of 
ita distention, quickly proeeeds to ukera- 
tion, permitting the escape of its contents, 
so that now we have the only stage of these 
complaints, to which the term of fistula la* 
ehrymalis is applicable : its adoption in 
every variety of tliese diseases creates great 
eonfurion, and is apt to lead to wrong ideas 
upon the snbject.’* 

llie treatment in the first stages of this 
complaint must be pursued in reference to 
the chronic affection of the membrane. 
Strict attention must be paid to the g(‘ne- 
nl liealtb, with the cautious use of stimu- 
lants, as ung. hyd. nit., vinum opii, ^Vc. A 
great source of mischief, and oue general 
error in practice, which wc ha\'e had abun- 
dant opportunities of witnessing, is the use 
of instruments under thcso rircumstancea. 
Permanent closure of the canal is not so 
frequent an occurrence as is generally ima- 
gined; if attention be paid to the mvuns 
calculated to relieve the chronic infiamma. 
lion of the mucous membrane, and to change 
the vitiated secretion of the meil>omian 
glands, we shall, for the most part, find tliat 
the disease may be cured without the use of 
instruments. l>ut if this treatmeu I is found 
to be ineflectual, we may suMpert that a 
stricture enists, and for the treatment of 
this, Mr. Stratford recommends the intro- 
duction of a probe at thcpnncUim. He gives 
the following directions for its use 

"In pauing the laclirrinal probe, which 
is a silver wire slightly bulbed at the point, 
and flattened at llie further extremity, often 
having a turn to aceommodutK it to the form 
of the bnjw, we should hold it tightly be- 
tween the two fore fingers and tbe thumb, 
then selecting the inferior punctam ; should 
this be closed, wc may, by insinuating the 
point of a pin, retdily dilate the orifice, so 
ai to admit the prolic. Now placing tbe 
finger upon tlie temporal surface of the or- 
bicularis muscle, so as to make the ciliaiy 
margin tense, and slightly evert the lid, 
then bolding the probe in a |)erpendiculir 
direction, we shall generally be able to enter 
the ruDCtum. Sometimes, iiowever, wo may 
see it spasr.. dically retracted, eo as to cre- 
ate aft obatacl* to the attempt: baviirg en- 


tered tbe pnnetnm and peipendienlar eanri, 
we sbonld torn the probe at right angles, 
that it, in an horizontal direction, and past 
it along the lateral canal, until we find it 
strike against tbe bone, which is easily 
distinguished by the resistance it occasione. 
Now, when tlie point ia fairly within the 
sac, by a greater torn of the instrument, 
we again elevate it, and carry it gently out- 
wards and downward! in the course of the 
nasal duct, until it touches the floor of the 
nostril, or auperior spongy bone. When 
about to enter the si|, if we do not carry it 
home heforr we attempt to rise it, nr if we 
fiifier the point to recede in that move- 
ment, we generally find that tlie point will 
catch in sonic membranous fold, and we shall 
certainly be foiled in our attempt to niter 
tbe sac: having overcome tliii dillicuUy, 
wc shall then he generally able to uicom- 
plish the passage. Should wo, however, 
meet n'iili any other difticulty, we slinll ge- 
nerally be able to pass the instruuinil (un- 
less it be a confirmed stricture,) by rolling 
the probe between the linger anti thumb." 

If the furegoing means are found to bo 
itisufiicieiit. and the disease ia likely to run 
I on to suppuration, the sac is to be laid 
open, and, after promoting Iho suppurative 
action for a day or two, we are to proceed 
in forcing the passage to the nose ; by 
means of a strong silver probe introduced 
through the wound of tin; sue, and carried 
steadily downwards, almost iu a per|>t ndi- 
cniar direction, inclining a little outwards. 
1’be. outhor expresses hiiiiseif atr'nngly in 
favour of the use of a tube, aa practiKed by 
Dupnytren, but lie ihiiiks it preferable, 
after forcing the passagu with the probe, 
first to introduce a style, or bougie, so aa to 
accustom the part to the pres«'iice of a fo- 
reign body, rather than at uucc to pass the 
tube. A silver tube, he says, will ei^uolly 
suffice with one made of gold. We can 
uuraclves apeak with much confideticc of the 
successful lesulta of this inode of practice. 

Having dwelt ao long upon the diseasea 
of the lachrymal organs, wc must be brief 
with the remainder of the volume. Treat- 
ing of inflammation of the sclerotic tunic, 
the eutbor observes 

*' Tbe cansea of sclerotic inflammation 
ire those which can excite a aimilar diinase 
ia other parts ol the body, inch as tbe awl* 
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deD «ppHcBtioii of cold, wben ibe •ytlan is 
preteroanirany heated. This diaeaae fre- 
quently acoonpaniee, or even altcmatea, 
with a rheumatic affection of tiie jointe, 
which leada ua to conclude, that tlie inflam- 
matory action ia connected witli thia diaeaae, 
apoaition which the aimilarity of the tex- 
ture affected greatly tend to coofiria.*' 

It », we believe, now generally admitted, 
that the acleiotic eoat U liable to be affect- 
ed with rheumatic or arthritic diaeaae.— 
Colchicum, and, in aome inatancea, the qui- 
nine, are the beat reraediea. 

1‘he author, in treating of cataract, lakea 
ocraaion to reprobate the pursuance of one 
kind of oi>eruliou in every instance. In the 
following aeiitiment we fully accord with 
him " The operation muat be adopted to 
the kind and variety of cataract, ratlier than 
t)jo eye to the operation.” 

Mr, Stratford, we perceive, liaa dedicated 
Ilia work to Mr. (iutlirie, conjointly with 
Mr. Heed, the 'i'rcuaurer of the W'eetntin- 
Bter Kye Inlirmary, and Sir ,1 . Mac gregor. 
J'rom this uircamstanco, and from the fre- 
(|uent alJuaion to Mr. (fiithrio, wo expected 
to find aome ohaervationa upon ** certain 
nelhikh of treating acute and chronic iu- 
flammatiuna of the eye, lately adopted at 
the Koyal Westiniusiter Ophtlialiuic IIos- 
pitul.” llowei'er, wo do not liiid that our 
author .sanclluna the " ceitniu methods, " 
on tlitf contrary, alluding t i the use of u 
atroug solution of iiitiaie of bilver, in the 
comuioncenioiil of acute puruU-nt infiiunniu* 
lion, he tells ua, that he ahouhi hesitate to, 
employ it. So would any rational practi- 
tioner. 

To conclude.— Mr. Stratford's hook ia evi- 
dently the production of a practical man, 
who writea from what ho has seen *, hence 
the deacrijitioiii of the various diseases arc 
nocurate, and the plana of treatment re- 
commended highly appropriate. The stu- 
dent will find it highly useful. Wo are 
lorry that we caunot extend our praise to 
tho plates; without the test, it would be 
tUfliCttU to say wbat tlmy were iutonded to 


repreaeat. The euthet will do well alio, 
in the next edition, (whidi we believe will 
loon be called for) to correct the numeioua 
typographical enora which exist. In look- 
ing through the volume, we almost con- 
stantly find mucus, written for mucous, ery* 
aipelatna for erysipelatous, vitrious for vi- 
treous, teneafor tinoa, and ao ou.

MAMA AKIi OhLIRIL'M inCMENS. 

The Minutes of the last meeting were 
read. 

Mr. Li.fivn produced the heart of a 
bullock, which allowed, in a very marked 
manner, the efferts of }^rieardit»» A lurgy 
iiuaiitity of lymph had been deposited on 
the .surface of the organ, which = had after- 
wards hevoiue organised. TIik orgunisation 
was put beyond all doubt by an injection 
throw-n into the arteries. Vesaefa, the 
length of an inch, were traceable in the 
Dt<wly-li>ruied substance. The specimen 
l'urui»hfd evidence also of inflammation 
having existed in the internal lining of the 
heart, ('ircumsiancca had prevented him 
fr«im getting so accurate a history of iLe 
case as he should have wished, but he pro- 
mised to ascertain, if possible, wlielhtr, at 
the time the animal was slaughtered, it ap- 
pear! d in good health, and w*hetlier the 
ioosi? pericardium exhibited the same up- 
pi aruiu e when first seen, that it did when 
shown to the Society. 

Dr. Sti w art read a paper from a visitor 
at the former meeting, containing observa- 
lions on tlic hiatory of the rfouMs urariis 
rase detailed by J\lr. Waller.* The wri- 
ter of the paper considered that bleed- 
ing, in the treatment, would have b^ pre« 
ferablo to the large doses of opium which 
were exhibited : the opium, ho thought, 
aggravated the circumstances. The great 
distension of the uterus prevented its con- 
trariion. It frequently happened that 
a jipiaon could not empty bis blodder, 
though it was highly charged ; this aroso 
from the over-disteualoa of its parietes, and

the use of the warm hath. 'I'he oasilic 
patches appeared to have been of a clinmic 
saturo, and could not have been the cause 
of death. 

Mr. WAM.En never alleged that they 
were. The large doses of opium were not 
given till three days after the ailiniuistra* 
tion of tlie seeaU cornntum, tn tliat tlie effects 
of the former could not hove counteracted 
tlie efficacy of the aecale. ^Jle was not called 
to the pniieiit till offer she had laboured 
under the attack fur twenty- four hours 
The caso was not a decidedJv' opium one ; 
the countenance was flushed and exciieil, 
but the pulse was thia and coniprcsaible. 
From what he had ascetisined subseiiuently, 
he believed he should have applied h*eches. 
particnlsrly if he bad seen the case earlier ; 
but, under the circumstances, the atli-ndants 
were afraid of venturing on the antiphiu* 
gistie plan. 

A Msupfu knew a case very similar to 
the one untU-r discussiM'. in wiiich bleed- 
ing was resorted to, witli vuinplfte siirc *ss. 
after the exhibitiun of a second do:‘e ot 
opium. Dr. IMnndell bud seen this ease, 
and agreed wish the piurtitimier, ia uttri- 
buting the beaelicial ri'sult to the effV< t ul 
the bleeding. 


ealves of the legs, or ainaplins to the feet. 
Under thia plan of treatment, patients ge- 
nerally recovered. Every^niane attack bad 
• certain duration to continue; a fever 
could not be cut short ; and from the water 
found, either in the cavities of U>o brain or 
between Uir membranes covering it, in those 
who died of this iiislady, it was fair and ra- 
tional to infer, that considerable inflamma- 
tion had existed in those parts. Opium 
was given with a view to procure sleep, 
but sleep was not required ; if it were pro- 
cured, the )»atii'nt afferwurds awoke in n 
tw(»>fuld stnte of excitement. Many years 
iigo he bad mmlu a calculation, by which hu 
found there was no form of niania from 
which so many recovered, os that of puer- 
peral. 

Dr. Kvak dill not look upon delirium

Of thi Cmid Ottnts, 

Tn cooMpqucoee of impcesnalion, the 
gpRitRls uudergo cookpicuout chtiugcs ; and 
R'lipn aiter«d in this manner, they form 
what ii denominated the gravid uterus, of 
which 1 now proceed to treat. 

The womb, in the uuimpregnated condi- 
tion, eariei much in its line, but, ou an ave* 
rage, it doet not eaceed the bulk of a small 
pear Fattened *, when, however , it if en- 
larged to the full aiae of geatation. it forms 
a very bulky tumour, occupying, at least, 
two-thirda of the cavity of the abdomen ; 
iti diaueiera from mouth to fuudua, from aide 
to tide, and from before backwards, bcin^, 
on an average, of twelve, nine, and sia iu- 
chef respectively. The form of tlte gravid 
uteroa varies somewhat in different women ; 
hot, iu the main, it leienblea • large vgg, 
more rounded in lome «rim, more elongated 
in others, somethiof . pechaps, depending on 
the pofition of the wUM. 

This oviform uterua ia placed in the 
cavity of the abdomen, the fundua being in 
front before the entiform cartilage, and tlte 
mouth lying below and behind in appoatiion 
to the middle parts of tlte aacrum. When 
Ute bladder ia full itf urine, it takes its 
place between the uterua and the abdominal 
coveringt, oUierwiae the womb ia covered 
by these te^enUalgtto in front, and Hie 
i»testis«a, in tlw end of pregnaueyf lie 
above and behind, the ntenii, beiog, by ibe 
inlinioaition of diia organ, aometim^ ooa- 
eaa)ed almoit ontirely from tte view, even

tlieie deviatioai from the healthy position 
are denominated the obliqmtiea, am they 
are, 1 believe, commonly arising from one 
of three causea—diatqrtion of the pelvia— 
projection of the •lumbar vertebiic^aad 
laaity of the abdominal nnaclea; ibe two 
last are tlie moat common, and theae^may 
operate in combination. Bandigea, if welt 
constructed, may be very uaeful here. 

When the wpmh ia in action, the tumour 
wliich it forma becomes very hard— bard, 
for example, u the cuts here exhibited ; 
but, in the middle and end pf pregnancy, 
before the full action cornea on, the uterua 
may lie to soft and yielding, that iite head 
of the firtus may hie clearly enough dis- 
tiuguiabed, commonly in the inguinal re- 
gion, wlience we may tiie more readily dis- 
tiuguiih the intumescence of pregnancy 
from that wliich arises from water, air, 
adepa, or a diaeased growth of the viscera. 
If the womb contain the usual quantity of 
water, its surface ia geuerallr equable, and 
more or less globose ; but, in some cases 
{terhapa, when tlic quintiiy of the liquor 
amiiii is small, and the womb, thin and lax, 
lies iouaeiy on the limbs of the Imtua, u cer- 
tain degree of inequality is produced, and I 
know of one case in which an areoueheur, 
of no small experience, feeling the parts of 
the child with extraordinary disiiuclnesa, 
was led erroneoualy to infer, that the preg. 
ouiicy was extra- uteriue. All these obai>r- 
VNtioua are most easily made, when the ab- 
dominal CQveringa are thin.

the body of the uterus, while the in’ck be- 
low enlarges but little, anti remains nttacbed 
to tli« body iu the way of ii sort ni sppen- 
dage.

Ahong the laws which confened tie 
singular property of |«<:rpetufd motion on 
the Irisli School of Physic without pro- 
greuioD, there was at least one whirb was 
eminently calculated to make it keep pace 
with the advancement of aimilar institu- 
lions. With whatever inlcnticm it msy: 
have been framed, whether for the pro-| 
doetioD of good or evil, ( for unfortunately it | 
is susceptible of eitlier , } we have no doubt 
hut it is indebted for ils preservation, along 
willi Its evil associates of one of the most 


dbnoxiooa of collega eodes, to an ignoraaco 
of its utility, or • knowledge of iu bad 
qualities, that it might be conveniently 
abased whenever it suited the taste of this 
body to indulge in the corporate luxury of 
an act of injustice. This very valuable but 
dangerous ordinance had for its object n 
septennial election of the professors of the 
School of Physic in Ireland, and obviouily 
might he made, by a judicious direction of 
its powers, subservient to tlie most useful 
purposes. The convictiou that, at the 
lapse of every seventh year, his attention 
would be rewarded by re-election, or hia 
neglect reproved by rejection, would bo 
likely to exercise • salutary influence on n 
professor. With this dsy of retribution 
constantly before his eyes, he would scarcely 
fall into that official obliviscence which a 
I total exemption from responsibility is ao apt 
I to indnee in thuie cultivators of science, 
who hold their situations by a lease for life. 
Like the sword suspeuded by Dionysius 
I shore the head of his voluptuous courtier 
Damocles, such t reflection would per- 
petually admouisli him that the pleaaurea of 
indolence were incompatible with liappi- 
ueis, when enjoyed under such uncertain 
ciKuwstanccs. The elvetora to die School 
of Physic were not, however, to ho seduced 
into the crime of taking advantage of (he 
up|»oriunitics which this institute acci- 
dentally throw in their way. Their predi- 
lection for mischief instinctively induced 
them to reject its good, and to administer 
its bad properlies.—

The professors, whom, they appointed, 
have ittvartahly retained their plecei during 
bfe, without the ilightest apprebenaran 
that the other clanie of the profeisor'a in* 
deatmv, good hehiviour, would hv applied 
I in their individual cases. Many of tbemihi* 
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deed, htve doted ont the term of their pro- 
feiiortliip from youth to old age, reading 
preoiaely the tame oourie of leeturea an- 
nually, quite iuBenaible to tlie want! of 
their pupila, and uneonaeioua that the im- 
proeementa in acience had rendered their 
jirelectiona ohaolete. The atatute, indeed, 
had fallen into auch complete deauetude, 
that it entirely ceased to be even a thorn in 
that hod of rosea on which they reclined 
during their incumheuey on the School of 
Physic. Not long since, when the law was 
almost forgotten, an advertisement apjieared 
in the Dublin newspapers, announcing, like 
the flash that precedes the storm, that 
though the bolt had olumbered for awhile, 
its powers of deatructioo were not yet ex- 
tinguished. It stated, in the quaint phrooe- 
ology of bigotry and folly, that the pro- 
fessorship of the pisctice of medicine in 
the iSchool of Pliyiie hsd become vacant, 
and that persons professing the Christian 
religion, and jjwsaeRsiiig certain academical 
qualifications, might stand candidates for the 
ofiic-e. I'his professorship bod been occu- 
pied by Dr. Mortiii Tuomy for the seven 
previous yeore. Dr. Tuomy we believe, is! 
looked upon in Dublin os a gentleman of i 
Gonsidvrobly literary and professionul era- j 
ditioii. He is one of the few, or perhaps 
the only llomHii Catholic, if Mr. Moore, the 
poet, ho not another exception, r.'ho has 
hid the good fortune of obtniuing n 
schularship" in the l.'iiiveniiy of Dublin, 
without a disgraceful surrender of his re- 
ligious principles. We have seen a irans- 
Istion of some of the tragedies of riuripides. 
caeculetl for uiider-graduaU-s of the Dublin 
University, by Dr. Tuomy, during his 
** 8chularslii|s'' which, at least, I'ouviiicea 
UB that he had uul ohtaiued Utut honourable 
distiuriitm without desurt; and a treatise 
OB typhus fover, which apeaka faigidy for 
lua attention to medicine. 'I'he fact of his 
having cacaped the vigilance. of tltal Pro- 


Univeiaity, without uppeaaing Itt nibid 
bigotry by the uaual aop of auneodeting hia 
fiuth, waa not leia aarpriaing than that ho 
should anbaequently succeed to u profeiaor- 
ahip in the School of Pbyue. In what 
manuer Dr. Tnomy performed the dntias of 
hia situation, wo have no peraonaX know- 
ledge; but we are informed that be ful- 
filled hia task df inatructian with aa much 
atteutioD to the intereata of hia pupila as any 
of his associates, and with more than many 
of Uiem. From wlftt we do know, in- 
deed, of Lis disposition, we can scarcely be- 
lieve that he could have justly incumdthe 
penalty which has been iaflieted on him by 
I any gross neglect of hia functioBB. It is 
|poiBibte,Bodoubt, in moving through the 
I drowsy atmosphere of tlie School of Physic, 
that, inatead of stopping hia ears and tying 
himself up to the mast of virtnoua peraever- 
! ttuce, like riyssea among the Syrens, hia 
assiduity may have succumbed to the per- 
suasive power of example, and hia talents 
ftdt tlic enervating influenee of the indolent 
genius of the place. Certain, however, we 
are, that to tlie labours of bis contemporary 
professors, Dri. Alman and Crampton, be 
has presented a favourable contrast to in- 
I efficiency from old age : the former, in

education, or to hold property to any amount 
in hia own right. Hut even with the dispa- 
rity, (one whieh ia every day, however, de- 
creasing, since tins incubus of tbe penal 
code haa been even {mrtially rrniovetl, ) uf 
numbers which the folly of this country haa 
created in the learaird jtritfi'ssiona iu Ire- 
land among I'atholica and Pruteatantti, we 
ruiittot m\vf the luyatery of tbe paucity of 
Culluilivs iu office, W'ilhniit the BMuniptiou 
of Bn unjust distribution of palrouage. in 
this opinion wo are the more ronlirmed by

A 
better way would be to add clean hot water, 
with a little fresh chloride, throwing about 
the same quantity of the old out every day. 
1 am of opinion, that sponging the body 
diligently with the tepid chloride of lime 
and sratet in the above proportions would 
answer the purpose. 

The effect was so decided in the above 
inveterate eases of scabies, that 1 am in- 
duced to indulge tlie hope that the chloride 
of lime bath will be found hereafter a most 
ttsefu/, eliaa/jr, and ekup application in all 
aeabid, porriginous, and impetiginous erup- 
tiona. While speaking of the valuable 
properties of chloride of lime, 1 cannot 
avoid bearing teatimony to ita very great 
utility, tM a lotion in mercurial sore mouth, 
in the proportion of sixty, seveutr, or eighty 
parts water to one of chlorine: I have 
found it singularly beneficial in ulcerated 
sore throat, particularly where there has 
been much factor, and a typhoid tendenuy. 

All manufacturers of the chloride of lime 
do not make it of the sniiie strength ; but as 
Mr. Frederick Fincliam is careful to moke 
his of one 8f»ecific and uniform strength, 
if his chloride is used, the proportions 
here given may invariably be depended 
upon.

incalculable benefit on their leu fortunate 
fellow labourers. Nor will it be too much 
to expect, that tlie iudividuals alluded to, 
whose otherwise gentlemanly deportment 
tod profcsttODsl acquirements entitle them 
to respect, will obligingly concede in cour- 
Ufsy and good fellowship, what ought to have 
been in justice demanded u a right. The 
aliglitest progress towards the sttamment of 
this truly desirable object, will be grate- 
fully felt, ond acknowledged by, Sir, for self 
nnd friends.

CuBtfliri thfi Ifonfr-^Cccatinued.) 

UmlnUeal CmL— Th« firlufl. Gentlemen, 
ie put into cunnexion with the plucenta, by 
means of what is called tlie umbilical cord, 
short, generally, iu the ovum of animali, and 
longer, proportionally, in the human orum, 
though its length » liable to much variety. 
An average measure of thiaeord may be about 
tiro /art. Dr. Haighton met with a funis 
which was not more than lir inclief long, 
Mr. Lloyd, a gentleman formerly associated 
witli this class, in one instance found the 
cord aurroundiug the neck of Uic fmtns, as 
many as sis times, whence you nuy infer, 
that iu length was by no means inebnsider* 
nbte. Air. Briggs, in onoUier esse, found 
the chord coiled around the neck aeven 
times ; and 1 think a case aimilar to this is 
put on record by the celebrated French 
practitioner Maurieeau. 1 know not that 
any aerioni inconveuieuce results from tlie 
exoraordinary brevity of the funis, except- 
ing, perhaps, thst U you lay hold of the 
^Id, and drag it too* far from the mother 
immediately after birth, you incur the risk 
of prematurely delacliing the placenta by 
. n aoddea pull, and may in this way give rise 
to Juimiorrhage, not to add, tliat ilf thg tdhe- 
aioaof the placenta be dnu, so as to prevent 
. detachment, the sudden effort might, per- 
hlpf , oceasionatty invert the uterus. Hence 
H^^npriety of thnmie which Lhefore pre- 
Srilm, nan»ly, that as soon as the child 
jRwigii the wurid, you ought to keep iu ah- 
Anen u rdoia Us poiaiUe to thugeaitali 
•f tiu bimImU, liU you find by i Utue uxi- 


mination, whether the cord be or not of the 
ordinary length. 

If the umbilical cord is much longer than 
ordinal^, there is alwgya* a riak, lest in the 
fo.m of a loop it ahould lie forth in the va- 
gma before mrth, an accident whidi is pre* 
vented by its being coiled round the neofc 
or limba of the child. If the eoid lie forth 
1 in this manner, as ahready explained to yon. 
the danger to the fmtna Mcomea very eon* 
siderable, for the vesiels becoming com* 
preesed when the head deseenda among the 
bones of the pelvis, and the circulation being 
in this manner arrested, at a time when re- 
spiration cannot proceed, the child diet in 
the utenu, snftcaud. To prevent this, it 
waa formerly recommended that a piece of 
sponge should be procured, and that this, 
together with the cord, ahould be pieiied 
into the utemi, provided due may be te* 
compUshed without violence or riek of lace- 
ration ; the sponge (to prevent the desoent 
of the chord t second time) being left in 
the uurus, to he afterwards expmled by 
the pains, in oonjunction with the ph^ 
centa. 

No nerves have been detected in the nm- 
bilical cord, although they have been sought 
I for with great diligence ; and I can attte, 

I from my own ubaervatiooe, that thii port 
seems to be wholly destilnte of sensibility, 
in respect to both the mother and the 
ftcttts. No large lymphatic tmnks have 
been found there : there is reason to be- 
lieve tliat lymphatics are wanting altoge- 
ther in the placenu, and, theretore, we 
should not expect to find them in the 
funis. 

It seems, then, tint the umbilical cord is 
in iu composition exceedingly simple, mide 
ap, apparently, of the veisab, a eellohir web, 
filled with a sort of gelatinous materid, and 
by which cellular web thoie venels are 
bound together, and of a membroaoua 
ibeatb, or prolongation of the chorion, here- 
after to be apoken of, and wliich gives a 
coveriog to the cord from one extremity to 
the other. Of this membrane you may ob- 
serve the tliioness, the smooifaness,* the 
firmness, when you are hringing away the 
pliocDta ; for when yon lay lidhlof the iimii« 
thii membnne ii lying in your hand* 

M 
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Tbe blood-veuels, of which Uie umbilical 
oord is in part composed, are, in the human 
onimitliree ; one large umhilioal vein, (when 
fully distended, nearly as big os the little 
finger,) and two smaller arleriesr-tbenmbi* 
licala, of which I formerly bad bocasiou to 
apeak. Tlmse TesaelSfin general|donottake 
a diieet, but a more or Ives terpentine 
course, and, in tome instances, they are 
very much contorted. In the oord of the 
mare, as 1 am informed, the veins, like the 
artariea, are two in number. In the funis 
of tbe calf, besides the nlood* vessels, there 
is another canal called the urachus, which 
leads from the Madder along the cord into 
a-peottliar membranous receptacle, the eibiN* 
tsu, of which 1 shall hereafter apeak, and 
which seems to contain much of the urine of 
the fietal animal. In the funis of tbe puppy, 
we find a single artery ond vein arising from 
tlie mesentery inosculating with the vessels, 
there passing along the umbilical cord, and 
ultimately hnakiag up into a large number 
of capaoioua capillaries, which ramify, with 
great miuutenea, over a very delicate mem* 
brane called the tneiAi trytkmda. 

Upon the umbilical curd we sometimes 
meet with knots, and, if 1 may confide in 
reports received, sometimes two or three- 
knots may be found upon tbe cord at once. 
31r. Itogera, ao American, and a student 
at these llospicals, informed me, tliat at 
New York, a case bad occuied where thm 
hwit were on the funis, sod yet, nutveitb* 
standing those kiiou, i^ection could be 
Utrown from one end of the cord to tiic-i 
other without difiiculty. To Dr. Hunter I 
may refer you for a very plausibh* explana* 
tion of the formation of tbiwe knots when 
single, for he has suggested, lli.it the um- 
bilical cord, at birth, may perhaps forma 
coil round tlie margin of tbe os uteri witliin, 
and that tbe fa:tus, iu posaiog tbe orifice o f 
tbe uterus, may, at tbe same time, pnssi 
through the loop, csrryiug tbe umbiliool 
extremity of tbe cord along with it, in the 
way liere shown, so as to form the knot at 
tbe very moment when the body passes into 
the world. Observe the demonstration. 
And ihit cx]>lsqalioo euablet us to under- 
stand well enough how a single knot may 
be formed } but then how is it that two or 
three knots are produced ? bow that a knot 
may he found on tbe oord in the earlier 
monUis, though the fmtus but never left Uie 
cavl^ of tbe uterus? Really tbe soluiiou 
of this knot nay remind one of tbit of 
Gordius, or of the knot scarcely Jess noto- 
rious, knit by the hand of Obadiah, foted 
to bring to light that comprahensive code 
of impreeationi, tbs eontents of wlricb his 
liberal maatar so generously shuwersd down 
upon aveiy part of his person. 

'i'ho origin of the eord is tbe nave! ; its 
tenuBitioB &i Uin ptaceBU, where its in- 


sertion is commonly central, though it somp- 
timei unites with the placenta at the msr- 
gin, or intermediately. And tiiis 1 foe 
rather wish you to uutice, heesuas when 
the insertion of the cord is margipal, as in 
this preparatisB, you might be led w ima- 
gine that one-half of the placenta had been 
torn away, the other half still remaining iuj 
the uterine cavity. 

An eccentric insertion of the cord at tlie 
abdominal extremity is more rare, and yet 
now and tlien even Uiia variety is observed, 
tlie cord springing, us iu Uiii preparation 
shown, from tbe one or otlmr side of ibe 
abdomen. ‘J'be point is euriuiis, but in a 
practical view it seems to be of small obste- 
tric import. 

InvottiertB — In the same way na (be chick 
is inclosed in the sbeli, the human fcctua. 
too, is slMit up in a bag, or cyst, (his cyst 
containing tJie water, in wiiicli thu t-liiUi 
fioats, for, in our origin, wo are all of us 
aquatic. Ju general tbe number of tlir cysln 
corresponds with tbe number of fietuHes, 
though this is not invariable, for wlieii there 
are two fictuscs you may buve a .single cyst 
only, this being common to both, and iu 
tlieupiuion of some observers, this cuntmu- 
niiy of receptacle is bv no meuiis infrequenl. 
Tbere is an advantage to tbe fiuius, how- 
ever, in having u receptacle, or an apart- 
ment of its own, bucau.se ii tlien becomes 
more secun; against circidei.ts. In twi^ 
gestation, in tJie furlior numUts, it sbme- 
tioies buppens, that tlio uumbrune. being 
tciidei, gives way. Now, if tbe firluses are. 
contained in separate bags, and there is a 
yielding of tlie meiubraoe oi iini; bug o^iy, 
iliu other foetus, included io another cyst, 
susUii iug no injury, may still be carried'lfo 
to the full period of niiiv lunnths. A puldl 
of my own, who grew up in be nun of foe. 
fimst young gen ileuii-u of tbe cliiKs, during 
tlie couiac of bis uterine life, bud .a very 
narrow eacajie of ibis kind. 1 Iu once loll ‘ 
me, (bat while iu utero, be bail a twin 
cumpBiiion; tbe cyst, wbicb at Ibst limn 
formed bis own nest, remained uninjured, 
and he seems to have sualuiiied no inconve- 
nience ; but, from one cuuiw or otlivr, tbat 
of bis eompaiiinii gave way, so that, iu Ibis 
helpless condition, the poor follow was 
crushed like a butu-rfiy— -perishing as tragi- 
cally ns the victims of jiiiluHm ; or, if yim 
jirefer tbe more familiar cumparison, like 
tlmse who were lost iu the ruins of tlie late 
Brunswick Theatre. 

In the earlier nionfos of pregnancy, tiiai. 
involuera are composed of, at least, foar 
membranes ; the droidna ultri, tbo dimjdjM, 
rfjiaa, the ehvrum, and tbo owiijNiiii. but 
when the ovum ii tliorougbiv developed in 
foe latter mtmfoa of geatauon, foe neat* 
bruiei Bie foiBB B&ly j foe decidiu vlfiih 
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tliB e1ior{on« and tlie Mnninn, the decidua 
refleza uot appearing. Of these membraoea, 
the outermost is ihs decidua uteri, whence 
its name, because it is in eontset with tlie 
womb, and receives vessels ikoAi it; the 
membrane which lies internally is the am- 
nion, an organ which secretes the fluid al- 
ready mentioned— the first element of the 
iiittus ; and between these two membranes 
the chorion is interposed. In the latter 
months of pregnancy, the decidua uteri is 
somewhat thick, but it is so more espe- 
cially in the earlier aud middle months ; 
being disposed moreover to exfoliate, sepa- 
rating into leaves or IsAiella ; now the pit- 
cents of the human ovum is contained be- 
tween two leaves of tlie tunics decidua, as 
my hsodkurohief is interposed between my 
two hands, both of the plscentsr surfuces 
being covered by the leaves of the decidua. 
This being the esse, it follows, as matter of 
course, that the chorion and amsion must be 
spread out upon the inner surface of the 
placenta, for they both lie within the deci- 
dua, snd this 1 will now endeavour to illus* 
trstu by preparations. 

Hitc is a preparation of a email portion 
of the placenta, with the three membranes 
in conuexion ; the decidua nliove, the am- 
iiiun below, the olioriou raugiug interme- 
diately. In this preparation you have a 
portion of the idueenla, and of the adherent 
uterus, suspended by the decidua. The cbo- 
riou and amnion, you may perceive, liv, as 
asserted, ufKin tlie inner surface of the deci- 
dua, from which they are parliaUy detached ; 
and the decidua itaelf is distinctly sepa- 
rated into two membranous lamina, between 
which the auhstonoe of tJie placenta lodges. 

Here ia a pre}iaratiou of the umbilical 
oord, eutering tliu abdomeu of the fatua 
lalerally. 

Here is a preparation showing ninch con- 
tortion of the vi'SaeU of liie umbilical cord, 
not of uncoinnion occurrence. 

■ Hero is a preparation of one of those 
knots of the umbilical cord, on which I be- 
fore took occasion to comment. 

When speaking of the placenta, 1 ought 
to have observed that their number usually 
necords with the number of fintuaea ; if you 
hove several failusos, you have several pla- 
oentas; if a single fmiuaoiily, then the pla- 
oenta is single ; tliiM, with twins, there are 
uauully two plaeeutaa ; with triplrta, three ; 
and there are four or five plaeenui, wiien, 
aa rarely happens, the woman produces four 
or five children at a bittli. Homeiimes, 
; Imwever, one placenta ia common to two 
flbtuBvt i and may am in this pre|)Brs- 
tiOA two nmidlical coida drtsiug trom the 
. iawacantre* 

' ttdN ia a ran apeeimen of a cord with 
two vaiMla onlyiiMUad of three, the usual 
wnbtrf Hm »oin aadorteiy ara both tin- 
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gle ; tba onatomist haa practised no decep- 
tion here ; the artery, as you may see, is of 
extraordinary capacity. 

Hliridiiot— It waa observed to you, awhile 
ago, that the outer membrane of the ovum 
ia the tuftiaa dicUtta, called also oaduca laee- 
rabilis, and the spongy chorion, adhering 
externally to the Hterua-»intemiilly to the 
chorion ; remarkable for ita high degree of 
vascularity; and farther deaerving notice, 
aa it derive! all ita hlood-veaaeli, to far as 
has been aseeitainM by injeetiona, from the 
wood). TJiia membrane is, it aeema, gene- 
rated by the uterus itself, and ia not pro- 
duced from tlie same rudiments es the 
foetus, Uie chorion,, afld tlie amnion, la 
extra-uterine pregniincy aonietimes, though 
by 110 means universally, when the rest of 
the ovum is fbrmed sxternallv to the uterus 
in die ovary or tube, the tumea decidua be- 
comes organised more, or lew perfoctly in 
the uterine cavity, where, in these cases, 
die rudiments have never been admitted ; 
and hence we may underatand clearly 
enough, why it is that the deciduoas vessels 
ore derived not from the feetue but from 
the uterus, they being supplied from that 
structure by which it is originally generated. 

If we observe the deeidos in the lattM 
mondis of |>regnoney, we find that it is 
somewhat thick aud tender, and of redcu- 
lated appearance, presenting a sort of net- 
work visible enough upon its aurisoe, morn 
especiallv if the membrane ia immersed in 
water. In the middle muutha of pregnancy, 
the thickness is still mote remarkable ; aud 
during the first two or three montlie, the 
membrane is so diick, that it loace entirely 
the membranous appeer.'ince, aul resem- 
bles a mass of fleah, as may be per- 
ceived in tlie •pticimeii which 1 hew circu- 
late. 1 have already observed, that il is 
iKitween the leaves of the decidua dw pla- 
reiits is interposed, and it is apparently the 
bU-nuiiig of these two structures which gives 
rise to that fleshy and massive appearance 
to which 1 luve just adverted. 

The principol uses of the tuaieodecidna 
are apparently two ; it forma a connexion 
between the other )Uffts of the ovum and 
uterus, and it furnialiei a bed in whicb dm 
structure of the placenta may he edaborated 
ill a way to he liereaAer explaiatd, 

Cftersw—Iaterpoiedboiwcea the tunica 
decidua aad the amnion, tba trna chorion 
ia siiuaUKl ; this membrane haviog very few 
nnd iinall veaaela only, parliculariy m die 
human ovam, and tboaa being derived, not 
from the ntorus, but from dm ftetua; for 
the tunica decidna ia a part or membrane of 
the muihcr, hut the chorion is a part or 
membrane of the fmtac, indeed as much so 
oa iu aimi» 1^, or head, tad perhspa of 
M2 
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mare importance to Its wfilfare in the firlal 
atate. lienee the same rudiments which 
form the firtiia fozm also the chorion, and 
hence the fmtal origin of the vessels of 
this membrane hecomea sufficiently intelli- 
pble. In its sensible properties, the cho* 
non is smooth, thk, and aemi-tranaparent, 
excepting during the earlier weeks of ges- 
tation, when it is covered over more or 
less completely with a fine shag, which 
gives it sometimes the appesrsnee of plush, 
if 1 may be allowed the oomparison ; and 
thia ahag ia found to be noUting more than 
capillaries of the umbilical veins and arte- 
ries, BO that in truth it constitutes tlie vas- 
cular part of the placenta. Thia ffict is 
proved by injections ; the injection of the 
cord fills this superficiaf fringe. It is further 
proved and illustrated by tlie chorion of Ute 
sheep, on which we find those tassels of ves- 
sels formerly demonstrated, and which aeem 
to be notliing more than the vascular shag 
collected into small knots, instead of being 
regularly dispersed over the whole surface 
of the membrane. 

1 know not whether wc are perfectly ac- 
quainted with the functions of the chorion ; 
but the most probable seems to be that of 
generating those capillaries, and assisting, 
therefore, most imj»ortantly in the forma- 
tion of the vascuiar part ‘of the placenta. 
Preparations of both these meinhranea, the 
decidua and chorion I mean, ahall now he. 
sent round. Here is the uterus, with the 
three membrsoes annexed, the decidua, the 
chorion, and the amnion. You may peri'etre. 
that the amnion and chorion cuntaiii no in- 
jection, but both the decidua and uterus are 
full j both being supplied with vessels from 
the same source. 

The fiocky appearance of the decidua in 
the earlier months is demonstrated in Uie 
preparation 1 now exhibit f and its dtsp"- 
aition to separate into layers, and the deli- 
cate reticulstions before mentioned, may be 
noted without difficulty. 

In this prtf])anition, wliich is of tliR hu- 
man ovum, the tunica decidua lias been re- 
moved, BO that the membrane on wliich the 
eye falls is the chorion— smooth, thin, and 
in a great measure transparent, as heft re 
described to you. 

Here is the chorion of the sheep, with 
the vessels separated into knots or tas8<?ls ; 
they are injected, and the injection vras 
thrown into them by the umbilical cord. 

The remainiHg preparations show the 
fringe covering the chorion during the ear- 
lier weeks, in some of them iiiiiTenally, in 
others topically; the resemblance to the 
vascular tassels on tlie sheep's ohorion is 
very obvious* 

ifsiiifon.— Tlie ovum, I have observed 
already, is comjiosed of thrvu uembrasos; 


the amnion, or thinl membrane, lying in- 
ternally, snd being spread out over the 
surface of the chorion and of the placenta* 
This membrano is remarkable throughout 
pregnaucy for its thiuuess, density, and a 
tranqisrenoy like that of glau. Tliat it 
aecretea the Uqnor amnii, there seems to 
be little doubt; and it is for thia pur- 
pose, probably, that it ia^ mainly intended, 
though in conjanction with the other two 
membranes, the chorion more especially, it 
assists in giving tl>at strength to the ovum 
which is so essential to the security of the 
child. The human amnion, so far as i know, 
has never been visibly injected, though the 
attempt has been many times made, the failure 
probably arising from the extreme minuteness 
of the vessels ; but in unimals, as the cat 
and dog, for example, these membranes aaay 
he injected with facility, tlie injection being 
thrown in bv the umbilical eoru. The am- 
nion, like tue chorion, is an integnd part of 
the fo'tUB, being formed from the same ru- 
diments ; and we find accordingly, from our 
injections in brutes, that it ia from the fictua 
that the blood-veaacls of the amniou ore de- 
rived. Hy iiiJi‘Cting the vessels of the uterus, 
therefore, you raniiot inject the amnion even 
in animals ; to fill its vascular system, }*ou 
must throw the injeetion into the cord. A 
preparation of the umnioii 1 hen* show you ; 
it is very firm, and may contributo a good 
deal to the strength of the ovum. 

Ftfnwtim lyf' ihts P/ucnifa.— Having ssid 
tliu.s much rt‘S|wcting the three iiiembrsnea 
of the ovum, 1 may now proceed to moke 
tt few rfinurk.s on the way iii which the 
placenta is supposed to be produced, a 
subject on which 1 forbore to enlarge, 
when treating expreasly of this organ, aa 
in thill Ktiv^o of our informaliun the 
nimiBiion of the placenta could not have 
hern readily understood, a jireliminory 
knotvledgi! of the menihrauca heiog re- 
(|uired. J'he placenta appears to be con- 
.s*ituted of two principal parts— a large as- 
semblage of rc*.u!/A, ami a targe assemblage of 
cells ; and the mount-r in which those two 
parts of the placenta nro supposed to he 
productMl, may be best t-xplaim-d by meann 
of a graphic illustrutimi. Under the stimu- 
lus of impregnation, the iitenis issuppoaed 
to secrete a (|jaiitity of gelotinuns mate- 
riill, by which the inner iiicmhranc of th« 
iitiTUs hecoincs completidy invested, and 
this afterwards becomes the tunica decidua. 
As generation proceeds, the inner membraiut 
of the uteriiB aeenia to throw off into tbo 
gelatinous decidua a considerable iiumlier of 
vessels, ami, indeed, this admits of proof, 
because, if you take an ovum with tlio ute-- 
run adlicreiit, on laying it o|K!n, and det|d)- 
ing tlie im-mbruDo, you may aeo the votaels 
which shoot from the ono gurfseq to Uu» 
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other, it is further iniigined, that beceniM more aad mote etniehed, or at*

Lifuor ifmaa.— The meinbranea nre filled 
with^ a fluid varying much in ita quantityi 
oonaiating aometiines of a few ounces, and

called the liquor amiiii. When the liquor 
amnii is uousually sparing in its quantity, 1 
know not that any inconvenience aruesfrtim 
that circumstance ;* but when there ia too 
much of it, then rou hhve that dropsy of tlie 
ovum of which 1 formerly took orcui'ioa to 
treat, and which ia must efTectiiully ndieved 
by puncturing the membranes.

Here are 
three faetuses that have been cnislied in this 
manner, like thousands before them ; and it 
deserves especial iciiiiirk, ihut, in one of 
these cases, the crushed iaiub w'as a twin, 
the otlier child, its fellow, enclosed in a 
sepurstc bagi but subjected to the pleasure 


of the same uterus, escoping in consequence 
oflieing protected by the water of the ovinii. 
Conceive to yourselvet an egg lodged in 
the centre of a bladder filled with water ; 
while Bccnred iu this manner, exterunl 
pressure would not injure it ; hut should the 
bladder burst, nod the water flow, the eyg 
being no longer protectt?d, mi^ht he crushed 
by the same pressure wliich it Wfore sus- 
tained widioui injury ; and thus, fierhapH, 
it ia with the fmlus iu the midst of the 
liquor amnii.

A she-wolf was lately killed in the De- i 
partement de la .Meurthe, apparentiv with : 
idl the ayiuptoms of rabies, after Wring i 
bitten about thirty sheep, a dog, aud twoj 
men ; its viscera, on oxamiiiaiion, were 
found iu a healthy state, except the inleaii- 
nal canal, the mucous meinhrane of which 
was riulently intlanied. AsiJie two woiiuded 
]iersouB, one. of wlmm was mint sliocking- 
ly lacomted, got perfectly well, it wniuld 
aecm liiat the ttiiiinnl was imt labour iug 
under true rabies, and that its fury was pro- 
duced merely from the irritatiuii of the in- 
teatiues. A very remarkable ( ircuinBlaiice 
in the exaiiiiiiatiuii of the animal whs, that a 
musket-ball was f<iund imheuded in tho

I twelfth day. On examination, the brachial 
plexus waii fonnd extensively lacerated ; at 
the sixth, aeventL and eighth cervical and 
first dorsal verteDra!, the spinal cord waa 
swelled, softened, uud of a reddish brown 
colour. In tlie fonrth case, the reduction 
was followed by an enormous painful swell- 
ing of the extremity, flic arm could never 
be used, and tlie fiiigerBouly retained a very 
I small degree of sensibility and motion. In 
I a case of dislocated hipi ilic rednetion vraa 
; made very soon after tlie accident, and the 
I head of tl>e femur was very distinctly beard 
; to slip into the cotyloid cavity : the patient 
I died, however, five days after the operation. 
’Thu anterior and exterior part of the hip

On the very evening on which be w as ad< 
dressing the Society, be had beeti culled to 
a case of violent pa!pituti;>ii of the heart, 
accompanied with ringings in the ears, 
which, ilic patient iulbrnied him, came on 
about 111 u'vIovIe every night, aud cnnlinuni 
tilt four ill the morning, lie hud not had 
tima Iti try any thing in this cs>e, but be 
had no doubt ihai the same class of reme- 
dies w‘ould be funml eilcctunl.

Wright, probably of Charlet IVright'i fa- 
mily ; H. G. Co;deatone, parion ; and Cap- 
tain Barieigh, grocer, of the vii of Honiton, 
holding a meeting, to support the Protestant 
Church aganut the misehieToua designs of 
the Fopii&ei. Hags of Rhubarb Hall, and 
Ifonitun Bninswickers !—i 'faith you are ex- 
cellent company, and admirably matched. 
The Tiraei is wrong, however, when he 
ascribes the authorship of the re<]uisition to 
Mr. Bowcrmao, the landlord of the King's 
Arms, wiiu is much too clever a man to pen 
such trash ; he is, indeed, an enemy to the 
practices of Catholicism, because he is a 
confirmed hater of /jit-dsys. And thus we 
conclude our banter. 

If the Ainitliecaries’ Actof l&iohad been 
founded upon just and equitable principles, 
—if it had not deceived the public, by pro- 
fessing what it can never aeeomplish,— 
and if it iiad not invested i set of indivi- 
duals with powers which they have proved 
(hemiclves to be incapable of properly ex- 
ercising,— we sliould not have sicken of it 
ou so many occiaiona in such unqualified 
terms of condemnation. 

We slated in oor Ninth Yolumet, that the 
Act was jirojected by avarice, iup|>oried by 
intrigue, and enacted by ignoraoce. From 
that statement we do not now retract one 
word i and if Tha Tmtt would be at the 
pains to iieruse the document, we are per- 
luaded that his conviction of the unjust | 
motives of its proposers, and the ini|mlitic i 
provisioiia of many of its clauses, will uot 
be less strong tlisn our own. | 

The powers, however, which have been 
recently nssumed by the Apotherariea* | 
I Company, are dearly not warsauted by thej 

■ * BssUrdisoiieof Uieooua^fliMBbers. { 
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Act; in fact, they are vsvnrxn. The fifth 
clause definea the buainesit or dnty, of the 
apothecary. 

** And whereas it is the doty of every 
person using or exercising the art and mys- 
tery of an apothecary to prepare with ex- 
actness and to dispense such medicines as 
may be directed for the nick by any physi- 
cian lawfully licensed to practise wysie by 
the president a^ commonalty of tiie ikcnlty 
of physic in IXndon, or by either of the 
two universities of Gxford or Cambridge *, 
therefore, for the further protectioo, ^acu- 
rity, and benefit of his Maje8ty*s subjects, 
and for the better rdgulation of the prae« 
tice of physic ilirougbout England and 
Wales, be it enacted, That if any person 
nuDg or exercising the art and mystery of 
an tt|K)tlieesry shall at any time knowingly, 
wilfully, and contumaciously xefuse to m^e, 
mix, compound, prepSK, give, tpply or 
administer, or any way to sell, set on sale, 
put forth, or put to sale, to any peiton or 
persons wlu^ver, any medicines, com- 
pound medicines, or medicinable composi- 
tions, or shall deliberately, or negligently, 
falsely, unfaithfully, fraudulently, or undniy 
make, mix, oompound, prepare give, apply, 
or administer, or any way sell, set on imle, 
put forth, or put to sale, to any person or 
|>ersons whatever, any mediemea*, eosapound 
luediriues, or medicinable compontions, ns 
direett^d by any prescription, order, or re- 
ceipt, signed with the initials, in hia own 
baud-writing, of any pfayiiciaa so lawfully 
; iicfnaed to practise {wysic, sucdi person or 
persona so oH'ending shall, upon complaint 
made within twenty- one days by such phy- 
Mcian, and upon conviction of such offence 
before any or hia Majettv's justices of the 
peace, unless such offender can show some 
antisfaciory reason, excuse, or justification 
in this behalf, forfrit for the firat offence the 
sum of five pounds." 

And, in clause lumfy, it ia provided, that, 
**if any person, (except sneli as are then 
actually practising as such,) shall, after die 
said isi day of August, act or practise 
as an spoihecary in any part of England or 
Wales, witliout having obtained aoeb certi- 
ficate as aforesaid,— every person so offend- 
ing shall, for every such offence, forfeit end 
pay the sum of twenty pounds." Here we 
have the bnrineas of the apothecary defined, 
vis. ** di$peiuipg lia pratripliaiu qf'pipuauiUp 
who are legally authoriaed to preacribe 
and, secondly, the amonat of panalty which 
ie to he inflicted on tboae who iafriage this

pcaetice. By a most extraordimry sprciei 
of ratiocination, the Court of Exaniiuera 
lare contriTcd to uoderstand, that, by 
these clauses, they may mulct the members 
of Uie College of Surgeons of their imme* 
morial rights ; prevent the graduates of the 
Scotch, and other Universities, from prae- 
tiiing M apotiiecaries in England; and 
prohibit, not only aorgec^s, but even tlw 
Fellows of the London College of Physi- 
eisns, from dispensing tlieir oam prescrip- 
tions. Thus, from .their messun's, they 
would have it inferred*, that it was the in- 
tention of the Legislature to refuse gentle- 
men, whom they deemed capable of pre- 
achbing fur the cure of the most important 
diseases, the opportunity of mixing in a 
mortar the remedies which diey Jiave the 
ability to direct. Kow, vre ask, could this 
Lave been the intention of the Legislature ? 
If the following clause of the Act should 
fuinish a negative to this {|ttestion. tlien 
we shall have proved the trsi ursTios of 
the Company, and tlie consequent ilU-gality 
of tlieir present proceedings. 

“ Provided always, and he it furilii-r en. 
acted, That nothing in this Act c .niMinpd 
aliall extend, or be construed to extend, to 
prejudice or in any wav to affect the iradt* 
or hiisioesa of a chym'ist and druggist, in 
tlic buying, prei»ariiig, compounding, dis- 
pcnnng, and vending drugs metlicines, and 
medicinuble compounds, wltole.i.ilu ntnl re- 
tail } but all perum wing er exfi miuj! I'letaifl 
trade or l/ufinesi, or kHo thult or mm hn'raf ter 
we or exercite the tame, thml and nav u»e, 
ercite, mid Curry (Ot, toe same tritde nr 
tueh manner, and as fully and ompiif to alt in- 
tents and purposes, us the tome tr,i,ie or bu,hir%* 
siHS tivd, ererriseil, or earned on hy chvnust 
and druggists betmt the patmig of this .let." 

To this clause we earnestly invite the 
particular attention of 7/.c 7'iW< ; for. ifwr 
can only succeed in convincing our con- 
temporary of the inutility of iho Apothe- 
caries* Act in its present shape, or, what is 
worse, its pernicious effects on the interests 
of the public and of t!.p medical profesBi.vn, 
we are persuaded that he will not only aid 
the came of medics! reform, hut. by j.b 
powerful advocacy and unrivalled influence,

accomplish its ipeedy and final auceesc. 
The profession, st tliis day, stand in need of 
little informotion on the subject ; it is the 
public and pailiameat who require to be en- 
lightened. The Legislature having emisidered 
that ehtmists and druggists are fully qualified 
to execute all the duties which lielung to 
the business of the a^ioihccsTy, can any 
person, possessing eommmi sense, belicvo 
that they intended to withhold from phy- 
sicisDs and surgeons, of the first rate charac- 
ter and education, privilegea and immuni- 
ties which arc so freely and to unreservedly 
awarded to the ignorant and uneducated 1 
The words of the Act declare, that it was to 
protect the public from the prsctii-es of 
ignorant persons ; the piiviieges granted to 
the chemists and drn^ gists, is nn ncknow- 
ledgement that the;/ aro not the ignorant 
persons from whom it was necessary to pro- 
tect the piihiic; ihcrefure, in seeking fur 
thus*! indiviiluals, from whose ignorant 
practices it was deemed expedient to guard 
the public, we must descend from the chc* 
mist and druggist a step or two luwer, aud 
here we find the iininfurnied shop-hoy and the 
impudent quack ; the. fontn'r of whom, it is 
well known in numbcriesii instances, is prr- 
luiltcd *0 the |>rescriptions of enr- 

geonr. and ]ihy>i.:iaij<i ; and the lalti-r kills, 
far and wiJ^-, by means of his baneful uos- 
irunis. \\ lieiice, then, the protection from 
ilie Apotheiariirs' Ad f It i.s h neliision ; 
a protitahle iim‘, to ll.e AjMiUieniTies' Com- 
puny, it iiiu»t ho eonfersed, into whose 

it liaK (Hosed lo he thrown, even at 
this early period, nearly thirty thousand 
pnujids. 'i he inuividubl of ihe present day, 
who Htyl-s himsi-tf cheiniAl aud druggist, is, 
in every reap! 1 1, the ap itliecary, not only of 
the niostrein..t. s limVs, hut ihn apothecary 
descrtueil in ti,t. (Iliaricruf James the l irst, 
and further, the .’ipolhitcary desciilK'il in tfui 
Act of J U lit ; a perMii wIiom ailiiiiiiitrots 
and practice are altogether dissiniilar to 
those, (if the general pracliiiouetor surgeoji,

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irith Ui6 memben of • certain corporation 
to confound liiia. Ciiemiata and druggiita, 
before tho Act of 1815. not only in I^ndon, 
but in many parte of tlie country » irere 
in tho habit of visiting patients, preicrib- 
ing for patientSf and diapensing tlioir own 
prescriptions. Tbeae privileges were se- 
cured to tliem by the foregoing clause; 
accordingly, at the present day, without 
having served any apprenticeahip to a 
medical mkn, entirely divested of scien- 
tific medical information, they visit sick {wr- 
■ons, prescrilie, dispense the medicines, and 
can nceivr tU taw for medicines so supplied ; 
yet, owing to the vsciieAiuiv of tlie 
ApoUiecaries* Company, the Fellows of the 
Ciiliege of IMiysieisns, even Sir Henry iisl- 
ford liimself, cannot dispense his own pre- 
scriptiunst unless he open shop as a chemist 
and druggist. ; Scotch graduates are pre- 
vented (no great loss, to be sure) from 
practising in England and Wales as apothe- 
caries ; the members of the EngHsh College 
of Surgeons do not receiver at law for medi- 
cines with which tin ; supply their patients, 
aiid are prohibited from dispensing tlieir 
own preset iptiona. Tliesi< arc u few of the 
blessings which we derive fiom the Apothe- 
caries' Act, and the usurpation of the 
Apcthecaries* Company. 

We are oa ansiotla as Tht Tima can he. 
that the public ahould he protected against 
unqualified practitioners, and, probably, we 
are wore anxious that the interests of the 
' proicsKioii slioiild he protected against the 
unprincipled proceedings of the same im- 
pudent imposters. lUit, in our anxii ty to 
BSe this accompUshed, we cuniiut laud the 
Apotltecarieu' Act of l H \b, a measuro wliieli, 
although it may have eflocted sonio good, 
has gone fur toward** dcsiToving the resiwcl- 
ability of the proresaioai owing to the 
lowers with which it invested ^ company 
^ retail droggists. The conduct of tliis 
ll^dy to medical atudenia has been infamous ; 
year they have published sr |W(i,/dc(e 
which have bad the effect «f puttiag 


meritoriona young men to enornoua ez* 
liense and unnecessaiy trouble, without any 
equivalent advantage ; and in some instaneee 
studenu of great merit have quitted the 
profession in disgust, from tlie harassing 
and cruel tendency of the Company's " re- 
gulation.'* Give ui ** indentures,” give na 
certificates,” give us " certificates,** is 
the eternal, the sensilesa cry, of the Court 
of I^aminers. They demand similar inden* 
tures and similar ceilificates, from yoimg 
men of ability and from men of no ability ; 
from tlio industrious and from tho idle ; 
from tlie talented and from the stupid. They 
must and will exact the same sum of money, 
from each candidate, utterly regardless 
of natural eapabilides and acquirements. 
Can The Tima, the liberal, the enlightened 
Times, support such ■ sysiem u this? 
Will The Times, who hu so ably and so 
beneficially advocated, by nnaniwerable 
arguments, the removal of restrictiona on 
commerce, become a stickler for mtric- 
lions on science 1 Impoesible.— lbs Jimr*, 
who was for the free introduction of French 
silk, will not, aurelr. attempt to pro- 
hibit French pliyaic. If a pupil claim to be 
examined, why should he not be examined 
without the production of a lingle cerlifi- 
cate 1 Because if the Examuwrs ere them- 
selres qualified for the proper exeentiou of 
their duty, the public will find their security 
in tbr succeia of the examined. Certificates, 
it is true, show that o certain sum of money 
has been cxpemleJ ; but in the medical pro- 
fession, tnlent alone it the legitimate aource 
of res|iectahility.

And wliat til ifaf answer? ” The 
certificates of tlie Prefrmiri of the ITmversitj/ 
of Lmden, will hare egual tvnMtntm with 
those of any of tlie Lsetureri at the fjtudm 
HagHiab and further, ** studenU from any 
of the great London hofidlali are allowed 
to graduate, after three yeict bf Vuirersity 
(Edinburgh) atudy/* We are alatf lnfonned, 
that, ** by the Staivt^^ no eertificatea of 
altendanee on leclnrei itt received, unless 
these bsvtt been delivem in an Uaiversity 
which granto the medical dtgni.** Hence, 
aa medical degrees are granted it Dublin, 
Glasgow, Aberdeen, and St. Andrew's! 
certificates from tlieie Universities arc re- 
ceived, but not from iho Umvissitv of 
Lonnox, because it neither confers medical 
degrees, not has it that literary appendage— 
a royal charier. Besides, say the liberal 
Scotchmen, our rtnluta •* have been in force 
many years * * * sad we are incapable of 
taking any atep in oppoaitioo to the Univer- 
sity of London." 

If the Statjpa have been ia force many 
ytara, the more imperative ia Ibe demand 
for their revision. The London Uaivesaity 
was not establialied when they were fiist 
fetmed, conasquently it could not bi M« 
eognised j but aurely it bia a ebimto sqiitl 
prirUegea with UiON of Bt. Andiow'i «Bd 
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Abeidaaa.' Tbt Unirwnty of Edinbnrgli 
win <• take no itfep” •gaintt tVat of London. 
Thu may be, for. in her preient posi- 
tion, she preaiea with all her might on the 
infant institniion, which might obtain (tea* 
dom from a single morement. 

The refusal of the certificates of the Lon- 
don Duiversity by the Universities of Scot- 
land, diacloses another of those anomaliea in 
the laws respecting medical edncatioDi which 
are gradually coming to l^iby.^e operation 
of the system. Virttti%, tbio^w London 
School is an university ; legiidly» it aemns. 
it is not an university. It hu, for instance. 
Professors of all the medical sciences taught 
in the chartered colleges } bnt it has no chsr* 
ter, and, consoquentiy, its lectures, how- 
ever excellent end instroetive, osnnot be 
received for the diploma by the schools of 
the North. The line of distinction attempt- 
ed to be drawn and acted upon in this 
case ia most illiberal, mischievous, and ab- 
surd. While Professor Psttison lectured on 
the banks of the Clyde, the information 
which he communicated was deemed anin- 
(Uajiensable sixth of the legitimate know- 
ledge of a doctor j but it would appear, thst 
on the banka of the Thames, ho has lost all 
power communicating instruction, and 
that knowledge which he could once oon- 
vey, is now reduced to a aulUty in ibo col- 
lege calculations of bis forarnr associates in 
the University of Glasgow. Wo sio not, 
of course, surprised that the Edinborgh 
aonate have rcfiiaed to wake say altoration 
in their Aeiuta in fevonr of the new institu- 
tion, ibr in tliis docision they luve only 
acted with their socustomed oonsisteney, in 
protecting their own jaterests in direct op- 
position to the best interesto of mankind. 
Hid they sooeptod the oertifientM of the 
London College, few, if any, English stu- 
donts would ia futnre visit Scotland, sad 
thus their etHj/Sests monopoly would, si lesit, 
hivo beta destioyod.

named, by GasMid. ilauchin, secale luxu- 
riana; and in Germany, in known by tbe 
name of mutter kom, or mother cum. 

Spurred rye, in ita mature atate, is of a 
brown or violet colour ; some of the gruina 
•re lesi than the healthy rye, while others 
are from an inch to nn inch and a half in 
length, and of a proiiortionate thickness ; 
its farm is nesrly oylindrical, having its ends 
somewhat obtuse, ‘at times a little pointed 
and bent, in the sliape of n crescent; on 
being broken transTersely, it internally dis* 
playa a greyish white substance, covered | 
closely hr the coloured cortical substance, i 
which does not separate on ebullition \ when | 
pulverised, it is of an aahen grey rulour ; ; 
when the graiu is (|uitv! dry, it has scarcely 
any taste, but the powder has a nauseous, 
bitter, and acrid tuate. 

Its cheiiiical projierties, as stated by 
VauiiueJiii, are— 

1. A yellowish fawn coloured matter, so- 
Inble in alcohol, exhaling a amell like that 
of fibh oil. 

il. A white oily matter, of a liland taste. 

3 . A violet-coloured matter, inaoluble in 
alcohol.- 

4. A free acid, which appeora to be of 
the nature of phosphoric ocnl. 

0 . A vegeto-animul matter, in ronsitlora- 
ble quantity, much diaposed to pulrefaetion, 
nnd which, on distillation, f'lirnihlies a con- 
siderable quantity of thick aniiiioniarnl oil. 

fi. A miuulc quantity of free- auimonia, 
ezhaliug at the temperature of boiling water. 

Lastly, it reaults from this uituiysis, that 
rye, in the spurred slate, no longer rontai.'iN 
any starch ; that its gluten has lieconie al- 
tered, and that it aliotindK with u thick am- 
moniaeal oil, which is never to be met with 
in lya when in its sound atate. 


Most of the easea that have 0 
me have been those where the patlij^ suf- 
fers annoying and unprofitable pains days 

before the uterus makes any eflbrts^ ex- 
pel its contents, reducing the atreub of 
tbe patient, and often Imnga on fl^le 
symptoms. In countiy nractiee, in ], 
cular, the ergot must be^nd an hiralui 
medicine, when the distance premits I 
accoucheur leaving the patient, nnd nt tlic^^ 
same lime not beiim able to render her any 
assistance, where a few strong pains would 
accomplish tbe delivery.

Case H. — Mrs. MorriH, of this place, sent 
for me on the ItOth October, at three o'clock, 
e.N. ; the waters liiiil come away about an 
hour; the oh uteri being pariiitliy dilated, 
and no pain, I left her. In twenty-four 
lioiin afterwiinle, being called (0 another 
labour in the same street, I revisited her, ond 
still fiiiiliiig no ]laiiia, gave her a scruple of 
the ergot ; tbe puiiis came on in a quarter 
I of an hour, and in nn hour and a half the 
' cliild was born dead, being the sixth dead 
child alio hos had in succesiioii.

CfiUed ibr, or to ho relied u]K}d, as a cure : 
but ini»ht, in some instances, bo an useful 
preparatory for other means. Purgatives 
were not to be omitted* Blisters almost 
always did birm. Brandy, ammonis, anti 
wine*, were sometimes used witli ailvsn- 
tage ; but, of all the remedies, sphun was 
tlie one greatly to he preferred. By flie 
exliiliition of this drug, in his opinion, teo 
out of twelve patients would recover, be- 
lieving it to be nearly eertnin, that if sound 
Hleejt were procured,* the ]iaiieiit wns safe. 
He wished to know tlic Ofunion of the ho- 
doty upon bleeding, npon suppositoricsi 
and the cxliibitioii of opium.

Hunt believed, that when the sub<

. .;d. In onien whore blood wa* to be ab- 
i^ aeted,eortainly it never waa to be depend* 
^d upon aa a cure. Kor waa it to be taken for 
r granted, that ftitUata had alwaya an amelio* 
ration of the attack after the procuration of 
sleep by opium ; on llie contrary, it woa not 
iinfre<|uenl, that when sleep had been ob- 
tained io this way, patients awoke worse 
than befiiro the administration ofUie opium. 
Opium, however, was t'.ie sheet anchor. 
Ammonio was much better than brandy or 
spiritiioua liquor, if atimiilanls were to 
hu given. There were conditions in which 
bloodletting was undonbledl; called for, but 
he hud seen fatal cflecta from large bleed- 
iugs, und lie looked u)iQn depletion as re- 
quiring the greateat in-ecaution. lie liad

Dr. JuiiNSTONB concurred with the pro- 
raulioii iiccvsaary, wbertt bleeding 
thought of.

•* It esn sesKely be necessary to rd lind 
our readers of the distinction which wcwkve 
always recognised between the situation of 
a public teacher and that of a privote ora,

The leeturei of privata teach- 
ers, which we acknowledge to be private 
property, we hara never published, as we 
shall presently show, witfaeut the coftssNT 
of the lecturers ; but the lectures of public 
medical teachers, delivered within the 
walls of public liospitals, stand, aa wc l^e 
uniformly contended, upon i tsfoiHy 
footing. Wc maintained ihU point^ 
leaily and manfully agninitMr. 
in a Court of Equity, and the isiue 
contest was, that the injunction whieli tkll 
gentleman obtained againit the publication^ 
of his lectures was finally dissolved by tlio 
r.ord Cliaacellur. Sto mueb for Mr. Anca* 
KETuv's lectures. Sir Asti.ev Coopkh's 
lectures came withiu the priueijdo on which 
w’O relied in our contest with Mr. Abeb- 
NETny ; but Sir Astlev Coopee cannot, at 
any rate, be one of those who has been, 
plundered of his literary jnroperty, for Sir 
Astlev Coopee gave liis express consent 
to tlm publication of hia lectures. Tim lec- 
tures of Dr. Blundeii. on Midwifery, 
tiiougb delivered within the walls of Giiy^s 
flospital, we did not consider as piiblie lec- 
tures lliree years ago, because, at that lime, 
no certifleatea of attendance on rourees of 
midwifery were required by the colleges nr 
the unireraities. We applied, therefore, 
for permission to publish tbcin, wliich was 
.sot ot that time conceded. Suhseqiieiitly 
ebtificates of attendance on conraea of mid- 
wifery have been required, and Dr. Bi.un* 
DELL lias not only not withheld Jiis conaent 
from tlie publication of his lectures in this 
Journal, hot. as they were to go before the 
public, boa added to their value by a revision 
of the proof abeets. Dr. AHMsmoNo's 
Iccturrw on the I'lieory and Practice of Medi- 
cine, were publiilied in conaequence of tlm 
intimation of one of hia pupils, thsit the lec- 
turer would not offer any objection. Dr. 
Ap.xsraoKO did, however, after theippear- 
aiice of tlia first lecture, object to tlie prin- 
ciiile of publishing privutc laelures, in 
which ohjei-tion we acquiesced ; but having 
expreaaed hia opiuion, he added, that ho 
should leave the matter entirely to our- 
selves.

Lectures on tlie Theory and 
Pmtiee of Physic were published with his 
oflhient, and the proof-sheets Were also re- 
vised by him. Dr. SpvazuuM's Lectures 
on Phrenolojiy, in like manner, apijeared 
with the eonsent, and underwent tbe re- 
vision of tbe lecturer. . The Lectures of Mr. 
IIrandk on Chcmistiy. and those of Dr. 
Haslax on the Intellectunl Composition of 
Man, were also published with the express 
Atyir'nt of the lecturers. All these fsets 
'<e had the permission end authority 
several leeturers to state, from the 
. at which their respective courses 

£ completed, as distinctly as. we now 
them ; hut we have hitherto disdained 
^ re this conclusive answer to the ca1um< 
iiiei of our enemii'a,and we hare now, once 
'for all, adopted this courae, iu order that 
Bucli cblumpics, if tluty he again repeated, 
may be aa much contemned in all other 
i]uarters, as they have been uniformly con- 
temned by ourselves. Wc may luriher 
state . that so far have we been from the im-

Since this statement was published, what 
lias been the course pursued by our advefr 
saries ?

A 
forgery costs thorn as little as a new heaven 
of ctyatalcost the inventor of the Ptolemaic 
system ; and they can produce a fabrication 
with ai much facility as the Abbe Sieves

Mr. T^bd related a case, in which the 
operation of gastrotom;^' had been resorted 
to by Dr. Hopkins, within tlie last ton days. 
This was .the case which, on the last evening, 
lie considered so important, as to have been 
anxious then to have had an opportunity of 
relating. The woman was pregnant with 
her filth child ; he, Mr. Lord, was sent for, to 
attend her; she had gone her full time. When 
he arrived, lie found very considerahle pain 
in the abdomen ; the liquor amuiidiachargtul, 
the vagina dilated, and well lubricated, hut 
uterine aciiou very miieli abated. He re 
mained with her for about three hours ; he 
then gave her three onlinary doses of the 
aecale cnriiutnin. Uterine action was in- 
duced to a aronll degree. Ily a vaginal ex 
amination, he felt the acalp tense and pufly. 
The action of the uterus having continued 
for about an hour and a half, he endeavoured 
to bring away the head with the vectis, but 
Ailed ; at length, he was induced to consi- 
der the bead was hydrocephalic. Dr. Ste- 
phenson was sent for to the ease, in con- 
junction with Mr. JtCQb ; and, at one time, 
they thought the best mode of proceeding 
would be to lay open the hood ; but, from 
ilB sodden retrocession, with the entire ces- 
SBtioB of the uterine pains, snd the sinking 
Btsie into which the woman appeared to he 
getdng, induced them to suspect a rupture 
iff the nteruB, and to tend for Dr. Hopkins. 
Dr. Hopkins, on his arrival, agreed that the 
uterus had been ruptured, and that the child 
had aeaptd into the abdomen. The Doctor in- 
troduced hit hind into the roginsi but, finding 
the, uterus completelv contracted, and that 
he was unable to rescii the fmtus, he there- 
fore proposed the operation of gastrotomy, 
SB a cifrairr reuort, Xh*e child wsu removed 
through an opening mado in the abdomen, 
of seven inches and a half in length, and the 
whole operation perfonaed odminhly, with- 


out the loss of s tesspoouful of blood. F^r 
Ugstores were applied, straps of . Ihesive 
plaster, compress, and bandage; tudMches, 
to prevent peritoniUs. A small qoanity of 
nourishing diet was given; the patient ex- 
pressed herself gresuv relieved, and passed 
a good night, —but mod on the following 
afternoon. 

On examination, after death, there was 
coaguloblu lymph on the edges of the wound ; 
very little periumiUa had taken place ; and 
there was a rupture, of the uterus, abun- 
dantly large to adiidt of the escape of the 
child. Tlie head of the fcBtus wis wmensely 
large, aud 'an excellent drawing of it was 
submitted to the inspection of the Society.

HOSPICE DEPEJlFECnONNEMENT.

M. Velpeau, of 
tlie Hospico do PerfectionuemiMit, lius fre- 
quently eflc'CU'd a speedy cure by continuol 
pressure, especially in such 'iudividuali 
where general and Iwul blood-letting ia in- 


A female, 6.) years old, tnd of areiy un- 
healthy cunslitution, was, on the fl.'ith of 
August, admitted into the Hospico; the left 
leg 'was swelled, hot, very painful, and of a 
brown-red colour ; on preiaurc, lome sub- 
cutanecus fluctuation was perceptible, the 
knee was slightly enlarged, and the wno- 
vial esMule tomewhat diateodvd by fluid. 
Ibe disease of the leg extended rapidly to 
the thigli, which, within a abort time, was 
affected in iu whole length, and in such a 
manner as to threaten gangrene. The con- 
stitutiiin of the patient not admitting of 
bleeding. M. Velpeau ordered compresaum 
of the whole limb ; the bandage was made 
very tight, and re-applied ai aoon u it be- 
gan to luoien. At nrat the pain wu eonai- 
derthly iuri eased, bnt it soon abated, anf 
at last entirely ceased; lo that, withro 
few daya, the patient was discharged, cured. 

About the same time an old man wu ad- 
mitted at the Hospice, with eryaipclaa 
pblegmonodea of both lego, wliich wore 
much swelled, very painful, and disco- 
loured. The patient, being of a very ple- 
thoric habit, was twice bled, but the Weed- 
ing, haring no influence on the local diaease, 
preisutc was resorted to, which proved so 
effectual, tliot the cure was completed within

HOTEL-DIEU. 


PEKXTBATIKO WOUND OF THE BICI.L. 

A YOUNG man, who bad beeo stabbed in 
the right obit, immediately below its upper 
margia, was brought into the Hospital in 
the most ecmplete stupor, viaiou, fiearing, 
and general lenaibnity, being ([uite extinct ; 
the wounded eye protruded from ite orbit, 
ita Teiaala, ana th^ of the eye-lids, beiag 
gorged with Wood. He was ftoely bled from 
the foot, but, in tlie following night, bad an 
Blte& of the moat furious delirium. The 
next day the stupor and paralyais Mill con- 
tinued ; the pulse was very MUoU- The pa- 
I tient was again bled twice, bnt wilhont any 
lelteiation in the symptoma. On the third 
the respiratoiy moaolca begin to be 
I parelyaed ; bis breathing became atertorouc 
and very difficult, each iuapiration being 
I accompanied by a trembling of the whole 
I body. M. Dupuytreu accounted for thia 
symptom, by supposing tliat an extravasa- 
tion hnd taken place at the Imae of the skull, 
which Buspeuded the fonctioo of the reapi- 
nitury uervei. 'J'he patient was blml a 
fourili time, but the difficulty of breathing 
increased, and lie died on the same day. 

The boiiei of the skull having been re- 

moved, it WM found that the inatruraent 
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hurl penetrated tlirooph the orbit into thej 
aubfttance of tli(^ brain, and that a piece of | 
bone had been throat into the anterior lobe, | 
a great portion of which waa fouu<ldiiiicilvei),l 
and mixed with a conaidoitble (|uantity of 
coagulated bloud from the aricria corporis 
callosi^Jpurn. Cintr, dci f/dpit. 


LITDOTOHY* 

The lorgeona of the Hdtel-Dieu. MM. 
Dupuytren, Bteaobac, and Sanson, have 
recently endeavoured to . determine the 
comparative nerite of tbna. diflereut me* 
thoda of litbotomy. The 6rst adopted the 
traniverse ; the *aecood the lateral ; and 
the tltird the reeto*vesiesl section. The 
Jour patients operated bn by MM. Dupay- 
iwn and Bresebat were perfectly cured; 
Kiut in one of the two cacei in which M. 
Sanson performed tlte leetO'vesicel opera* 
tion, there remained n hstuious opening 
between the reetum and tlie bladder, lui 
one of Al. Dupuytren*! patients there occur* 
red, soon after the operation, u violent in- 
ternOl haemorrhage, which was soon diaco* 
vered by the great tension of the hypogas* 
triuiu i the distinct, soft tumescence of the 
hlodder; the frequent and fruitless desire 
of making water ; and by the sudden pale* 
ness, with intercurrent attacks of syncope ; 
it was checked by a doseil of lint intro- 
duced into the bottom of the wound. 'I'he 
number of cases in which the three me- 
tliods of lithotomy were performed, are not 
auflicient to determine Uie respective value 
of each ; but the frequency of a fistulous 
opening between the rectum and the bled* 
dcr, n&r the iecto*vesical operation, and 
the danger of wounding the seminal veai- 
cles, B]ipei$:/lo be aufficient rdieona for 
nhandoning ir altogether. The ifimefi di 
MtdUHim contain the hietO|y of a cam*, in 
which there Temuiued, after the operation, 
an incurable fiaiuloui paaeage between the 
bladder mid rebtun, and where the seminal 
vesicles were divided inauch t manner, theti 
duting eoitui, the seminal fluid was dis* 
rhorgw dnrough the rectum. It acema, 
however, tliat the reeto-veeical ojienitioii, 
which, it first, found so meby partisans in 
Italy, is now generally relinouislied there 
for the median section, a method also pro* 
posed by Vaccu, in hja Inst AIcnioir on 
Lithotomy,* and whichV indeed, seems tu 
have considerable advantages over it. This 
operation is performed in the following 
manner: on incision being mtide in the 
raphe, extending from tlie external sphinc- 
ter ani to the bulbus urethra;, a probe-

pointed bistoury is inserted into the groove 
of the sinff, the handle of which is prested 
towards the puhis, so that the neck of the 
bladder and the pro^'tate gland presenf 
tiiemselvcs, and arc easily divided by pass- 
ing the knife along tlie groove of the staflT. 
The priueijial advaotu^jesoftliis metlied seem 
tu be the following : — 

1. The bladder is opened in the ahertest 
way, and the wound admit! of the greatest 
diliituti >n, being in llie centre of the unth't 
of the pelvis, ai^ surrounded by soft parts 
only. 

a. Ko large vessels, and only the minute 
raraifieationi of the pudenda are divided, 
and thus an occurrence is avoided, which 
not unfrequently led to a futnl tenfliuation. 

3. The knife is almost meehanicslly car- 
ried into the bladder, and the parts, in ques- 
tion, are very easily divided, Ming kept in a 
state of tension. 

4. The finger being introduced into the 
bladder, the stone, is very easily felt, being, 

I by its own weigfit, carried towatda the 
wound, which is at the lowest part of the 
bladder.,/ 

b. The iitoatieo of the wound best pro- 
motes tim dischaijgo of calculous fragments 
after the operation, and prevent! aanguine- 
0118 or urinous extravasation, which so 
often takes place after the lalend toleration.

A FEMALE, who lisd been for several 
yean at the i^iietritre, on account of men- 
tal derangement, died fo her 77tb year. On 
examining the abdomen, a small tuniour was 
found in the .pelvis, slightly adhering by 
some Isyers qfoeilolar tissue to the mesen- 
tery, and a bmp. of the small intestines ; ihe 
ttUfrusaiid ils opjiendagea, as well as the other 
abdominal viscera, were perfectly healthy. 
Oft a closer iaapection of this tumour, it was 
discovered to be the skeleton of a foeiiia, 
surrounded by d thin, and neorly trauspa- 
rent, membrane ; it hod an oval funn, waa 
two indies in its largest diameter, and w‘as, 
by n sort of indenture, divided into two 
unequal halves, the largest of which con- 
tained the head, the smaller the trunk. The 
sknU wiui4ery well formed, completely ossi- 
fied, If inch in its antero-posterior, inch 
in its iransverse, and oae inch in its verii* 
cal diameter. The honea were regularly de- 
veloped ; not the slightest trace of a ionta- 
iielle cunid he found, aud all the sutures 
were perfi'Ctly united. The froutal bone 
was much arched ; the parietal buues were 
also very prominent, especially that of the 
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light Hde ; ihe temponl boi«!i were plued 
aimoit horiiosully, and exhibited tlie rndU 
Nipeate of a gienoidal eavity \ that of the 
right aide pteaeDted a ion of aygomatic ai cL, 
united^ to a imall oa nalare, which termi- 
nati'd ia a rough articular auriaee ; the i^iper 
and lover jaw-bonea were entirely wanting j 
the orhiti were well formed ; the occipitri 
bone waa a little elongated towardiita upper 
part ; ita lower portion coasltted of aevcral 
aeparate pieces. The skull was united to 
the trunk by dbro-cartilagiuoua ligaments, 
at lean an articular surface could not be 
found, on external examination, llie Uunk 
being somewhat curved antcriorlr, showed 
the rodimenu of a v|>rtebral column ; the 
placer of the sternum waa occupied by a 
very tbiek flhro-rartilaginous masi ; the 
ribs, as well as the Imnct of the shoulder 
and the claviclea, were completely ossified ; 
the vertebral column terminated below in 
tiie sacral bone, and the rudiments of the 
pdvis. The exfretnitiea were wanting, 
with the exception of some traces of the 
uppaf-arm. On internal iospeclidn thia 

skeleton, the cavity of Iho AdE Milraad 
of a regular form, its pnlMM heliig ooe- 
twenty-fourthof an ineh in thickneu *, they 
were lined with the durm mater, the folds of 
which were well devriopod, and ooouined 
n gehiinout fnid, of a yellow eolour, with- 
out any diatinct organiimiOtt. The cervical 
vertehrie conaiited of several pieoaa, of an 
irreralar foim, ao that Iho^nglo vertebne 
cottit fot-be dMingniahed ; the dorsal ver- 
tebni .wete mon developed, and disdnotly 
annular ; the lumbar vcrtebrw, as well as 
the sserslbone, consisted of irregiilar pieces. 
The abdomen and ilumx formed one cavity, 
at the upper portion of which the pleure 
wae distinctly sew linit^ Uio riba; ita 
lower half contained a gr^idi-yefbw a jt - 1 
poeiroua mass, widi appa^fracca of folds, 
repreaenUng, no doiiMrm^inteMines. Jn 
the centre of this masa • bcowA iiidiana 
was discovered, with a simll envky.'whfoh 
was continued, in ■ thin filament of Um 
same colour, along tlie vortebral coIohb, 
and which wen very prohiihly the cemaina 
of Ute heart and aorta. On the extenml 
aurfaee of the skull, paniculaily on the right 
aide, several vt-ssela ware seen runatag to- 
wards the median line; tome intetcostal 
veaaels cuuhi utso be diiuoguudwd^— ifrefitv.

A Lima boy, almut nine years of age, was 
brought into the. inatituuou ia a ateie of 
comploto iuMiiaibility, with the blood fiow- 


mg profniely from tlie month, noatrlli, eara 
and eyes. A large niece of timber had fallen > 
from a coniiderable height, on his head* 
and caused an extensive fracture of the 
skull. On examining the wound, the skin 
above the right ear waa found lacerated, 
and e probe introduced into this aperture, 
could he easily passed to the temporal re- 
gioa of the other aide. 11ie parietal bones 
were eonaiderably depreiaed, and a crucial 
incision having been made, a large fracture 
was found eatending over them, from the 
right lempeml bone to the loft aide of the 
bead. The anterior part of tlie skull wu 
also considerably depiesaed, and in it a 
second froeture was oiaeovered, extending 
from the trnnavtne fiasure nnteiiotly over 
the fronlal boM tearnrda the right eye ;., 
the margina of thia loagkudinal firacter* 
were diatunt foam each otlier about the 
tenth part of an inch, and the pidaaiiona of 
the Mn could be distioctfy leen batween 
them. At each pulsaiion, the Uaod ruabed 
with great violtaee ftm tba fracture. 
Blaading, cold fiMMUtationa over the head, 
and aome injeedons of diluted vinegar, hav- 
ing been employed, tha little patient re* 
eovei«Nl bit aenaea, and, the depr eiae d )M»r- 
lion of the skntt having apontancouily risen, 
the use of the trej^ine waa very projierly 
dispensed with. The wounds were aimply 
dressed with lint dipjpwd in tepid water. 
After some lime several jwrtions of the 
ffaetnird bones were dtK.l»i^ed, and the 
dura mater bc^an to be eoverod with granu- 
lations, which wen gradually formed into a 
s^d membranous substanae. At the end

fireqqent ocouriiiee, to be aseeruined, in a 
great jnaaane, from mere verbal inqoiry. 
If a naUent apnly to me, auarioee to fcnbw 
whether elm is in a state of gestation or not,

It is obvious tbst you must not baitHy 
conclude that a woman ia pregnant, dtarely 
because she ia attacked with vomitii)|^!ua 
retchinga in the moiniiiga, inasnuidh as 
these retchings and vomitings in women, as 
in ourselves, way he produced by a variety 
of otiwr causes. ‘Preguaucy occurring, how- 
evsTf women, perfectly well before, are 
nomi^n seised with morning eiekneai, 
itlamM with ratebinga and vomittaga ;

ao tbit, during the greater part df the 
day, they are well enough, but when ilftj 
riee, or even eit, in the moning, erect 
in the bed, it 1 mny confide in reporte, 
both ratebingShd dguaea are produced. In 
caaes like tlieae, a little mucus and gastric 
juice only are expelled from the stomach, 
and not an ill-digested chyme, this proving, 
apparently, that tlie disease ia not to be 
ascribed to dvtpqwa, but rather to gastric 
irritability. If, therefore, o womau, previ* 
ously exposed tu%e cause of (restaiion, 
nor wanting the otlier aigns, is seixed sud- 
denly with reubiuga, nausea, and vomitings, 
seising her morning after morning wlicn 
she quits her bed, or even when she. mkea 
the sMenttry iiosture, there can hi j^e 
doubt that all this ia the result of geithtioa, 
and the aign becomes of no amsll value. 

In the esrlier muutbs of gestation, say in 
the first two or three, when the embryo is 
small, as in aome of the glaaaea on the 
table, the movements of the ^us, of eourae, 
CBunot be felt, but in the middle and latter 
montha, whoa the fa'tua becomes largo and 
strong, its movemeuts are readily perceived 
by the mother. New, where the motions of 
a child are, as they frequently are through- 
out the whole of the pregnancy, obscure and 
infrequent, they beeeme of small value, 
as an xndicaiion of pregnancy, even thouf^ 
the woman hive had • large family, and 
though, judghiipibm this symptom, she per* 
snadea beiaclf that she ia prepaant. Iknow 
an iaamnee of a lady, pooseaaing more^an 
avHrq||»;.;iatoliigeBee, the mother of tiwa 
ehildr^^ who was led, by these abdominal 
mov^iiMts, into an erroneous persuasion 
that xbe was pregianl again ; for apaams of 
the abdominal muscles, and flutters of the 
bownhp, Buy now and then be mistaken for 
the Bovementa of a child. You ought, 
moreover, not to be ignorant that aome 
women posaeae the power of stimulating 
thndmital movements, by the action cf the 
abdominal musclei, as I am inlbrmed, ao 
exactly, that even an experienced accou- 
cheur ‘might he deceived* Hy women of 
intrigue, this piece of alight may be abused. 
A woman, who posteaaed oonaidorable skill 
this kilid, formerly exhibited her talenle 
in thia town for hire ; she wai visited by 
l.owder, Mackenme, au<l some other cele- 
brated Bci'oiuheura of the day, and, after 
aatiafyiiig tbemselvea (hat the womb was 
not enlarged, 'they: made the usual exami- 
nation of the abdu'meit when thev all agreed, 
Uuu the movement was so exacUy analagoua 
lo that of a firtua, that no distinction could 
be clearly made out ; adding, that if no in- 
ternal examination had bean made, they 
ahottld, judging from this only, have satis- 
fied tbemselvea that the woman was with 
child.

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sonf for lapposing that die ia pregaant. 
but irho finds her interest in this sujiposi* 
tion, be on your guard aguinst this siiuula- 
tion. These cases, hunrerer, are nut fre> 
quenti and, in general, it is sufficient tii re- 
collect, that when the motions of the child 
are somewhat obscure, but little n*iianM 
is to be placed on them as a sign ol‘ preg- 
nancy, even where women aru perfectly bo- 
nest ; but where the cliild is very turbulent, 
and its motions are of consequence both 
frequeutand violent, the aigu becomes so 
strongly marked, and so decisive, tliat irith- 
out looking any further, you may venture 
to infer that gestation is undoubtedly be- 
gun. 

Whan women are pregnant, there is al- 
vaya, in the middle and latter months, an 
enlargement of the abdomen, greater where 
the hollow in the back ia deep, leas eonspi- 
coons when it ia shallower— observed, how- 
ever, in all when pregnant, more especially 
in the end of gestation. You are all aware, 
no doubt, thot from a great variety of other 
oausea than pregnancy, abdominal enlarge- 
ment may be prMoeed, so as to render this 
enlargement, to the inexperienced, a very 
uncertain aign; from air, from fat, from 
water, from a diseased growth of the vis- 
cera, an intumescence may arise, and the 
appearance of pregnaiicy may be deceptive- 
ly produced, from the enlargioent of the 
abdomen, however, the more expert ac- 
oouehflur may often form a very just opinion 
as to, whether the woman ho pregaant v 
not, provided he proceed with due cautkni. 

The form of the tumour, ai observed; by 
the eye. ia of no small importance, anid I 
would advise you to acquire, from ohaem- 
tion, a correct idea of it; nor moat we 
forgot its situation, lying in front of tin 
ahiioininal cavity, and occupying the lower 
and middle parts. Swellings* from air, being 
very elastic, Blwm yield under the coott* 
nued pressure of the liand, and may be 
urged from one part of the abdomen to tlie 
other, and allow the fingers to sink deep 
upon the spine ; but the intnmescence m 
pregnancy ia firm and unyielding. The 
intestines, too, frequently gurgle when the 
enlargement is from gaa, and, though some- 
times tasting for weeks together, tympanitis 
is frequently ftigscious, a[ipearing sod vs- 
tttshing in the c<impaas uf a few hours. 
Swellings from water undulate more or less 
distinctly when struck with the hand ; but, 
unless tliere be a distended bladder, or s 
dropsiesl womb, in pregnancy, no fluctua- 
tion enn be felt. An enlargement from fat 
is not topical, hut difiuhes itself over the 
whole body ; in the limbs, face, and haunches, 
it may more csperiully lie detect<*<i. The 
diseased and solid growth of the viscera is 
a work of much time, but the enlargement 
of pregnancy is rapid ; so that we uoy often 


diitinguisli between the iweHinga wbich 
arise from these two causes, by aacertaining 
the time ihut they have been observed to 
subsist. In a word, mere abdominal intu- 
mescHUfe is but an equivocal indication of 
pregnancy; but, by aacertaining its age, its 
iirmneas, its wnut of fluctuation, its leat 
in the abdominal cavity, and the form wliieli 
it assumes, we may, in general, distiugtish 
such swelling from those various morbid 
enlargements which arise from air, water, 
fat, or the diseased growth of the viscera, or 
from the opention « these causes combined. 

Afrer women liave suckled, you cannot, 
in general, judge a subsequent pregnancy by 
the breast, but where they are pMgnaut for 
the tint time, and, in general, it is then that

Mr. Bell makes srae interesting re- 
marks on '* interstitial absorption of bone/* 
a term which be first employed in a me- 
moir, published in 18fi4, in reference to 
the well-known affection incidentil to the 
neck of the thigh bone. The disease, how- 
ever, Mr. Bell informs us, ia not peculiar 
to the femur, it is not common to any pe- 
riod of life— in the young it ia generally 
confined to the vertebral column— and in 
the middle-aged and elderly ita usual seat 
ia the cervix fesMiris. VVe regret that 
we have not qiaee for the whole of the 
author's remarks on this subject, both as 
regards the local peculiarities of the affec- 
tion as well as its general charscteriaties. 
But, in the opinion of hlr. Bell, it is im- 
portant to notice that— 

'* At an eerly period of life, or even in 
adult agf, when, from habit, the body has 
been suffered to incline on the aide, beyond 
tlie proper centre of gravity, the uaet|ual 
preuure of one vertebra upon another, ou 
tlie aide to which the tendeuey to iucltna- 
lion baa occurred, occasiona, in the first 
instance, a partial abaorption of the inter- 
vertebral cartilages, and aubaequcntiy of 
the vertebrae themaelvei.'* 

The various diseases enumerated in the 
autlior’a claaaification, are leparately treat- 
ed of in a brief, yet aufliciently intelli- 
gible manner, and although we do not 
find any tiling novel as respects the pstho^ 
logy of the bones, yet the whole subject it 
BO well tresled, thst in two hundred pegea 
of an octavo volume, there is suficient 
iiiformation for genersl purimset. It is no 
small recommendation to this work, that, 
with a few exceptions, all the moihid con- 
ditions of the osseous tissue which Mr. 
Bell' has described, have come under Itia 
own observatioB } the diKsses have been

SXTB ACTION OF TBI TXXTB. 

SiNCB the publication of Mr. De la Fans’ 
paper on Extraction of the Teeth, we have 
received a variety of eommonicatioua on the 
subject; and atihough we are far from 
deeming it uuimportant, we bave not space 
for Oil which our numerous conespondenta 
have written. It may, in good trutli, be avid 
of tooth-drawing aa of writing— that every 
man has a fashion of his own. 

Mr. Bedingfield of Stowmarkot, in writing 
to us, snys that, while he admits tlie gene- 
ral reasoning of Mr. De In Fona, on the au- 
iwriority of the key-inatrumeDt to be cor- 
rect. yet ho contends there are some eases 
in which the forceps are indispensable, u 
in the removal of the incisors. The key- 
instrument, which Mr. Dedingfield employe, 
is constructed with a kind of bridge fuicrum, 
BO that preMure is made on the teeth ad- 
hHoing tost about to be extracted, and the 
idjaiiou eileots of mnuu ait obviated by 
attaching apieu of cork to the fiilenmi.

Donsld iM'Qfueen, iged 70, was admitted 
hiio the Ilosjiital by Dr. Cooper, on (lie 
l«3th Norember, wiiu a fungous tumour in 
the rij^ht nostril. It bled profusely when 
touched, and a thin fmtid Auid coHstiatly 
exuded from its aurFace. The right cheek 
was more prominent tlian the left ; and the 
roof of the mouth corresponding with the 
floor of the nostril, soft and protiibernt. 
Tile eyeball was pressed forward half an 
inch ftam ita Bucket, and from the gum, 
which was softened and spongy, there issued 
a slight purulent diacliarge.* The teeth 
were also loose, nnd in addition to the af- 
fection of the eyeball, slight eclropiiim of 
the lower eyelid had taken place, with dia- 
tenaion of the lachrymal sac, and coaiequent 
epiphora. Vision was impaired, and around 
tlie orbit the patient lometiinei felt severe 
p^, extending backwards over the scalji, 
generally followed by bleeding from the 
nose, which, he stated, always ailhrde<l him 
immediate relief. A few days after his ad<^ 
mission, the third and fourth grinders were 
removed, and an Mning made into tte 
Nstrum. Seme hloovli^M, but no tumour 
eould be felt by tho probe, and tepid' water, 
when iojeeted through the perforate, 
iasued freely by the nostril, bringing away a 
qnantity of inapiaaated pus. The tumour in 
tile nostril waa removal with the polypua 
forceps, end by covtiauJng the iejeetiua, a 
large qusntity' of solid matter was die- 
charged. Tepid water wae afterwards daily 
imeoted, and, in a short tiino, tho dlstemioe

Fletcher, aged 66, was admit- 
i^feu fOet. S6) with indurated swellings, of i 
a dull red colour, spread over the perineum, 
and reaching upwards to the external abdo- 
minal rbg. In the left side of the peri- 
Beam them wu a fistulous opening, into 
whieh a probe could be pi^d to a consider- 
able extent, but no communicsiion, either 
with the scrotum or urethra, could bo de- 
tected. Above Poupart’s ligament there 
wu a soft fluctuating swelling, extending 
towards the spine of tne ilium, the contents 
of which could, by pressure, be made to 
pau through the fistula in the perineum. 
*J'he prostate gland wu of natural sise, but 
about an inch anterior to it a bard callous 
stricture could be felt ; the urine wu void- 
ed with difficulty, end in • small stream. 
Ihe patient stated, that he had been aubject 
to itriotnre for the lut Hi years ; and that, 
about five weeks before he come into the 
Hospital, while exerting himself, he felt • 
endden pain in both his groins. His urine, 
when voided, shortly sticr this occurrence, 
was of n reddish colour, and, a few days 
afterwards, the swelling in the perinenm 
began ; this continued to increase until it 
burst, a short time previous to his admission. 
The abscess in the groin was opened, and n 
mnall quantity of bloody, purulent matter 
eraeuted. A poultice was afterwards ap- 
plied to the perineum and groin, and ■ 
catheter ordered to bo kept constantly in 
the urethra. Nothing worthy of notice took 
plau for eight or ten days, but, on the 7th 
Horemher.a discliar^ of florid blood took 
place from the opening in tiie groin, oad 
alu, in emoller quantity, from that in the 
perineum; about tliree pounds were lost 
Mfore the bleeding wu stopped. The {la- 
tient died on the lOtli. 

The absoeu wu situated under the com- 
mon integuments, extending to the uterior 
■pinous process of the ilium, and also nciF 
to ' the umbilicus. Near the symphysis 
pubis it got under the cord, and descended 
along the left aide of the perineum to the 
anns ; when opened, its inner lurfsce wu 
doughy, and found to contain a small quan- 
tity of purulent mattOT The bladder wu 
thickened, but- the resul from whidi the 
bloddhad issued could not be diwovered. 

The unfortunate nurse, whose cou was 
lately published, died about a week ago. 
llie iospcction of the body was privately 
condoetra ; and although a written request 
was sent to the Viiiting Snrgeona of the 
lafinuaiy to make known the post-mortem 
appearances, no attention wu paid to it. 1 j

Jut. Hovliex, «tst. 53, of an athletic con- 
stitution, and habitnally in the enjoyment of 
excellent liealth, having, for three weeks, 
been affected with great debility, loss of 
appetite, pains in the bowels, and sangui- 
neous diarrbcEB, was, on the llth of June, 
admitted into the Hupital. At this period 
he coinplsined of snoresis, Tidett oolio 
pains, and timesmus ; the abdoflite wu 
somewhat tippanitic, but not tender on 
pressure ; the longue sru red snddiy; the 
thirst violent ; skin dry and hot ; the pnlu 
natural ; the daily number of stools varied 
from ten to twelve. He had a large cicatrix 
on tiie right clteek, extending from the mid- 
dle of the molar bone over theXygomatie 
arclr, to tlie temporal luture; it was the 
consequence of a wound which be had re- 
ceived in the war of La Vendee. After the 
repeated application of leeches to the anus, 
Bud nnder tlic use of mucilaginous potions, 
the diarrhms diminished, but the fever aug- 
mented, and delirium acceded. 

On the 1.5tli, ilie pulse wu Very fall, 
strong, and frequent; the akin hot, face 
puffed up, ooDjuuctiva injected, eyes bright, 
tongue red ^nd Buiist; the nboomen wu ' 
free from imin, and then wu no diaribrna.

The iateraal inrface of the right temporal 
bone wu nngh, and eovered with oaceooa 
and oartilaginoui .excreaeenoea, to which 
the coyeringa of the brain were firmly at- 
tached. The mater wu much injected, 
and contained a amall quantity of aerum. 
In the anterior and middle portion of the 
right hemiaphere, n cellular interaeetion 
was found, eonreaponding with the extemil 
wouad, aad going through the aubatauce of 
the brain townrda the lateral yentricle, from 
which it wai aeperated by a very Uiin layer 
of medullary eubatanee. Thia interaeetion 
allowed a large end compiesaed cyat, di- 
vided into n number of amall cells, which 
were filled with a urooi liquid, and tlie 
pirietei of which were of inch a delicate 
structure that they burst on the slightest 
preMute, The mednllaiy aubatanca round 
t|iie cellular interaeetion, tnd the other |rarta 
cd thel^n, exhibited nomoibid alteration ; 
the left luag wu alightly ndherent to the 
plouri, but in a healthy condition ; that of 
tlio right aide wu. at its inferior surface, 
firmly adherent to the diaphragm, by menu 
of a fibro-eartilaginous tiamie, which, hav- 
ibfi been divided, in order to obtnin ncceaa 
to tbo nponeurotic eentre of the diaphragm, 
tbo taller wu found perforated to n cou- 
liderable extent. The upjier part., of tbo 
right lung WM healthyj its inferwr lobe 
contained an cxeavatibo of tlio lixe of an 
orange, which waa filled by a green, putrid, 
ud very fmtid mal^r. I'lie heart waa 
healthy. The perforaitioa of tlie diaphragm 
WM an inch in diameter; its margins were 
mftened, and in n eondiiini nppiwhing to 
that of ennepbaloid tumoura. The surface 
of the liver waa very rough, and adherent 
to Uw diaplirngm, by means of a fibro-car- 
tilaginow tiuoe, which being Kmoved, an 
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n.'rrJSjui^Muyatioa waa found in tlie liver, 
eomniunMl^!^^j||^i the apertuta in the 
dinphmgm, and putrid, 

piiltaeeoui matter; if'ulGr^SlMIgrilf^tbe 
whole of the upper half nfilh" 
preaented, in its eentre, a softened 
phaloid tumour, which waa united to the 
tiuue of the liver by means of a veiy deli- 
eate eellulo-vaicular texture, from which it 
could be easily detuhed. The ptritoneum 
and epiploon exUbited eome traoen of in- 
flammatioD, and me inteatinee were edbe- 
reat to one another. Ilia mucou membruo 
of the etoniich, duodenum, and email in* 
teetines, wu healthy : that of tbo large ia- 
tutinu wee exteuivrty ulcerated ud gnn- 
grenoue. In riie middle of the truaveru 
porthm of the cedon there wee u eiehar of 
two inches in diameter, which, in its cir* 
eumferdnee, had produced a peiforation. 
The vena cava eoutained a thick, dark-co- 
loured blood, in which aomo whitish matter 
wu found, which Lad much rewmbtanw to 
the liquid eutained in the cavita of the 
liver.— -Eeeu ifAiin/c.

rUITULAE VtUKlXAL XaUPTlON, TXEATIO 
BY THX SOBCARBOXATB CV AMWOUIA. 

P. M., SB yoara old, emaciated, and of t 
very weak eonatiUition, observed, in tlio 
month of July, a particular eruption on bin 
forehead ; thia having been luppresud for a 
time, by a nostrum, the eompoutiou of which 
wu unknown, soon returned again, with n 
tendency to form ulcers, and begn to spread 
over the whole body. On his idmiuion into 
the bupital, in September, under the can 
of M. Bieit, he woe, in the following atate : 
—Almost the whole of hie body, but eapeci- 
ally the inferior extremitiea, were covered 
with ulcerating puatulen of diflferent eiwi ; 
in the centre of euh putule there wu n 
prominent, black, very hard crust, aiir- 
rounded by a white ulcerating margin tho 
epidermis round the ulcen preaented n 
copper-coloured defined anola. In thou 
puetulee, where tlie crusts had been de- 
tuhed, the eurrace wu excavated, mach 
iojected, and coveifd ; by greyish-white, 
tenacioua matter; the akin, betirecn tho 
pustulea, exhibiti^ livid blotehm, the aonn 
of former ulcera. The patient had, in 1814, 
sureeasively been affected with gonorrhoea, 
chancre, end bubo, and had never hid n- 
course to a proper mercurial treatment ; ho 
wm married, and his wife, who had homo 
several healthy children, had never pro* 
sented any eigne of infection. Ilia gcneial 
bealih was gOM.

oome CO eerioue as to induce him to seek 
far medical aid. When admitted into the 
Hoapitnl he had, for the last six montba, 
been in the following state I’he whole 
body, with the excejitiou of the paru ex- 
posed to tlie air, and the genitals, was cover- 
ed with large, irregularly oval crnatSior diffe- 
ient tliickueaaes ; their surrare was beset, 
with white scales, which, according to their] 
hanger or ahorter atandiii!;, were mote or 
leas firniiy atiucheu to the ])ortB beneath. 
The akin over the joiuta, and of the tliiglis, 
was covered with very thick, rigid crusts, 
with large furrows filled by a bloody icho- 
rous matter, so that the patient was ohoost 
fntirely deprived of the uae of his limbs. 
His general health was not affected, Jus di- , 
geStion was good, fitc.

Afr. Jones Lambert ^ted, that be was 
preient at the operation, and fumiahed a 
report to the detendaut, from wliieli Uiej 
printed statement was m^e ; llio latter was ' 
Bubstantially true. Jle informed the defen- 
dant, on his word oT honour, tlist the report 
was true, and rather an under than an over 
statement of the facts. The witness then 
described tlie cireumstaneea attending the 
operation in nearly the same words as the 
alleged libel.

Dr, Hodgkin 
had not laid that the perineum was not 
deep, bnt he . had said that it was not deep 
in proportion to the aixe of the man. The 
wound in the bladder precisely corresponded 
with the external wound, except so far as a 
small slip, of no importance, in the pnwi- 
tate gland, had not hit tlie eery spot of the 
.original wound. There was a cellular incui* 
braue between the bladder and tlie rectum, 
which was very easily broken; but no 
breach had taken place, and it waa per- 
.fectly aoutid. The kidneya were diseeaed, 
and that alone might have contributed tu 
■the Uiau’a death, without the operation hav- 
ing been performed at all... Dr. Hodgkin 
made an oWnratiou, that tbia membrane 
waa easily lacershle, and yet it waa pet- 
feetly sound. . As soon, as Dr. Hodgkin 
turnM his back, Lambert took up the part, 
and exclaimed, " there is on opening be- 
tween the bladder and the rectum upon 
which Dr. Hodgkin, who is a Quaker, im- 
mediately replied, if there ho an opening, 
friend, it ia th|iwlf has made it ; '* and he 
had made it. Mr. Key would jirove, and 
ao would Ur. Hodgkin, that there was no 
opening when they had examined the parts 
immediately belure. He should prove to 
'them the ignorance of Lambert; for, if 
be had lenae, he would know that, if the 
opening was made by the forceps, it would 
■have been traceable by the extravasated 
.blood; hut Uiie wu not the case, there 
waa BO extravasated blood. 1 now come to 
.Mr. Lambert, ito contributor io TiieLan- 
exT, at eight guineas per month. Mr. 
Lambcit aweara that he kiiowa more of his 
profesaion than Mr. Bransby ('ooper. He 
makes a communication to ThkLancvt;

Me. Jesnik Liundy examined by Sir J. 
SaarttU, — 1 have wiinotivd almost all the 
ouerutiona at St. Thomas and Guy’a Hos- 
pitsla tor the list thirty years, and have seen 
Hr Aatley Cooper and Mr, Cline perfonn 


aeveral timea. Some operations of fhe de- 
scription now under consideration, have 
lasted as long. The moat tedious one 1 ever 
saw, was by Mr. Cline, senior ; it lasted 
Ian honr and forty minutes. The alone waa 
ultimately extracted. 1 have aeen the 
operation last an hour, but not often; one 
by Sir Aatley laated an hour ; it waa at the 
Hospital. 

I Dr, Ihitgkin, a quaker, examined 
jSirJ, SeurUtt — 1 am a lecturer ou morbid 
I anatomy at G o^a Hospital. 1 should think 
that the perinnm of the deceased, from 
his fixe, must have been deep. From the 
appeoniuce of the parts, I was aware of no 
oilier wound, except one from the external 
anrface into Uie blodder. There waa none 
between the bladder and the rectum. After 
1 removed the ports they were put away, 
and J. Lambert asked to see them. 1, or 
one of my maistanti, took them down for 
him. 1 went nway. Afterwards J. Lam- 
bert showed me a passage between tlie blad- 
der and tbe reotnm, and, as I had not aeen 
the passage before, 1 taxed him witli making 
it. He had hit finger in the postage n’lien' 
I he showed it to*me. If that had been made 
recently before death, tliere would be an ex- 
travasation of blood. It is my firm con- 
viction that it was made after death. 

Mr. Brndie examined by Atr, Pollock . — 
1 beard Mr. Ctiloway’a account of tbe ope- 
ration, and 1 think *11101 it must liave been 
difficult. I think that Mr. Cooper per- 
formed it akilfully. 

Jl/r, TVaveri. — 1 hove been in practice 
twenty years, and 1 have been in tlie pro- 
fession since ICOO. 1 have beard tiie evi- 
dence of Mr. Callaway as to the eperatinn, 
and J have heard of no circumstance which 
could impeaoli tlir skill of ibe operator. I 
think the operator is tbe best judge as to the 
instrument which ought to be used. The 
length of time is no criterion of tJie skill of 
the operator. 1 am acquainted with Mr, 
Ci} 0 |M!r, and think that he is an ingenious 
nnd intelligent surgeon, and fit for tlie situa- 
Uoa he holds as surgeon of Guy's Hospital. 
There are often cases of lithotomy, which, 
in a long time, baffle the skill of the beat 
ojierator, and I conceive the case, in ques- 
tion, to bo one of that description. 

. Jl/r. Grteu woi next examined.— I am the 
nephew of the late Mr. CUnci and have been 
for eight years surgeon to Su Thomaa'n 
Hospital. I have often performed the epe- 
ration of lithotomy, and am reputed to be 
very successful. * I witnessed one capita! 
0 |N*niiiou by Mr. Uransby Cooper, that of 
tying the external iliac artery, which, for 
skill, is somewhat like putting* a ligatore on 
j tbe subclavian artery. 

Dr. JHabington was next called, and ex- 
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•mined by iRfr. Polioefc.— -I know the plain-

youngest son under him as an apprentux. 

Dr. eumined* — 1 have liad many 

opportunities of witnessnig Ur. Cooper^ 
practice, and 1 think that he is a skilful and 
judicious surgeon. 

Ah. ilf<<r^nwasnextexamined,and gave 
•imilar testimony as to Ur. Cooper's abi> 
lilies. 

Mr. Hiltm exominod—l was a pupil at 
St. Thomas’s, and 1 am now assistaut- 
demonstratoT. I wu at the psit-neriMi 
examination, and could not reach the blad- 
der with my finger. 

Str.^.CiNywr.—Iwas subposnsed by the 
defendant, and I heard the account given 
W Mr. Harrison of the education of Mr. 
Branaby Cooper. That aeeonnt was per- 
fectly correct. Mr. Bransl^* Cooper had 
been in my house, and had oonuniied oppoiv 
tuuitics of witneMing my praatiee. He; 
-Lad opportunities of ei^riencd at Sala* 
mauca, Tboulouae, and Vittpria, and after- 
wards in Canada. No man ean be n judge 
of the operation unleas he had peilbnned it, 
and no luon could judge of the individual 
case unleas he was the perfiimer. 1 have 
been f o yeara in practiee, and 1 have in one 
year performed the operation of lithotomy 
18 times. 

iRfr. irukLir^What waa the partictdar 
difficulty in tliia case 1 

Sir A. Cooper.— There was ao litUe water 
in the bladder, that tbia man moat have 
made water immediately before the opera- 
tion. If the bladder were full of water, the 
atone would have been eaaily struck. 

Uir./ftiki<y.— How long mny the contme- 
tion of the bladder continue 1 

Sir A. Oafper^lt might laat nn hour. 1 
will give you on example. 1 went into the 
theatre at Si. Tlioiuos’a Hospital when an 
operation of litliotoroy was being performed 
by a gentleman who ia now in Court, li 
wna one of great difficulty. The atone waa 
enveloped in the folds of the bladder, ao 
that the point of it only could be felt. fVfter 
neorly the lapae of an hour, he passed the 
instrument between the stone snd the blad- 
der ; but the .ooatmetii|m still contiflued. 

A/r. the snrgeon of the Nor- 

wich Hospital, deposed to the celebrity of 
that boapiial fi>r iuopefatiousin lithotomy } 
and he had himself performed the operation 
not leas tlisn seventy>six times.

Objeciion, too, had Loan teken 
to the term bats blit if were to 
have their whigs in polittea, he 'IH not sea 
why they should not have their bata in lioa- 
pi tala \ aud he was very anre that their hos- 
pital attrieons were mneb more like bata 
than Sir James Scarlett waa like aovr milk, 
wliieb was the maaning of a whig.

It also appeared that 
the length of lime occupied, and the number 
of instruments used, were no criterion of the 
want of skill of operator. All these cir- 
cumstances did jury were to take into their 
consideration. If they thought that the de- 
fendant had proved the unskilfulness, or 
iinaiirgeon-like conduct, of the operator, 
they wero bound to give him their verdict, 
whatever their ^iuiou might be as to the 
form of the report, or the motives Mr. Lam- 
bert might have hod in writing it. If, on 
the oilier hand, they were of opinion that 
that had not been made out, they must re- 
turn their verdict fur the pltuntiff ; and, ia 
that case, tliey would have to consider what 
damages the case required. The report cer- 
tainly placed an imputation on the profes- 
sional character of the plaintiff ; and, ai tiie 
work waa in large circulation, if tJie jury 
believed that the defeudnut was in fault, 
they were hound to give die plaintiff such 
compensation as should meet all those cir- 
eumatances ; but he (the judge) could by no 
means go the lengths of the learned counsel, 
in saying that the jury ought, by their da- 
mages, to mark their indignation of what 
bad taken place. Their verdict should mark 
cool and deliberate consideration, and regard 
for justice. 

At a quarter to nine o’clock the jury In- 
tinv.u^A did not return into court till five 
minutes to eleven o’clock, when they deli- 
vered n verdict for the plaintiff- — Damages 
lOOf.— Laid atS,OUO(.!!

for having diuliarged what they believe 
to be a poblk duty, cannot fail to perceive 
tbe advantage wbieb they will derive from 
putting a plea of juatification on the record. 
If they adopt that eourae, they cannot be 
borne down by calumny, to which they will 
have no opportunity of replying ; for they 
will be enrillfid to oj)ea their caae, and to 
have the general reply. Nor ia thii the 
only advutage which they will gain by 
adopting that eourae ; for, under n plen of 
juatification, they will not be legally re- 
aponaiblc for tbe malice of an agent, pro* 
vided tbe alleged libel be proved to be 
atrictly, and in aH ita circumstaiicea, true. 
If malice, on the part of an agent, be abown 
or auapected, a jury will, no doubt, be in* 
dined to find, or, if they do not find, to 
presume, inaceitiney ; but still it will be no 
amill advantage to the editora of public 
jonnala, who oaanot, of course, be cogui-

atanding U||| coagntnlationt which have 
poured in upon ua from all quarters, and the 
aueeeas which the kiadneaa of our fiie ndg 
has ascribed to our exertions, we may state 
moat unfeignedly,dthat we look back with 
regret to our errors in point of mmimn, 
errora which are partly attributable to our 
want of experience, but still more to our 
state of physical exbauation. Could wa now 
addreaa an untired Jury, free ourselves from 
the disadvantages under which we then la- 
boured, we feel tliat, in answering Sir 
Janes St;AnLtTTa assertions, we could 
.ifdiice that learned person to aometbing 
like bia natural intellectual dimenainua. We 
wiU frill endeavour to do Uiia act of justice 
to ounclres, and to tbe public, by demon- 
strating that there was not a single asser- 
tion. levelled by this learned person at tbe 
ebaraeter of Tub I.akcbt, wkieknas not 
uttei^ false and nafonnded, and with re- 
spect to which it ia not fiiir to infer that it 
was mere gratuitous miarepreaentation, in- 
■amneh as the learned person did not at- 
tempt to offer a tittle of evidenee in aopport 
of it. W e shall this week confine ouraelvea 
to one instance of tbe learned Geutleman’a 
candour and lovo of truth, premising, tiiat 
the aspersion to which we are about to al- 
lude, ia not more base and unfounded than 
those by which it was succeeded. Sir

** Tux Lakcxt, ittiioold aw, ftom his 
own statement, was eetabUsheator Uie pur- 
pose of publishing Ifcturei delivered at the 
hospitals, — ^in other words, for the purpose 
of committing jiluiider on the projierty of j 
others to assist himself. What ! waa it to 
be aaiJ, that if Mr. C'hne, or Sir Aaller 
Coopert or any other eminent surgeon, 
sliouid compile a course of lectures, and de- 
liver th. m to the pupils of his own class nt 
the hospital, who paid him fur attendunce, 
and remunerated him for those laboura, that 
a poiiodical paper should rob him of sll ad- 
Tautage, and, without his leave and licence, 
make them public, so as to give to all the 
pupils in the kingdom, who wcio desirous of 
studying liis art, the advantages which the 
lecturer thought he had eatabhsbed for liim- 
sclf ; — that he should rob aud injure him, 
and gain ten times more titan he did himstrif 
acquire, after kdiig at all the labour of com*:' 
piling Itis lectures 1 — that he should do that 
which would render it unnecessary for the 
pupils to attend t!ie lectures, because all the 
edvantiiges deri«'ab!e from their attendance, 
might be guiued by reading the reports of 
them in Thk Lancet'! Could it m sup- 
posed that there were any persons iu the 
honourable profession to which 9ir Astlev

I tumid written contmuuieationa, and ihiit he 
made exiracts from them, aud sent tin in for 
publication in 'J‘iie Lancet ? Would they 
! nut think that that man was one of the 
I basest of his kind, aud would they allow 
him to enter their doota again ? And yet 
Un-se were the persons who contrihuteo to 
The Lancet i aud these were the means by 
wHieh the editor, Mr. Wakley, waa enobled 
to roll iu his curnuge, and laugh at the par- 
ties whom he thus robbed and plundered. 
He (Sir J.Scarh>tt} wfts, upon the defend- 
■nt’a owD coiifo&sloti . justified in saying that 
tills work (The Lancet) was a toit or lite- 
rary raven, wiiicli lived by plunder, and 
aharaidessly held up its heail’ oy the injury

enemies, if they bare the imallait regard for 
decency or truth.” 

Here followed a pauage in a periodical 
work, for which we now beg the reader to 
auhatitute the tirade in the speech of Sir 
James Srarlott. 

“ It can scarcely bo necessaiy to remind 
our readers of the matiuetion which we have 
always recognisod between the situation of 
a public teacher and tJiut of a private one, 
or of the principle upon which we claimed 
the right of ]>ubliBlung the Lectures of Mr. 
Aui'UNaTiiv. The Lectures of private teach* 
era, which we acknowledge to be private 
^ property, we have never published, as we 
* shall pretjOiiUy show, without the cossext 
of the Lectuiers ; but the Lectures of |nib 
lie medical teachers, delivered withiu the 
walls of public hospitals, stand, as we have 
uniformly contended, upon a totally diff^ 
ent footing. We maintained this point fear* 
lessly and manfully agsinst hir. Aoernf* 
Tiiv iu a court of eiiuity, and the issue 
of the contest was, that the injunction 
which that gentleman obtained against tiiv 
publication of hia Lectures, was finally 
niiisolred by the Lord ChoticeHor. So 
much for Mr. AasKNiuiv's Lectures. Sir 
Aari.Ev Ciiui'En's Lectures came within 
the principle on which we relied in our 
contest witli Mr. .\HfinMnHV ; but Sir A»t* 
i.KY CnoiMsii cannot, at nnv rate, be one of 
those who has been pluuilred of his Kte* 
Jury property j for Sit Asvr.kv Cooevn 
gave Itis express consent to the publiruiion 
of hia Lectures. The Lectures of Hr. J!i.uk- 
on Midwifei^.tliougb delivered within 
thu walla of Guy’s HoBpit,al, we did not con- 
sider as ]tublic Lecture* three yrars ago, 
heeauae, at that lime, no certiiicuti a of at* 
tendance on (^luraes of Midwifery were re* 
quired by the Colleges or the Cniveraltiea. 
We applied, therefore, fur permiaaion. to 
puhliah them, which was not at CkatiSime 
conceded. Siihaequently.eertificutea of j|it* 
tendance on Courses of Midwifery hkhs 
been required, end Dr. llLeMiKii. has not 
only not withheld hia couseul from tl.o pub* 
licalioB of his Lectures in this Joiiroali but, 
at they were to go before the pubUtf, baa 
added to their yuue by a revioion oI the 
proof*sheeta. l)r. Ane^Titoxa'a Lectures 
on the Theory and I'raetice of Medicine, 
were published in coitiequence of the 
iiiiiioaiioii of one of his pupils, that the 
lecturer would not offer any olyection. 
Dr. Armstuono did, however, after the 
eiipearuiice of the first Lecture, object to 
the principle of publishing private Lee* 
turea,in wkioli objecliuo we acquiesced ; but, 
haring expreased hia o|>inion, he added, 
that he should learo tho mutter entirely to 
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onraelvoa. Wo urged the ground of pubUo 
utility— and aa he fiiund that the pupils 
were deairoue of poaaesaing hia Lectures, 
ha afterwards consented to their pnbliea- 
tioD, and acknowledged their accuracy. Mr. 
Alcock’s I^ctnieson some Practical Points 
of Surgery, wdire mblished with hia con- 
sent, and the proof sheets were revised by 
bim. Mr. Lawhekce’s Leetnrea on the 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Diseases of the 
Kye were publialied wi Ji his conrout, and 
the proof sheets werAeviaed by him. Dr. 
CLfTTKHBurK's Lectures on tJie Tbeoiyr 
and Practice of Physic were pablislied a*ith 
hia consent, and the proof aheeta n*ere also 
revised by him. Dr. Si>vreheim*s Lectures 
un riirendogy,iti like manner, appeared with 
the consent, and underwent the revision, of 
the Lecturer. Tike J.ecturea of Mr. UnAHoa 
on Chemistry, and those of Dr. Hablaw on 
the Jntelleetual Composition of Man, were 
also published with the express eonaent of 
the Ijecturera. All these facta wr hare had 
permisaiun and authority of the several 
Le^urers to stale, from the ]ieriods at 
which their resfietlive Courses were com- 
pleted, as distinctly oa wc now state them ; 
but we have billmrto disdained to give this 
couciuiive answer to the calumnies of our 
enemies, and we have now, once for all, 
adopted tliis cuiiise, in order that such 
calumnies, if they be again repeated, may 
be as murik contemned iu all other quarters, 
as they have been uniformly contemned by 
ourselves. Wc may furihcr state, that so 
far have we been from the imjiuted necessity 
of seeking to obtain l.ectur«a by indirect or 
dishonourable means, that our difficulty, on 
the contrary, has been to deal with the nu- 
merous a]ip)ications which have been made 
to US for tile piibiicatioii of Lecturel| and to 
8p{teaae teaubt-ra, to whose urgent aolicita* 
tiooB wo havo not deemed it expedient to 
yield.

Tub BBbjrct of tliis nflisction voi > 
young girl, twnitj-iiro yran old, of « 
strong constitution,* who lied always enjoy* 
ed good bralth until her niiieteentb year, 
and for a twelremimth after the comnieuce- 
nent of menstruation ; at this pcriotl, the 
menses baring been sunpreasM without 
any apparent cau^e, her dii)estiou was im- 
]wrrd; she beeside auhjeet to nauaea, 
aieknesa, eructation, and a rery unpleasant 
sensation of fulnesa in the atomach, whicb 
seemed unable to bear even the lightest 
food. At first she liad recourse to medi* 
cal aid, but finding no relief, ihe deter* 
mined to sufler the disease to take iti 
course. The gastric symptoms graduaHy 
increased, without, however, hariug any 
narked effect on tbe constitution ; when 
one morning she suddenly screamed out

rior siiface, in the small curvature near the 
pylorus, a perforation of a circular fetm, 
with di'finrd edges, and two-thirds of on 
inch in dianieiiT. Un the cxierusi surface 
of the slomacli, there udhtred a bard, 
fibrous, lohular ezcrcserueo, tlirougli tbi' 
centre of which the iierforaiion passed.

Tlieae ajmptoma gra> 
dually augmented, and, at the expiration 
of tliree yeaic, the tumour wan aa large 
as a imall melon, and waa then the leat of 
active inflammation ; itaaurfacewaa uneven, 
and partially ulcerated, ond here and tliere 
diatioct fluctuation might be perceived. At 
thia period the patient, who had undergone 
almoat every kind of local and conacitattonal 
treataaent, waa admitted at St. Louia, under 
M. liicheraud. Slie waa much exhauated, 
and latterly, a great diapoaition to hasmor- 
rhaga from the nicer aled parte had come on. 
M. lUclierand having obaerved the patient 
for some days, resolved upon extirpating the 
tumour, which evidently wee of carcinonu* 
tons udlure, and, if left to itself, would soon 
^ have led to a fatal terminadoo. It was, 
therefore, compriaed between two elliptic 
ineiaious, end, having been removed, the 
wound waa united by five sutures. Perfect 
re^uipon having taken place, the cicatris 
waa, after two months, completely consoli- 
dated, and dm ^neral health of the patient 
fully reatorcd.

Jbam Lasallb, ST yeara of age, of a 
Tiguroua ooaatituiioo, waa admitted on the 
bill of July, on account of a tumour on the 
right eteroo-clavtcular ardculuiiuu. Nodiing 
could be ucui^ttfd with regard to ite 
cauae } the (ladent IhhI never received any 
injury on the afiriied |»art, nor had he ever 
had a wnereal complaint. He had furmeily 
been much auhjeel to rheuinatic piinH, for 
which htt had repeatedly umlergouv caute- 
riaadoti, ee)ie<daUy over the shoulder. 'I'lie 
tumour of die atvmuiu waa of four monih:^ 
standing, and had an ulcerated Kurface, 
which aecreied a aeio-puruleui liquid. Uo 
exiuiiiiaiion with a probe, the aternum wna 
found denuded and carious. Tlie joint ap. 
pcared li-cc from di&eiuv, being in no o-ay 
jmimded in its motion. On the lltb of 
Julyi M. Beauclieiio having made a crucial 
iociaioa, and iletaehed the flaps from the 
parti beneath, laid bare lUa atemum, which 
was found diaomed^'to p conaiderahle ex- 
tent, its etviona portion heiag anrroundod 
by a Kilt, bleeding, fungoid tleah. The dis- 
eased surface wu tmrehed with the white 
hoi iron, aud the wntiud afterwards aimpiy 
dreaaed. 'I'wo hours ailer the uperatiou, a 
profuse hiemorrhago eiiaued, which, an up- 
jieared ou removiag the bandage, took plarc 
from the canrelioua liaeue of the Memuiu, 
find vat trreaitd by eompionaa of kgarir. 


Poor daya afterwarde, the vwwd wai again 
examined, and tlie diaeaao Of dia atmum 
appearing by no means checked m iU pro- 
greia, it was for a second lime caule|^ed ; 
no haruorihage ensued, but within a abort 
time, eiysipelaaapiieared round the wouimI^ 
and rapidly spread over the right side of ^ 
neck, face, aud scalp ; the peris were enor- 
mouidy awelled, tense, end painful ; the pa- 
tient was very fever ish, delirious, &c. Re- 
peated bleediug, antiplilogiatic remedies, 
and low diet, liaving subdued the general 
inflammatory state. Hie wound began also to 
uiuuie a healthy aspect, and to auppurato 
aa before; several ]iiecea of bone having 
exfoliated, the ulcers rapidly proceeded to- 
wards cicatrisation, which in ten weeks was 
nearly completed.

S easy enough to distinguiah an en- 
t of the uterus, but it is not so easy 
line whether the enlargement is to 
be attributed to pregnancy, or other caraep ; 
for the womb may grow in eoaaeqiienee 
of scirrhous, or polypus, or hydatma, or 
moles, or from a eommnation of these aflfec- 
tiona. An opinion in the earlier montb, 
therefore, is always, more or less doubtful ; 
but these eases of morbid enlargement, in 
general preetiee at leut, are not eery fre- 
quent ; so that if the woman have been ex- 
posed to the causes of impregnation, e 
womb, as large as the fatal hm, is a strong 
presumption in favour of gestation ; and 
the presumption becomes strengthened, 
provided the patient have manifested, pre- 
viously, no indirationa of nterine disesM. 

When anxious Vt> ascertain with nicety 
what may be the bulk of the womb, in the 
earlier months, we may direct the patient to 
drink copiously of water a few hours before, 
so as to enlarge the bladder, which should 
then be evacuated thoroughly by the cathe- 
ter, or the natural efforts, so as to relax 
thoroughly the abdominal coverings in the 
region of the pubes. The patient, prepared 
in this manner, is then to be laid upon the 
left side, the nearer the edge of the bed the 
better, and two fingers of die left hand be- 
ing placed on the os uteri, tlie fingers of 
the right hand may be placed ahorv the 
pubea, where, with a inoderate share of 
manual dexterity, the fundus, and, at the 
same time, the bulk of the womb may be 
felt in moat easel, unleu the system be un- 
usually loaded with adepp. J'liis obaerra- 
tion having been made witli care, another 
may be instituted ^ the fore-finger of the 
left hand may be placisd on the back of 
the womb, (for the rectum gives access to

ita general aiie. Thus, then, by examining 
from the vagina, the reetnm, and the eoyer- 
ings'of the abdomen ; by wei||^hing, balane- 
ing, and behind the pdbia feeling the. 
body of ^ ttterni, proceeding in the way 
whink I will now demonatrate, by meua of 
thfe apparatus, the enlargement of the 
nteriiji may, in general, be made out. Do 
not, -however, fbm your opinion too baatily. 
If ueoesaaiy, let a second examination be 
made, at the end of n few weeks. If the 
womb be pregnant in the course of this 
time, it will acquire a considerable incre- 
ment of balk, and this may farther help onr 
diagnoms heroi. AU patients may not be 
able to bear these examinations. The neck 
of (he womb is, in some women, very flexi- 
ble jvMtbnt while the body remains motion- 
less, the cervix gives wny with facility ; 
thus, when the womb is heavy, the cervix 
may move with little momentum, and an 
opinion taken from this observation, would 
be liable to deceive. 

And thus much, then, respecting the iu- 
dieaiions by which gestation is known; the 
ordinary, the anomalons, and those which are 
taken from maiinal intostigation. Should 
all tiiese ligns prove indecisive, there isilftl 
one other wiiich can scarcely fail us ; but 1 
deem it belter not to mention it; and I 
should ndvise you, if it be doubtful, to 
wait till the end of ten or twelve months, 
when, unless the gestation is extra-uterine, 
or out of all rule, parturition must, sooner or 
later, occur.

Uf the progress of pregnancy, wc may judge 
in two woys, by tJie reckoning, as it is ca//- 
ed. and by exainination, and to the conaide- 
rution of these methods we frill now pro- 
ceed. 

As gestation advonccs, the neck becomes 
expanded, rad the womb enlarging, there 
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ii, of AflOMiity, tn uerat of the fundui.j 
wbiob. toghdier with the dilautioa of the 
uterine neck, bean a certun relation to the I 
pnwfeaa which the pregnancy haamade. 
.j'vuriug the firat three or fourmontlia, the 
arhole bulk of the uterua will be found in 
the neighbourhood of the pelfia, where 
the aommit often he felt Mg^g a 
little abore the hrim. Aa the fifth month 
approeehea towarda ita doaoi the aum* 
mit will bo fbund ahou^alf way between 
the navel and the pubea ; and a little below 
the naval in the cloae of the 6th. In the 
end of the aeventh montht the uterine aam> 
mit ia elevated above the umbilioua, and 
lodgea half way between the umbiheoa and 
the point of tbt) enaifiMrm cartilaM. In the 
end of the eighth month, while m the done 
of pregnaney, die fundna approaehea very 
near to the acemnm, unlem it be annk again 
in the abdominal cavity, in oonimaenee of 
that preparatory oontraetion which oecura 
during ue laat week. Theae otatemMt* you 
may receive aa apptozimationa to the truth, 
though not, perliapa. aa true in theatiietefil 
aenae. I have verified them, in p^ tytaiy 
ownobaervatione; but never having tynM 
my attendon aaeiduoualv to thia aabjoct, I 
wiah it to bo oonaidered, that 1 am not pm- 
eoually pledged for their iccnraey. la dif- 
ferent women, at the aune atage of preg- 
nancy, the elevation of the fundueaiay 
very ; nay, it may vary aomewhat with the 
poaitiona of the body in the aame indiiMnely 
and in die aame atage of her prcgnnty. 

Further, the length of the ocrrix beara 
n fixed relation to the pro^rean of preg- 
nancy ; for, during die first five months, 
unleaa dilated by a dropsy of the ovum, 
the neck retains ita full length of an inch 
and a half; being at this dme annexed to 
the body of the uterus, in the way of so 
appendix, aa die prepararioa here exhi- 
bited demonstratea. Gestation, however, 
advancing, the neck expands, so u to form 
a part of the geueial receptacle for the 
ovum. Id the end of die sixth month, its 
length ia reduced to one inch ; in the end 
of the Be veil ill, to half an inch, and lu the 
course of the two remaining months, die 
cervix becomca rompletely dilated, so that 
it can uo longer be disdnguialivd aa a part 
forming an appendix to the great body of 
the uterus ; all which theae preparadona so 
well show. 

Now if the patient be recumlient, and the 
bladder be emptied, end the alidominal co- 
verings be relaxed, and the abdomiuu! sur- 
face be lubricated, the fundus uf the uterus 
may, in auine women of spare habit espe- 
cially, he felt distinctly enough; and, by 
the elevation of it, we may, in many riises, 
judge not iiiDCCurately of the jirogn'ss of the 
pregnancy, remembering generally, that 
when the aumuiit ia above tJie umbilicus, 


the gaatadon ia in the latter months ; when 
below, in the middle or the earlier, and that 
during the firat three montha, the body of 
die womb ia lying entirely in the vioinity of 
die brim. Sometimes the elevation of the 
fondne will be made ont mqro diadnedyby 
placing the patient in the posture of par- 
turition, and placing the fingera of the left 
hand on the oa uteri, and those of the right 
externally, where the fundna lies. Nor ia 
it difficult to form e judgment of the ed- 
vancement of the pregnancy, by measuring 
tha neck ; for if thia ia whoHy expanded 
the woman ia in the end of the 9th month ; 
if to the extent of two-thirda only, ahe ia in 
the end of the 7tb } if of one-third, in the 
end of the 6di ; and we mayTenture to infer 
that ahe is not btyond the middle, if the 
neek retain ita full meaanre. Now, when 
it cliancee to be relaxed, the neck may 
■OMtimea ba mearared by paaaiog the 
tegmr along ita canal, ao aa to touw the 
membranea; but I would cimdemn this 
pnellca, aa not nnlikely to diaturb tbe pr^ 
Ceaa of geatation ; a aafer meaaurement ia 
affiorded by paaaing tbe finger between tbe 
oe uteri nod tbe aymphyria, ao ue to touch 
tbe body, when the length from the uterine 
body to the month may be ascertained, and 
with tolerable certainty. 

^ Bot, independeatly of theae examina- 
tiona, tiie promaa <n pregnancy is often 
aaeertmned, and more eomm^ioualy, by that 
computation whidi is called the reckuning, 
tiiau by these more difficult and uncertain 
. obaenrations on the length of Uie cervix, or 
I tiie elevatian of tbe aamniit of the womb. 

Human gestation, it iaasaerted, ia of forty 
weeks* duration, but 1 doubt tlie correct- 
ness of thia opinion, and anapect, rather, 
tiiat it luta only thirty-nioe weeks, plus 
one day. \ friend of my own knew, from 
peculiar circumatancea, when iiu|iieguation 
WB8 accomplished ; thirty-nine weeks, plus 
one day, from this time tlie delivery began. 
An aequainunee of M. Chamboii made his 
observations on three pregnancies of his 
lady ; in two of them, tiie delivery coni- 
lueneed at the end uf tliirty-ninc weeks, 
plus one (lay, being accelerated aoine few 
days, in one of tiie three cases, in eunae- 
(|uence of a fall. In the working olassea of 
ihia town, delivcriea fre(|uenUy oommence 
on a Sunday — for Nature does not scrapie to 
make her creatures labour on that day; re- 
spei-ting the cause of this deaimration, I 
leave you to draw your own inference— con- 
sult Sterne, if you like. 1 was surprised 
to learn Uiat, in a laie iiiveatiguiiuu before 
the supreme tribunal of the empire, bine 
moutlia of the calendar and forty weeks, 
we;e, by some of the witnesses, used inter- 
changeably, as if they were cummcnaurnie 
peritHis ; iiie error will appear on a little 
calculation, aa the jieriad of nine uumtha in 
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esBAtly aqatl to thot of tliirty-iuiio wecki, 
pliii ono diy, provided of theia nine monthi, 
five ire of thirty diyi only, end four of thirty- 
one ; end hence the duntion of pregnency, 
•I here etited, ie confirmed by the populir

Tho swallowing of e large quantity of 
fresh blood has lately been recommended; 
and Dr. Mayer vm informed that, in the 
lottthem perta of %iiaaia, the blood of the 
Anu Clypeatat ia oo univenally employed in 
hydrophobia, that the bird ia Imd for this 
purpose alone. There exist, however, no 
prom of the efficeey oftthia method. 

Dr. Mayer leletea two eases of hydropho- 
bia, whiiL, from their pethdlogieal and 
tbenpentieid interest, deserve the atten- 
tion « onr readere.

9. The plague not unfeequently attacks 
the same person more tlian once, but hardly 
ever in the same jeer.

student. Previous to the employment of 
expeetorant medicines, we are to endeavour 
to reduce the inflammatory condition of the 
organ, or otherwise it would be vain to ex- 
pect they could be productive of die leMt 
good, for, as long as inflamoution exists, 
Secretion diminishes^ or ceases altogether. 
When the inflamed part liu been thus acted 
on, and when we shall have ascertained that 
the vessels of tlie mucous tissue are at the 
point of secretion, then is the precise period 
to commence with expeetorant medicines, 
and. at this stage of the disease, torteriMi 
nsfiawny, or jpamcueiiAs, will prove of infinite 
service, carried so far as to keep up a con- 
tinued nausea, without producing actual 
vomiting. By nauseating the system we 
produce relaxation, not only of muscular 
nbre, hilt likewise of the vascular system in 
general. Squill moy be considered as a 
useful expectorant, but it certainly must 
give place to those 1 previously named, 
lulian physicians have exhibited tartariied 
antimony to the extent of five or six grains a 
dose, and they contend its effects are extra- 
ordina^ in subduing the disease; 1 have 
given it to very nearly the eame extent, 
which the atomach hai retained, yet 
hot with nny apnarent advantage, for ai 
large and reiwatM bleedinga were reaorted 
to aa in ordinary iuatances. 1 consider it 
importaut, where the system will bear it, tu 
carry mercury ao far, at liiis stage uf the dis- 
ease, aa to produce a gentle ptyalisu,forwe 
very well know tliat this medicine has a 
pecnliar action on mucous aurfacea, byin- 
cressiug the activity of tlieir seureting vessels 
which is instanced ia that form of deafoeas 
occasioned by an inflammatory condition of 
the ffiucaua membrane lining the eustachian 
tube, and which not uiifrequently restores 
it to a healthy state. When the pulse cun- 
tines frequent and die cough troublesome, 
after tlie more urgent symptoms have abated, 
digitalis, either in the form of powder or in- 
fusion, may be given with advantage, great 
caution, of course, ia necessary to be observed 
during its use, and likewise lU action to be 
narrowly watched. Colchicum has, by some 
practitioners, been greatly extolled, and, in 
their estimation, it promises to auperiede 
the use of digitalis, when the Utter U indi- 
cated, yet L must confess myself sceptical 
on that point, snd with a fair proportion of 
reason, never having seen it, except in a so- 
litary instance, answer tlie jiroposeil eucl, 
namely, that of reducing die action uf die 
heart snd arteries. 1 have seen it jire- 
soribed generally in the form of powder, 
which is by far the best mode of giving iu

'Jliere cau be no impropriety in giving our 
padent, provided they may have previously 
pused readess nights, an opiate at bed- 
time; the belter form is that of Badey'a 
Anodyne which rarely produces disturbance 
of the heed. Purgatives of the aeline kind 
should be repeatea oeeuionelly throughout 
Clio diseise, and the diet of the patient be 
striedy aiitipblogietie. In regard to the nee 
of muciiaginona drinks they are rarely foynd 
prodttcdve of the least good ; they ought, in- 
deed, to be expunged front praedee. The 
tame observation may be applied to oily 
emulsiona whieb ve frequently made the 
menstrua for cMiivaying more acUve te- 
mediea.

attendance, we are (o furnisit a room and 
provide it wiili coals, when it is the duty 
of the ('ommitlee themselves to do so ; and, 
where one dispense r only is kept, a number 
cf patients cannot always be provided with 
their medieinea in a short time. The ]thy- 
sieinnsaiid surgeona are iu noway the cnn;so 
of the delay the patienta experience in ob* 
taining their medicines. 

We hare now adverted to all that re- 
quires notice in the Committee-man’s letter ; 
and we have no liesNktion in atating, that it 
has been written in op|K»ition to, or wiik- 
oot the knowledge of, the body of which he 
ia a member, in conclusion, we unhesi- 
tatingly declare, that, with tbe exception 
of periods of illness, our attendance has been 
uniformly regular ; and, wliilst we have en- 
deavoured to advance tbe medical reputa- 
tion of the Institution, we have avoided 
comitromiaing our own eboracter by acta 
which, however they be veiled by tbe gloss 
of benevolence or pbilantbropy, are neither 
compatible with professional duties nor pro- 
fessional respectability.

It happened that the first advertisement, by 
an error of the preu, was beaded ** Wakley 
i^ainat Cooper the word ati having been 
mistaken for *' againrt,’* instead of being, es 
it was, merely an abbreviation of " at 
Buit'* Coojier. Mobody could be blamed for 
being tender of the reputation of others, 
and it was (ar from his iiireniion to make or 
(lerinit any attack on the character of any 
individual. But it was necessary to draw a 
line of distinction between men in public 
life, and those who jgere strictly private in* 
dividuals. He knew that many members of 
the iirofossiun objected to the liberty of tho 
medical ]>ress, though they were friendly to 
tlie general liberty of the press on all otiier 
subjects. The reason clearly was, that they 
Were sometimes apt to be wounded by it ;

On one side, 
the evidence was given by persona who 
bad seen the operation, and, on the other, 
by those who had not sein it, A ques- 
tion had arisen out of the proceedings, 
aa to tiie character of the plaintiff^ If 
that had been the only question, he would 
have been proud to bear his testimony to 
3Ir. Cooper’s great merits. But he con- 
sidered that too much stress was laid on 
the motives of individuals, wheie tlic pub- 
lic were concerned. Many sets, useful to 
the community, mijit pio'ceeU from a pal- 
try desire to gratify very discreditable 
feelings. Men weie frequently prompted 
to do their duty, in order to satisfy their 
pride or vanity'', or seek their cmulumeut. 
The real question for the public was, whe- 
ther the statement w*as true? Jlc might 
as well ask the reporters who were taking 
notes of what he was saying, what their 
motives fur ao doing wi-rel They would, 
he had no doubt, and very proprrly, an- 
swer him, U hat’s that to you V (A 
laugh.) If the public gi.od was promoted, 
it mattered not what was the motive of 
the man who did it. lie could not refrain 
from aiiuding to what was called Urodie’s 
combination, as it appeared on the late 
trial. That gentleman iiad given his evi. 
deuce in a manly iind straightforward man- 
ner. When asked whether he hud contri- 
buted towards the expenses of a proceedin g 
in Chancery agaiiiMt '1 nr. I.ANfxr, he owned 
at unce that ho had ; and it was known that 
those expenses had been raised hy a sub- 
aeription among certain gimth-uicn who 
wished to sufipress the publication of Me- 
dical Lectures.

Before he coiicliidtMl, he Ug it 
Lis duty to Mate, that .Mr. Wakley luis, on 
mriiiy oceiuiuns, advocated tho cauro of 
Mediral ller;>rm, in his valuable publica- 
tion, and had giv( ri win-'s to their words, 
and siibstaiiee to theii ide.is. .Surgical Re- 
form would have been a byi'-word hut for 
luB exertions. He hud always been found 


ready to print any doenment free of ex- 
pense ronnected with that subject, sud on 
that ground alone he deserved the support of 
the profession. Tiir. Lancv.t had been liighly 
uboful also ill publishing Hospital Reports, 
wliicli formed a strong iuducement to the 
professional man to do his duly, because he 
knew that he was watched over by an im- 
partial judge, and which were equally ad- 
vantageous and aatiafactory to the patient, 
becauoe he knew that an improper treat- 
ment of his case would become the subject 
of public inquiry. In conclusion, the Chair- 
man said he would hear with pleasure the 
observations on either aide, and he hoped 
the business would be conducted with order 
and regularity. He was, by his own view, 
fully convinced of the respectability of tlie 
Meeting. 

Air. IValUr, in proposing the first Ileso- ^

By the diseaiei of pregnancy, Gentlemen, 
TOu arc to uiidenttnd those tviiich arise 
from pregnancy as their cause, or which, 
from their accidental connexion with get* 
tation, require a modified form of treatBMot, 
and of some of these 1 now proceed to treat. 

Among the diseases, which are either re- 
ferred to pregnancy, or which require a mo- 
dified treatment in consequence of tlieir con- 
nexion with it, one, not the least trouble- 
some, is the irriubility of the bowels and sto- 
mach, producing, in the earlier and middle 
monlha, both vomitings and purging!. Some- 
times boili ilioie symptoms are occuniag to- 
gether, but more frequently tliey alternate ; 
where there is diarrhwa, there may be less 
excitement of the eiomacb, end there may 
be vomitings where the dierrhoea is sus- 
pended. In those oaees, in which there is 
much irritability of the aUMnich and bowels, 
of courae the patient becomes ngood deal re- 
duced by it, tiiil afio may dio perfectly ex- 
hausted in consequence' of the iiiuiiitioiH 
produced by the vomiiiugs and purgings, 
and the incapability of uk'iig fo'jd *, nr sfrain, 
when much redui^, alio may he earned ofl' 
by a flooding, uccurring, perbupa, during 
premature deliver}-. 

It is*bot aln ays in our power to pul a stop 
to these vomiiiugs and purgings j J>ut. by re- 
sorting to thu following measurer-, I think 
we may, in many lusiancoa, conduct oiir 
cases to a fivonrublc teriuiiwtion. lii the 
firat place, then, if auspicious (huJl there is 
any thing oflfenaive und irritating in the sto- 
mach and bowels, aitierinui whether this he 
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rify tlie stomach and bowels by some 
evacuanti.— Cbsmomile tea, warm water, 
ipecacuanha, and so on, may be used, if 
emetics seem proper ; and of the milder lax- 
atires, you may employ manna, aenna, rhu- 
barb, and the uke ; or if you wiali to purge 
more actively, perhaps senna and saltt may 
be preferred. 

Again, itii desirable that you should 
diminish the irritsbility of the stomsqh and 
bowels. The irritsbility of the bowels is 
sometimes restrained by means of tho mis- 
turs creim, the eonfectio aromatics, the pre- 
liarations of opium, of kino, ofesteebu, of 
iiiematoxylor, sU in their operative doses. 
When there is a great deal of irritability of 
the itomaob, the eflervescing draught, strong 
Gofifee, opiom, charcoal powdet^perhaps, 
too, that potent agent, the hydroeytuis, qiay 
be sdraotsgeoualy tried. An invaluable re- 
medy in gsitrio irritability is the efferves- 
cing draught ; four scruples of the citric acid, 
dissolved in five ounces of water, may be 
put into one bottle, and five scruples of the 
carbonate of potaaa, in four ounces of dis- 
tilled water, may be put into anotlier ; then 
a table spoonful of the solution frum each 
of those bottles respectively, when put to- 
gether, will effervesce amartly, and may bo 
token in Uiia condition every half hour, for 
several times in aucceasioi),' unless the vo- 
miting previously cease. Often the firat 
two or three quantities will be thrown up, 
but the mcdii-iue must not, on that aceonixt. 
be rejpcted in a pet. Opium is uot very 
effectual in cases of this kind, when token 
into Uie aiomacb. A piece of lint, dipped 
iuio the tincture of opium, and laid over tho 
•crobiculus cordis, has appeared to me, in 
some cases to be of gn'ai appjirent service ; 
it is rerommended hy lleherdeti. 

It seems, d prinri, not very probable that 
jiowdored charcoal can he oV use in ilieae 
eases, hut le.'iniipg fruiu a friend that, in tho 
huspital at New York it hod btou tried m 
viimiiiug, with advuntage, 1 was induced to 
give it an eiMt, and I can at least aver ilmt 
I have eeeu no ill efl'ecls from it. not to mid 
that it hat seemed to be of teal eflicBcy. Ilie 
method of administering it, is in the luriu of 
a very Sue powder, -JO grains every two or 
SE 
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three hoars, till it hu ]^Todueed an effect. 

1 ought to oheerve, that it makes the stools 
very blade. Of hydrocyanic acid 1 hare hod 
Tery little experience in these cases. Some 
of my medical friends think it of nincli ef- 
ficacy in quieting the stomach, and 1 would, 
therefore, recommend it to your attention. 
Recollect, however, that the remedy is not 
without its dangers, and beware. Five or 
six minims in the day 1 would not rashly 
exceed. 

If there is an inflammation about the con- 
junctiva of the eye, there is an irritHhility 
of the other parts of the organ ; if tlicro is 
an inflammation of the inner membrane, the 
bladder and the urethra become irritable ; 
and, in like manner, the stomach and bowels 
become irritable also, in consequence of 
flammation of the membranes which Kne 
riiem. That such is the state of the mu- 
coua tunic of theae ]Mta, you may aus- 
pect, if the tongue ia red aud swelled; 
if the evacuations ure emitted with im- 
petuosity, and with best at the anus; 
or if, lastly, the pulse is at 100 or 105, 
and the abdomen ia somewhat tender under 
the toaoh. When the irritability of tlie 
bowels is caused by iiiflsramation of tbr 
mucous membrane, it may, perhaps, be cut 
short by the autiphlogistic plan, mure espe- 
cially by applying leecliei to the abdomen, 
to be followed by a large blister, the prseti- 
tiouer not forgetting cautious venesection. 
The esses which are the best adapted for 
this sort of treatment are those in which 
you have the symptoms here enumerated, 
and where the patient, though still labouring 
under the disesse, has a moderate share of 
strength remaining. I was requested by my 
friend, Mr. Steriy, to see a patient wlio had 
a good deal of irritability of the stomach, 
commencing in the midctle |)eriod of preg- 
nancy, and cuiitinuing till after her delivery. 
When i saw her, there were about ten or 
twelve watery evacuations in the conrae of' 
the day, the tongue was swelled and red, 
the anus was Mre, there was tenderness and 
heat about the abdomen, and the pulse was 
about 100 in the minute. In this case, or- 
dinary Tonicdies having failed, about twelve 
leeches were applied to the abdomen ; other 
remedies hud been tried, without effect ; a 
large vesication was afterwards produced, 
and the cure, of cousequeiice, was sudden 
and complete. The evacuations became 
more solid in a few days ; and this woman, 
wlio seemed to be in great danger of sink- 
iog under the discharges from the alimen- 
tary tube, was completely re-established, 
and afterwards became the mother of ano- 
ther child. 

There is a third method of treatment, 
from which great advantage has sometimes 
been derived, and Hist ia aAstmeiiM. Where 
the woman throws up ereiy thug she takes, 
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it is not to her nourishment, bat an emetic* 
Now if, under these circumstances, she will 
remain for a few days, two or three, for 
example, without food, the irritability of the 
stomach may subside somewhat ; aud food, 
afterwards given with caution, may be re- 
tained. And here it is worth your know- 
ing, — as, no doubt, most of you do know, — 
that when you wish the patient to abstain 
from taking food into the stomach, slie may 
be supported by nutrient injections into the 
bowels. By my friend. Dr. Hull, of Man- 
chester, a case is narrated, in which a hypo- 
chondriac, catting his throat with a razor, 
inflicted a wound on the wsophugus, with- 
out, however, destroying life, by the ad- 
vice of this distiuguislied practitioner the pa- 
tient abstained entirely from food to be taken 
into the stomach, and, during three whole 
weeks, he wes lupported entirely by nu- 
trients injected into the bowels. UUdanw 
has re]toried the case of a womao who, from 
irritability of the stomach, rejected all ft>od 
during a space of five weeks ; but she was 
supimrted the whole time in tlie waj^ above 
intimated, being eared, and becoming, at 
length, tbr mother ef a vigorous infant. 

by Dr, Frmd, in bis eloquent letter to 
Dr. Mend, aooUter cose is recorded, in 
which, from a ttri^un in the sesophagus, the 
food was prevented from entering the gsa- 
tric cavity into the stomach ; aud, in this 
case, it is added that, for weeks togetlier, 
the patient, a nobleman, was supported in 
the manner mentioned by Hildanus. in 
abort, wlieu the bowels are not very irrita- 
ble, and yon wish the stomach to be per- 
fectly quiet, you have it in your power to 
supersede the* operations of this organ, fur 
days, or even weeks, ia snccessiuii, by a 
judicious sdoiinislnilion of iiilestiiml nutri- 
tion. Preparation of eggs, strong hroih, or, 
perhaps, tlie serum of sninials, may be found 
to answer tlie purpose, as well as most 
kinds of nourishment ; but 1 have had but 
small experience here. 

Again, should all these remedies fail, you 
iiave yet another, and that is the induction 
of premature delivery; for, when delivery 
occurs, there is reason to hope that this vo- 
miting will cease, in determining on the 
use of this remedy, however, xemr-mber, in 
the first place, that, if tlie woman ia very 
much reduced, there is always a danger in 
these cases, lest the fuitient should sink un- 
der accidental flooding; this ought to be 
mentioned to the friends before the opera- 
tion ia performed. Furtlier, provided the 
delivery be brought on before the comple- 
tion of seven months and s fortnight, the 
child will frequently die, but if after the 
seventh month and a fortnight eomplete, it 
may be expected to live ; and, tberefbre, 
when the remaining strength of the woman 
permits, it may be better to delay tbe deli- 
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▼er; till thig term ii completed. Nor. in 
the third place, is it to be forgotten, that, 
where prematare delivery is thua brought 
on, children are often presenting preterua- 
turally, — the leg or the nates, the arm or 
the aiioulder, being placed over the centre of 
the pelvis, instead of the vertex ; nor that 
the child may perish, under the best mn- 
nagoment, in conaequence of this uniavour- 
nhle position. 

When, from irritability of the stomach 
and bowels, women are in a high degree of 
weakness, it becomes of great imjiurtancc 
to nourish the system ; and this, provided all 
or the greater part of the food taken by the 
mouth bo rejected by the stomoch, is by no 
means a very easy task. In coses of ex- 
treme emaciation, in consequence of this 
gsatrio or intestinal irritability, you will 
not auppose that 1 design rasldy to advise 
yott to nourish the patient W the injection 
of blood into the veaavla ; 1 eaiinut, how- 
ever, forbear remarking on this occasion, 
that tbia mode of treatment is not alto- 
gether impracticable. 1 remember once, 
many yeura ago, taking a dog, and nourii^- 
ing the animal for three entire weeks, 
merely by means of blood, which was in- 
jected into the external jugular veinj every 
day, or every other day, several ooucea were 
injected, and, in this matiner, without the 
help of any food, the system was sustained ; 
water only was allowed this dog; and, 
though repeated observationa were made, it 
is remarkable, that no voracity of appetite 
could be observed, during bia tiiree weeks’ 
abstinence. 

1 have obaerred to you already, that 
where the atomach fails altogether, the 
system may, to appearance, be supported by 
intestinal injections ; nor must we ever lose 
sight of this ; every four or five hours, in 
cases of this kind, the injections may be 
thrown up, say to the measure of six or 
eight ounces ; snd, in those cases in which 
the rectum is irritable, perhaps its reten- 
tive power may be assisted by opiates— by 
the small measure of die injection, and by 
the cautions manner in which it is iniiiseti. 
lie-id’s excellent syringe answers admirably 
for these ^nirposus. 

Hut wirerever the stomicb is not totally 
disabled from acting, gastric nourishmeui 
is, 1 think, to be decidedly preferred, and 
the following hints may not be without 
their use. Throughout Uie whole four-and- 
twenty hours, the stomach may nut be 
equally irritable ; and thus some 'may bear 
nouriuunent in the earlier, some in the 
middle, and some in the latter period of the 
day; the tendency to morning vomiting, 
during pregnancy, la notorious to all. Now, 
in patienU labouring under the disease 
which we axe now considering, you ought 
Mitfiilly to inquixt into the aUte of the 
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stomach, and ascertain at what part of the 
four-and-twenty hours the irritability ap- 
pears to be the least excited, in order that 
the food may be, at these times, adminis- 
tered. Again : solids may aomutimes be 
retained by the atomach, where fluids, which 
give rise to more dilatation, may bu speedily 
tbn>wn off ; and therel'un^ you should ascer- 
tain, from observations, which of those two 
Linda of nourishment may suit best witli 
the gastric cavity. Solids have the advan- 
tage of lying in a smaller compass, within 
that compuhs the^ contain a much larger 
supply of nourislnneut, nor are they so apt 
to produce gas. I'o thi'se two remarks you 
may add a tiiird, which is, that much de- 
peuds, in cases of irritalNlity of the stomach, 
upon the mere bulk ot the food taken. A 
woman, may, perhaps, be able to bear two 
or three table-apoonfula of some fluid, as 
milk, fur example, where she would not be 
able to Imarhalf a pint. .Now it is to be 
recollected, that if your patient is lying 
quiet iu bed, a very small quantity of nou- 
rishment, either of solid or fluid, may be 
amply sufficient to support the system. Ac- 
cordingly, patients lying iu bed, wlio could 
nut bear the larger (piaiitities of fiiod with- 
out rejecting them, have done very well, 
when they have merely taken two or three 
table-apooufuls of milk every three or four 
hours. In tiieir state of quiescence, this 
nourishment was enough. 

Cawa. — Upou the more immediate cauaei 
of irritability of the stomach and boa’eU, in 
these cases, it is not iny design to enlarge ; 
for, on tlie subject of proximate causes, 
though imiMiTtaiit, we arc all u\>t to uiik 
nonsense, but tlie following hints may not 
be misplaced. A princiiiul disposing cause 
to the disease, seems to be ]iregiiancy in so 
much, that though we liml the itisea^, it is 
true, cunuuuiug sometimes after delivery, 
yet, generally, it is relieved by it. Preg- 
nancy may be supposed to operate by a sort 
of sympathy subsisting between the stomach 
and boivela upon the one baud, and the 
giavid uterus, and its appenduges, ui»on the 
other ; and by 5i/m/w(/iy iiere, 1 mean, as on 
all occasions wlieii 1 use this term, a combi- 
nation of unset?!! causes, whereby an im- 
pression on one part is enabled to operate on 
iinoiher, with which it lias no obvious con- 
nexion in the w'ay of cause sud effect, and 
which causes may certainly nut the loss exist 
aud operate, although we are unable to point 
out distinctly iu what they consist ; like the 
piinciple of gravity, their existence aud ope- 
rationa may be Mmonatraled by facta and 
obaervalious.

Hut whut is to be done in those slighter 
att;i(.ks of sickness, or dropsy, during preg- 
nancy, of more ordinary occurrence, for tbe 
more* active practices cannot be required 
here? why, in the oedema of the legs, a 
biinilage, ii laced stocking, a little purging, 
the horisoutal posture, patience, time, and 
delivery, will be of service, and in ccdeiua of 
the labia, pressure with a T bandage, and 
compress. In b.ith cases, puncture of tbe 
skill might be serviceable, but I never yet 
foiiiiil it necesxary. in morning sickness, 
time, patience, uiid (be udviuiCf of the preg- 
nney beyond the fourth meiilli, will usually 
cure the disease: bleeding from the arui 
may be useful to tbe pletlioric ; the hori- 
zontal posture is proper to prevent the bear 
ing of the uterus. If any offensive wnell, or 
other obvious cause, excite the stomach, this 
should be intercepted. Dr. J.owder hud a 
patient wlei was eflectuallv relieved, liy re- 
moving from the factory of lier hiisbuml, a 
coach-maker, for when she became preg- 
nant, the smell of the paint continually ex- 
cited the atoinach.

I have not ascertained, by my own obser- 
vations, that the administration of mercury, 
in cases of pregnancy, has a tendency to 
I bring on tlie premature expulsion of the 
ovum ; but such 4k the opinion which has 
been held by men who are very cumjieteut 
to decide on the point ; and 1 have heard 
our surgical Coryphmus, Sir Astley Coopt r, 
assert, tliat in the wukIs of this hospital, 
in funner days, the udmiiiislratioii of mer- 
cury in tbe higher doses, agreeably to the 
ancient practice, has been observed by the 
sisters to induce miscarriage, at least where 
aptitude existed. The admiiiistrutiuii of mer- 
cury, therefore, in cases of pregnancy in 
the earlier or middle mouths, iiiusi be used 
intli corresponding caution. 

In modern surgery, theiw are three prin- 
cipal modes in which syphilis in treated ; by 
the fuller action of mercury — by its milder 
action— and by remedies of wliich meicury 
forms no part. If the latter remedies are 
really as efficacious as it is contended, and 
as all wLo wiali well to mankind liavo rea- 
aon to desire, these remedies would be jie- 
euliarly fitting in gestation ; and surely in 
syphilitic pregnancy, if not iu syphilis 
generally, the milder mercurial action is to 
be preferred to tbe violent ; and in.^tead of 
ealivatiug tbe patient, you ought to content ^ 
yourselves with producing merely a sore- 
ttcu of the moutli. 

Again : there ore two ways in which the 
mercurial action may he managed in the 
syphilis of pregnancy— 1 luesn, either iu 
such manner as may*comp!etely cure tlic 
disease, by extinguishing or destroying the 
poison, or iu such manner, as may effec- 
tually check any pressing symptoms under 
which the patient may labour, so os to sus- 
ptod and ndiigate their violence; the 
remedy being laid aside, when this pur- 
pose lias hetMi obtuiueil, to be resiimed after- 
wards, should the symptoms require it. If 
a wumuii were in health, and not prone to 
miscarriage, 1 should be inclined to give 
the mercury, if 1 begun it ut ail, in such 
qiiiiniiiics us to destroy tho poison altu- 
geilier; but in wumeu more weakly, and 
who have repeatedly aborted beiore, the 
best indication of an aptitude to these ex- 
pulsions, J .should incliiio to try the ail- 
miiiialrulion of niorcurv iu siuuller ([uaiitities, 
and iu suspensive doses, us it is our duty to 
save the child, if circunislaiices will permit;

In the syphilis of pregnancy, there is 
anothor palliative which deserves our atten- 
tion, and that is the caustic. For it is a 
curious fhct, that the malignity of the local 
poison of the chancre is so great, tiiat if 
left to itself, it will go on committing its 
ravages, till at length it has destroyed the 
genitals to a great extent, and yet the whole 
of this malignant topical power resides in 
a mere film of structure, probably not thicker 
than the fiuger nail, so that if you con but 
get down, through this structure, upon a 
healthy organisation, yon mny ohtain a rom- 
plete cure of the disease ; the constitution 
remains aflected still, but topically the dis- 
ease mi^ be cured. Now, for this pur- 
pose, the deatructlon of the morbid orga- 
nisation, the. stronger caustics may bo 
employed ; but 1 have myself seen, by 
means of lunar caustic applied ten or fifteen 
times, such a complete destruction of these 
morbid films ns occasioned a complete ci- 
catrisation. Now, in a woman labouring 
under chancre, small and manageable, it 
would be for your consideration, whether 
you bad not better heal by caustic, and 
refrain from the use of the merouiy nn- 
til the latter months, or till delivery wss 
effected, when you might have recourse 
to such administration of the mercury at 
would completely destroy tlie disease id 
the constitution. A friend of my own was 
telling me, some two or three years ap;o,

trentineiit, but, though tlie ulcer healed, in 
nine months afterwards he was seized by a 
regular attack of constitutional symptoms ; 
the disease appeared on hia skin, tliroot, 
and nose, and ho was obliged to nse mer- 
cury very largely, not without fumigation, 
to get rid of this troublesome afifeetion. Iliis 
case proves, what, probably, you all knew 
before you entered the theatre, thot though 
you may heal a chancre by caustic, even 
when the first speck of ulceration is mani- 
fested, still you cannot prevent the consti- 
tution from being affocted; but observe, 
what is hero to our point, namely, that 
where a chancre is healed in this manner, 
the disease mny lie, to all appearance, 
quiet in the system for nine months, per- 
haps, in some cases, for a longer time ; and, 
in the syphilis of pregnancy, to gain time

An hour after the birth of 
this child, the labour pains returned, and, 
on examination, it was found that, at the 
aide of the os uteri, and quite distinct from 
it, there existed a circular opening, through 
which the distended inemhrauea of another 
child protruded. It was a full-grown boy, 
and, after its birth. Dr. Geiss, having intro- 
duced his band into the left cavity, con- 
vinced himself that it had no commuuicBtion 
with the right half of the uterus, which had 
fdreudy contracted. The left nterus con- 
tracted rather slowly, and the patient lost 
much blood from it. Two months after- 
wards, both children, as well as the mother, 
were perfectly healthy. Two years after- 
wards she was again delivered, but of one 
child only.

ing the trial, and particularly when tlie 
awful eeutence of the law was pronounced 
upon him. Since liis conviction he is spps- 
reutly penitent, snd seems resigned to his 
fate. In his religious opinions, we under- 
slend he ii s Homeu Cstholic. 


SUCCESSFUL CASK OF TB ANSI'UilO.V. 

Dr, Blcnpell on the 7tii instsnt per- 
formed the operation of traufusion on a lady 
at Walworth, assisted by Mr. Bovnter (of 
Somerstown,) Mr. Davies, and Mr. Lam- 
bert.

to call in Mr. Davies. 'I'here was nothing 
remarkable in the labour; thediild present- 
ed naturally, the placenta came away entire 
in the course of a few minutes, and the pa- 
tient remained for about an hour and a half, 
to use her own expression, “ quite eom- 
fortable.'* An alarming slate oi' coWapse 
somewhat suddenly ensued, and it waa 
I'uund that considerable luemonUa;;e had 
taken place from the uterus: pressure nss 
made on the abdomen ; ice was introduced 
into the vsgiua, tud various means em- 
ployed. N 0 further discharge of blood took 
place, but the patient waa in an extreme 
slate of prostralioii, blanched, and perfectly 
bloodless in appeursucei the pulse nu 
higher (ban 1:10, but sometimrs almost im- 
perceptible. Stimulants ^brandy snd port 
wine) were freely given, but with no marked 
beiieiit. In this state of affairs, Ur. Blundell 
arrived, and determined on traukrusion, ob- 
serving, that although tliere were some 
sympioiiii absent, which were neceasarv to 
make the case one of an extreme kind, 
oomely, a greater ra|udity of pulse, ood 
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reBtleinesi; and although there waa a 
ppnubHitji/ of the patient recovering, as the 
liiemorriiage vras restrained, yet luokiitg to 
the exhausted state of the patient, and Uie 
slight temporary benefit that bad accrued 
from the use of stimulants, he thought the 
balance was against her, and that it was de« 
airable to give the pabulum vitie, — biaod. 
About eight ounces, procured from the arm 
of Mr. Davies, were iujeeted at different 
times — the whole operation occupying up* 
wards of three hours, it was not uutil tlie 
whole quantity had been thrown in, that 
there was any decided amendment in the 
condition of the patient ; slie tlien rallied, 
and became in every respect better. Her 
convalesceoce has been gradual, and at this 
time, eleven days after delivery, she is do- 
ing well. The lochial discharge hu re- 
turned within the last three days, and she 
says that she feels atmnger and better than 
in the some lapse of time, after her two pre- 
vious labours. There hsa been some tume- 
faction, and likewise pain of the arm, in 
which the transfusion was made ; but these 
have subsided. It is worthy of notice, that 
the patient expresses herself very strongly 
on the benefits resulting from the iojeciion 
of the blood her observatious are equiva- 
lent to this— that she felt u if lifk were in- 
fused into her body.

Sin,— The following case, the treatment 
of which, though some may be induced tu 
censure, 1 consider maybe useful to the pro- 
fession at large, I submit to your disposal. 

A lady, in the aixth month of pregnancy, 
after some premonitory symptoms, which 
bad then vanished, was suddenly m-ixed 
with labour, and as her medical attendant 
resided at some distance, a neighbouring 
praciiiioner was called in. The fietus was 
quickly born ; but, unluckily, ii: aiieniptiiig 
the extraction of the jdscfuta, whii-h ud- 
hered very firmly, tlie umbilical cord was 
briikeu near, if not at its placental exir«-mii\ . 
After some time the pains left., and the 
iJocUir also ; one, two, tiiree, and even five 
days passed, yet still the placenta was re- 
tained. and was evidently a source of con- 
siderable irritation. It was ubiiolutely ne- 
cessary that soiiielliin j should he dnae ; 
Uid huving heard of the extr<ioruiniirv 
effects of tlie si csh; ronmiiim on ihe utenis, 
it was deiet mined to give it u tiiid. Ac- 
cordingly, tour scrujiies were hoih d. in four 
uuiicea of water, down to two, and half an 
ounce givt-n every half hiiur, until some 
effect was produced. 1' wo doses uccusioucd 


a very slight pain only ; hut, after the third, 
the uterus acted most powerfully, expelling 
a quantity of coagula, together with the 
afier-birtb. The patient reiusiued in a very 
weak state, but aooii recovered, and, iii 
most expressive language, extolled this iu- 
valuable medicine. 

The pains, she observed, were of a 
severer kind, and gave considerably more 
torture than any experienced during previ- 
oui confinements. This, probably, might 
be owing to the revival of the action of the 
uterus so soon after delivery, which always 
produces some soreness of that organ, and 
also to the presence of a substance, which 
though formerly natural, had become foreign 
to the cavity. 

It has been said that the ergot becomes 
inert by keeping ; that used in this in- 
stance was above twelve months old, and it 
certainly possessed all its virtues. That it 
varies in quality, seems much more plau- 
sible.

We approEch with honor the anbjeet 
which has lately occupied the High Court 
of Justiciary at Edinburgh. It was most 
truly said, by Lord Meadow bank, that in 
the history of civilised society there 
Kbtbing parallel in atrocity to tlie crime of 
which one of the wretches, who has traf- 
ficked in the bodies of his murdered victims, 
has just been found guilty. The crime, or 
rather series of crimes, which the late trial 
lias brought to light, indicates, no doubt, 
the existence of a state of deep-rooted moral 
disease among the lower orders of the popu. 
lation in J-'Alinburgh j but we shall not oc- 
cupy tiie time of our readers by speculat- 
ing on tlic dreadful tralHc, which has been 
carried on in tlie Scottish capital, as a 
symptom of moral disease. Whst we shill 
mainly insist u})on is the necessity of put- 
ting au end, at once, to this horrid tnde 
beta*e«n the murderer and tlie anatomist. 
The perpetration of such crimes is a itain 
upon human nature, but the repetitiou of 
tbrni may be elTectuully prevented. It is 
fearful and humiiialiug to reflect on the 
enurmitivs of which wretches wearing tlie 
human form are cajiuble ; but the murder of 
men fur the sake uf obtaining the price of 
their dead bodies, is a crime whicli tlir 
Govern loent may st once prevent. The 
remedy is in tlie hands of the Government, 
and tlial reiuedv it is the bound< n duty oi 
the Government to apply. The eriiue may 
not be confined to Si-otloud. Murderers, 
like Hurke, may be, and probably arc, at 
onrown doors. While the temptation lu 
commit the crime is siilfered to remain, no 
man can say, with certainty, tJial it may not 
be his own fate, or the fate of his ebildreu, 
or kindred, to be marked out as rictiins for 
Uie dissecting table, and to perish beneath 
the poignard, or the gri|ie of an assauio, 
No.

Tlie immediate closure of all diosectiug- 
rooms is the onlyspessure which will effec- 
tually prevent the repetition of the crime, 
by removing all temptation to the perpetra- 
tion of iu The injury .to medical science, 
the inconvenience to medical teachers, the 
interruption of snetomicsl studies, sre all 
utterly insignificant considerations, com- 
pared with the overwhelming necessity of 
protecting the public against assassins, who 
traiSe in the deed bodies of their victims, 
ft is evident that some measure must be 
adopted by the Legislature, without delay, 
for the supply of our anatomical schools with 
smbjects; but, until such a measure shall be 
adopted, it is of paramount importance that 
the traffic between the murderer and the ana- 
tomist shall, at all eventa, be put an end to. 
Let it not be baatily aupposed that we ore 
raising an alarm not justified by the circum- 
stances under which bodies aie furuiabed 
to tlie anatomical sclioola in tliia country, 
i or that we ore suggesting a remedy against 
j a contingency which is nut likely to biippen.

The first measure which we 
suggested, as an indispensable preliniinaiy 
to any effectual legxslatiee provision for the 
supply of our anatomical schools, was the 
repeal of the enactment (!25Geo. II.) which 
sul^ects the bodies of persons executed for 
the crime of murder to dissection—an 
enactment which, by associating the idea of 
dissection with that of punishment for crime, 
has created, in this country, an artidcial 
prejudice against dissection, perfectly dia> 
tinct from that natural aversion with which 
we all regard it, as applied to the bodies 
of those whom, when living, we hare es* 
teemed and loved. In this zecommeudstion, I

!lo still felt cold ; his pulse was weak and 
oppressed, 130 in the minute ; respiration 
.‘lO ; face pale, and features contracted ; 
toogue loaded, but moist* A vein waa 
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opened ; imnedietely nfter, the Uood bean 
to flow ; he expreeeed, in etrnng termi, hie 
■ense of llie eudden relief he experienced ; 
at the expiration of a minnte he could dilate 
hie lunge to the fulleei extent. Kighteen 
ounces of blood were taken, which occupied 
three miniitea of time, and before the arm 
was bound up all hie uneesinees had ceased ; 
the painful sensation of cold changed to that 
of a pleasant glow of heat, and the surface 
of the body woe covered- by a gentle moia* 
ture. !N o debility followed, and lie was able 
to walk through the room i a brisk laxative 
waa ordered. 

:K)th. ilad no heat of skin yesterday 
after the bleeding ; hia feeHiigs were com- 
forLablo during the remainder of the day ;

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Uty of blood-letting in the eold itege of in- 
tennittent fevere, induced me to resort to 
thit remedy tin the only four cues of the dis- 
ease which 1 have met with since. The dis- 
eue is df comparatiTely rare occurrence in 
this city, and never assumes a very aggravat- 
ed form. Three of the eases I allude to were 
stout labouring men ; the fourth was a deli- 
cate girl about twelve years of age. None of 
them presented very dangerous symptoms. 
The most distressing symptom was severe 
psin in the head, which ny.s generally most 
intense during the cold fit. The loss of 
blood, so fsr from causing collapse, or adding 
in any degree to tlie feeling of debility 
which existed, seemed to produce quite an 
opposite efiTeet.

The beneficial effoets of this practice fully I 
answered the expeotationi which you an- 
nounce ; and I have no hesitation in saying, 
as far ail ean judge from limited ex'peri- 
enee, that we are indebted to your sagacity 
for a bold and unusually aucoeasful innova- 
tion in the treatment of a disease, which has 
oonataiitly baffled our best directed efforts. 
You will excuse this brief cuinmuuicatioii, 
but I sm aware that no reward is more 
grateful to a physician, than the assurance 
that his suggestions have received and me- 
rited the approval of his brethren.

11a- 
vilaiid, the 'distinguished Professor of the 
pruetice of physic in the I'liiverHity of Cam- 
bridge, the result of which was c-ouiiuuiii- 
cateil 10 me, with Dr. Iloviland's permis- 
sion, by Dr. W. 11. Yates, funneTly a must 
asuiiiiuus pupil of mine, cud now uf Dr. 
Haviiand. Thu following are eairucts from 
Dr. Vutes's letter: “ Dr. liavilaiid tells 
me, that ill consequence of your cominuni- 
cution K) the profession on the ]iropriety of 
bleeding in the cold stage of fever, he wna 
disposed to make trial of it, huviug, as you 
would expect, frequent opportunities in 
these low countries. His principal object 
WMi in the first place, to ascertain Uow for 


it was practUBble; for when he read the 
account, it stmek him that it was a practice 
quite cousonant with his own views. He 
was always assured, that in these cases there 
existed considerable congestion of tlie larger 
vessels, and that, coaid a portion of their 
contents beia/riy removed, the general re- 
sult would be good. He has since tried it 
in aeveral oases, witli decidedly beneficial 
effects. But it is a practice which moat 
not be employed indiscriminately, and 
which is more ea^itially beneficisl in those 
CBses in which there appears to bo a dispo- 
sition to inflammation of any organ. Under 
such circumstances, his plan is to wait (he 
return of tlie next cold stage, and then to 
take blood from the arm as eiroumstancest 
direct ; and in no instance has it rBiied,and 
in no instance has he had reason to repent 
it. He is quite convinced that it is a very 
safe practice. But when the constitution is 
broken down, or tlie general health much 
impaired, from whatever cause, we should 
be careful how we adopt such a practice, 
and it will not do in every ease.* I dis- 
tinctly asked Dr. HavBand, if, in these 
cases, he had administered bark or quinine ; 
he distinctly answered, certainly not, but 
that there were two caiea in which he fol- 
lowed up the bleeding, after a lapse of 
time, by quinine, bnt in all the rest the 
bleeding was trusted to alone. In these two 
instances, it was given under particular cir- 
cumstances. The Professor tried bloodlet- 
ting in the tertian aa well as the quartan 
ague; hut he considers it of the greatest 
consequence in the latter, as being more 
likely to effect a radical cure of the disease. 
1 thought you would be pleased at this com- 
municatioii, and 1 am sure, if you knew Dr. 
Haviiand, you would be delighted with him, 
and oonsiuer liia opinions of great weight.’* 
It affords me the highest degree of plea-

upon it, which is the sure road to great> 
nesa.*’ 

1 shall only add, that it is much to bo 
wished three* fourths of the professors of 
medicine in Great Britain uud Ireland, were 
compelled to siudr for two or three years^ 
under Dr. Huvilnu j.in order that they might 
learn, not only how to read A reteas*, but to 
imitate his candour, frankness, and gentle* 
manly demeanour ; and also chat they might 
see tlie superior advantages which a teacher 
possesses, who *' en;«iyt aii exteRiinproeliee,** 
and who does not trust to the knowledge he 
has acquired in Ida closet from books. 1 sin* 
cerely hope to see Dr« Haviland soon trails* 
lated into a sphere where the influence of 
his talents aa a teacher will be more exten- 
lively felt.

EXTUAVASATION OF URINE. 

Joseph W tsii aht, leUl. 54, a shoemaker, 
formerly a sailor, of a spare uuhealdiy habit, 
was admitted into Harley's Ward, under the 
care of Mr. Earle, October tfl, at half past 
9, p« Ai., ill great agony, with enonnous dis> 
tension of the perineum, scrotum, and co* 
verings of the penis. He had inude no 
water since the night of the ]9tii, when the 
swelling commenced soon after endi-avour* 
ing 10 void his urine, and rapidly went on 
till it attained its present state. Has been 
subject to stricture for tiie last 3.) years, for 
which he has been in the habit of having 
bougies passed. Th>^ difficulty of making 
water has, of late years, much increused ; 
has not been able t<> retain his urine long 
together for rjl years for the last two 
years has not been able to retain it at all, 
iiiit has been obliged to have convenience 
for its escape, at work.

The opening in the 
l>erineum is not (|uile closed ; a fistuloua pas- 
sage remains, through which a small por- 
tion of urine escajies. Various applications 
hare been resorted to, such as the huio cupric 
Idtifi ur^'eRf.tli(., and the ftalt. Peru.; the lat- 
ter is now applied to the wound. The ca- 
theter has been increased gradually in size, 
and is still retained in the bladder. Dene- 
ml hculth now pretty good, and all going on 
W'fll, though he in unable to leave the hoa- 
pital yet.

On the l!2th of November, Mr. Lawrence 
having made up liia mind that the disease 
w*aB malignant ; and being about to leave 
towu, requested Mr. Lloyd to remove the 
limb on the following Saturday, should he 
concur in tlie propriety of the operation.

10 - 
nary artery Bp]ufured dilated. Tbe heart 
was found of eimrmous size ; at its base, the 
diameter was six inches, the circumference 
fifteen, and from the tip of the right auricle 
to the apex of the left ventricle, were seven 
inchi'S ; none of the cavities were greatly 
dilated. The walls of the left ventricle 
were, iirolmbly, an inch and a half thick ; 
all tlie valves appeared healthy, except the 
seoii'Iuuar valves of the aorta, which were 
thickenoil, aud jiuckered up into fringed 
edges. The infter membrane of the arch of 
the aorta was tinged with a deep blush, 
rough, and thickened, and containing nume- 
rous min itoossilic points; the aret of the

vieoen eppcared healthy, except the liver, 
which was of larger than ordinary aiae. 


BBUISES AND FRACT1JBE8. 

Jacob Burkitt, setae. 45, a maion, ad* 
nitted October lltli, with severe injuries, 
occasioned by the fulling of a brick wall. 
Tliere was a wound of the scalp three inches 
long, a little higher then t>>e pinna of the 
left car ; about a square inch of the tegu- 
ment was detached from its connexion with 
the parietal bone. The left clavicle was 
fractured abuut its .middle, and severe 
bruises existed over the deltoid and pec- 
toral muscles. The 5th and (ith ribs of the 
leftside, and the 5th, 6th, and 7th of the 
right were fractured near their angles. The , 
ulna was broken about a third of its length 
from the head of the olecranon. A contused 
wound laid bare the exterual condyle, bat 
did not coaamunicate with Uie joint. Coun- 
tenance pale ; pupils contracted ; respira- 
tion uuequul ; pulse small and weak ; ex- 
tremities cold. The wound of the scalp was 
closed with a suture, aud aimply dressed ; a 
bandage applied round tlie body ; the frac- 
tured forearm treated iu the customary man- 
ner. One ounce and a half of brandy was 
then giveu. Six hours after admiasion, he 
hud partially recovered from collapse ; pulse 
So, moderately full ; poiii of head and chest. 
Brandj discoiitiuued. An aperient dose 
administered. V.!S. ad ^xij. 

Oct. 15. The iiillsmmaiion which occur- 
ed iu the forearm, was allayed by the appli- 
cation of leeches and fomentatiou. 'J'he 
splints are removed, and the limb remains 
unconflned. 

9, I'.M. The greater part of the wound 
in the head having healed by tliu first ioteu- 
Lioit,a puffy eTysi])elatuus tiimefuctiou of the 
entire scalp auperveiied. Mr. Guthrie made 
three incisions down the cranium. One 
three inches and u half in length in tJie 
course of the sag.ttal suture, the othor two 
at a right angle with the first, and of the 
same length, extending from the corona ca- 
pitis towards the ears. On introducing the 
finger, a fracture of the left parietal boiie 
was perceptible. About sixteen ounces of; 
blood, aud some pus, freely flowed from the 
gushes. Calomel and colucyuth ; aaita and 
senna. 

17. Consiilernble discharge of pus. Tu- 
mefaction of scalp lessened ; hits slept well ; 
the fever haa declined. Mr. Guthrie again 
divided the scalp so as to connect the lon- 
gitudinal witii the transverse incisioua. 
About four ounces of blood -trickled away. 

IB. Much relieved by the last incisioua. 
Pupils natural ; pulse 104. Ordered to 
take aulphale of quiuiue three times a day, 


occasional aperients and nutritious diet. A 
quantity of pus, which had bagged in the 
common tegument, opposite the transverse 
ridge of the occiput, was let out. 

The patient continues to improve. 
An abscess formed under the clavicular por- 
tion of the great jiectoral muscle, which while 
it lasted greatly incouvenienced him, but 
which has now entirely disappeared, lie ia 
allowed eight ounces of wine daily, and 
food ad libitum both iu quantity and kind. 

Dec. 17. Convalescent. The wounds of 
the scalp have healed, and the bones of the 
clavicle and forearm have united without 
deformity. He walka about with the help 
of a ataflP. 


STRANGULATED HERNIA, 

James Bingley, SO years old, brnuglit in 
1.5th October, with s strangulated scrotal 
hernia. The tumour was of extraordinary 
sise. The usual symptoms of atrangulatiou 
were present. The man had bad reducible 
hernia fur eleven years, which at four o'clock 
ill the aflemoon ])recediiig his ailmissiou, 
(ieseended much larger than usual, aud be- 
came excessively painful. Clysters, warm 
baths, bleeding, and the taxis, being of no 
avail. I'he “ author,*’ assisted hy Dowager 
Lynn, determined to enact the operation. 
Before commencing, the operator, by cer- 
tain fidgeity movements, evinced considera- 
ble anxiety, occasioned prohiihly by tlio rc- 
colleiiion of a previous disastrous case. 
The first cut and the subseqiu'iit dissectiuii 
were perfnimed with guflicient precision. 
Till' t.runspurent sac being brought into view, 
wuH opened, and its contents w'ere seen to 
cun»ist of liic transverse arch of the colon, 
and the whole of the inferior omentum. 
The stricture was divided freely, but ell 
the eflbris of the opiTator were insufficient 
to return the jirotruded viscera. The open- 
ing iuio the abdomen was again and again 
enlarged, so that tlie ojiemtor'a three 
fingers, which are none of the thinnest, 
could easily pass into the belly, but as fast 
as uiiff portion w'ua returned another pro- 
truded. 'J'he patient had now been fifteen 
minutes on the table ; the omentum was quite 
cold, and the epi)i)oic veins were distended 
to the utmost. Mr. Gutliiie, who complained 
of the perpetiiiil struggles of the patient, re- 
Higiied, with snino alight chagrin, his post to 
his uncient colleague. This Nestor of sur- 
geons had actively UKsisted iu the operation ; 
lie carefully examined the situation of parts, 
and, with considerable dexterity, returned 
kiiueklu liy knuckle into the nlidomeu, not 
withdrawiug the pressure of the finger, until 
each Bucceding portion of intestine was 
pushed so far oii as to prevent the regress of 
iu predecessor. 'J'he operntion was com- 
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pleted in the uiual manner. On being put 
to bed, an enema of salt and gruel wai ad> 
ministered. In the afternooDf |)aiu and ten- 
derness of the abdomen superfenin^, be was 
bled to twenty ounces. Under antiphlogis- 
tic treatment, all unpleuant symptoms dis- 
appeared.

IXTRA-UTSUINE rHSONlKCY. 

Auoustini M., aetat. ii, of a strong and 
pletliorie constitution, had, about a year be- 
fore her admission, miscarried in the aeventh 
uiontli of gesution. Since that time she 
had enjoyed pretty good health, and become 
pregnant for a second time. In the fourth 
luoutli she began to complain of pain in the 
loins, and geneni debility, which appa- 
rently alight symptoms had existed for no 
more tlum two days, when, on the morning 
of the loth of October, she awoke with a 
very violent pain over the whole abdomen ; 
she was immediately brought to the Hospi- 
tal and placed under the care of M. Aayer. 
Her countenance was pale, and expressive 
of the greatest anxiety ; the Ups were livid ; 
the totigue moiat ; tlie abdomen swollen, 
and very tender on pleasure, ea^iecially at 
the aides. The us uteri was neither painful 
nor dilated ; the uterus was somewhat en- 
larged and tender ; the fiuUe was scarcely 
to be felt ; the extremities were cold, and 
tlie patient had freipient attacks of ayu- 
rope. In the afternoon of the same day, 
the symptoms still increased in violence, 
niid in the evening alie expired, apparently 
with all the aigiis of interniU hKlnolTllu^e. 

t)n examination of the body, nearly two 
pints of fluid blood were found extravasated 
in the abdominal cavity, and a triangular 
coagulnm of considerable sixe, exteuding 
from the small pelvis up to die uinhilical 
region, w'lia found covering the lower half 
of tlio abdominal viscera, and, on a closer 
inspection, appeared to originate from the 
uterus, by means of a thick pedicle. Tliis 
coi^ulum having been carefully removed, 
a fmtus, five inches in- length, was discover- 
ed in the left iliac region. The uterua was 
enlarged, and exhibited two tumours, se- 
parated by a loiigiludinul incision ; that of 
tho right aide was die largest, and ruptured 
on its upper portion ; between the edges of 
this rupture, the coagiilum and umbilical 
cord were inserted. 'J'iie neck of the uterua 
was about an inch in length, and slightly 
dilated by a gelatinous matter; a probe 
being introduced from below upwards, en- 
tered the left portion of the uterus, which, 
being opened, was seen lined with the mem- 
braua deeidua. This having been remoyed, 


the opening of the left fallopian tube was 
readily found, but not the sligbteat trace of 
the right tube, or of any communication 
witli the right tumour, could be discovered. 
It was perfectly separated from the left half 
of the uterus by means of a septum, of about 
an inch in diameter ; the tumour itself was 
eleven inches in its traiiaverae, three incliei 
in its verdcal. and one inch and a half in its 
antero-posterior diameter ; on being opened 
by a crucial incision, it was found to con- 
tain the foetal met^ranes and the placenta, 
which were somewhat protruded towards 
the rupture. 'The left fallopian tube Vfras 
healthy, but that of the right side passed 
towards the lower portion of the tumour on 
the right aide of the uterus, and was totally 
obliterated. It appears, then, that the fcelua 
was developed in a morbid cavity, fonned 
in the substance of the uterus, having no 
communication with its cavity, and that the 
cose belongs to those of interstitial extra- 
nterine pregnancy, which was first described 
by Maurideau, Sebemit, and Albert.— Jauni.

UTUOTOMY. 

N. R., about 50 years of age, had been 
in the habit of evacuating calculi of consider- 
able sixe with bia urine, till w'ithiu the last 
ten years, when, this discharge having 
ceasiHi, he hud suffered much frum dysuria, 
and violent pniii in the bladder and glands. 
When exnmiui'd by M. Dupuyiren, a sound 
could scarcely be made to enter the bladder, 
at the neck of which it was arrested by a 
hard substance. A finger introduced into 
I the rectum, discovered a solid body of con- 
siderable aixe, which could also be felt by 
pressing on the hypogaatrium, and was 
appurently about two inchea in diameie*'. 
'Tlie patient was alnioat ccnstaiitly in pain, 
and obliged to make water every five mi- 
nutes. The operation having been decided 
on, was performed in the following manner : 
— A staff, curved only for about an inch at 
its extremity, was introduced, and carried 
between the atone and the bladder, so that 
its groove could he fe liby the finger in the 
rectum ; uu incision, i f an inch and a half, 
having been made in the perineum, and 
through the s]ihinctfT8, a bislouzy was in- 
Iserted into the groove of the staff, and 
! carried on, so as partially to divide the 
I neck of the bladder. '1 hroogli this opening, 

I the double lithotome cache wuh introduced, 
and, by retracting it, the bladder was 
opened tranareraely to a considerable ex- 
tent. M. Dupuytreu then grasped the atone 
with tlie forceps, and, while an assiatant 
I ibrcibly depressed the lirpogastrium, tried 
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to extract it This, however, after many 
fruitless attempts, he found impossible. The 
patient was therefore removed from the 
table, and put into the warm batli ; a few 
hours afterwards, S4 leeches were apidied 
to the hypogastrium, and the warm bath 
was repeated ; in the evening he was bled, 
andjdaeed a third time in the bath. On 
the following morning the pulse was rery 
full and strong ; there was no shivering, 
any febrile excitement, or pain of the abdo> 
men, but the patient Cwinplained of sick- 
ness, and pain in the rectum. On the thini 
day the iUac region became painful, the 
nausea continued, the patient was in a state 
of the greatest debility, and complained of 
much pam in the wound. The atone being 
found to have descended a little, a vertical 
incision was made in the blazer by a 
probe-pointed bistoory, and, after several 
fruitleia attempts, it was st last extracted. 

It was of an oval form, two inches aud a 
quarter in its largest diameter, bad 
even surface, and weighed five ounces and 
36 grains. After the extraction the patient 
complained of great debility, the pulse was 
very small, the countenance pale, &c., and 
he died on the fourth day after the ope- 
ration. 

On examining the parts in question , the 
cellular tissue of the perineum was found 
iufiltruted with pus; the bladder, being 
small, thickened, and of a fungoid appear*

Being 
admitted into tho Hotel Dien, the tumour 
was found so large aa to occupy the whole 
space between the middle of the neck and 
the clavicles ; it was formed of two lobes, 
and lifted up by the pulsatiou of the caro- 
tids ; ia ita substance, also, an alternating 
enlargement was visible during the arterial 
expanaion. The general health of the pa- 
tient not being affected, he was put under n 
conne of iodine, of the tincture of which 
lie took from six to ten drops daily. 'I'ha 
tumour gradually subsided, its lobes be- 
oame more distinct, the voice more natu- 
Tsl, and the difficulty of respiration ceased 
altogether. It is worthy of remark, that 
under the use of iodine, the genitals be- 
came, aa it were, atrophic, and tbot erec- 
tions and pollutions to which the patient 
had formerly been very subject, were never

i Those who afbet to think tliac the most 
! indifferent of our actions sliould always be 
! described in a manner which indicates the 
highest degreeof morality, speak of dancing 
in terms toat 1 shall nut repeat : religious 
fanatics aiieak of it in a way that is con- 
nected with their modes of thinking ; the 
dealers in gymuatic exercises, as they are 
called, mention dancing in terma vrhich 
■how that tksy think it very iuterior, in 
I point of utility, os well os in the power of 
I exciting pleasurable lensations, to their 
I own exerdsea. Tbooe who aUrnd to these 
I discourses, will be in a condilinu to judge 
how fat those opinions are correct ; but as i 
I differ in opiaion, upon this subject, from all 
those persons that have been mentioned, 1 
shall only consider dancing as aometkiDg 
that eitiier has, or may have, peculiar 
effects upon tbe health, as well as upon the 
form of those who practise it. Dancing ia 
imt of the most healthy, as well u ms of tbe 
most pleasing, amusements tliat has been, 
or that van be prootised, by females of the 
superior classes of society ; if it ia learned 
from those who are well qualified to teach 
it, and practised, u il oi^ht to be, con- 
sistently with the inslruotioni by which it 
is taught, it will contribute more to improve 
the heslih, as well as tbe form, of those who 
practise it, than any pther exerctso. I ad- 
vance this decisively, because 1 have lately 
seen a book, from which 1 have extracieii 
the following passage 
*' 1 have atlveyied to the over anxiety to 
educate girls iu the fasciuating accomplish- 
ments of music, drawing, and dancing ; ia 
the prosecution of which, they are coufined 
in hot rcoma, and forced into strained atti- 
tudes fur hours together ; aud to the manuer 
ia which it bu led, ia diffvnut ways, to tho 
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most distreisinfr cirrmnitnncet. If long 
penererauce, in any habit, be aafficient to 
produce dietottinn and deformity in t!ie 
■pinal arranfrement of adult and athletic 
males, it will surely be much more likely* to 
induce them in the sickly and pam^tered 
childlrcQ of the affluent. Though various 
causes may he assigned for the increased ' 
prevalence of these complaints in our own 
time, I am oonvineed that tlie relaaing; 
effects of bot rooms, and a . ,o ardent pursuit ' 
of feminine accomplishments, are the prin- ; 
ripal ouea. By admitting the elasticity of ^ 
t!ic fibrous structure, and its disposition to i 
stretch under certain favourable circum- j 
stances, we are enabled to understand 
manr obscure actions which are going on in 
the animal economy, and in particular, to 
fix the doctrine of spinal distortion upon a 
simple and lusting foundation.'^ 

It would be an onwamntablc display of 
false tendernem to the tvtiter, to uw ahy of 
tbe terms that are commonly employed to 
describe, the writings of medical men, to 
give a character to this psMtge ; it will, 
however, he doing him justice, to use a 
term that is well understood in a neigh* 
bouring country, when thi^ any a thiag is 
all botberatioh ’, or if he thould ptelhr on 
English expitnation, I would aay, the whole 
is a tissue of vulgar impudence that baa no 
foundation in truth, and haa hMa used to 
confound those who only wish to know tbe 
plain meaning of plain woidS. Thia being 
the case, as I ahw here occasion to pay 
much attention to the writinga of this per- 
son, at a future period, 1 shall only endea- 
vour. at present, to show what an the real 
eflbcts of dancing, that Biose who an inte- 
nsted in understanding it, may seo bow lit- 
tle tliis person knows ahodt ike matter. 

Dtncing, as it will now be considered, 
mnst be divided into two kinda ; and, aa the 
difference between rimm haa not been very 
carefully examined, 1 nhall aay aomeihing 
upon the hiatoty and pecuUaritiea of each. 

When the miniatry of Tx>uii XIV. found 
that they conid not subject tbe different na- 
dona of Europe to hia arms, they determin- 
ed, and were more auoceaaful in die attempt, 
to obtain anperiorlty over tbone nations in 
the practice of those arts which inereaaed 
tbe knowledge, the comforts, and even tbe 
amuaemenu of mankind. Beiidei otbnr 
arts, they paid much attention to moate and 
dancing; they even founded n Royal Aca- 
demy of Dancing, in which that art, and 
everything that related to*it, was 
the most perfect manner ; it wag railed to 
the dignity of a scienco; and being always 
so considered, bveama one of tM most 
ffivouFed and most oniveraal amuaemants of 
the people. 

Aa franco took the lend emong tke im- 
tione of Europe, aU tin elegant 1 * 18 , of 


which the habiti of the people mode tliem 
think dancing the most important; and aa 
the French were accounted the most polish- 
ed nations in Europe, the Freneii dances 
were aduptod by all who were desirous of 
emulating or imitating them. In England 
they became universal. They were not 
i only adopted ns the favourite amusement of 
i the most polished circles, by whom they 
I were not only considered as a pleasing 
amusement, hut as being conducive to 
health, and to tbe improvement of the 
figure .of thole who practised them. The 
change of modem fashions in this country, 
substituted others for the dances of tlie 
French ; and those which have been iiihaii- 
tnted, have leas desirable ]iropt‘rtiea than 
those which prereded them. The writer 
whose opinion 1 Lave quoted, and some 
others, have represented dancing as inju- 
rious to the health of it! votaries ; and as it 
vHll dways he a favourite nmtisemeiit 
while mankind are wlmt they now are, it 
will be an ieceptjdble service to show that 
tbe opinion wkieh ttaa^been mentioned, 
it erroneoual;^ apff .itottnot be done iu 
an^ way so effectual; m bv tracing its 
principles to their very IknaJlation, which 
sdme peculiar oireumitaneca will enable mu 
to do very effectuallj< 

I In the year 1781* e» 1783, the mknseers 
•f the Usllen Opera Mltoduced at theiir' 
I theatre a number of T^ncli danoers of the 
very first clals } their performsnees were 
my anpetior to •nythiag that Lad been 
seen in tkie eonntry hiifore, and excited a 
great aenMtimi in all tlioee persona who 
attended the theatn. The late Mr. Birch 
was of the ainbber ; hie profeastonai pur- 
auita induced him to esamina what he saw, 
with ideal that were oMnected with hia 
mofeaaion ; to gratify those ideal, he had 
forausd an intimacy with Madame Simonet, 
who was the principal female dancer of that 
group whose performaneea were then so 
popular, that be might, aa ho laid, get from 
tier aome knowledge of the secrets of her 
profession. 1 was familiarly aoquainled 
I with Mr. Birch ; and aa lie know what 
were the objeeta of my purauit, he intro- 
j doced mo to Madame Simonal ; she told na 
all that we wished to know; and, in Mr. 
Biirh’s drawing-room, she explained, by 
exhibiting in her own person, every action 
tbit ebe had deaoribed : by tbe information 
which I obtained in ibie manner, 1 acquired 
a knowledge of the eiitumetancee which I 
iball oommuaicate, and whicli 1 truat will 
now be found osefol. 

Madame tiimonct told ua, t^t in Ika 
French Academy, where ehe was eduMted 
for her profeeaion, all tiia papils, befora 
they were Mnnittod to attomM to danet, 
were eompl^ly iaatructed w what ibe 
eiUed iha mrdm prtf&nMmi tkhi ia, a 
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qrttoM axeiclwf, whidi andoed all tbeir 
limbs with itretif^lh, firmneN, eluticity, 
and activity; wbea they had acquired these 
properties, to a proper degree, they begaa 
to dance ; she not only told us this, but 
showed us how she bad herself been taught 
to practise these exercises. 

She successively learned to stood dot and 
firm upon both her feer, with her legs qoite 
straight, and the whole of her jierson quite 
upright, but not stiff ; tlien to lift one foot 
from the ground, and keep it to, fur tome 
time, witliOiit moving any part of her IhmIv ; 
■he then replaced that footon the ground, and 
raiseil the other in the same manner, llieiie 
simple actions were repeated till the pupils 
were quite familiar with them; they were 
then directed to keep the body quite erect, 
but not stiff, and, hearing firmly upon one 
to raise the oilir>r from the ground, 
gfradually and, slowly, by bending the thigh 
nt iu junction with tlm }M-lvi8, at the tame 
time loakiug tim knee straight, and point- 
ing the toe to its proper extent, but im mart. 
The foot, alter it had bean kept in this 
state fi>r aomo time, waa.retomed to the 
ground from whence it was taken, snd the 
other foot treated in the ssme msitnfr: 
wIhmi quite familitrised to theta aetions, 
they were directed to walk (march, as sonM 
peo^de will call it) slowljr, peiformiiig the 
same motions with the feat ilternately. 

'J lie next leisonVtvif to keep the fiiot 
turnnd out to a propirt Oxtent at the ancle-

When the pupils were quite ikmiliariscd 
to perform til thO simple motions of the 
legs, with the grestest ease and activity, 
they were again directed to stand upright, 
with the feet dote together, the body firm, 
erect, and molionleta upon the pelvis ; and, 
in this ailuatioB, they were directed to give 
every amtion to the arms and to the Imy, 
witliout stoopinir, that tlie natural structurs 
af the joints, and the natural actions of tlie 
muael^ would adadt of. 'ntMOi u iathe 


cose of the legs, wen pnetiaed with aray 
variation, till they were quite familisriaed 
to them ; they then were qualified to go to 
what may be caAed their finishing exereiae; 
that eonaisted in placing themselves in any 
attitude they were directed to, at the in- 
stant the direction was given, and to change 
from that to any other, however eppoaiie 
it might, to the uniniat^ observer, appear 
to be. To socli observers, these attitudes 
miulit have appeared to be strained, or 
painful ; but theyyvere not so, because the 
previous exercises had enabled the pupils 
to |ierform them at once, u military* men 
perfonn their manoeuvres at the wotd of 
command, and therefore do with pnfcision 
wlmi they could not hare done at all if they 
had not been so ii^ructed. When the pu- 
pils hsd acquired the power of performiug 
all these exercises with due preciidoTi, they 
began to practise dsuring, nt which we 
shall leave them, while we atop to observe, 
thattliese preparatoty exerciaea being fol- 
lowed steadily by young people till they 
became natural to them, being necessarily 
kept in eonsUat uae by their professional 
pursuits, fixed upon them fieculiarities that 
•ecompanied them through life, Wx., strength, 
activity, and health to extreme old age. Of 
these fkets 1 can produce many examples, 
but will only particularise two,* which have 
hsd much notorie^. 

Garrick, after the peace of deter- 
mined to improve the entertainments of bis 
theatre by introdueiog better dancing tbau 
had been seen there ; in attempting to exe- 
cute this scheme, beengsged a itimiberof 
foreign danrers, the principal of wiiich was 
iNovcrre, who was accounted the best nisi- 
(re de ballet at that time in bring. He 
was a native of Swiiaerland, and had been 
educalud for bis proiession iu tiie Koyal 
Academy at Paris, aud all bis pritlessi inut 
practice was founded upon the Preneh prin- 
ciples. The public, or the party that ceiled 
iuelf by that spurious name, took offence 
at the iutroductioQ of so many foreigners 
immediately on the teimioation of the war ; 
and. aa Foote wiiimsicsliy explained it, de- 
trrinined that no Swiaa or Italian danceie 
should be employed ou the English stages, 
hecttum thejf Mttd tht French^ Parties were 
made to interrupt the performance, tore 
dowtt the iuteriur of the tiieotre, aud the 
uafbrtuoate foreigners were driven out to 
seek their fortune wherever it could be 
found. Moat of them became teachers of 
dancing in different parts of the kingdom, 
sad ended their days hero. Noverre was the 
principal of ibeae, He was engaged u ballet 
master by Garrick, upon the destiuctioa of 
whose nmieriakiug. No vene became a teacher 
of dancing of the first rank iu Imndou. where 
he ended hia daya in that emjiloyment. * i 
knew him well in his did age; he was under 
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the aiddle liie, lively, Active, and vrith the 
general mannere of an aceoinpliahed French 
gentleman of that time. In tiiis condiiiou 
he lived to a great age, I think past the 
age of eighty ; yet no one who aaw him in 
public, or mined with liim in aodety, with- 
out knowing the fact, could have thought 
him to be more than aizty years old. 

The late Mn. Garrick was a German, 

I think a native of Vienna ; she was edu- 
cated in the Academy ft^raris, to quality 
her for the pniffssion of a stage dancer, 
which she practised in l^mdon, with great 
applause, for several years. t)D her mar- 
riage with Mr. Garrick she quitted the 
stage, and retired into the ease and ele- 
gance of private life. She enjoyed an uni- 
formly good state of health, with at much 
of the elegance of her figure as old age and 
nature could admit, together with complete 
erectnesi and activity, to the end of her 
darsT She frequently went, without a com- 
panion, to her ovni hot at the theatre, and, 
on the last morning of her life, she ordered 
her box to be prepared for tliat evening aa 
usual ; but, when the time came to dreaa, 
she was unexpectedly taken ill. and, instead 
of going to the Uieatre, laid down in her bed 
and died that night, at the age of ninety- 
nine years. 

These, two examplci of ■ eentinarian and 
octogenarian of this profeiaion, passing ini 
beslth to the extreme verge of liumen life, 
msy, so far ts age ta concerned, be thought 
aatisfactvrr proofa of the healthiness of this 
practice ; -Ibut 1 have, through life, been ac- 
customed to see many i>enoas of the same 
profession ; I have communicated my own 
observations to many otliers, and all have 
agreed in remarking, that those who fuUov/ 
this profession have, very generally, excel- 
lent heakli, which very many of them carry 
into extreme old age! 'I'his indisputable

I 
that ill the spring of this year he died at I 
the Bjc ot' 99 years! idt of which he must I 
have passed in a state that rould render life ^ 
but very little desirable. Vmtris, on the eon- ! 
trary, if he i>e living, is, in all probahilityf 
enjoying at lienlihy an old age as his father, 
Norerre, Mrs. Garrick, and' others, did be- 
fore him ; as that seems to be the nstursl 
eonsei|uenee of the svstem of exercises 
whieh they steadily pursued from their very 
earliest days. 

Wo now iirrive at the ronclution* that them 
are two systems of dancing, neither of which 
can, with propriety, be called nnlieuUhy, if 
that term is applied tosiirh practices as have 
a tendency to shorten life, hut one of which 
eertsiiaty iiaa n positive effect in producing 
early and prrmaneut debility, which it is 
certainly desirablo tliaiall should endeavour 
to avoiil. The other, which 1 have called 
the Freuch ayatem, becansoit is fonuded on 
practices which originated with the teaohen ! 
of daiiring in France^ has a direct tendency i 
to increase the health and strength, as weil 
as (he elegance of form in those who adopt 
it : it ii, therefnrei to he hoped, that those 
whose influence leads the fnshioii upon such 
subjects, will induce their followers (o ndnjH 
this practice, in preference to all others that 
are used wilb similar inicntions, and, above 
all things, to avoid the gymnastic exercises, 
which will prove, in their consiH)ueDcci, 
the most pernicious practice a that have yet 
lieen invented, under the pretenve of ini- 
nrovittf the health or besoty of the humao 
Bftire. 

As I do not enter into the lecbtiiealitiea 
of dancing. 1 might here take Wave of the 
aubjeot ; tot it will be well for me to men- 
tion some peculiaritiea in msnagiug the Wm 
and fkeC, which it ia proper itot all shooTd 
attend to.

^int ‘t it is made by turning the toe out- 
wards. As much and serious injury ia often 
austoined by persons who do not understand 
the atructure of this joint, and tlte jiroper 
way of managing it, bo produce the effect 
tliat they deaire, it will be well to explain it 
here. 

If a perum stands upright, with his heels 
close together, and his toes so placed, that a 
perpendicular line, pmsing through the mid- 
dle of the patella down ihe leg and foot, by 
tlie iiiaide of the great toe, hia feet will lie 
iu the strongest position it is possible fur 
them to tsto : they will be capable of mak- 
ing greater exertiona, and for a longer por- 
tion of time tlian they can make in any other 
; imsition. This ia the position in whieh the . 
iakaiter plaeca hit foot, when be ia preparing 
I to strike with the full power of all the mus- 
Icleaof bUihigli, leg, foot, and toes; being 
Inrapared for this action, he auikes, with ail 
I Lit force, the. inside of his great toe a^isinst 
!the ice, and thus diivea himself forward, 

I while he ataods firmly upon his other loot. 

This action of the great toe is likewise of 
peat importaneo iu dancing; the dancer, 
indeed, often hsa ocesaiuu to turn hia toea 
outwards, much moire thsn the positioo that 
has been described ; but when he does eo, 
if he uudeiaiau^ how he should proceed to 
imiform it, he keeps his foot firmly in the ftosi- 
tioo that baa been mentioned, and turns hia 
leg outwards by the bin-ioint, which is so 
formed, tlist it is one of tlio sirongesi of the 
human body; it allowsofmoremiiiiun,inevery 
direction, than any other. We hare seen 
one French dancer, who was so ctonpletely 
master of himself in this respect, that he 
siutid per)wudicul«r u)>on the great toe of 
one foot, bent hia body downwards upon 
one side, and raised bis leg on the oilier, 

' and thus bsisttffd himself in the form of a 
i T square, and in that sitoatiou turned his 
I pirouette in a mnnoer that was really most 
I aatoniiliing. 

I Those teachers who are oof widl pounded 
I in ilio rudimenu of their own art, or ac- 
[ quaioted with the structure of tlie human 
ibofiy, frequently do great injury to their 
scholars, by forciug the feet too much ; as 
by turning out the toes, they twist the feet 
at the ancle joints, injure the lipmcou, 

' weaken tto muscles, and produce a apeciea 
of lameness that is more difficult to cure 
then any other that 1 am acquainted with. 
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With i view to put phreDology to tlie 
teit, let u« attempt to analyae the mind of 
a man wbo haa li?ed iu our own times, 
wliose cbaraeter, both public and private, 
is well known tn many, and of whose head 
Kt accunite cast may obtained by any 
one who is anxioua to satisfy bimsel/ upon 
this subject — I mean JobnT'hurtell. 1 shaU 
here avail myaelf of an able and most inte- 
resting article, “ on the cerebral develop* 
ment and dispositions of Thurtell,** con* 
tained in the second number of the Phreno* 
logical Journal. It is evident, upon look- 
ing at the cast generally, that he waa one 
of that class of peraona in whom the organa 
of the animal propensities were very largely 
developed, and the. organa of the aentimenta 
also considerable in size, while the orgins 
of intellect were deficient in proportion to 
the otliera. Such individuals are, to a cun* 
siderable extent, tlie erratures of eireum* 
etauces ; and the phrenoloeist would aspect 
Co find in tlieit conduct, tutemate manifea* 
Cations of the lower propensities in great 
vehemence, with tlie most opposite displays 
of higher and better feeling, and tliit appears 
to accord with bis character. It was indus- 
triously reported in the newepipers of the 
day, tbit he bad no destructivenees, yet it 
appears, that of the lieods of forty-three 
murderers, in a collection at London, five 
only are so wide at destructiveness ea Thur- 
CoU. Combativeneas is also immense, and 
no murder was ever committed witli more 
daring. Secretiveneas waa very large, and 
was a very rcmaritable jiwt of bii character. 
His cautiousness, which waa very large, was 
displayed in Uie pains be took to conceal 
the murder, to hide the body, to remove eny 
risk of the deed, by cattaiiig Weare's card 
to be left at Lord Egremout'a, in Suseez, 
about the time he murdered the mau in 
Hertfordiliire. Love of spprobatien was 
veiy large, and strlf-eateem was likewise 
large, and these feelinga were atrougly mn- 
nifesled upon many occasions. &!nero- 
leuee also ia fully developed, from which 
a phren(iio;>ist would infer, soya Mr. George 
Combe, that the real motive of the crime 
was revenge, for injuries real or aupposed, 

{ troceediog from wpuuded self-esteem ami 
ova of approbation, united with destruc- 
tiveness, rather than a bbrnd-ihirsty desire 
(if murder, or of simple robbery. It it well 
known, indfod, thst Thurtirll. with all bis 
violence and diaaipaiiou, was a hind-beartt'd 
man. Flquslly large with hit henevoteuce 
was bis attsehment; and tlm co-operation 
of tkcfc two powerfully-dcvelpped oigaos 


explains some of the favourable traits of his 
ehsracter. His attachment to Hunt; his 
distress at taking leave of bis brother ; his 
last remeinbrauces to his own fhmily, psr- 
tieularly to his mother, prove the wsimth 
of his sttaohmenu. The organ of imitstion 
is large, and it ia said, that he was, at one 
jieriod, aitaclied to tlieatricala, and that hia 
imitations of Kean were above mediocrity. 
Hutl must refer the reader, for further par- 
ticulars. to the publication before men- 
tioned, as an attempt to delineate bis entire 
character would occupy too large a space in 
the pages of The Lancet. There is, how- 
ever, another feature in his conduct, so 
striking as to make it worthy of particular 
notice, I mean his firmness, the organ of 
which u’as very large. By the way, 1 can- 
not avoid making another allusion to the 
very curious and most erroneous notion 
which L entertains of the faculty of 
finniieas. ** Firmness of conduct,** saya 
he, ** (far it is no quality of the mind) can 
aristf from no other cause than the excess 
of one pasaiou, or cliiea of passions, almve 
some other pasaion, or eUim of passions. 
The finneat of all men would coaaequcntly 
be be who had but one passion to gratify, 
abee he would sternly peraevere ia his 
course without any mental couftict, or clash- 
ing of emotions.’* 

Acconiing to this novel idea, the man 
who, unfortunately, has some predominating 
vicioua propensity in hia cuinpoaition, and 
in the indu^iice of which he perseverea 
with unabati'ug ardour, maaifeata the mosi 
decided firmness. 1V> attempt a refutaiion 
of tlua opiniiiii will be unaeceasary ; its ub- 
aurdity will be instaatly apparent, if we 
turn our otteniion to that peculiar power of 
the mind evinoed by Thnrtell. Hia waa a 
continued manifestation of firmness, aaya 
the writer alluded lo, from tlie momeat of 
the crime lo tbe moment of hia execution : 
imperturbable, firmness, such as would have 
well become an innocent pi^rsoii. No pride, 
no vanity, uo hope, no consciousness of in- 
ttocencei could have given him this. Cou- 
sciousooss of ioDorence be had not ; hope 
he might have had during bis trial, hot not 
«t the time of execution. As to raligioui 
Iki|io. thst he surely had not, while he 
utu-rvd the most pnlpahle uuiruihs ; siidet 
the last, certainly, lie bad not sueh inlen- 
si^ of religious' feeling aa to allow as to 
ascribe bis firmness to hia fer««al hopes of 
a bleised hereafter. Neitlier could pride 
nor vanity, 1 think, have given him firmness 
at parting with lits brother, when bis trene- 
roleoce sod adhesivearas were in full ope* 
ration. Hia broUier was so alfected, tlmt 
I'liurtell called to the turnkey to teke him 
sway by form; for God's sake (said Thur-

Akka GABKxno, of liaceonia, in Pie- 
mont, died on the 19th of May, 1888, after 
having been for two veara, eight niontbs, 
and eleven days, without any solid or 
liquid nomrishmont.

and Gallo, of Turin. 'I'he terout and syno- 
vial membranes were dry, and resembled

Wlwn thoee recto-vaginal turaoura beeome 
large, they not onfreqaently tiie n^ta- 
nemy ah^e the brim, ao that the djaeaae 
coreaitaelf; and no it aometimaa happena, 
tint an leoto-vaginal diaeaae hu been ad* 
vanning, thongh neither the aufferer nor her 
adviaerhave known what wu the aaatter, the 
diaeaae haa given way.

It is erident that, if tbera were any ground 
for tlie Suppoaltion On which this argument 
ia founded, namely, that low as the iiate of 
knowledge notoriously ia among the p«r*‘ 
aoM styling theraaeUea tlio heads of the* 
profeaaion, there ia a still lower degree of 
intelligence and professional information 
among the great body of medical practition' 
era, sueb a state of tliioga would of itself 
demonsuate tlie existence of a vicious sya- 
. tern, and the naoeaiity for medical reform. 
But the truth is, that the whole argufflentis 
founded upon a fahte and fosoleat aaiumptU^ 
The men who call thcmielres the beads of 
the prtfeisioti are, ib realitjl^, as we hare 
mifonnly maintained, and repeatedly proved 
h tUa JauinaU at the M of foot profoaiien.

Awi^f Cott^ft iwcvf tlMt he bed never 
hetrd, wu Jcoowa to Franco in thooeven- 
teenlh oenturjr— the operation «i» ^ tflai, 
yrhich Sir Artlky Coonn ivore that he 
bad never teen nor beard of| haa been iuo« 
ceoaTulljr adopted bp the French and 
Sooteh ourgeoaa from Umi period down to 
Urn preocnt time. The practice of not per* 
aiBtiii]^ to eatraet theatobe after a certain 
time, when peroeveranoe in the attempt 
inuat lead to the elmoetiocvitaUe deatruction 
of the patient, and irben, by prudence and 
forbearance on the part of the operator, the 
lietieara life would, in all pitdiability, be 
saved, is inoUted upon ea well by ancient 
as by modem suthoiviiee. Tbs books are 
full of cases illustrating the soundness of 
this practical rule, and the success with 
which it hu been acted upon, when surgeoni 
have been more eolieitouB for the safely 
of their patients, then for the driet of being 
consideruddeklerous operators. The prac- 
tice is distinctly detailed and recommended 
by ell the bent wriieni on litbolomy, both 
eucieut and modem, by Celsus, by Albocaris, 
by Franco, by Colot, by Saviord, by Tolet, 
by Louisj by Heistez, by Haller, by Camper, 
by Percy, by Desebamps, and by Cnrpuo.

Ali the different modea of walking, or 
moving about, have been produced by Uioee 
babita wliieh lieve been fixed by the pur* 
tuitt in wbicb the parties who usa them 
have been eegaged. If an ihdividuel is in* 
gaged in the seme pureuits dor^ the 
whole of hie life, the uniibrm eontinuanee 
of the same habits will impreae upon Lie 
aon an indeliUe form. It, nt some pe- 
riod of hie life, he changee the objects of 
hie purauit, the change « his hebita will 
proauee a comapundbg ebuge in hii pei^ 
ton, greater or leaa, eeeoiding as the oocu- 
pation that he adopts differs from that 
which he has qmtted } but u the object we 
here in view is to enable penona, in the 
tuperior ranka of aooiety, to aequire whatf- 
ever perfection of form and action eaa be 
attained, it is sorely better to begin in tho 
right way at the very earliest perM of life, 
than it would be to leave every thing to 
cbenee in the outset, and have, efterwarde, 
to employ mnch valuable time in eorreeting 
the errora to wliich earoleMneaa and igno- 
niice had given both origin and stability. 

The real object of tliia instruction la to 
give, at the earliest period that they can be 
communicated, strength to the ligaments of 
the joints, upon which their power greatly 
depends, mid nctivity to the muaclea, by 
which they are rendered more obedient to 
the will. The whole proceei that will be 
neceuary, during wliai may be called this 
first stage of instruction, will be, first, to 
obtain the full power of directing the foot 
alternately, and then to |uraetiae walking 
carefully and steadily upon the line, for as 
much time as can be conveniently devoted 
to it every day *, in doing this, it ahould bo 
atriotly required that the child shonld keop 
her eyes upon her feet, to see that she 
ptecee her fbbt exietly against the line at 
every atep ; this will give e firmnesa to her 
movements which will afterwards be of the 
groeteet oonsequenoe.

.Another desirsUa exerciee will be, to 
procure n chair, with a flat aeai, and made 
of wood ; the back should be higher than 
the patient's head, when »Iie is aeated on it :

both ber feet firmly presaed upon the 
ground; her back, shoiildera, and head, 
i^ould be pressed against the back of tbe 
cbsir: wbile she is in this situstiou, ber 
acms shoutd be extended borixomslly in a 
line witli each other.

It is to svoid this, thst 1 recomaMnd 
these exetoises to be prectised by the pe- 
tients tbemselvee, nnder the direction, in- 
deed, of tiiose who ere competent to direct 
every thing of the kind to the greateet ad- 
rentage. By proceediag in this manner, ell 
the advantages that are reqaired will be ob- 
tained, sad no injury be infiicted in the pur- 
auiU Patienia who ere in tliis aituition, 
may be indiioed, under the direction of 
akilful advisera, to do all that is ncceswry 
for their own ^vantage, but not to exceed 
the protier point to which each action ia to be 
extendi. These exereiiee are intended to 
enable those who are interested in the wel- 
fare of young persons, to bring them for- 
ward with the greateet advantage, and, at 
the Mme time, to avoid tiie danger of dia- 
tortiog or disfiguring tbeir persona, so many 
efieetuti methods of doing which being con- 
tinually offered to their notice, in the most 
inviting manner. What has now been 
ofiered for eonsideiation and adoption, is by 
way of prevention ; wiien distortiou hss 
been produced, a different coune of treat- 
ment must be pursued to get rid of it, and 
that will be a subject for our next investi- 
gation.

part of the community. It aeemi to he 
now imirerully conceded, tiiat thelegia]e< 
tii»«iut interfere, aq^, by aome jodiciona 
enactBMnt, provide bodiea for our aaa- 
tomical eehooli, and protect individnali 
againat the riak of being murdered for the 
value of their eorpaea. We have witneaied 
with much indignation and diaguat, the 
ohilling apatliy with which the grnter 
number of our teaohera of anatomy, have 
regarded the late unparaDeled diacloaurea, 
and the reekleaa indifference with which they 
have kept open their diaieeting'ioama, for| 
the reception of atolen, and probably, of| 
murdered bodiea. Publie opinion, however, 
aeema at length to have awakened a few of | 
them to a aenaeof their duty, and it ia with 
much aatiahetioo we are enabled to etate, 
that human diaaectiona are diacontinued in 
two of tlie Bchoola of anatomy at the went 
end of town, in thoae of SheflSeld, Biiatd, 
and Liverpool, in one of tlioae at Manehea- 
ter, and in that at Biimingham. In the 
latter place, the Magiatratea,'and Fhyaiciana 
and Surgeona, have aeverally held meetinga, 
to take the matter into eonaideiation, and 
the reault baa been, that they have reaolved 
to petition the legialature for ita iaterfereace.

Your petitioncn pieeumo not to dwell 
upon the edvantege* to be derived by tbe 
public lerviee of the eountiy, by the tick 
and injured poor, end by eOeiety at large, 
from the eoltivation of Medical and Cbirur- 
gical knowledue, eud your petitioner* mo*t 
eamuily implore your Honourable Houie 
to take tbia aubjeet into ita aeriooa eon- 
aidnration, and to adopt aocli meuutea u to 
ita wiadom and juatice may item lit.

Pope applied to the Commeataton on the

Thua Dr. Stdkas iafoima in, that be wu 
pot oa the icent of bleeding ia intemuttmita 
the epM puhliihed, aome time back, hy 
Dr.Maekhktoih, of Edinhnigh, and, to do 
him jnitice, he ceitninig let to work eery 
qratemttieally. To aseortahi, with pred- 
aion, the efficacy of tliia treatment, be tried 
Ueedhig alone ia the eold atage of the dia< 
eaao, eiliibiting eren purgetiraa only when 
noeoMniy.

The Seere- 
tuy eoBAeneed Rie piocoedinga by enume- 
rating gifri of hooka, oplnm, and planti, 
made to the Society aihee the last meeting. 
Tbanka were voted to thedonon. A letter , 
waa then read from Mr. Pael, auting the 
iaiereat whielt hia Majealy waa pleased to 
take in the objecti of tho &ciety. and that, 
aa a mark of that Intereit, ha waa eommsoded 
to praaeat tha Seeiato with a gold chain and 
madat, to bo worn by tha Chairman at the 
meetinn of the intmben. In aceoidanee 
with Ilia Majesty'! eommanda, the noble 
dhsurman was decorated with the rof al gift. 
Tha tbanka of tha meating were voted to 
Mr. Peel on tho oecuton. Tboir Mnieatiea 
the King of theNoUteriandaond the King of 
Danmark, ware eleeted Honorary Fallowa of 
the Society. Mr. Hoy, the Uador Secretary 
of Slate, and aevenl other gentlemen, were 
adaucted aa Fallowa. The Itorl Powia and 
Lord Mabone, wera piopoaed aa Fallowa, 
and inunediatoly balloted for, and elected. 
Several gentlemen were propeaed, and oihera

Hie mieeroacopic inquiries at that tima were 
of the moat laborious sad valuable natura, 
and employed every moment of hia time, 
'It waa the dut^ of Mr. f mat to have named 
thuM ptenta hmuelf, or to have gone to some 
aaaoemte to have done it, nr to have waited 
the convenience of Mr. Brown ; it was a 
poiecC indignity to the society end to Mr. 
B. that he had notilone so, and he hoped 
he might leave it in the hands of the new 
conncil to rescue the foimer from its pre- 
sent diagnccful eitoation. 

Kad Stanhope tniaied ha bad already 
shown the impossibility of doing whet waa 
proposed ; he felt the greeteat resiwet for 
the learned Doeter, and where it was right, 
waa ready to leeeivt any suggeirion Ibr the 
conaideratton of the 80007.

We are not a botani- 
cal Society ; we ought not ao for to iaftinga 
OB tbe charter of the Unniaan Society, at to 
aay that we are* The promotion of botany 
is not tbe end of our reaeitelies, hut meiely 
tbe iustrument for ncquiring a madieal 
knowledge of vegetable piodoeUona, and 
1 dton ahorily expreta the import of tbe 
Sooiety, by aeying, that its business is tlie 
extenaiott and improvement of the vegetable 
materia medics. AppHeatton bad not been 
mada to Mr. Brown for the return nf tha 
plants for two yean ; and what was tlie So- 
ciety to tloT He might have had no relish 
for the arrangement. They could not tell 
wlist wae the eauae of this delay, and it waa 
right, therefore, that the plants should be 
applied for. It waa not to be thought of, 
that after two years had expirad, aud the 
Soeiety asked for tliem, Mr. Brown ahould 
take fire at tha appliaation, and rttorn hia 
dipbmsi and Im thought it wai hard upon 
those at whose inatigetion that bad been 
doae, of wbieb. eomplciut was made, (and 
be avowed that he was one.) that they 
should now be required to lay blame of any 
kind upon tbamaelvas. Mr. Brown hod, of 
hia own accord, ceased to belong to the So- 
ciety i and ha (Earl Stanhopa) thought the 
Soeiety wu fully competent to decide on 
receiving his diploma, or ejecting bim. Ho 
thought the thanks of the Society were due 
to the Director for what he had done ; and 
w'ben tbe letten were read which bad patt- 
ed, it would be seen tliat he had lequested 
.\Ir. Brown to reconsider bis resigaatioii, 
and recal it. The Director was not acces- 
sory to the rrittlt of Mr. Brown's ueteimi- 
natioR. He wished to speak his mind on 
this subject with deiicacy ; but he tnust aay, 
that he thought the courtesy of Mr. Brou n 
iru never equal to his acquirements, and he 
thought that was the case now.

JoasraiMA Pocoi, twenty yeari did, of a 
atrong eonatitntion, in the apring of laic 
year, wai bitten hv e viper, et tiie external 
ancle of the right root The wound hivmg 
been immediately cleaned with ailiva, by 
which the imril quantity of blood eoverinjg 
it wu wiped off, ahe began to walk towaru 
her village, when ihewu anddenly uiaed 
with a unaation of extreme debility, virieut 
pain in the epigutrium, and vomiting, and 
the tongue began to iwell in an extraordi- 
nary manner. Dr. Mariauini, who law tlio 
patient an honr and a half after the accident, 
round her in the following itate i—llie fea- 
turea were conaiderably idtered ; thecheeka 
puffed ; the lipa and tongue enormoualy 
Bwelled, hut not painful, covered with uliva, 
and very pale. The awelling of the tongoe 
rapidly increaaed, ao that it at lut almoit 
filled the cavity of the mouth, and caused 
great difficulty of breathing ; the voice wu 
ineudible, hut the petient expreued, by 
aigni, that she Buffered much from pain in 
tlie epigmtrium and atomacli ; abe had fre- 
queot attacks of lyoeope ; the pulse wu in- 
termittent, and very weA ; the limbs were 
in B gtete of relaxation ; the whole body wu 
very pale, and from time to time egitated 
1^ fiti of abivering. The wounded part wu 
neither awelled nor tender on presaure. M. 
Marianini endeavoured to adnuniiter a dou 
of liquor ammonia in peppermint wateri but 
the awelling of the tongoe, and the con- 
tinual flow of uliva, prevented him from 
attaining hia object, and he wu at lift 
forced to iiyect it through tlm now. After 
an hour, the awaiting of the tongue and fliw 
having • little lohaided, the vital powfiro 
being aomewhat reatored, and the pa^ 
having acquired more finoe,.cnd in timaaiii#' 
proportion tlie woimd having begun toiWril 
and become painfdl, M. Marianini, aeebid- 
ing to the advice ahenby Morgagni, (Ejpiat.

The uleen erentwiy healed, and 
the awehing of the glands subuded, but 
there remained^ tnmour below the angle of] 
the lower jaw, whieh, by ito strong pulse* 
tion, was soon reeognised u an aneurism of | 
the light eerotid. jNo information could be 
obtaioM from the patient, as to the cn»e 
by whieh it had been produced ; she only 
lelaind, that ainoe its formation she had 
felt a eoatinual tingling in the ear, and 
•I4;ht vertigo ; her sight had been impaired, 
and she had auffered much from palpitatimi 
of the heart. The tumour won of the aise of 
an egg, about an inch below the angle of 
the tower jew ; it was examined by Pro- 
feasor Searpt, who recommended the opera* 
tion ; and it was aooordmgly performed, on 
the gSd of May, in the following manner : 
an ineistoo, of ifoont two indies end a half, 
tetmiiiatiBg at the. sternum, having been; 
■■■dii dong the internal margin of the steroo* 
mutoid muBole; the eterno*hyoideui, and 
Bterno-tiiyroideua, were puebed towards 
the treehee ; and the carotid irteiy haviog 
been laid bare, wm isolated from the uigu- 
ler fom nd pnettmo-geatrie nprye, ana tied 
by i simple knot, betwima wliicb and tlm 
veeael, a email cylinddr of liaen, covered 
with eerate, waa ptoeed according to ^ 
metlfod recommendid byj^pa. Imme- 
diately sftor the apphcation of the Hgatore, 
the eacnriefflel tumour eeaied to polsatc, 
and wM.ioduced to • third of its fomito 
aiae; the teatporal toMl extoimt vegillan 
• 1*0 ceased to patoats ; the pattoat faintoaj 


plahud of palpitation of the heart, dimnoH 
of sight, and of a aaiaatioB of odd over the 
right aide of the foce, whieh became paie^ 
while the toft half rotainad iu natural 
eolonr; aft these symptoma gradoally ditf 
appear^ wHliin a fewfaoun after Ihtopara* 
tion. The pules of the right radial artery wai 
much Btrongerthen that of the toft aide. The 
wound, oxoept in in middle parti which eexv 
tained the ligature, was h«l|tod by the first 
mtentioBf for some iflio onetu* 

tion, the patient oomplaii^w dighthead* 
aeh, tome difilculty of mmewing, and an 
onplfiaant aenMuon of heavipau in. the 
right arm, the veint of wbtoh awolled oon« 
siaerably, but tbeae lymptOBM oeou dii* 
appeared, and, on the twentyr-firat dir, the 
ligatuie came olf with the linen eyftnder* 
The cieetrieetion of the wound remaining, 
however, for a long time incomplete, and itf 
margins assuming sn cBdematous fungoid spv 
pearanoe, it was ausMeted that the syphUiiio 
aflveiion, of whieh there wore still tome dight 
tracei, prodiioed tliiiofieot ; and the method 
of Cirillo (oonaisting of friotione of tho oxy* 
muriate ointmeut on the edea of the feet) 
hevieg been acoordingly employed, tho wound 
WM perfectly healed ot the end of the second 
month. Ott the 1st of August tlis tneuris- 
mal tumoqr waBbird,froe fim paio, tod tho 
aixe of o filbert; the generd Ueltb of the 
patient wss considerably improved ; her in- 
tellectual fecultieii aa well ai hearing end 
eight, Were not in the leut effected, and 
the pulse wee equally strong at both wrists ; 
the right tempord end facial erteriee only 
lied e weaker pulsation than those of the 
left side, and the right side of tlie foes ap- 
lieared not ao well nourished u tbe toft.w 
iand.

For 
when theology u banished born fon worid, 
Itgnin ask what are we poorpaisanito dol 
We ean neither dig nor beg, nnd I donbt 
not that many of us will just tun pbysiblov 
gists, and crowd foe alr^y ova^enwded 
ranks; of yonr profeuion. One of foe noot 
eonformists, who wu ejected ia tho reign 
of Charles II., said font many would have 
reason to mourn his ejectmMt ; and being 
called to aoeonnt for hia words, said, aU 
font he meant was, that ha intended to eom* 
menoe the practice of medicine.

These 
men, I suspeot, ire awnreof foe sleep of 
tho soul, and laudably endeavour, by the 
ttuiim of vehement vociftration, and violent 
goathwlation, to nrooae it bom ita torpidity, 

I now admit tho propriety of apesking so 
much londeif than ia at all neceasary to bo 
distiactly heard, nod that they who address

Thia aoul haa no operations 
or effeetafrm which its exiatence can be 
inferred. Now, oa the fact of its existence 
is undeniable, and aa Mr. Uermott haa 
Bwept away every argument Ira which phi< 
losoj^ra and diviaea, framnato dm- 
waiua, have attempted to prove that exiat- 
enoe, I should like very much indeed to 
kno^, npon what groonda ha betievea in its 
exialenee. 1 conto 1 feel it very awk- 
ward to carry about with ma. and to boast, 
too, of poaaesting, a aoul, whrni I am totally 
unable to produce the ilightest evidence 
that such n thing exists.

It may he replied, that locordiag to Mr. 
DeimoU, the aoul, u we diall pnundy 
aoe, puuaiu no rnonl powen, and, there- 
fore, can contract so gnat, Ai^ loppoaing 
this difficulty removu, which 1 have no 
doubt Mr. Dermott can eaiily do, it may be 
further ariied, why aoula ahOold be aentte 
ileep in humm hodiei only!

1 feel veiy mian to know whet lort of 
en% thii aonl i»— whet ie ito pMuliar nt- 
tun, or whet ere ite chereeteristie proper- 
tiesi While it iein the body.it ieimmete- 
ridtinfaneiblev ineetire, wiuont eetnel or 
leneible esetenee, which lome logieiene 
woidd eomnderno W definition o^-hmiU^. 
Bnt when tbie n(m«exietent entity leeree 
the body, end toMbfiM. en totnel exiitenoe, 
whet kind of beiiiu||| jit then 1 Intelleetnel 
end morel poweitllwnotnocieee, for tbeee 
en ettrJbutee of eutMr, ena eennot, then- 
Ibn, be the ettribntee of inirit elio ; for if 
metier end epirit poeeeeMd theie ettributee 
in common, thbn could be no eueh ineom- 
petibility between them, ei to nnder them 
inoepebje of even exhtingin intimete eieo- 
eiedon. Tbet Hr. Dennott eonsiden the 


eoul ei heving no intelleCtuol or morel pow* 
ere, eppeen ueo from the lenguege whieli he 
usee WMn epeekiog of spirit ; for lie telks 
of the properties with which it is not eaduedt 
be it observed, but imdowed, Kew end ig- 
norsnt writers en ept. we know, to con- 
found these two wms ; but it would be 
profanity to suspect, that the philosophic 
Mr. Dermott uses the litter term from igno- 
rsnee, or for any other reason thou tint it 
just correctly expresses his meaning. Now 
if the soul, while in the body, be to oil in< 
tents snd purposes unuuentity, sad, when it 
leaves the body, be neither materiel, intel- 
lectual, nor moral, I would humbly be^ Mr. 
Dermott to give os some idea of wbot it is; 
or, if this m impossible, at least clearly to 
state the grounds upon which we cu possi- 
bly believe in its existence. 1 hope he will 
hive the humsuity to drag ns poor onphy- 
sinlo^csl wights out of the manifold per- 
plexuies into which his splendid discoveries 
Lave plunged us. 

Mr. Dermott has also turned adrift ell my 
previous notions u to the Saprome Being, 
and 1 am reduced to the necessity of begging 
to be iaihrmed upon what grounds be be- 
lioves in the existence of such a Being. 
If I understand him rightly, he means to 
say, that we learn thia from the works of 
Nature, and that, let divinei and pliiloso- 

t lieri sty whet they will, we shsll never

always been aceustomed to think, that from 
tKeWOrks of Nature, neither philosophers 
uor diviueshsd ever discovered even wwNch; 
fur 1 huow not of any individual, of any 
deior^fou, who from the works of Nature 
. dusMi^ the exisienco of t To prove 
' ihu (iKt,,a/ler its discovery, is no very diiS< 
•idt matter. 

Bolwhat 1 am most anxious to leoiu at 
pvosiiit is, wbnt kind of a'being <jod isl 
A pur«.ipifii hobwnot bo ; boMuse, though 


we know nothbgof spirits, 04 buTO naMhor 
Isogooga nor ideal toexprcH theirnatoo, 
yet we do know, that they are not 
dififerent ftom, but io ineomputiUe witti, 
matter, tbit Aey cianot even exiat . in ^ 
intimate association witb it. They, eonao- 
quently,. cannot posoeos aiiy aUnbuteo in 
comnum with that which atanda in the oz- 
tremity of oppoiithm to them; and there* 
foie can have no intelleoti^ or moral 
Mwera, which are attributes of matter. 
Besides, if he wersA pure immixed spi^, 
be could not, si^iPMg to the physlmgy 
which Mr. Denj||t has, on this oeeasign, 
not only deineoiD borrow, bat borrow 
even from a divine— be the ereutor of mat- 
ter. But if God would not be the eroator 
of matter, were be a simple mieompoonded 
spirit, neither eould' be be the creator of 
nutter, if nutter formed an essential port 
of his being. Then matter mnat be eter- 
nal; siidttha qnestion wtU'^be, what did 
this OBinipotent orestor create 1 Meering 
souls, perbs|[». Then the soul most oe a 
indeed, a third [genius of the order Bab- 
stanee, for the knowledge of which the 
world m indebted to the d|aeoveiies<of Mr. 
Dermott, diseoveries wbicb,in this inatanoe, 
throw those of all former phikwopheis into 
the riisdo. I msv just remark that the good 
<dd doetrine, which makes Qod the soiu. of 
the world, is quits inconsislent witb bis 
view of the soul ; bnt, p^aps, be means to 
adopt the modsra mMificstion of that doc- 
trine, which is exhibited in the soophedmn 
of Persia. 

In short, will Mr. Dennott have tbs good- 
ness to tell us hapless, nnsdeatifie miMsi 
liow we may prove that such beings as God 
and the human sonl exist ; and, as for robis 
diseoveries have yet reached, wbsk sort of 
beings tliey are I 

Mr. Dermott's |)ositions suggest msny 
other remarks; but 1 am wearied with 
bautiug this profound nonsense, the vexy 
rarity of wfaicli would redeem . it, and em- 
balm it, as a theme of laughter to the world’s 
end, were it not that it is u trite os the 
king’s highway. When a man is suffici- 
ently idle and ignorant to busy fainself in 
collecting the scattered absiirdiues of every 
n;ro and clime, the exploded nbortiona 
01* every forKOltro system of hiuusn folly, 
Uip very soptorkins of sciolism, and, packing 
them in I btg. cf preoious fostisii, comes 
again to poor tbem over the. pages of The 
Laxcxt, do, 1 beg you, let him know that 
he has, altogether .mistoken his publislier ; 
that you. cannot waste your pages, cud clieke 
your rssdeis with Die ** enuabe $exetHtkt n- 
«Mts” of such pbilosoMon os the Trench Mi- 
robesn; the Ameriosn raroer, and the Euglirii 
Csriisle, nil of whom have treated the po- 
sitions msintsiued by Mr. Decmuit in a 
for more mutexly manner thiubo has done. 
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IoSmS. bid wt Mf tpendirtiau fend t 
pIiM ift Tbb Labcst, Bobii^ would brn

it likewise varies according to foe aiaaon tf 
the year, for in the spring and mvimiK the 
exoitemont ia quicker and atrongair, while 
in the autumn and winter it ia slower and 
weaker, and foil ia constantly mn in foe 
inflanunatoiy diieasea of tlio hOM, which 
va^ in de^c according to the i^on.

Mri. J,f aged 54, for a tumour oter &e 
maitoid proceia, about the abe of a g(^- 
beriy* He firat thought tbit tnmour en- 
qratedf but finding that it might be emptied 
M preaanre, and that it filled again when 
the Neaaure waa removed, tiie error of thia 
opinM became apparent. On examining 
inoN doaely he alao found the poaterior 
anieular artery enlarged, end pnlaating 
noAeody; and that when jneiied, the tu* 
gionr became fiacdd. The patient firat 
noticed the diieaae ebout ten ^eara ago, 
•ftar lying-in } ite piogreae, nnul of late, 
wee g^uab l^naaore had been recom- 
mended to her, tad waa tried, but without 
any benefit. Omiideiing the diiemie an 
tneaiiam of the poaterior eurii, Mr. Syme 
proponed an operation, to which ahe readilr 
aaaented. On abaving die head for thfa 
pariKNCy the tumour wu found to extend 
akaig .the eourie of (hia artery j and alio to 
hire engaged tiie posterior and middle 
bnmcboe.of the temporal artery. Mr. Syme 
wu BOW inelin^ to tie the carotid ; but de- 
clined thia step, on finding that pressure 
ontbeaurif emptied the su, sod stopped 
the pobation. He aoeordingiy took up that 
veawl, (which he found u large u the 
radial, but thinner in its coats,) ud applied 
a aiiD^e pilk ligature. Daring the auhw- 
qnent twenty-four hoiuri there wu a alight 
limmorrhage, ud in a week i alight stuck 
of ciyaipelaa. On examining the wound on 
the twelfth day, be found a amall islae taeu- 
riau nt the bottom, and the aonroe of the 
bleeding; the whole of which, iloogwiUr 
the Uga^, wu now removed, when they 
aappurated kindly. Ibe operation, however, 
not having afiRardcd the eijpeetcd nUef, Mr. 
Byrne, auisted by Mr* BcUiajsil, on the 
fiihbOct. diaweted rout the whole tnmour ; 
and* he infoima w, peHhet aneceaa, 
thewenad heang new petMtly eicatiiaed, 
ta4 tin patient eomperntiuly relief ed.’*

Dr. CLUTTtaaeci rou and laid, he w« 
deairoua of bringing a aubiect of conaitier- 
able imjportuce before the Society,— tiie 
publiutton of itt mlnutra in the wwklyr 
Medical Journala. He did not allude to the 
reporla which appeared in any periodical in 
particular, nor to uy recent occasion, but to 
their publieatiqn in The Lancst, and all 
otlicr works, and to the regulu habit which 
it had become.

of equal impwUnee. 1 do not, Gentiemen, 
mean to apw lightly of this branch of onr 
profbiaion; on the contrary, yon moat 
oidtiTate with great care im imporUut 
pert of aargeiy. I would never adviae 
yon to opeiute on'the living aabjeet till 
you have done ao on the dead. It ia, in- 
deed, amiatake to anppm that the petfbnn- 
•nee of anrgieal operatione conatitntea the 
principal part of the duty of any auigeon. 
It ia the great hoaat of modem auigery to 
have diminiihed, in a vary remaikahle de- 
free, the nuaaber of operationa; and I am 
within Imth when I aaaert to yon, that the 
number operated upon at thia hoqntal, la 
leaa, at leait by half, than it waa fire-and- 
twenty yean ago; the important difference 
to which I allude, ia owing to the improved 
knowledge end trentment of the dneeaea, 
eoqnirad ftom the pethologieal end praetieil 
reaCerehea df aurgeona. Whatever eourae 
we tdie, we arrive at the aeme oonoluaion, 
that there is no natural diatinetion between

In coofiimation of the preeading xemaika, 
we may obaarve, that tha apinal nerves, in 
their way ont of the back bona, to their 
ultimate wtarmiaation, have to traverae the 
vertebral holea.

Bv applying tbie doctrine to the aervona

legree of it prodncea inaeaeibitity and entire 
oae of, motion. 

I am the more inclined to (hvourtheae 
^iniona, becauae wo oeaTcely ever meet 
with a patient anflering ftoin a diatorted 
apine, who haa not acme paraplegic aymp- 
Unua. It foUowa from tbeae premiaea, ^at 
jioth feeling end motion, in the inferior ex* 
troniitiea, are fonctione dependent upon tbe 
apinel nerves. 

Tbe patient endnred several severe pa< 
roxyima of epilepw, while she was afiieted 
with paraple^. The aoureea of thia dia- 
treaaing and obatinate complaint are often 
BO much coneeided, that it la impoaaible to 
iliacover them. Wo know enough to eay, 
that the exciting canae ia sometimea placed 
within the akuu, and, at other timee, re- 
mote from the brain j for example, the pre- 
■ence of intoatinal woraa, end of aordea in 
the bowcla, are cominon ceuaea of epilepi^. 
These act primarily upm tbe nervous fila- 
ments of the intestinea, and the irritation 
being conveyed, by some unkhown oommn- 
nicaSdn, to the s^nal cord, tlie vdluntoty 
nnie!^ ere forced into vidlcnt and irrego- 
Inr. eonoraetiona. For the came rcaaon I 
tSttiilivo to assert, that irritalioBa applied, 
htjjlm first inalance, to the spinal eord, or 
wimu tnmM mw it, wiU oeeaaiondly

The petient had complained of pain, and 
tendeniMB in the epinal cdimui, fm the 
oommeneement of her meledy , hat its greet- 
eat severity wu ebont the Icini. Many 
preetitionera do not heaitale to refer aymp- 
toma of this kind, in every inekanee, to imi 
flammalion of tho epbli cm, or its nvost- 
ing membranea. That they aometimea in- 
dieate an inflammatorv diatbesis, or, u it 
baa been called, e aob-eonte infimnmation, 

I am ready to admit, thongh I am onablod 
to ai^, from multiplied experience, that it 
ie t rare octnrrence. We ongbt, however, 
to reeolleet, tliet whenever the diaoider is 
infieminatory, or eoeompanied with increas- 
ed veaanler eetion, tbe oomplaiBC wiU either 
be speedily subdued, or it will teiminete in 
e Alston, aoppumtion, or gangrene. Infiam- 
metciry complaints are never atetionary; 
they are always progreasive, and ran their 
conrae in a few daya or waeka. The eefaee 
and paina, which, as in this case, eonllhm 
unabated for montlie and years, without 
leading to atTpctutal ebangea, are neither of 
an inflemmetory cherector, nor era they 
aeeted in the veaenlaiT evatem ; they proceed 
from aohie malady in the nervona eompoai- 
cton, belonging to the Buffering part, and 
are chiefly to be relieved by applicariona 
directed to it. In order to set with e&ct, 
we must endeavour to find out the netura 
and exact seat of tlie complaint befiiro wo 
proceed to the treatment. This disciimui- 
etion ia especially neceasaiy', beenase the 
remedies best adapted to moderate infiam- 
matory action, exert little power over n dia- 
traoted state of tbe nervee. So many ex- 
amples of chronic paina, arising from nenral- 
gia, have lately come imdor my own cog- 
nisance, and been cured bv tlie treatment 
BO often explained, as to lead to a coavie- 
tion, that they are mnebmote common than 
is generally ndmitted. 

In caaea originating from nervona htita- 
tion, undeviatiiig rest, and perfect quiet, eo 
long ee they are submitted to, will mitigate 
the symptoms s but the ndaeteble aufiirora 
no sooner retnra to their ueud oeeupeiione, 
than the old paiaa reapprar, with tbeiT for- 
mer feveri^.' .'In thia wayiavalida drag on

The netfoua influence wing at length 
frm froii all inritadona, and bung more- 
over regalorly diatribnted to the muaclea, 
tkof entirely recovered their tout Itrength 
■ad fbrtier activity. The patiedt, thna in- 
Tigorated, wu happily reatored to the full 
MB of herlinbe, and the enjoyment of a 
rnmad eoaatilatioo. 

It foUowi, as a conaeqnenee of the indi< 
cations and praetiee, tnoieaafttny employed 
for the cnro of Sarah Tribet, tnet her 
order wai wholly confined to the epinat 
oord, tod its nervooi tmnka, at tlieir ongin. 
It was in neeordanee with this pathology, 
that 1 determined to reatorc the natural 
figure of the back, in order to relieve the 
aiNBal nervee from injurione preaaure.

This geode- 
man, with every adv^^tage affindadby sound 
knowltdga, great axperieace, aad gentle- 
manly manners, does himself a great iiriiia- 
by the .atyla ia which ha his lac- 
tures. To hear him relate a case out of 
book, ia really a treat ; the ease of his saan- 
neri and hia general expression is most for- 
cibly MOtrisied to the style be adopts, whan 
be rebuia to hia black portfolio, sm winch 
aiwaya reminds me, in ite unvuied andi mo- 
notoaona tone, of the aecretaiy of the Ca- 
tholic Aasociation, whilst reading a.ooasmo- 
nieaiion from some reut-psyingcontribotor. 
Hia oonununicationt, however, are highly 
interesting, and display great talent .ana 
observation ; and hia ganeral charsetar for 
skill in tliia e>^, render him a fit aasist- 
ant in the Hiehmond Sohobl, aa the inatrao- 
tar of youth.

Mr. NonriLBaid, it ndj- diatributed orer 
the whole aurface ; (here was another great 
aoiaa from the chain ;) there wae hardly a 
ningle part of tlie anterior portion of the 
bran notoorered with a layer of pua. 

A MsHaiR inquired, in what way the 
aeriei of aymptoma wae produced, and where 
waa the origin of the inflammation. He un- 
deiatood, tliat it had appeared tint in the 
iategnmenta of the forehead, then went to 
the perieraninm, tbenoe to the dura mater, 
and that uleeration waa an ulterior effect. 
Greet atieaa had been laid on the liver of 
matter which bad been found on the iongh 
tndinal ainoaei. Was that the primary or 
the last link in tlie chain of events. He 
(riie Member) thought it was the last, and 
that then was no reaaon to believe that tlie 
inflaaunatioB began within, but that it pro* 
oeadad from the eateraal to the internal 
parte. There need have been no wonder, 
then, at die absence of stronger symptoms ; 
none were to be ezpeeted. The disease, 
too, wu not of a nature to produce com . 
Whenever the effusion of matter on t^e 
brain was gradual, very prominent or marked 
nyamtoma were never produced.

Dr. Lit considered, that a seoretion of | 
fluid qwn the brain acted on all parts of it 
alike, as pressure would act upouabulbof 
wiler ; not ou one part, but tUmuglmut the 
whole msm. 

Honiatcs Maclcod tiiought, that some 
of tbe obierrstions of the member, who spoke 
before Mr. Hunt, were very unfortonite, and 
that Mr. Arnett and Mr. North had over - 1 
looked some of the itointtnccvimry to n full 
olucidation of the case. Un considered the I 
disesae originated in tlie fruninl sinanes, nud 
for that renion the sneaihig hadimt bnen 
cured. Those wliieh ware t^pa to .ba ca- 
tarrhal symptema, had i5SMdeidtho«j^tl 
tnnwfaction. Thera was tp •bssnoe^i^, of 
all constilttUond disfnriiMee. Tbff fttber 
of the lafy had aiated, tbit ahe hod bieu 
affeeted with anaesing a long time prrripus, 
unaceompnaied with any other catarriiri; 
symptoms. Tbe effurion >as not suMe^J 
to produce eoma; it was umrely distrSHiled 
over the left beini^lfrto. Ut oeniidefed 


there was not presnire, but a i 
of coatenta in the ersninm, which change 
was not of a nature to produce prcuore. 
Coma and paralyais worn not neecaaarily 
connected. 

Dr. Copland thouc;ht the 'disease had 
triien from an abaorption of pnrhleat mat- 
ter from the ulcerated aurface. Ha had often 
Dotieed the yellow tinge after ulcerations. 
Had not the patient been carried off by ir- 
ritatiTe fever t 

Mr. Nortu mid tbe patient often labonred 
under irritation, but there liras no continued 
■ vcr. 

Dr. Lit. Wu the diuhsrge from the 
nostrils offensive 1 If so, be could easily 
understand how the diuau had extended 
inwardly. Diaeharge from the ear often 
praoedM eomatose symptoms. The tneei- 
ing did not prove that the diusM wu in the 
frontal ainuMi. 

Mr. Noeth nid, the diuharge from the 
note waa not offensive. 

A Miunin, wbou name we coMd not 
learn, thought that throughout tbe whole 
detail, the trutment bad been too mneh 
lost aig^t of } tbe pathologieel eondition of 
the brain alone, aumed to have occupied tho 
attention of the epeekers. 

Mr. Noam replied, that aa the nature of 
the diseaw bed not bun discovered ontil 
after death, he had not thought it of gonu- 
quence to say mneh on tbe aubjut of tbe 
treetment, wbieb wu net of e very active 
kind; be stated tbie very cendidry, ebd 
thought it wu no disgrace to tbe gentleuen 
attending tbe ceu. If they could have 
looked into tbe ladjr’s bead before death, 
more utive trutment might bavo been re- 
sorted to.

Tilts little traatisa may be conriderad u 
a valuable anpplement to Kommaaini's m- 
lebfitad work on tba eaaoal relation whiah 
laxista between different tradea andoccn- 
I pationa and aaveral diseases. Wt presume 
ibat a brief aceount of it will be of intereit 
to our readers. 

The number of workmen who were tho 
Bul^tof M.Pointe’a obimitionaiBmiranted 
to five bnndrod ; they were empli^ etene 
maunfaotoiy, and, although oooupiad in 
differant ways, were all of them in conti- 
nual eontaetwitb tohaceo.

Ei«,— >1 Bvail myielf of Uis readincii with 
which you gite inserliouiui ^out very uwful 
Joiimiu, to every communicetion relating, 
either to the advancement of medical know- 
ledge, or to the health and comibrt of the 
community, to aolioit, through ita eolnmna, 
nttention to the manner in which diplomaa 
are granted from the Lying-in Hoapital of 
thia city. With the manner of conducting 
the internal arrangementa of the inatitu- 
tion, or the deieription or kind of inatme- 
tion given within iu walla, 1 have nothing 
to do. If defecta eziet in thece ])%rticu1arB, 
(and it hu been whiapered that aome do 
exist,) Urn pupils, who are the persons most 
interested, if they posseu no other means 
of remedying them, have, at leut, the me- 
dium of your Journal, ^whieh hsa produced 
so much reformation in other plaoea,) to 
make them known } and no one, who has 
witnessed the effects of your czeniona, will 
deny, tliat defects may be removed and 
abuses corrected, making the public ac- 
(|uaintcd with thetr existence. What I 
complain of is, that diplomaa are grrated to 
persons, wlio are by no means qualified to 
practise even midwifery. The persons to 
whom 1 tUnde are Irish spothecsrics. 
Amongst this body 1 will admit there are 
many individuals who are well informed, 
but they are exceptions ; and t will assert 
that the most prominent elisraeteristica of 
the majority are great ignorance nnd con- 
summate etfrontery. In England, the apo- 
theoary is a well-instructed man, compared 
to a person of the ssme dsnominstion in this 
country ; because, by tlio laws of the Apo- 
ibeesTieB' Hall there, he ia obliged to be in- 
formed upon mnny bnnehes of medicine, be- 
aides pharmacy ; while, here, his education 
consists in using tlie pMtle nnd mortar, and 
compounding physicians* and. surgeons' pre- 
scriptions—** mundnmartem,” together with 
the reading of the London or Edmburgh 
Fbarmscopinia, without any atteotion what- 
ever to the primary and material branches 
. of medical knowletue, vin., anatomy, pfay- 
•tridgj* lurgcty , ud the practice of physic ;

whatever, a person can jpay SOh at the 
Lying-in Hospital, and, after six months, 
reeeivs a license to practise midwifery ! 
Tliat such an individual, from practice in 
that way, may attain a mechanical ezpert- 
nesB, like an artificer, in devising and em- 
ploying tlie most ingenious methods in 
forcing children, dMd or alive, thrau^ the 
natural Bpertures, 1 will not deny ; but 1 
strongly suspect that he will not he poiaeia* 
ed of tbit degree of medical infomution, 
that skill and judgment, which difference of 
constitution, coneomitnnt andincidcntnl eir- 
cumstaneea, snd diseases in the parturient 
person, demand in a practitioner of mid- 
wifery. If such a person should, by chance, 
ha a bandy finger-^midi, and be competent 
to tbo dnttec of the vocation, yet a great 
iojuiy to the community results from the 
praotice of eonforring a diploma, where no 
real qualification accompanies it ; for, with 
this document, men palm themselvea upon 
the people in country towns snd villages, 
and commence the pionc employment of 
killing and curing iiia majecty*! liege cub- 
jeota with, as much profcaional pompoai^ 
and sanctinumioua gravity, as the asost 
learned, or seemingly learned, big-wig 
London, Dublin, £dinbttr|;h, or elsewhere.

Mibb Ibabslla Pobcb, of Lima Straat, 
Bgad ten ya«n, haB a fair comptexioa, with 
light ayaa, and browDuh hair ; aha waa bB' 
turdly wall fimned, ia of a lively diipoaitioo, 
and rather tall of her age. To counteract 
her ineraaBiug defoimity, the horiaoatal 
pofition baa bean alrietly anforead by her 
mother, for the laat aaventaan moatha. She 
liaa remained in exeaHent hanlth during the 
whole period, norhu the aweUing incrtaaad 
ainca recombency waa adopted. Upon ex- 
amination, 1 found the rime laat doraal, and 
five Inmhar vartabm laiaed into a lar^, 
highly>el 0 vated, poatarior arah ; it waa free 
from pain, had no diacoloration, and bore 
preaaura withoot ineonTanience* Pulaa na- 
tural. bowela ragolar, appetite goodj and 
aha alaepa well. 

The following narrativa, drawn up by her

She had the miifortone to be 
torown out of a gig loon after her arrival at 
home, but did not appear to he' much hurt 
by rim accident. . . 

pn heraeoond retnro, ahe wu oonatantly 
eomplBiaiag of great weaknaaa, and pain ia 
the inmU of her back. Tbit ibowed itaelf 
by her frequently pitting bar hand to the 
port, by her often atn^ling, and being 
eOBily. riirowndown, on every alight peca- 
Bton. Her limba were ao foeoia and numb, 
that dm could not walk even ah^ dii- 
tancos without lupport.

could not lire without anedieinee of tbit 
deaeription. Thii gentleman reeommeaded 
a eauatic iiaue to be inierted on each aide 
of the loins} Ids applieatiou was never 
^ed. While there her eye wu fieauently 
inflamedt and alie became more ana more 
debiliuted. She wu, at length, brought 
home in a Teiy weak, fceUe state. R« 
back mneh woree ; I, and her father, be< 
came ee thoroughly diahearteaed by her 
general appearance, tftt wo laid aside ell 
medtdne in September, ISfS. and deter- 
mieed to confide her case wholly to the 
operationa of nature. In the same month,; 
we took her ngsia into Soraerutshira for 
the benefit of fresh sir, lying fiat in die 
caninge, and by easy stagea. While there. 
tfu WM permitted to mn about u ahe 
liked, and wu placed under no control. In 
coouquence « diia unrestrained liberty, 
the awelling of her back inereued consider- 
ably, and the inflammation in her eye re- 
tnmed with greater violence tiisn before. 
The latter continaad uvenl months im- 
nbnted, notwithstanding the application of n 
aeCon to her neck, and the employment of I 
virions internal remedies. She remained 
in the county till April, 1834. 
tuned home in very weakly health *, thongh, 
during the time of her being in Somerset- 
^ire, she greatly recovered, but wu aub* 
jaet to the same fits of chorea, which always 
csma on aJUr txtreut. Siaoa her retun, 
the reclining posture hu been strictly en- 
forced, and the fits have entirely left ber. 
This practice wu carefully persisted in 
from April, 1824, till the month of Septem- 
ber, 1825, when she wu placed under Dr.

at this time. A aUgbt parqjeetioik was first 
diaeovered by her mother, in dm following 
October. . Int us not huiilsroonclude, be- 
cauM the prominence wu not sooner per- 
oeived, that none had actually taken place. 
Ilia aynptoma bad already attained a degree 
of intanaily, which could not he the result 
of n few-daya or weeks ; more time was 
required, if I am permitted to reown from 
the umlogy of aimilu eaau. 

The mother, however watohfhl and soli- 
citous, wu not likely to find out a amall 
enlargement in tiiat diviiionof the column, 
nor the alight deviation of a aingla joint. 
Even experienced practitionen have been 
frequently deceived in theu rupecta; 1 
have already adduced uvenl examples 
where the disorder hu been overlooked for 
pevend yeara, and shall enumerate others in 
tile courn of the work. Wa may, I tliink, 
infer under the oircumatsacea, that the 
swelling had aubsitted aoma time beCbra it 
was ttotieed, and probably even before the 
firat appearauM of cliorea. Wc are led to 
this conclnaioo, because, after the gibbuity 
had attained to its utmost height, tiie child 
M always well in the horiuntal posture. On 
• interrnption for a few days, the fits eon- 
I^Dtly relnrncd, so long aa the swelling 
remained. No lobaer was it removed, than 
the fits entirely left her, from which we 
infer that the deformity and the fits bores 
relation to one another. Thiel think mut 
be adinitted, whatever difficulties wo may 
find hr explaining the eonnazion.

Ike annual 
expense, per bed, about x8i. 

** The Hotpiul for the relief of the dis- 
eased poor in the county of York, was in- 
stituted in the year 1740 *, and the present 
public edifice was erected for that puriiose, 
soon ae the charitable fund would ollow 
of that expSnie.

M. B., mtat 65, waa brought into Anne’a 
Ward, about ftmr o’clock in the afternoon 
of Wedneaday, FebmaiT Hth, vader the 
care of. Mr. iVnell, witn a atn^nlated fe- 
moNil Ibeaia u the right graio, wbidi bad 
deeeended, during a dt of eomiting, the pxe- 
oeding night. The tumour waa of conaider- 
able nie. The patient, who had iBceaaant 
womiting, and eonqilaiiied of great leBda^ 
aeaa of the abdomen, atated, that ahe had 
been aubjeet to hernia for a hmg tine, but 
alwaya before had been enabled to return it 
herself. On the arrival of Mr. Tyrrell, with 
whom waa Mr. Gnen, tbe tezia and fieeiiog 
mlwtnre having been unaueceeafallj applied, 
BB operation waa propoaed, to which the 
patient readily aaaented. . Tbe aae waa 
found to contem a conaiderable quantity of 
ooMOtom, and a portion of amallinteatine. 
The omentum, one or two ouneea of which 
were removed, wu ndherout, but not die* 
coloured ; tbe inteatine dark and thickened. 
A great many pupQs were preaent, who had 
aaaembled for tbe nurpoie of attending Mr. 
Green'a Surgical Lecture. Tbe operation, 
which wia well performed, occupied S3 
miautea. The patient wm put to bed, and 
ordered wirm fomentaticna to tiie abdomen, 
1.5 mintni uf foudamun immediately ;

ACUTB TBTAHVA. 

David Goedhall, mtat. 15, woa admitted 
into this Hoapital about IS o’clock on Tuea- 
day, the 17th of Fehruny, 18S9, labouring 
under aente tetanna ; the oymptomn then' 
preaent were triimua and dpiathotonoa, with 
great rigidity of the abdonunal mnaelaa. It 
appeared, from bis own aceount, that the 
•ymptoma had made their appearance four 
daya pceviooa to admiaaion, and tha oi^ 
eanae that cpold be aaaigned wm, a chif* 
blain which had uloented immediately over 
tbe right tendo aehilliB, in aiae rather 
larger than a ahilling. He wm ordered by 
Dr. EUioteon to take half an ounce of the 
aubcarbonate ofiron every two hours ; enemas 
with three ounces of oil of tnrjpentine, and 
a pint of deeoetion of barley, which pro- 
dooed three or fonr evaenations. PuIm 
strong, ind rather foil, varying from 100 to 
140. 

18. Common enema ; coatinua the aob- 
earboDate of iroo. Ezperieneea no relief 
from any thing that baa been done *, evi- 
dently much worse. Expired about half- 
past eight, p.iD. 

An examination of the body took plaee 
18 hours after death, when tbe brain, epinal 
chord, thoraoie, ond abdominal viscera, wen 
corefnlly inapeeted by Mr. M*Muido, in the 
presence of Dr. WflUanu; nothing, how- 
ever, WM diaoovered in any of theae parte, 
difterent to what is naually observed in 
health.

HOPITAL DE CHARITE. 

VIUVOUATIOK or TBI ILXOIC. 

In two post-mortem examinatione which 
wen lately made under the superintend- 
euce of M. Chomel, the intestinhl canal wu 
found perforated under very different pn- 
vioua circumitineee. 

The first case was that of an elderly 'man, 
who had been admitted on account of pul- 
monary diioaae, with pnfuw chronie diar- 
rhoea, to which, all ou a sudden, violent in- 
ilainmatoi 7 symptoms acceded, and, within 
a very abort time, proved fatal. On ezami- 
nation, the upper portion of the lungs wu 
found filled witli tubonnloue matter ; tlie 
meunteric glanda wen diuaud in a sinu- 
lar manner *, tho mueou membnne of the 
■mall xatestinn wu ezteneively ulcerated, 
' an'd, in acme plaeea, covered with gugre. 
hone eschara, two of which, being detubed, 
y. dia fecal matter bad euaped into the peri-

WU bledyUd began to take adhie anzinm*

pain, oven on preuon : vmwioetionwu n- 
peat^, and the iaternai rdmediu eontinaid, 
without any change. On the ninth day oi 
the diaeaui the pweat, who, for aomo mya 
previously, had profuu mnooue diarrhou, 
beeame very agitated ; the pnlu wu very 
weak ud treqnent ; the eountananee ez- 
pnssive of violent ntin ; the ibdomen wu 
tenu, tympanitic, fcry tender, etpeeiaUy in 
ihe right ulu ngion. EmolUont fiMaenta- 
tionn were applied to the abdomen, and mn- 
cUa^nous potiona given internally, but the 
patient died oa the eleventh day. 

On opening the peritoneum, n grrat quan- 
tity of fetid gu escaped, tiie inteatinal eon- 
volutiou were adherent to one another, nnd 
a ooaaiderable quantity of unim mixed with 
pumlentmatler, wueffhudovertho lower 
part of the intestinal caul. The ileum, 
abont tan inohu ftom the ilio-SMial vdve, 
preunted an nleeration of an inch in diune- 
ter, in the centre of whiek itoeoata wen per- 
forated. The mueou mcmbruo of the 
email intestines wu covered with nunnta 
uleeratioBS, which were most nnmerons to- 
welds the uemm, end, in many pieces evi- 
dently passing into gugrene. Tho ilio- 
saersl valve wu injected, and cuted with 
purulent matter ; the uerum ezbibitfl^n 
few isolated uleentioui ; the colon and rec- 
tum were violently injeote<L— JU CHrifUm

SCiaUHVS^XZTiaPATION OF TBX XTZ. 

Jausi Bennix, need 50, entered the 
Hospital, Februsiy 9lh, under the care of 
Or. Cooper. At the outer unthu of the 
right eye a amall tumour wu eitaated, 
which, on preuure, folt as hard u nrti- 
lage. The patient said jt wu the uat of 
Mvere leacinating pain, which aometimm 
deo eztaaded over the fbrehead.

Which gradually became more 
aevere, acoompenied with heat, end an acrid 
diacherg^ Two days after thU oeeutreoce^ -ir 
hie eyelids became swollen, and toe die- 
charge more of a purulent chiraetef . He 
had uaed waihes witooot any benefit Thera 
was still aoma alight diaebarge from ton 
uretort, which, however, wu onettended 
cillier' with heat or pain. The eyee were 
ordered to be fiwquently washed with tepid 
water, the ccnjunetiviD scarified, and right 
ieeehea to each temple. He was also de- 
sired to toke two ounces of toe eulpheie of 
magoeaia immediately, and the next morn- 
ing to drop into the eyes ■ aolntiim of the 
nitrate of silver.

This, it muit be admitted, ia rather a 
Vdgar, common-place view of a profession, 
the memhera of whicb, u Sir Jamu Soau* 
tsrr haa asaured na, are honOnrably dia- 
tingnidied from commercid 
who are aoidid enough to receive money in 
ejuhange for their labour} it ia, howerer, 
the view of a. poeti and of a poet whoie 
wit, and Anoy, and unrivalled power of 
nekiog human leamiagaubacrrient to the 
illuatiation of human folly, will ezoito ad- 
miration, when even Sir Jameb ScanLiTT, 
and hie Poor Bill, dudl ho nClerly ftr- 
gotten. 

Among die hnapitd anrgeou there ia one 
mngalarly-gifted iadividud, who, if wa mpy 
judge ^ diaplay of inteUeetud power 
which he made when lie delivered the ee^';

and we art free to eeafeae, thatfgUMd onter, 
wa humbly ooncaave Sir Avthoiit to ba 
the moatimmitigated aaa that aver diagraead 
tha tharaeter, and admaatad tha patianea of 
the profearion. Eatimating hia inlalleetud 
aiie by the Oyatorioa Oration, wa know pg 
nothing low enongh in the animd or voga* 
table kingdoma wbioh wa abodd not die* 
parage by likening to the eapabilitiea of Sir 
Amtsont judging of him by tbe Oyeterin 
Oratiott, wa ahonld have no hedtation in 
aaying, that ht ataada eoafeaied the Thard- 
tea, the jkefc-puddiag, tha wooden apoon, 
the boota, of the medical profearion. Ihiaia 
onr honeat opinion of tbo' sayfiigs of Bit 
Airraovr; but aa to hia dpipgi, we will 
pledge ontadvea that on the Aw oeoaauma 
on which ithiabeen neeeaaafy tonotice tham, 
(for let it be home in mind that he virita but 
twice t week the hoapitd of which he ie 
one of the eppointed eurgeone,) theae have 
been fidthflilly recorded ia the pagea of thia 
J ound. He bu not ventured to point out 
any inaceiiraey in our leporta from tim 
Weatminster Iloapital, and until ho doae

BurvivaiB ov blood— 'M aw tuiobv. 

Dr. Gbiooby introduced to the Society 
the aubject which had been ao often uoatpon* 
ed. It waa one which be conaidereo worthy 
their Btlenlion.and n-lated to the well-known 
appearaiiee of bulEuen in blocd. Of all the 
important to]nea connected with medicine, 
there waa not one, imrhapa, on which the 
minda of medical men were leaa clear *, it 
cnine daily under their notice, and yet no 
Meaa could be more indiitinct than tlioae they 
Mtertained on the aubject j their reaioniag 
jms looae, and their apeculations were vague i 
and jt ecrtelnly deierved a better coniidera* 
lion than bad yet been given it. Uebberdine,

was the firit penon vyho bad given it ny. 
aerioua atteution, and he, in speaking of 
pieuriay, bad laid it down aa a rule/tliat buify 
blood wu materially eouceoted with diseaae. 
He. 8rit noticed the fact of one cap of blood 
showing bnffineia and another not. Then a 
new arhool arose, in which every thing was 
huffy blood } and the disciples of this, ao 
overloaded the dootripe wUhita importance, 
that at length it got into disrepute. More 
modern times had redneed the subject with- 
in more resonable limits, and callqu aUentiqn 
more to the pathology of huffy blood ; still 
the doctrines ^nfre ao various, that they per- 
petually contradicted each other. Sbnpaon, 
in hii be r§ medka, asserled that bufl^ blood 
was owing to the blood being stagnated in 
its motion . He noticed that when n ligature 
wtt pnt on a vein, and the patient wu Ued 
from that vein, the blood became huffy *, ftom 
this ftict he deduced that all huffy blood wu e 
the effect of etagnatioii. But there were 
other philoMphere who denied this alto- 
gether, ud said that buflneu wu the result 
of n great rapidity in the circnlation. Next 
there spread ■ notion that bniBneu wu ow- 
ing to the blood having become too glutin- 
ous } and toen Hewaon rue up andauidlhat it 
wu beenuu the blood wu too limpid. This 
wunow the more general opinion ; but there 
were some who said, that buf&nen wu ow- « 
ing to too much fibrin, which a third ]Arty 
wholly contradicted ; and thus the medieu 
world bad gone on from petiodj|p period, 
contradicting and oppoaing each ouer, and 
involving the queation in obacurity. Here 
were six theories on the auhjeet, but not one 
of them near the truth. In fact, the pheno- 
menon waa to be contemplated in n very 
different view to whnt had yet been taken 
of it, and it wu lua (Dr. Gregory's) opinion 
that we must ezamiue it aa connected with 
its circulation. People look nt boffy blood 
when it liu been drawn, and form their eon^ 
jectores and theories upon it accordingly, 
conaideriDg that tho buffineu results from 
tlie Bbstraction of tho blood ; but ho contend- 
ed that the pnly proper, light in which to ex- 
amine it wu, what were ita state and effecto 
wliite circulntiag in the ayitem, It wu a 
remark of tdd Bathon,that tho blood in tho 
wring had h greater tendency to buffineu, 
tnan nt any other period of the yapr. Now 
he did not beliove ihia. Hii opioion wu, 
that bnlfy Mood could not ciroulate in tho 
lout inevitably producing diwau; 
but diaeue did not alwaj-a exist at that 
period in wbich it wu alleged that buffiaeaa 
wu moat prevalent. He should now draw 
the atte.tttipn,of the Society to his views of 
tho aubject s the ba«a of these wu, that 
buffv Mood waa tiie'Caiiae of diaeue. Huffy 
blood didbred in its kind ; it varied in in- 
tensity ; aomsfimes it had very little iaten- 
; at t^prs it pru highly ioteuse. He 
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kid MW it iiidl iti lifiiMi, M {twti froii; 
penonil nperinoe that be M driim hie; 
conclueicBii* Hit ohumtuma W been 
chiedif, made at the . Rnail-jPoi^ Hoapital. 
K«>w it WM amnnooif aaidf thatkefiy blopd 
WM the leanltof inftwiiatiott. fiut if buM- 
Bcaa depended on an incnaaed action of the 
•yaten, h^ waifit that the blood waa not 
•iwajB ;biiffy in imall-pox. During the 
heightorpvBtulation^and when the indamma* 
toiy aotiw waa sreateat in that disorder, there 
iraa Bo-bufliMia‘, but there came a period 
afterwards, when it waa i|^t prominent, 
and that too when tbo inflammatory action 
had really anbeided ^ and it was curious to 
aee how decided a Mange in the blood oc- 
curred from that very moment. He did not 
pretend to say in wiiat that change actoally 
oon^ited. He eoald tell well enough when' 
it wae bufly, bat he eqoU not tell why it was 
10. One Of the flrat things, however, which 
m%ht be noticed aa the reault of this change, 
was the ocenrreoee of purulent ophthalmia, 
ejt iaflantmetion of a purulent character abonl 
the eyes i ■ the moment the blood became 
baffy, that moment the eyes became aflt-cted ; 
the total disorganisation of the eye first com* 
menced, and ata the brain became disturb- 


tbe bran, and when it was moat Irafly, ui 
broke down ; the brain would not bear it. 
When: tlie brain, .after these sttseks, was 
piuainsiL them were no siipesranees to 
•cooupt Im death, bnt those of the eaiitenee 
«f bnftblood in it. Kow the theory wliich 
he held on this aul^ect had been forced 
i^on hia mind; so prominent were the 
&te coweeted with it, that be could only 
!iawr;OBe genenl oonolaiion flrom them*- 
thafe bnflhiMa was the eaoee of disease 
wed of death. Other faeta he had no 
tieed, ewecMly,, were those of the state 
of tha bload in. rheoipatism, and they all

lims. and if the opinions he held were 
00irict,.tbis oogllit to be tlie caM ; and to 
It was.

Wo often/ 
talked cf diaaiiiuhed acUon, and incncMd 
aciioD, and apasm, ia tha a^m. For hit 
(Dr. Oreg^t) pim, hb eeuld noi irimil 
any of them to seebntit fbr diaesM. Ho^ 
knew of nothing which conld nccoimtifoc 
the eymptbma which appOared but themuA 
ness of thd blood, andfit wasltpao this thab 
|hii views of disease rested. HoWioaldDexi 
lay a few words on the anbjeet of its cure, 
he was of opinion (hat there was jeanted a 
medidne which would alter the boffinesB of 
die blood, and if thia eonld be obtained, ci 
moat important point wonld be eained. 
There waS nothing tor the cure or huffy 
blood^that ia, for the cure of diseaae— but 
the means of totally eradicating the huffy, 
blood from the ayatein, ot the bUfllneBafrom 
the blood. When the iMt drop of tow 
could bo drawn away, then patient 
would be well, and only then. He believed 
that eolcbicmn, nitre, and nueh other medi- 
cines, were the tooateomplele for this pur- 
pose, in cases of rlieumatism, that had yet 
been obtained, but they were not fully eftoc* 
iual. Tbkto was wanted some oUftr medi- 
cine, and he should now be glad to hear the 
opinions of such membyrs u were willing to 
diienii the nubject. 

A Mmasa, whose* name we could not 
learn, observed that Dr. Gregory had 
omitted to take into aeeount one esuae of 
buffineU In blood in drawing bin conelu- 
aions,and that waa, tbatbufllnesa was gene- 
rally produced by inoreaaed heat of the 
bodyi whether disease was present or not ; 
t mtn, who had rim with someient violence 
to heat himself, would sihrays exhibit buflV 
Mood. He abouldtike to have Dr. Gregoiy^ 
reBtarkaontbiafaot. 

Mr. Bxnvbtt would sot fonow Dr. Gre- 
gory through all bia arguments, bnt content 
bimaeir with objeoting to the new theory, 
toot if we allowed oiirselvea to use our 
■ensee, Inatead of our imagination, we 
dtonld find, that the attempt to discover w 
resHy important dUtorenoe between, buSy 
and uMiltby blood, was almost unavsiiliiUe. 
Therf was, in fact, no physical diflbn^ 
betweeB . thins. Tha only real diitomuoo 
w a. diftbieaM in the red colbiw to their 
l!lbwB.

foied ; and theta faeti wcio decidedly op- 
poaad to the ptoaant riowf of Dr. Gregory. 
S Mr. TnonaoH inquired of Mr. Benoett, 
whothtr bo conaidered that blood lost iu 
xedaeM (the salt of iron) hefino bleeding or 
•ftarwarda; ha tlioaght himaelf it loat it 
aftervarda, and tliat thia difiercnea had no 
eflaet on the oireulation. 

Pr. Grahtilu expreaaed himaelf deeply 
diatppointed at the toanlt of Dr. Giegoiy^a 
eommunleatioD. This waa the third even* 
ittg he (Dr. Granville) had come, urged by 
bia great deiin to bear what it wu Dr. 
Gregory had to lay before them ; night tiler 
night he had attended with the greatest im- 
patienee, but now he tboaght the Society 
might have been thankful to Dr. Gregory, 
if be bad told them once more, that he wai' 
married, and oould ndt eome. The question, 
however, wee now fairly before th^. Dr. 
Gregory wai a man of great talent and pre* 
eminent ability, but be had eapeeted much 
more from him tban Dr. Gregory bed given 
them that night. He particuhtfly couat- 
dered tiiat be waa deficient ia hie remarks 
on the physical itate of the blood. He had 
piaaed this over in the moat superficial man- 
ner. He ought to htve given the Society 
his opiidona of what buffy blood oonaiated, 
and ita efteete in tlie eirmdetioii— tiie mode 
in which it produovd diaeeae. He ahoulil 
here ehum whet waa tlie teitoxo end coo- 
. ditum of the blood, whether the blood was 
or not a living fluid. These were tlie ro^y 
fanporunt queationi . to found a thaon upon } 
and he oeaeidered, that Dr, Oregory^a viewi 
being tbua deficicoL were not entitled to 
. liny attention. Dr. Granville having then

to (be merrat tyro that ever wielded a W* 
oet Dr. pavT bad witneiud, over and 
over min, oa hleedingioldieTBithatin seven 
or eight ^roueii aome wmdd be huffy, and 
othera not at all io, alibough the diet, tem- 
perttare, qulotoenit eud every thing else, 
weto alike. The opinions of Dr.(jrogoiy 
IS to iia penetrition of the fadsrt and bndn; 
and proaueing flbch knocicing-down effuti 
on the uetient, were equilly groondlen. 
Bat. finally, if any proof wen wanting that 
Dr. Gregory had not fully conciderod the' 
eltboui ■ ‘ 


igb he had taken all ibis la- 
ritnde pf time for it, it waa to be found 
in tbo opinions be had advanced u to 
the cun. If “ eradicitba" wu the oure, • 
a third cup wii free from it, the 
diseua ought to eeeu ; then why did the 
bufllneu liimetimes appear again? (Hear.) 

In short be (Dr. (jiantille) conaMered the 
emnmunioation of Dr. Greg^ full of over- 
rights end errors, and be tnuted he would 
reconsider bia views on the aabjeet. 

Dr. Copland made aohie remarki on 
the nature and siie of the globules of blood, ' 
which he eonridered u very varione. He * 
thought the blood partook of the vitelity (ff 
the whole ayitem ; that the appearance of 
the blood wu an index to the Mpu of the 
I mtem. There wu no dreuletion of bully 
iDlood in tbeveueli. Inflammatioa ’ often 
existed without buffy blood, ind‘ often with 
it. In cues of febtile action, we uldom 
found buffineu in the blood prominent, but 
u soon as inflemmation allayed the Mnne 
and fibrous atructurea, then it became buffy. 
Ai to the cun, be thought tJiat instead of 
attempting to abstract the huffy hloOd, mo- 
derate bleeding, with large meet of de- 
pnuing medicine, by di&aiabing the ex- 
citement of the vBunlar system', woiM gain 
the propoead end more rapidly; Upon the 
whole be thought that ‘Dr. Otogoiy bad 
brought forward hiaibaory, mora toihow 
Ilia ingeutiito than any tiling elu. 

Dr. JonXROxx hmd that though fix 
^(emehedfUlen to the ground, the aevunto 
would be ereeted more firmly. Dr. Gre- 
gory btd Mid be eOuld dieringaiah by toe 
eyauitouipf t patient when tM blood wu 
' if be could really do this; he bed 
eatpat imporent diaeovery. Ilie blood 
wu geitotoUy in pregnttt women; 
now he (hPugbt it nir to expeot that when- 
ever a laBy wu pregnant, Dr. Gregory 
oould dlioovor if by the blood; and this wu 
• highly important thing. The real qbca- 
tion, however, must be, ia bufy blood too 
edect .or'cnuM of diusu? Dr. Gregory

J et the blood hod no eppetranee of ia- 
unnietioa. The erganients, thenfore, 
drawn from iinall«poz cam were not good 
ones. He altogether dialled hta eondu- 
•iona drawn from the iunanmation of the^ 
eye, and he oonaidered aVo that the baf« 
lineaa of alternate cupe of blood in chro- 
nic and acute rhenmaliaa, wm not ae- 
couufed for bj thia Kventh theory. Facta, 
too, wen oppooed to the total Matraction 
of body blood curing diaeaM. Bheu- 
Juatisffl waa to be cured better without 
blood-letting than with. Where then went 
Dr. Gie^ry'a tbeon. And aeto the aud- 
den peneferation of tfie heart and brain by 
boffy Uood, prodoeiag death or near it, he 
waa utonidred at the argument. The truth 
waa, that tlie blood muat circulate through 
tbeae ^ually alike at all perioda of diaeaae, 
and there wen not tlie leoat greunda for the 
new opiniona on the anbject. 

Dr. Gatoomv atated, that be bad intro- 
duced the auUeet merely to bare the opi- 
niona of the Society ^but be law now thd 
thii waa ont of the queation, for, according 
to Uiafonr gentlemen who had apoken, buffy 
blood actually did not circulate in the ayatem 
at all. Now, if be knew any tiling whntercr 
of pbyaie— if 1m knew one fact belter than 
onotber^it waa tbia, that the blood wu dif- 
&rent at didbrent perioda in the body, and 
that bulBneM waa one of ita atatea. There 
were iodammatoiw oonditiona, in whioh no 
earthly power could ohiain huffy blood; and 
there were other itatei, in which come it 
irould, trioklingdown the aim, and aoihiag 
could prereot ft. Dr. Gregoiy then recn- 
pitulnied bit opiniona, and would not admit 
that they had been refuted. 

A diacuMioo araM aa to the bufincM of j 
blood in pregnant women, the Ikcta connect- 
ed with which were, in n long argameat, 
bronghtfhj the ipenkorii, to bear ngninat the 
theo^ of Dr. Gregory. It wm conaideTed 
thit the budhieu never arow ont of meio 
pregniDoy, but from aome •pecilio derange- 
ment eonnected with it 
Dr. SriwanT inquired tf Dr. Gregoiyl 
eonaidered that bufly blood waa, nnder any 
dreumatancee, a pathognomooie dgn of in- 
flammation; anotW member naked if iti 
nppearanm ought to regutete the trealment 
of dimaM, and whether the ptt!fe:wu not 
n better guide.

mnnner as you Wtuild treat the iuflam^ soir- 
rims of the uterus, by leeches, fomentations, 
laxatives, diapLoretius, and digitalis, perlmpa 
in operative quantities, hot cautiously— 
putting the pstienl on the antiphlogistic re- 
gimen ; sometimes bleeding from the aim 
may be proper, though, in general, with 
these' diseased nbdominol growths, much 
bleeding is uncongenial. When the tumour * 
ia lodging between the vagina and the rq^- 
turn, it may then give rise to • great deal of 
distress by compreasing the bladder, the gut, 
and the origin of tlie neives, the aciatics more 
etpecially.

XFFICT of poisons ox PLANTS, 

M. Macairs PniEnxe hw lately made 
some interesting experiments on the ab- 
sorption of poisonous substances by plants,' 
and the changes which they snhsequently 
undergo. Ibe dowers of violet and colum- 
bine, (FStJc ndnrala and AjuUfgia 
the stalks of which were plunged into a so*, 
lutioii of (be acetate of lead, beemne pf a 
gieen colour, a considerable tiinehcforc iheir 
complete death, which did not tike place 
Ibr two .or three days. In a solution of tlie 
oxymuriate of meicmy, theu plants died 
inthin neariy the aanf time ; but abaorp. 
tion appeared to be mbeh leas active, an^; 
did not exceed a certain dcgiee; Auc 
flowers only , which were veiy near ^e a^^^ 
face of the liquid, being changed in colonr.' 
Ibe aottttiona of mineral adds wew'ah- 
•f-rhed so ropidlj;, (hat the flowers of violet 
became red even bbfore they had loat their 
odour, and tlie coiine of absorption was dia- 
tinetly visible by the progreniye disimlquys^' 
tion of the stnlk. In aU tbeae 'inperinunijtii,

Blitted to the action of their own poison- 
ous suhilancea, which wu done by placing 
the detached leaves of these plants in a so- 
lution of the extracts, or expressdl juices, 
in distilUMl water, (five grains to an ounce,) 
they very soon shrunk, and died within an 
hour or two, while other leaves, placed in 
a scluti^m of gum, underwent no alteration 
whatever. If the roots of the plants in 
question wero mditenetl with a adution of 
their extracts, they gradually lost their vi- 
gour, and died within a aliort time* It seems, 
then, that the juices of the plants inqnestion, 
which are deleterious to other vegetables, 
are poisons to the verv plants from which 
they are estracte<£ This presents a strik- 
ing analogy between the animal and vege- 
table kio^om ; for it is well known that 
venomous aerpeuti are poiioned by Uieir 
own bite. 

According to M. Blacaire, the reanlta oftlio 
latter experimenu are to be explained either, 
tst.

The discussion this erening was, in great 
part, a repetition of the argumeuta ad- 
Yunced, at the last meeting, for and against 
Dr. Gregory*! new theory, and, on the 
whole, more of the amuiiiig th/n tlie. seri- 
ous was elicited. Amongst the apeakers 
was Dr. W^bsteb, who mentioned the case 
of a lady whom he had lately attended in 
pregnancy, who was liable to inflanimation 
of the cheat, hut whose blood being drawn, 
did not exhibit n hufly cout. 

Dr. Gregory expressed his anxiety to 
liiive the general opinion of the members on 
the universality of buffiiiesa in the blood of 
pregnant women. lio called on Dr. Iiocock, 
as n gontlemim of great experience in these 
matters. 

Dr. Locoex had so seldom hied pregnant 
women, excepting for some disease attend- 
ing the pregnancy, that he did not wish to

in acute disease. In many aeven diseaaea 
(here eertainly was no buff, while, hi mild 
ones, there often was. There were many dis- 
eases exhibiUng the buff, in which a directly 
opposite treatment to tlie antiphlogistic 
must be pursued. He spoke partiunlarly of 
puerperal complaints, in which depletion 
would be a great error, for tliese did fret 
arise ont of inflammation. The blood drawn 
in these diseases woiild be bufiy. and the 
young practitioner acting on Dr. Gregory’s 
theory, would bl^d agaiu, and the^lood 
being again huffy, he would bleed again and 
again, until the patient was bled ulmoat to 
death. Too much reliance ought not to 
be placed on the appearance of buff. Ho 
htdaeen it stated in the report of last even- 
ing’s discuaaion, that Dr. Gregory thought 
some medicine should be employed in cases 
of buffiness, to reduce the action of the 
poise. It waa an old-fashioned medicine, 
but be (Mr. Jewell) thought the nitrate of 
potash WBs the beat that could be emplojred 
for this purpose ; he was accustomed to give 
it in doses of fifteen grains or scruples three 
times a-day, and waa seldom disappointed 
in its effects. 

Dr. Gsegory disputed altogether the 
position which gentlemen had taken up, as to 
draining the body to death, in attempting to 
draw off the buffy blood, becaiiae it was im- 
possible (o drain the body to deal IT. 'iliera 
came . a point in bleeding, after which not a 
drop of Mood could be drawn ; a hole might 
be made in a vein large enough tn drive a 
cart through — ^nny, a limb might be re- 
moved, and yet the blood would not come 
away. Ho hail a case last liiglit in proof,

Dr. Marshall Hall having been zo- 
pqttedly called on by Dr. Gregory for bis 
opfodODB, staled that he did not consider 
tbit huffy blood wss, in many ra<ea; a guide 
to the practitioner; in many insesses, it 
would bo decidsdly wrong to not upon it. 
He differed vthoUy from the opinion, that 
thebody eouldliotbe drained to death from 
a vein ; for^ in/not. the more the body was 
drained, the more it would give up.

Dia* 
section must either be completely aup- 
pressed, or it must be protected and eneou- 
raged. The Legislature muii uitlier strictly 
enforce, and perhaps iuen'oae, tiie penalties 
agoihst disscctiohista, or it must make con- 
eessioni, and grant facilities to them. If 
dissection cannot l)c practised in thia coun- 
try without exposing the Ring's subjects to 
usaasiiiatiim, we supjioso there 's no one in 
or out of I'arljaiuent, except iho trafilckers 
in liiihiau bodies, who will not tt once say, 
*' Lot disoection be suppressed.'' Again, 
if disaection cannot be practised in this 
country without tolerating or cunuiriug at 
Uie diagustiDg offenco of exhumation, we 
Lave no bvsitatiun in saying, Let dia* 
aectiou be auppresied."

I While deacauting on tli« grflht advan- 
tagee of ** General leaning ^ to the phy-

Thil « venture" is of a piece with the 
rest, aed showa most clescly that Mr. Wal- 
lace ia lamentably ignorant of the matters 
on which he bap presumed to tmte. Had 
he been in the least degree acquainted with 
the history of hit proreiriou, or with the 
•tsia of medieri practice in thb country, he 
would not have risked sueh an assertion, 
unleii be had determined to publish that 
which he knew to be untrue. 

The hare mention of the names of two liv- 
ing piraotitioaeri win be sufficient to expose 
tbe dtter folly of Mr. Wallaee'i venture— Sb 
Aidip Cooper-^Dr. Whatia-

gained !** And again, what is the worthy 
Baronet's knowledge of even the literature 
of his profession t Did ho not sweau on 
the late trial, that he had never haml of the 
Operation «n dua temsi Such ii the geamd 
learning of Sir Astley Cooper, Orho has uu* 
questionably been tlio moat successful and 
the most eminent surgeon of his day. 

Pr. Babington, it is notorious, has had 
the most extensive practice of any phys:> 
dan in thia metropolis during probably the 
last twenty years ; yet so far is he froin 
heingalesfnedman, that he requires tlie op* 
pendage of pettieoals only to convert him 
into a mere old woman, leaving gnirnii 
infomation altogeibcr out of the question, 
sre are not aware that Dr. Babiugtoa, not' 
vrilbstanding bis immense oppartunilics, 
bu added a single fact to our stock of me* | 
dical knovdedge. Mr. Wallace’s «vesture,”| 
therefore, can only be viewed as one' of Uie i 
innuroeiable pieces of nonsense with which | 
bis book is ciaramed. 

It W88 our intention to lave salectsd se> 
Teral other passages Ttmarkable for their 
lolly, but we have already devoted more 
space to this production, than our limits 
justify. Another eatract, and wa have 
done. Mr. Wallaca, *of course, touebn 
upon medics! jurispradence, and, with bis 
costomary acumen, remarka,

In conclusion, we have only to observe, 
Uiat, although we believe Mr. Wallace to 
have been influenced by the best motives, 
such a work as the one before us wo^Id 
be matter for ridicule, if writtea on any 
subject of the leut importance : but surh 
I a production on aueb o subject as medical 
|edacation, is worse than contemptible.

Make tlis best of it, and tap- • 
ping, after all, is but an unsatisfactory 
sort of remedy; dangerous in leirrho- 
diopay^of partial relim in dropsy with 
many cysts— of no effect when the encysted 
materiel is viseiiU-obnoxioaB to inflamma- 
tioBB — adhesions — au ppurntions — exhaua- 
tloDS— repetitions — and death, even id 
cases the moat favourable ; and the more 1 
have seen of this operation, the mote 1 have 
felt inclined to udiiaper to myaelf, when the 
surgeon bne token up hia instrument—" 1 
wish he could do aomething belter."

treat, while no effect watabierved to take place, if' 
brandut, receatlp teparaUd from titete treat, were 
brought into (vnlaet even with the enet delicate 
plantt. Aa to the means by which aneli a vola- 
tile aubatance aa pruaaic acidiaretained in the 
living planta, though emitted alnioet imme- 
diately aAer their death, we are perfectly 
ignorant of them. From aouie of M. Goep- 
peri'a ezperimenta, it appeara that eleva- 
tion of temperature increaeea the action of 
the pruaaic acid ; in no caae waa it found 
poaaible to reaiore the planta which had 
once exhibited aigna of being poiaoned t 
the carbonate of ammonia waa often em* 
aa an antidote, but without aucceaa. 
ehemioal analyaia 'of the poiaoned

AUow the exporting pvoiect 
free aeope, and you inereaae, to nn unlimited 
emount, the number of theee diaaoluto men, 
to tlie manifeat danger of aoeilaiy, by fami- 
liarining titoir minda with aaencB and aotiona 
which exnieiaa the wetotmonl influenee on 
the hnnien heart. The local evila of tbig; 
moral daterioration of eharaotor are now, in 
n great meaauie, kept within anfe boueda; 
the reaunectioniata are oheeked W the vigl* 
lance of n reaponftble order of men, to 
whom, na aervanta, they are amenable for 
their condnet ; bnt in the export trade, ao 
aueh salutary control could be exercised 
over them, the peitiee concerned residing at 
a distance ofieveral hundred miles.

We ere not prepared to say that it is no 
hsrdship upon the poor of this oouutry, that 
Mter their livee ahall have been worn out in 
the service of the most eelfish, overheering, 
tad heartless nxistocrscy in Europe, their 
bodies sbiU be deUrered over to tbe knife 
of the anatomist. We are not piepated to say 
tbit it is no hardship upon the poor of this 
■countiy topassnlsw, deelaring that even the 
termination of their lives shall not bo the 
^ limit of their perseention, and t^*ll their 
bodien shall be deprived of thst rppose in the 
.fnvn, to which they hsVe hitherto looked 
ns a sad but certain rufug^ rrom op- 
presior’i scorn, the proud-mau’s contumely.'* 
Wo cannot Buffer out ical for the promotiou 
of anstomioil soii^e to abut up all the 
nvenuM to bumau feeling ; nor are we pre- 
p«id to flsy that the priuoipfo of gieing up 


unclfimed hSdies for disieetion> though it is 
one wMoh we were among Jhe first to re- 
coBuneod to the edoption of the legislature, 
and which is liable to fewer objections than 
any other which co^ be taken as a basis 
of legislation wiU not, at the tame time, 
bear bard in iu operation upon the poor. 
Butif the Legislatun eubjSeti the bodiM of 
friendlem panpen to dimeotion, at the seme 
time that it aanetioM the infliction of die- 
leotiou Si • stlgnt and u degradation upon 
the hodiee of executed muideren, iSlie 
measore, projmsed by Mr. WaanuaTOK, 
would not only involve that degree of hard- 
ship npou the poor which is insepsrsble 
ftom the difieulty of legislating on this sub- 
ject, but it would be u metsore of Injustice 
and ernitl^ to the poor. Dissection is 
either a fit puniabment for crime, or it is 
not. If it be a fit punishment for erime, 
with what decency can fiiendlesa poverly 
be declared equivalent to crime, by n 
solemn Aet of the Legislature! Every 
body koowi that, in this country, poverly 
is, practically, a crime of the deep- 
est dye, Bud that there is hardly any 
erime, which, supported or covered by 
wesitb, may not, praeticaUy, cease to te 
crimind, but it would be a new era in 
legislation, if this doctrine were gxnvely 
aei forth in an Act of rarliament. On 
the otlier band, if dissection be not s fit 
punishment for crime, why hesiute to re- 
peal the clause which makes it s part of the 
puniahment fortbeerime ofmorderl As to 
the grouod upon wbioli the clause bee bate 
defended, namely, that ibe dread of digsee-, 
lion tends to restrain from the c pm p ri ss i on 
of the erime of minder, wehave-endeaveur- 
od on foimer oeetsiena to dettonetrate the 
absurdity of this argument. The argument 
is founded upon tbw supposition, that tbe

lixa la, tliat the traffic should be rendered 
safe and profitable to themselves. Thanks, 
however, to tlie enlightened spirit in which 
Mr. Wabbuetow has entered upon his 
task, their base uad mercenary purposes ore 
likely to be defeated. 

Tliere is another omisaion which it may 
be worth while to notice. Not a word was 
kaiid, in the course of the disciissioo, about 
the buriol of the budies, iift^ir they shall 
have undergone dissection.

Several convolutions of the iloum were, adhe- 
rent to etch other, and to the fuudue of the 
bladder, by old adheiioua of almoat lendi- 
noua firmnesa; theezteutand oioeenesa of 
these preternatural connaziona occasioned 
surprise that the functioua of the parts 
should hare been so well performed. The 
liver war connected to the diaphragm by old 
firm edlit-sious. 'l*here waa considerable ec- 
ebymosie ia the lower part of tiie sheath of 
the right rectoa abdommis , a slighter de- 
gree in tiie adipcse membrane at the sides 
and fundus of the bladder : and still slighter, 
sad quite superficial patches of similar effu- 
sion weie fouud under the neritoneum lin- 
ing the lower half of the abdominal muaclei, 
particulariy on the right aide. Excepting 
tbe slight increased yusculerity and the olp 
adheiioni already noticed, the adominal ca- 
vity and ita contents were natural ; the pe- 
ritoneum was not even inflamed in the pel: 
vis, nor where it coveri tbe bledder. 

An iucieion w as now made along the right 
side of the scrotum to the enus, the lymphy- 
sis pubis diVidid, and the bladder, with the 
wound made in the operation, end lurroun^- 
ing porta, removed, that tha view might be 
as distinct as possible. .In doing ibis t great 
I quantity of purulent fluid flowed from the . 
I cellular memorane around die fundus of the 
I bladder, and tbe difiTerent other parti oM 
through. Bruisee and eechymoaeiof the cel- 
lular membrapuiiumediatelyb the neigbhoar- 
bood of the fuudua of the bladder, perfectly 
opparent. Ihe blojddtrwaa lonB,correipond- 
iug iu iha{)e with the atone, and very narrow 
at its uppef part. On laying it open,t^ 
mucous membrane, in two psrte to which It 
is Bupposid the calculus had adhered, were 
torn, Bi if done in the . set of puliiBg out tite 
stone ; three small fragments nrere found ; 
the edges of the wound into bltdddr 
were torn, contused, and ecehymosed. 

Tbs uieihra next eat open, and thiiwia 
gorged witii coagulated Mood, llie proatitii 
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sot onlarged ; neulylratnoKlIite upirttod 
from the membnotui portion of the orethn. 
llie edgei of the wound into it tom, broiled, 
and eowymoied. 

The kidneyi were next enmined. Exter- 
nally they preiented a light greyiali appear* 
ance, aomewhat like the hiooey deacribed 
by Dr. Bright to bia generally found in drup- 
aieal aelyeota. Both rather amall, but not 
morbidly ao. On laying them open, the

■nrihoe of the right kidney rather f aiiular, 
and ilightly tuberoulated j that .of the left 
more pale and healthy.

The whole of the 
heart healthy, and exhibiting nothing to 
explain the irregularity of the pulae. 

The right lung alightly adherent to the 
parietea of the weat ; but both lunga, on 
the whole, heeltliy. 

It waa concluded, that the inflammation 
uf the eelluler membrane, et the lower part 
of the abdomen, had been the caose of 
dentil, tliat thia bad excited the partial peri- 
toneal inflammation, oud that the Tiolrnt 
diaorder, of wluoh the commencement wm 
diecloied by dieeectiem. could not bare 
ended oUierwiee than fatally. 

'J'be extent of the adipose aubatanee of Ibia 
individual wes almuat ineooceirable. Ou 
dlawction it appeared to e greater degree 
tlien waa even expect(<d. Over the atemurn 
the fat was full two inchea thick ; thence 
downwardi, and orer the pubea, it measured 
five ineliei from the skin to the bone. Tim 
mesentery on being cut through, was full 
two inches. On the inner, ai well aeon the 
cxtenel, aide of the rectus abdominis, the 
fat was omaifaigly deep. Thfi patient was 
the moat eorpulent that had ever submitted 
to a capital operation tt thishoepital; the 
- eaicuhia the largeat ever extractea ; the in- 
Btrumentc the longeat ever used ; and the 
inleiect, from the moment of hii admiielon 
to the termination of' tlie poa-morlm exiari- 
nation, the greateet ever excited. 

Some readon exiited, when (ob late, to 
Buepect that tlie patient had boea labouring 
under unfavourable symptoms, on Friday, 
about mid-day, when Mr. Lawrence saw 
him, and when he laid that he felt well, 
aad was gfdnjg on well; but that under a 
dread of having to take medicine, be siip- 
prei^ the true state of Lis facUnga.

Under 
an antiphlogiatia treatment, the .infianMna* 
tion BUMided, but^lmn it had dUadpaaied, 
three weeka after the aeeidut, Bi^twpa 
not restored. Be eonsnltad M. Faure, wim 
immediately oburved a eapeular eatarut, 
ud after having continued for aomo rime 
the uie of leeohee end emollient poultiuB, 
took the patient to the lifipital de la Cha- 
ritfi, where he wu examined,, and the eye 
found to be in the foUowing state : the eor- 
nee, conjunctiva, and acleretiu, were 
bealtliy, and oflfered no true of any preriona 
wound; the iris preaented, on its extarnel 
part, a trauBverM diviiion, four linea in 
breadth, from the edges of whieb, mett; 
branmia filaments were ueU running toh 
wards die capenle of the lens. I'he irii wu 
not at all cliunged in colour, but did not con- 
trut, even in the itrongeat light; the 
aqueous humour' was perfecUy limpid. The 
lens wai of a milk-white coloug, with mo- 
ther-of-pearl coloured apeta ; its eiroumfe- 
renee wu rather irreguiar, and readbed 
almost to the external margin of the irii, 
between which end die ceterut, a aime of 
about half a line wna uncovered, and formed 
a sort of artifioial pupil, through which the 
rays could pan to the retina.— le CMnifut.

Ae toe extirpation of the ovarian cyst 
moat, of neoesaily, in toe present slate of 
onigerj, be an operatioa of great danger, it 
ought, 1 conceive, to bo rveerved fox th^ 
eiN8 only in whieh the enlargement k in 
rapid pnpeM, and tlie health k decidedly 
on toe declineii In obatetriea, oveiy where, 
to intermeddle k bad ; in obaletrioi, on all 
oeeaaioDty our operations are an evil ; and 
hence in this, ai in every otlier case, it be* 
oomei na to ponder duly, whether toe re- 
medy or toe malady is to be regarded wito 
the greeter apprehension. When an extir- 
pation of toe oraiy is under coMrideraUeo, 
It beliorea ua to ascertain, clearly, wbe- 
ther oyarian enlargement really exist, and 
to decide, moreover, whether toe enlarge* 
ment k, on the main, of the encyttod 
kind, or a eombiuatioB of dropsy, wito a 
massy schinhus.

however, be it Mmembered, are in most, if 
not nil instances, the mistakes not of the 
art but of the artist— toe mktukes of those 
who are negligent, or oftliose who are as 
pet ioexperiencedin tfak part of practioe— 
in soma emt toe mklaJtoa of thoao who 
are at once too vain to' give their atten- 
tion to obstetrics, and too forward to re- 
inin, when asked, from giving opinions on

When, with a view to extirpation, we have 
to decide respeeting toe condition of the 
ovary, it will ha of ao small help to iii to 
up Uie ovary first, mtking our observa- 
tions afterwards through tlie shduininal 
eoverinn; for myself, 1 have aow^ been 
repeatodiy called on to make observa- 
tiona of Uik kind, and from all that I 
have been able to observe, I should infer, 
that they may be instituted with fsciUt]f.

Other diseases, and not without their 
interest, sometimes assail the ovary ; but of 
this hereafter. Inflammation mure or less 
scute, suppuration, coiiuected or not with 
the puerperal state, enlargements of tlie 
ovary, with formations of hair, bones, teeth, 
extra-nterine gestation , Krofula, spongoid 
tumour, sebaceous aiM oilier aubslanees 
may all occur; and tbo fallopian tubea may 
he dropaicul, scirrhous, affected with extra- 
uterine gestation, and so on; but the priu- 
cipleahere laid down will, 1 conceive, wiili 
a little mcdiflcalion, apply also to these 
cases, BO far as tliey admit of remedy. 
Extra-uterine gestation lina been consi- 
dered already; ovarian inflammation may 
be conaidered hereafter ; the rest may be 
diamissed without further roinark.

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CASE OF POIBOKINO BY CHnSBI. 

Dr. Westruaib of Eimbeck, in tho kipj^ 
dom of Hanover, was, on tlie 10 th of llo- 
vember, 1826 , edled to a family, conaiatihg 
of a middle-aged man, his daughter, a girl 
of ten yeaiB, and a fimalo relation^ iboot 
lixty yeara of age, who, an hour after havii^p 
eaten of a elieeao lately bought, bad been. 
Buddcnly seized with symptoms of poisoning, 
as violent colic nsin, vomiting, diarrhoea, 
tenesmus, &c. ou bis arrival, ha found 
them with the abdomen swelled, very pun- 
All on pressure, especially in the liypochon- 
dria, the pulse very smaU and frequent, the 
upils dilated, and complaining uf violent 
cudach, vertigo, great debility, and aick- 
nesB ; tlie rejected matter had the smell of* 
cheese, and was apparently of on alksliue 
nature. A n emetic, and aperient injections, 
were immediately ordcreu, when Dr. Wes- 
trmub was sent for to anotlier family, con- 
sisting of four persons, who, a short time 
after, having eaten some cheese bought at 
the same place, had been aimultaneously 
Hlfccted with similar symptoma, but in 
greater iuleuaity. fiesidea the remedies 
used in tlie first cates, very atrong coffee, 
ond a solution of horocic acid were oidered. 
After this treatment had been continuedfor 
two days, firo of the patients perfectly re- 
covered; in the other two, in whom the 
symptoms had been most violent, the afilBC- 
lion of the head sttaiiied to such a degree 
as to require tbo appliration of leeches, and 
cold affusion ; after about a week, they were 
also convalescent. M. Serluerncr having 
been requested to exoraine tho substance 
which liad been the probable cause of the 
symptoms of poisoning, came to tlie follow- 
ing results : under the continued action of 
alchohol, two different substances were ob- 
tained , the one of a block colour was preei- 
pilnled, the oilier of an oily cousistenoe, 
brown colour, aairiugent, nauseous taste, 
and a very jienetrating, rancid smej], dSt- 
lected on the surfaco of the liquid ; it was 
found soluble in hot water oud alchohol, 
cliHiiged th:i colour uf litmus to red,, and, 
when mixed with alkalies, formed a soapy 
mass. Tho black 6 ubstr.nce was liquid, in- 
soluble in hot water and alcohol, and being 
submitted to heat, goye an extract of an acid 
miinre, caseous smell, aad cuntainiug an 
animoniocal salt, the acid of which could 
not be ascertnined. The maceration of the 
residuum in hot alcohol ]iroduced,otifirBt, no 
change ; but after some time a grevisli wliite 
substance spontaneously preopitated fton 
the alcohol, whicli melivd at a slight degree 
of heat, and was also wporently of an acid

greiBi of them injected into the etomech of 
1 lerge dog» caneed a tiblent inflammation 
of the inteatioal canal, and tlie aubaequent 
death of the animal.

however, 1 w€i not lUe to tnoe the oon- 
noxion. 

At first, I was disposed to trust to purge- , 
ihm ^ne, from the/rM exhibition of which, 
in choree, u well u in leveral other epee- 
modio aifeetions, 1 had repeatedly wit- 
neaiod the beet eifecti. But, in the present 
ceae, though it wu found neAieasory to be 
giving maaenU doeea afmut deily, and 
tltoun their operation waa frequently fol- 
lowed by n marked renuaaion, yet I must 
ndd, that in no atage opntd 1 perceive either 
indication or encouragement to push them 
to BttT thing like the extent which Dr. 
Hamifton recommenda, and which 1 bad 
myself found eo beneficial on former occui, 
aions. In fact, it toon became evident, that 
the cause wu daiper suted, and the pro- 
greu wu rapid. So early as the 8th, men- 
tion is made of the umjunetita of both eytt, 
but especially the left, being luffiiBcd with 
aome puriform eecrotion, but no inflimme- 
tion, or soreneu, Snd the agitatione very 
great, affecting the whole frame. 

In thia stage, recourse waa bad. to leeches 
several times. Once aho was bled to six 
ounces, and all with good effect* But the 
Rounn when it would havo apimared juti* 
fiable to be taking blood in any mode, soon 
paased away; and for abbut three weeks, the 
ohief dependence was on e eucceaeion of 
bliaten. applied, for the most part, to the 
bead and neck ; bat once or twice to the 
arms and legs, though certainly vrith leu 
apparent benefit in the two latter aituationa. 

Although thia urt of practice wu repeat- 
edly followed by a striking Umptfwy efiect ; 
for inatanoo, on the lOth, tiie agitations 
were exoeuive, and lAe eouU not ijmk ; but 
after leealies, and a purge, and a bliater to 
the bead, she had • belter night, and could 
•peak, and remained considerably better all 
the next day. Nevertbeleu it wu evident 
that the diuiu wu fast gaining ground 
On the 14tb, it required two persona to pre- 
vent her being tuacd out of bed in the night. 
From thia time it became neceaaaiy to bare 
her constantly aeeured by atrape. Still it 
ia added that the pmiils eontruted sod di- 
lated naturally.

It atated 
that hia attention had for some time been 
directed to this aabject, which he believed 
was, in great measure, new to tlm profession, 
though, volgarly, tbe buiiiieasof a tanner bnd 
long been regarded as particuloriy healthy. 
The reeult of hia int^airiea was, tliat taunera 
enjoyed a peouliar freedom from consump- 
tion, and tliut this exemption was to be 
traced to the nature of their calling. The 
following circumstance had first drawn hia 
attention to the subject He had had a

The testimony of Mr. StOn^, a reai* 
eiit iiractitioner, was, that for Uiirty yean 
he rould not remember a death from tiiia 
ceuae among the tanners; nor could Mr* 
Castle, during a practice of twenty-three ^ 
yeara. Neither did the hospitals afford a 
■ingle caee. Tlie tauners themoclves ooid^ 
the disease never occurred amongst them. 
Thorp were about seven hundred tonneia at 
Bermondsey; of tliese, petlispe, five in 
every hundred died annually, and, according 
to the usual calculations, three out of these 
five might be expected to die of phthiaia 
pulmonalia. In Mr. Steney’e praclice that 
would have given him ninety deatlia of tbia 
complaint ; yet not one of'^e medical men 
knew of a case. He (Dr. D jwoi persuaded 
tbe aome held good in other places, lie had 
met but with three instanceato lUb oontmy; 
one in Scotland, one in London, and one in 
Devonshire ; and each of these wu compli- 
cated with other diseeiea. 

Dr. Dodd then proceeded to show that the 
families of tanners, especially the females, 
were not equally fnvoured, — that tliooe who 
lived in the neighbourhood of tan yards 
wero remarkably free from consumption, — 
tliat tanners being taken from the lower 
ranks, were aa liable to diaenoe as other 
opnraliveSp— that their exemption from con- 
sumption existed in apite nf the low, damp 
situation oud expoaure of tan yards,— and 
that their lunrd habits and mode of living 
wore on a par with those of other men. As 
to the immediate canae of thii exemption, ha 
thought it was the oroma which arose ftm 
the hark, which aroma appeared to him'^to 
bo a compound 'substance, of a pungent, asid 
nature, possessing antiseptic properties, 
with a tendency to heal pulmonary tuM.roles, 
and fortify the lungs against disease. 
But the most important part of the auhject. 
Dr. Dodd tiiougiit, was the possible , acltfi- 
cinl employment of this aroma for the cure 
of phthiaia ^lulmonalis; and ho hadocoord- 
ingly contrived an upparatua for communi* 
eating it to the lungs. It oonaisted of a naak 
with a doN corar, having bdlowx henettk.

Tbii aubject 
bi now submitted to the ooMiderotion of 
society, expressing hii{ feeling, tbst if

that in an inquiry into it, at least fifty un- 
aiiecessful coses ought to be thrown into 
tile scale, before a fiul decision should be 
given against the facts in favour of thu 
specific. 

The CuAinuAy inquired whether the 
wages of the tanners were such ns to allow 
of tlieir enjoying ^sny eoinfurts, and 
whether Uiey were at aU dissipated men. 

Ih. Donu said that they earned fifteen 
shillings a week, and tbst they were rather 
dissipated than otherwise. 

Mr. Riaoors ez|iKimd a strong opir.iou 
agoiust the views of Dr. Dodd ; during con- 
sidcreble opportunities for forming conclu- 
sions, he bad not arrived at one single in- 
stance of benefit being obtuiued from ex- 
posure to the tanning process. He thought 
It very unlikely that un atmofpliere so dilut* 
ed with the astringent particles of the bark, 
oould be of any use in the complaint. The 
fluid applied externally might be a specific 
kt ulcers. 

Mr. BiNcnAM thought tliat the supposed 
eflfects might be due to the aiitucptie 
qualities of the putrid skins. Butchers and 
gluemakers were very free from consump- 
tion. The occupalioiii of tuuiiers in the 
open air wete favourable to health. 

Mr. Hcnt considered, that though the 
aroma might bcul pulmonary ulcers, it might 
not cure tlie disease. He did not tliink 
bulcben more exempt from it than other 
men. Did Dr. Dodd think the aroma jire- 
vented the development of ulcers, or cured 
them when they appeared. 

Dr. .Toiimstone thought that theorists 
very easily found facts to support their doc- 
trines ; but did not so readily discover those 
that were against them. H u man, perhaps, 
was less likely to be bigoted to an opinion 
tiian Dr. Dodd ; but human nature was the 
same iu all a^es am! countries. He did not 
agree with Dr. Dodd’s views, and thought 
them ill supported by facts- Tbe overage 
fatality of consumptive patients was one in 
four and o Iiulf, not three in live. 

Dr. M11.L10AN could not agree with Dr. 
Dodd. Tlicre were other things tu Uie oc- 
enpatiouaof tanners besidi s tlie aroma, suffit 
dent to preserve them in health ; be had, 
liowever, some public jiatients on wjwm Dr. 
Dodd might make some expedmeuts wiUi 
his apparatus, if he chose, 'there was, 
however, little hope for f;'.i!:h persons, when 
tubercles or hectic fever had once appeared. 
Dr, Stxwaut cousidcred the general 


oceupatioD (iDBm laflleient to aecotmt 
for their exemption from disease. 

Mr. Gir,BN had impresiions in favour of 
Dr. Dodd's theory, and related two cases 
in which the atmosphere of tan yanls had 
been effieaoions. The latter, wliich wu 
elaborately detailed, and higbly piclureaque 
in tbe inddenta, greatly interested the 
younger members of the society, and much 
aamaed the eeuiors. Tbe lubjeet of the 
case was S; sylph- like young lady, with a 
mnk bluah, and all that oeticacy of form and 
teature, which usually distinguish the con- 
sumptive patient. She had patticulorly 
excited the worthy, member’i attention, 
from hrr daily waUta in a tan yard, into 
which the window of hia back room then 
looked. Her appearanee still forced itself 
upon his memory ; and he was rejoiced to say 
she derived great benefits from these visits. 
(Much laughter.) 

Mr. B i' UN El T ridiculed tbe idea of epe> 
eifies in cousumplion, and especially aali- 
rized the attempts to cure it by exposure to 
the atmosphere of cows, as attempted by 
Dr. Beddocs. He thought Dr. Dodd^ 
paper very deficient in facts— tbe only true 
basis of a theory. Ai for consumption, what 
Dvid had said oif lore, might as appropriately 
be put into tbe mouth of tlie consumptive 
patient : " Hei mi/ii ! fund p/itftiui, mUu nt me • 
dkaldUt hirbiW’ Specifics were absurd. Bub- 
lic attention had been lately much drawn to 
a new one. He knew a case in which il had 
Wen tried. It consisted in an application 
robbed 00 the chest; tbe patient went on 
using it for three weeks, then got worse, 
und tlien died, 'rids was one of the many 
unsuccessful caaea which hud never been 
published. 

Dt.Griooiiy thoagbttiie itatements of 
Dr. Dodd were very important ; whence, 
however, bad Dr. Dodd drawn bii conclu- 
sions as to the deaths of tanners at lier- 
mondsej? 'I'lie records of benefit socictiea 
were the only projicr source. 

Dr, Dodd, in general reply, reiterated 
his opinions, and alluded to a case in 
which a man, who took to tbe employment 
of tunning bark, was cured of consumption 
in three months. He olso knew a gentleman 
who rnided near a tan yard, who was in- 
variably affected if be left tbe neiglibour- 
hood, out who, on bis return, found relief, 
even ts soon ns be wu within ten yards of 
the pits. His ostimtteshad not been de- . 
rived from tlie atewsrde of benefit soeietiu, 
but from medical prsetUioners. lie sliould 
pursue his inquiries, bowevsr; and tliu 
Ciiuirmsn having hoped the aubject would 
be renewed on tlie next evening, if tlwn 
were no other topic of more importance, this 
meeting adjourued.

suflkient security, so long as the dead body 
of a human being ia mada on artiefo of 
mercenaiy traffic. 

To prevent the murder of the living for 
tbe lake of tbe price at which their corpsea 
may bo aold, should he the first object of the 
Legislature in devising a remedy for the ex- 
isting evils'. This object may be eflbeted 
either by snppresaiog dissection altogether, 
or by legalising tbe dissection of unclaimed 
bodies ; and we are not awpre of any other 
way in which it can be eflbeted. Wbetlier 
it would be possible to suppress diaaectiou 
altogether in this country, js a qneation 
which it is the less necessary to consider, 
as it seems to have been conceded on aU 
bands, in the discussion on Mr. iVjtBBon- .

,!f|i Wen tUoDglf opj^d ia tome of the 
public joumali, on the leore of the ootrige 
which it if euppoKd to offer to die feelings 
of the conmuuitjr, W e bire tireed y elated 
that we should consider the messure most 
objeetionable in priociple, if unaccompanied 
by the ivpeal of die clause in the act of j 
Gko. II., which makes dissection a part of | 
the punishment for the crime of murder; 
and we have adnutted diat the bill involves 
some degree of hardship upon the poor, 
which ia inseparable from the difficulty of | 
legialating^ on this subject. But, admitting 
that no legislative measure for regulating the 
piectiee of dissection, can be wholly recon- 
ciled with the feelings of the community, is 
it a sound conclusion tliat the practice ofj 
dissection should be suppressed? If the 
appropriation even of unclaimed bodies to 
the purposes of science be a measure too 
shocking to humanity to be tolerated, diere 
ii no altemaUve but the suppression of 
dissection. After the horrors disclosed 
at Edinburgh no man in or out of Fsr> 
liament, we jiresume, is prepared to say 
that things miy be suffered to go on as they 
are, or that it would not be highly criminal 
in the Legislature to neglect taking some 
decisive step, for putting an end to the traffic 
between reaurrectiooiita and anatomiats. 
We have never been wanting in seal to 
promote the intereati of medical science, 
end we are most enzioua to see due facilities 
afforded to the etudy of anatomy, and to the 
practice of diiseetion ; but we cannot tike 
lU ultra -profeasional t view of the question 
■s to anppose, with some contemporary 
wiiton, that d^||Mtion is. ope of those ne- 
ceiatries of tb^;f|iritl syvfofo* of which the 
Leghdeture coiM iwmore.eot off the supply 
thu it oouM put down the pnoticf of dmiag.

It is not true, that the necessity which ezista 
for the practice of dissection is a aecetiity 
of such a description as this writer repre- 
sents it, nor can there be any doubt that it 
would be practitsble for the Legislature, by 
dint of severe penal enactments egainat the 
purchasers, as well as sgsinit the vendors of 
dead bodies, to render the practice of dissec- 
tion so bssardoui, u nearly to effect its sqg- 
pression. And if there were no other way 
of putting an end to tlie traffic between 
resurrectionists and anatomists— if there 
were no other meene of putting down an 
organised gang of thieves and burglars, and 
protecting the lives of the public against 
Bssaiiination, can any man, whose view of 
title question is not distorted by a profossionsl 
obliquity of vision, doubt that the Legis- 
lature would be justified iii*sobmi^g to 
tlie lesser evil, for the take of aecom^ishing 
the incomparably greater good? Happily, 
the lubstaatial intereata of the community 
are perfectly recoacileable with theprogrcM 
of mediccl science, and with the encourage- 
ment which is justly due to the study oi 
anatomy. If provision be made for the 
decent interment of all unclaimed bodies, 
which may be devoted to diseection, «n^ 
one of iho most serious objettioni to.^ 
principle of Mr. Warbuhton's Iri^' ^ 
removed by the repeal of the clause^ the 
set of Gzo.

This is an experiment (requiring some de* j 
gree of skill, and, if not well performed, very 
inconclusive), wliich a'odld succeed when 
tried dii fulbgrown and elastic feet ; in the 
cart horse it might possibly fail, from the 
thickness and rigidity of the horn, and also 
in the young colt, from the imperfect de- 
velopment of the elastic parts, and, most

ration. The diaeaae had begun about two 
years before his admission into tlie hospila', j 
■iooe which it bad giadually increased. HU 
hesllh was not much iflbctM ; his aiipetite, 
however, lUw bid, and bowels habitually 
costive. His tongue wss clean } and pulse 
100, irregularly intermitting. 

Before any active treatment was adopted, 
the bowels were cleared out by two or 
three doseB of castor oil. On the Uth, he 
wia ordered to take six drops of the tincture 
of iodine, three limes s day, and to rub the 
Bwellinga of the face and neck with an em- 
brocation composed of half an ounce of the 
tincture of iodine, infdurouncea of the soap 
liniment.

C. S., a woman of about 60 years of age, 
very stout, and of plethorfc habit, had, for 
fiflM yoara, been iiffected with an umbilical 
hernia of Uie uie of a large apple, which 
bed never 'been completely rMuced, end 
ceused frequent attacks of ccHb. On the 
tAth of Jcnotiy ibe wu,' without any ob- 
vious cause, seiMd with sidamu, vomiting, 
first of bilioua, then of iiBCiil,matter, hiccup, 
end violent odie pain, espacnlly in tbe her- 
nial tumour, wbira bad aomewhat increased 
in eiae. Several attempts t8 reduce the tn-'j 
Bonr, as well as the arainistration of a u> 
line mixtnre, had no effect, and the patient 
cotttinoed in the above state up to the S4tb, 
when a remission began to take place in the 
eymptoms, aud the vomiting altogether 
eeesed ; ehe applied, however, at the Ildtel- 
Dien, and was admitted on the evening of 
the 9!9Ui of January. On examination, the 
tnoMur was found tense, very peinfai on 
preesure, and rather voluminous, Iming four 
inehes in diameter ; it was of a cironltr form, 
end aarrounded the nSvel; the rest of the 
ebdettcn wee free from pain ; tbe pulse wee 
Mthfrftilhaadthefacefiuabed; nostoorabad 
, been pissed duriijg the last go daya. M.Da- 
puytren did not think himself ^^uetified in 
peHbnnmg an operation, there beia| no mgns 
of atrugulatiou, except obatipate eostive- 
nele, end aeaoidiogty ordered fifteen leeohes, 
ab^ en eniollivnt poultiee. to the tomonr, 
drir warm birth,- Md in npqrient injeetioo. 
OivtlM foUofdBg^ no obnile had token 


having, with some difficulty, been detached 
from iu adltesions. About an hour after the 
operation, u die vomiting still continued, 
some injections were edmlniatered, which 
produced five copious atoola. During die 
night, after the oi>eration, the patient waa 
very reetlese ; the erysipelu rapidly spread 
over the whole abdomen and part of the 
chest *, the features were greatly altered ; 
the pulse very email, foe., and she died the 
following evening. 

On exsmii etion, the large, and lower parts 
of tbe sinaU intestines were found violently 
inflamed, and covered with purulent matter ; 
the bania had eonsisted of the right colon, 
and a portbn of tbe epiploon, which had 
protruded throngh a fissnre in the lines o1 ba, 
half an inch above the natal.

tion. in using die saw, the oMrator first 
commenced on the outer aide or tlie limb, 
and, in doing so, its edge came in contact 
w'ith, and appeared alightly to lacerate the 
soft ])8Xts of the thigh. The sawing waa 
then commenced on the anterior part of die 
tibia, and the limb removed in four minutes. 
Fifteen minutes were occupied in securing 
the vessels.

COKTUSXD WOUND OF THt SCALP, WITS 
XXTEMSIVX LACXHATIOM. 

J. B., mt. 47, was admitted into Abra- 
ham’s Ward, under the care of Mr. Green, 
on Thursday morning, February diSy^th. 
lie stated, that the cause of the injury wst 
a blow received from n fell down a flight of 
stairs the previous evening.- The cut ex- 
tended from near the temporal ridge of she 
occipital bane, on ^ne side, to that of tbw 
opposite, in the section of the coronal 
suture. On examinition, the scalp wbd 
foaud to be aeperated for a considerable 
distance, towards the anterior portion of the 
os froniis, so as completely to lay bare the 
pericranium.

On opening the oheit, an abaocas wu 
discovered at the lower part of the right 
lung, between it and the diaidwagm, to whiq[i 
the lung was slightly adherent; it burst, and 
diacharged about two ounces of pua into the 
cavity the cheat; there were also found 
in the same lung many small tnbercleb, but 
none observed in tiie left ; the bronchial 
tubes exhibited no signs or inflammation ; 
nothing unnauol was obaarved abont the 
heort; tlie liver was apparently healthy, 
but soft. On examining the mueoua mem- 
briheof the stomach and intestines, traces 
of inflammation were seen in patches 
throughout tbeir whole extent. No morbid 
appeanoMs were Mteeived in the brain or 
ita tnembranea. The abaeosa, which had 
been opened oh the beck of the right hand, 
communicated .with'ihe joint at the meta- 
oarpal bone of the middle finger ; but those 
on the arm did not oomBimiicate with the 
n-ristov elbow.

Tliomas Lewee, mtat. 3$, wee edmitted at 
a quarter post eight o'clock, a.m., March 9, 
into Colston's Ward, under the care of Mr. 
Vincent, with fracture of the ulna, radius, 
several bones of the haod, and severe laoers- 
tion of the soft parts of the right arm. llie 
accident occurred while in the net of clean- 
ing a csrdiiig machine, called a devil ; one 
of the teeth caught hold of tlie cost, drew in 
the hand aud arm, and literally iroashed 
them to piocpi. Tbe accident occurred in 
Helmet Bow, pariah of St. Luke, and the 
gentleman to whom the paUent waa a ser- 
vant, put him into a cart, and requested his 
carman to drive to St. 'lliomas's Hospital. 
Something, however, ctossed the patient's 
mind, while in tho act of being driven to St 
Thomas's, wlitcli induced him to midie the 
carman change bis direction, and drive to 
this Hospital. Mr. Vincent was sent for, 
and soon arrived. From tbo extremely in- 
jured state of parts, the only course for him 
to adopt, was amputation. He accordingly 
immedialoly proceeded to remove ibe orm 
above tbe elbow, and tbe patient bu conti- 
nued to do well ever since.

On Cbriatmea eve 
last, Mr. Cliriatmas again unfortunately 
fell, at a little before eleven o'clock, 
while walking on tbe pavement, and the 
present fracture was tlie uonaequence. On 
tbe morning after tbe accident, be wu 
brought into tbe hospital, and tbo limb was 
put up iu Ameabury’a aplinta. In tiiose 
splints it waa kept for a period of between 
Mven end eight weeks. By this time Mr. 
Vincent considered tbai tbe mine had united, 
and ordered tbe splints to be removed. In 
a week afterwards, the patient having con- 
tinued still in bed, the limb eidiibiiai^ aigui 
pon-union.
